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LUTHERAN WORLD SERVICE

The exigencies of the World War created specific problems for the Lutheran 
churches of America which demanded united action for their effective solution. 
This was, broadly speaking, the occasion which brought about the organization 
of the National Lutheran Council on September 6, 1918. The original intention 
of the organizers of the Council was that it should be an agency of the par- 
ticipating bodies to serve their common interests in external things, especially 
as related to the Government, to other church bodies, and to the American 
public in general. Two months after the organization of the Council the great 
World War came to a close and the Council immediately turned its attention to 
a program of World Service in behalf of the Lutheran churches in Europe 
which were in desperate straits as a result of the war. Since that time more 
than seven million dollars in money, food and clothing, contributed by Luther- 
ans in America, has been administered for World Service relief. The respon- 
sibility of this emergency work was finally taken over by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Lutheran World Convention in 1930. 

The regular work of the National Lutheran Council as prescribed and de- 
fined in its regulations is classified under three departments: Representation, 
Statistical and Reference Library Service, and Publicity. Under Representa- 
tion is also included the Executive Administration of the affairs of the Council. 
Occasionally the Council is called upon to serve the interests of one of its 
participating bodies, but most of its activities are designed to serve such inter- 
ests as are common to all. A brief outline of some of its activities during the 
last two years will make the matter more concrete. 

First: The White House Committee on Child Health and Protection. In- 
formation was supplied to the Committee concerning the care and nurture of 
children by the Lutheran Church and all its agencies. To do this a compre- 
hensive survey of all the activities of Sunday schools, Luther Leagues, Young 
People’s Societies, Boys’ Clubs, Girls’ Clubs, Summer Vacation Bible Schools, 
Camps, etc., had to be made. 

Second: The President’s Organization for Unemployment Relief. In co- 
operation with this organization the Council endeavored to enlist the sympathy 
and favorable action of the bodies and of the pastors within the bodies affiliated 
in the Council to relieve unemployment and to urge the return of boys and 
girls to school, rather than seeking employment, and to encourage each con- 
gregation to take care of the needy within its own membership. 

Third: Three times within the last two years it was necessary to communi- 
cate with the Department of State in the interest of securing the prompt re- 
lease of captured Lutheran missionaries in China. 

Fourth: Securing visas for foreign students to enter the United States and 
facilitating their entrance in order to pursue further study to become mission- 
aries, required the attention of the Council on several occasions. 

Fifth: In the interest of a proper representation of Lutheran Chaplains in 
the Army and Navy, contact was made with the General Committee on Army 
and Navy Chaplains, as a result of which several appointments were made and 
the Executive Director of the National Lutheran Council was made a member- 
at-large of the Executive Committee of the General Committee on Army and 
Navy Chaplains. Possibilities of serving our Lutheran Chaplains in the Army 
and Navy by the Church at home are under consideration at the present time. 

Sixth: In the capacity of an administrator the Executive Director was called 
upon by a Lutheran pastor in Poland to settle an estate of a young man who 
had died in the United States and who left as his heirs his parents and family 
in Poland. 

Seventh: The interests of the Lutheran Church in the “Church of the Air” 
of the Columbia Broadcasting System were represented and assignments made 
whereby seven pastors from five different Lutheran bodies appeared on the 
program of the “Church of the Air” in the last year. At the request of the 
Council a full hour’ was granted for the service on Easter Sunday in order to

For the benefit of Lutheran periodicals a weekly News Bulletin containing 
news items from all over the world is-sent to the editors. The Bulletin is also 
sent to all the executives of the respective Lutheran bodies and to the religious | : 
editors of a great many daily papers. The Lutheran News Bureau, as the — 
Publicity Department is usually known, has also come to be recognized as an 
authentic official source of church “news, which is released to the daily press — 
of the United States and Canada. Syndicated articles are also furnished to 
Lutheran editors on various subjects. In this year a series of five articles on 
the tercentenary celebration of Gustavus Adolphus is being supplied. 

Several projects are under consideration now, one of which is a COME Heme 
sive exhibit of the Lutheran Church of this country at the “Century of Prog-- 
ress” which will open in Chicago in June, 1933. The scope of the exhibit is to 
include all the Lutherans of America and present a complete and composite 
picture of the development and present strength of the Lutheran Church on > 
the western hemisphere.

present church body. Although we have come far short of what might have 
n accomplished, by the grace of God and His marvelous love, these fifteen 
ars have been years filled with fruitful work for the building of the church. 
In our schools, missions and charitable institutions we have touched many lives 
and there are many today who thank God for the work of the Norwegian Ras = 
Lutheran Church. In spite of the shortcomings, errors and mistakes of mcen, 
God has blessed us beyond what we understood even to ask for. Truly, we 
can say, as Dr. Stub stressed in his last address to us, “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all His benefits.” None of us dare to say that we have 
~ not received great and rich benefits from God threweh our church these years. 
Today we are passing through valleys of difficulty and possibly discourage- 
ment, yet the pillar of fire is over us by night and the cloud by day.

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CHRISTIAN EDUCATION \ 


The Secretary of the Board of Education presents the recommendation of 
the Board for consideration to the members of the convention. ; 
It is realized that no plan or program can be made possible that might meet 
with the approval of every one. The recommendations of the Board are a sin- 
cere and earnest attempt to solve some of the questions that must be answered 


and settled. 


The contributions for this cause do not warrant the maintaining of all of 
the institutions that have been carried up to this time. In some cases it has 
meant an increase in deficits in current expenses because church appropriations 
could not be made large enough to take care of the difference between student 
income and expenses for salaries and maintenance. Every effort has been made 
to eliminate expenses and to keep the budgets as low as they possibly can be 
maintained, consistent with accreditation and efficient work. 


Red Wing Seminary 

The recommendation by the Board that Red Wing Seminary be consolidated 
with Augustana College is a desire by the Board to continue the tradition and 
inheritances of that institution in combination with an institution that we sin- 
cerely hope the church may continue to maintain. In addition, it will give the © 
college students and the college graduates of the Seminary a definite back- 
ground for their scholastic records, which is also of important consideration. 
Any attempt to establish or consolidate with some other institution as a Junior 
College, may mean again the facing of a question of change after a few years. 
We must at this time seek a solution that will, humanly speaking, be permanent 
and not have to be reviewed and reconsidered again after a few years. Ample 
opportunity should be given, both before the Committee on Education as well 
as in the consideration of the report, for consideration of this important matter. 


Luther Seminary 


There has been no attempt to carry on an ingathering for a new building at 
the Seminary, as conditions at present would not warrant such an attempt. 


In view of the limited quarters at the Seminary, as well as the question of 
finding work for the theological candidates, the Church Council at its recent 
meeting recommended to the faculty the possibility of accepting thirty-five 
students for entrance this fall. 


The work at the Seminary has been carried on faithfully and with a blessing 
for our church. We thank God for the steady increase that has come, of 
earnest, eager and well trained young men, who have been saying down through 
the years, “Here I am, Lord, send me.” We sincerely pray that God will bless 
them in their own lives, with a large measure of His grace and His Spirit, and 
make them a rich blessing for many others. 


Prof. John Dahle, who for a number of years was instructor in music at the 
Seminary, has passed away. He labored faithfully and earnestly to increase 
among our students the appreciation of our music and our hymns so that it 
might bear fruit in the worship in our congregations. 


It is not practical at this time to engage a full-time instructor in this depart- 
ment, but the needs in this branch should be kept in mind so that when it does 
become possible, it will be taken care of in a proper way. 


In spite of the economic difficulties of the times, a great many of our young 
men and women have also the past biennium attended our other schools. We 
express our appreciation to their parents, friends and others who, for many 
of them, have made this possible, even at great*sacrifice. It is our sincere 
prayer that the young men and women, who get benefits of these contacts with 
our church schools, may amply repay by their lives and their service, the efforts 
of the church to maintain these schools for the education of our youth and 
the training of workers in the different fields in our church. 
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Last year the Board of Education appointed the Rev. J. C. K. Preus of 
Albert Lea as Executive Secretary and Educational Director. He accepted the 
position and during the time that he has served, he has, in the opinion of the 
Board, thoroughly demonstrated the wisdom of this choice. The serious situa- 
tion with all our schools at this time requires the constant attention by a re- 
sponsible person on behalf of the Church. 


HOME MISSIONS 


In no department of the work of our church has the financial condition of 
our country been more seriously felt than in the carrying out of the aim of the 
church in the home mission field. Many self-supporting parishes are faced with 
the serious problem of how they may continue to support a pastor. Congrega- 
tions receiving part home mission support are deeply concerned as to how they 
will be able to continue even if it were possible for the districts to grant them 
the same subsidy as they have received the past biennium. 

Because of the lack of funds, the entering and opening of new fields, where 
work should be begun, will become very difficult. Many places in the North- 
west offer great opportunities today for our church and serious attention and 
concern should be given to how we will be able to carry on an aggressive home 
mission policy during these times. If there ever was a time when the preaching 
of the gospel was needed, it is during times of depression, despair and difficulty. 
It often seems that groups are more receptive to the message in times like this 
than when tides of prosperity engulf us. When material and earthly supports 
and helps weaken, the strength and power of the Word of God become evident 
to many. The growth of the church, the increase and strength of all the other 
activities, depend to a great degree upon a continuous, earnest and vigorous 
planting of the church in new localities. A statement was made by an investiga- 
tor that there are thousands of communities in-America today where there is 
no Christian church and many more where there are no resident pastors. 
Some of them are in our own territory and the burden of bringing Christ to 
these should weigh heavily upon our heart and our conscience. We have prayed 
and labored for the harvest. The Lord is giving us laborers. May we seek con- 
scientiously and sincerely to make use of the men and the opportunities that He 
gives us. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 


Bringing the Gospel to the lands that know not Christ has been our pro- 
gram and on our hearts from year to year. The cause of Foreign Missions, 
with its Macedonian cry, ‘‘Come over and help us,” is ever calling to the Chris- 
tian church. Madagascar, South Africa and China have been on our hearts 
and in our prayers. Also from these fields come the messages of our mis- 
sionaries that there are new opportunities and doors that are opening for us. 

In China, in spite of war, banditry and the wrath of men, our representatives 
have preached the gospel, strengthened the brethren and carried out their com- 
mission. Rev. Thvedt was finally released, after having been held for some time 
by bandits. Rev. Bert Nelson is still in the hands of the bandits. Attempts have 
been made at ransom and to secure his liberty, but so far it has failed. Let the 
condition of this our brother be upon our hearts and be remembered in our 
prayers before God. God can cause the wrath of men to praise Him. Let us 
seek to know the will of God and earnestly and continuously remember our 
brother at the Throne of Grace, that He may strengthen him and keep him 
under the shadow of His wing in his loneliness and his present condition. 

While we are considering our own immediate difficulties and hardships, let 
us not forget those whom we have sent out as our representatives and who 
stand in our stead as witnesses for Christ in those distant lands. May we seek 
to strengthen them both by our gifts and by our prayers and our interest, so 
that they may know that we are sharing with them that which we have for 
the advancement of the Kingdom of Christ.

Greater interest in the training of Sunday School teachers, | 
increase of vacation religious schools and careful preparation and study of 
teaching material is the result of this activity. Our church must ever emphasize — 

‘the thorough, deep and spiritual instruction of the children. With the sacra- 
ment of baptism as the foundation for this instruction, we can not leave to 
chance and impulse the direction of those who have been grafted in upon Christ, 
through the water of baptism. Every baptismal act lays upon the congregation 
and the pastor the serious responsibility to see that there is a full and constant

The arrangement of buildings, Sunday school and class rooms in our 
churches and parish buildings is evidence that there must be systematic, 
thorough and intelligent direction of this work in every congregation. Above 

all, should the catechetical instruction receive the deepest and most serious con- . 
sideration by every pastor and every congregation. A great number of our 
congregations now require two years of catechical instruction before confirma- 
tion. This is an encouraging sign and it should be possible to carry this out 
in the greater number of our churches. Instruct the youth in the way he 
should go and then later he will not depart from it. 


ORGANIZATIONS 
Young People’s Luther League 


The Young People’s Luther League is enlisting the interest and loyalty 
of large groups of our young people. The increasing number of Bible confer- 
ences, Bible camps, and study courses emphasize the fact that there is some- 
thing deeper and more substantial in this work than simply the matter of num- 
bers. We must, as a church, strengthen and hold up the hands of those who 
are charged with the leading of this work. They are dealing with the church 
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: n Young People’s Society, has also during the past biennium carried on its 
york and its program. A number of meetings have been held and encourage- 
ment has been given to the enlisting of our young people in serious Christian 
work and living. 


Women’s Msisionary Federation 


The Women’s Missionary Federation has through its publicity, its opeakas 
and its gatherings spread information and education about the work of the 


church. In addition to the funds raised for the work of the church in the indi- | 


vidual Socities, there has been a constant program of inspiration and education 
_ carried on by these faithful women. They are celebrating the fifteenth anniver- 


sary of this organization and we wish to express to them our appreciation — 


and graditude for the loyal support that they have ever given the program of 
the work of the church. May God bless them and give them courage, strength 
and His wisdom to continue with us in this great work. 


Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation 


_ Nor must be forgotten the younger women of the church in their organiza- 
tion, the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, who at our schools and in 
many of our congregations are carrying on a spécial work among the young 
women. 


The Brotherhood of the N. L. C. A. 


The Brotherhood, seeking to gather the different men’s societies in our 
church, will hold a meeting during this convention. The possibilities in such 
an organization are many. The men who are at the head of it are leaders who 
‘desire that it shall become an efficient instrument in taking its share in such 
special activities as it may be best fitted’to care for. 

When we consider these different organizations and the spirit of lcyalty and 
faithful work with which they are functioning, we have a great deal for which to 
he thankful. Our church has been blessed with groups in these organizations that 
have never sought to further their own ends and glory, but ever subordinated 
everything to the general welfare of the church, seeking to carry out the 
common tasks and the common program which we have. We are thankful to 
God for His Spirit, that He has guided and directed these activities. We sin- 
cerely hope and pray that a large measure of His counsel and His wisdom will 
guide and direct these different groups within our church body, so that we may 
all work together to the glory of Christ, the salvation of men and increase of 
His kingdom. 


PENSIONS 


One of the matters left over from the last convention for consideration is 
the cause of Pensions. The new Pension Plan, which considers the establish- 
ing of annuities on the basis of annual contributions from the pastors and the 
congregations, was referred to this convention. Whatever action the convention 
may take as to this plan, it is imperative that serious attention is given to the 


pensioners who are at present members of the old fund. An increased number 


of pensioners and no corresponding increase in gifts and contributions from 
congregations and individuals, constitutes a serious problem for us in this de- 
partment now. Up to this time, retired pastors, or pastors’ widows, and minor 
children have received $320.00 a year. Unless steps are taken for a vigorous 
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support for this year in some way, the Board of Pensions will not be able to — 
continue this amount for the balance of the year. In the midst of all of sour 
other questions, we must not forget those who no longer can take an active 
part in life’s problems and who are dependent upon us for making possible at 
least a minimum income for the balance of their lives. Let us not forget the 
aged and the infirm pastor, or his dependents, even in the midst of our own 
troubles and difficulties. 


PUBLICATIONS 
American Bible Society 


Through the printed word there are also many opportunities to spread the 
gospel message. First of all is the distribution of the Bible itself. In this con- 
nection I wish to call attention to the work in which our synod in a small way 
is co-operating, namely the work carried on by the American Bible Society. 
During 1931 a total of 9,745,000 volumes of Scripture were issued by this Bible 
Society. In the 116 years of the Society’s existence, 238,000,000 volumes have 
been published and distributed, in 182 different languages. In one country alone, 
namely Japan, the distribution of Bibles and Testaments rose from 700,000 to 
over 1,000,000 during the last year. In the United States they are not able to 
‘meet all the demands made upon them for volumes of the Scriptures. During 
1931 the distribution of the Scriptures to the blind was nearly 40% greater than 
any other previous years. Over 100,000 volumes of Scriptures, in 22 languages 
and systems, have been distributed tc the blind since this part of the work 
began in 1835. 

Our church, through its foreign and home mission boards, has contributed 
$1,500.00 a year to this work. It should be supplemented by gifts from Sunday 
schools, Societies and congregations so that this work can go on and not be 
hindered because of a lack of funds. 

In spite of all that is said about unchristian and ungodly conditions in the 
world, there is hope and encouragement when we realize that one Bible Society 
alone distributed nearly 10,000,000 copies of the Scriptures in one year. The 
Word of God is the living seed and His Spirit will use it ‘to bring forth fruit 
in manyfold. 

Augsburg Publishing House 

Our own Publishing House has issued a number of volumes for education 
and edification in Christian living. It is to be commended in the translation of 
Dr. Hallesby’s works and printing of these in a popular edition. A great number 
of smaller volumes of practical help have been issued. In the judgment. of 
men who are competent to understand, our publication business is conducted 
along the lines of sound and efficient business principles, for which the manage- 
ment and all who co-operate in it deserve our thanks and appreciation. 


Book Mission 

The Book Mission of our church distributes tracts and small pamphlets and 
has worked along the same lines as the above. A great number of these small 
books have been given away in hospitals, missions and to individuals. “His 
Word shall not return void,” and this humbie branch of our work deserves also 
our interest, our gifts and prayers to God for blessing. Eternity alone will 
reveal how great possibilities there have been in some of these humble 
approaches, often unseen by men and yet used by God in His wonderful way 
to accomplish His will. : 


‘ THE DEACONESS CAUSE 


During the past two years the building erected by the gifts of many of our 
congregations and Women’s Societies has been finished and taken into use. All 
the floors are not completed on account of lack of funds. Only as many floors 
were finished as there was cash on hand to take care of the cost. 

The erection of this building marks an epoch in the work of our deaconess 
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cause as it gives opportunity for training for the sisterhood as was not possible 
before. An institute for the training of religious workers has been organized, 
courses planned, and there are now opportuntities for training for such as wish 


to consider the entering of the diaconate, or to pursue a course that fits them as 


Christian social workers. 

If the deaconess work shall be made effective and continue, the cause must 
be brought home to our young women who are considering entering some 
specific kind of work. For this purpose it is recommended that a week be set 
aside during the church year as specifically deaconess week, during which time 
the specific work and calling of the deaconess shall be brought to the attention 
of the different societies 2s well as to the congregations in our church. 


Church Program Week 


In view of the fact that most of our congregations plan their work for the 
coining year in the fall, it is recommended that a week be set aside and used, 
as far as possible, for the presentation of our common task to the different con- 
gregations and organizations of our church; this presentation to culminate in a 
Sunday service where sermons would be preached and addresses be given on 
the work of our church body, its call of service to us and need of support for it. 
There is a certain element of strength in the consciousness that such a cause is 
presented at the same time throughout our entire church body and it would 
be well if this were given serious consideration and possibly some recom- 
mendation adopted by the general convention. 

As a recommendation, the last week of the church year might be considered 
and the first Sunday in Advent be set aside as far as possible for this message. 


SPIRITUAL LIFE CONFERENCE 


According to resolution of the last convention, a general conference was 
held at Albert Lea, which was largely attended and where serious study and 
prayer was given toward the deepening of spiritual life and meditating upon 
spiritual problems and Christian living. Many expressions of the value of this 
conference have been received. Similar conferences have also been held in 
some of the districts. It is suggested that possibly the different circuits, 
being nearer to a larger group, could profitably conduct such a _ confer- 
ence each year in different parishes. After all, whatever there shall be 
of growth and development in the life of the church, it must come through 
the contact of the individual with the Spirit of the living God. It is through 
the witness of individual lives, in prayer and praise and thanksgiving, as well 
as consistent Christian living, that the church bears testimony of the power 
of the gospel unto salvation. 

This year the Home Mission Board has been forced to discontinue the ser- 
vices of two of the Evangelists, because of the conditions of the finances. It is 
mv sincere hope that these men might be made use of individually by a num- 
ber of our congregations, in spite of the fact that they can not be continued in 
the direct service of the church. It has been the experience, however, that even 
with four Evangelists, there has been a greater call for this activity than the 
Board has been able to satisfy. Would it not be possible for circuits to make 
use of such talents and gifts as God has given them in their own congregations? 
It has been suggested that meetings might be arranged where two might be en- 
gaged as special speakers and workers, possibly two pastors, or a pastor and a 
layman, or two laymen, as the case might be, who have special gifts for this type 
of werk. Jn this way the congregations and pastors could assist each other in 
the building up and strengthening of Zion. Use should be made of not only 
those who are to speak, but those who have been given the gift of singing for 
the edification and the building up of the saints. Such an attempt does not re- 
quire any large financial responsibility and the personal acquaintance of such 
a group with the speaker will strengthen their ability to speak and to labor in 
this way. Each circuit might work out its own plans for this work and arrange 
for several conferences or meetings of this type through the year, where a great

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aga RELIEF WORK 


_____In our territory the present economic situation has especially weighed heavily — 

in many places.- In the western part of North and South Dakota, eastern 
« Montana and southern Canada, where practically no rain or snow fell for a — 
: year, a draught has brought about suffering and difficulty for many of our | 
people. National and State organizations co-operated in caring for this unfortu- 

nate condition and these different organizations are entitled to both respect and 

praise for the manner in which they handled this situation. As is always the 

case in such a wide area, a great number of individual cases were not always 

_ reached. Many of our congregations and individuals in our churches responded 

- generously to a request for aid in sending to Augsburg Publishing House for 

further distribution many shipments of clothing, bedding and wearing apparel 

for the use in such situations. Manager R. E. “Haugan supervised this part of 

the relief work and Miss Inga Lien, under his direction, had charge of the dis- 

‘tribution. To all who have assisted in the distribution of clothing and other 

gifts of this nature, I wish to express our deep and sincere thanks. At the same 

time it is my opinion that it will be necessary during the coming winter to carry 

_on similar relief work and provision should be made to make this effective. 


During the early summer it became evident that a great number of our 
pastors in this area would not receive any support from their congregations, 
because the members of the congregations had no income themselves. In view 
of this emergency, a call was issued to our churches, asking that offerings and 
collections be lifted, whereby these brethren would receive some assistance to 
carry on their work throughout this year. This offering was named the Stub 
Memorial Fund, as a memorial gift to the memory of the late Dr. H. G. Stub. 
There was a wide and generous response. Over 600 congregations and indi- 
viduals responded and the total amount received in cash reached nearly 
$15,000.00. Beginning last fall there has been a distribution of $25.00 per 
month to something like sixty pastors and their families. It is the hope that this 
can be continued until this coming fall when the new crop will be available. - 


The letters received from these brethren indicate a deep appreciation and 
understanding of this expression of love and sympathy. It is my feeling that 
the bonds of brethren and churches have been strengthened through this simple 
act of kindness and of brotherly love. I feel assured that in case it should be 
necessary even during the coming year to ask for additional gifts, hearts will not 
be wanting that will be willing to share whatever they have with their brethren 
who are in need, Many of these pastors have received little or no salary for 
the past year, but they have faithfuliy stayed by their places and the church 
owes them a debt of gratitude for the courage and inspiration that they have | 
given to the members of our congregations in those localities. May the ex- 
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The economic conditions in many communities have brought 
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door of the pastor and ask for aid, which is never brought to the public. 


t. For this reason, as well as the fact that many of our pastors’ salaries are — 
very modest, I have counseled congregations to think seriously before reducing 
salary of their pastor. I know the pastors will not say much about it. In 
- many cases the reducing of the pastor’s salary by a considerable sum would 
_ only effect the saving of a very small amount in the expense toward the church 
of the average family in the congregation. I sincerely hope that our members

May I be permitted to mention that one of our officials, out of his reduced 
salary, contributed to the relief of pastors in the Canada District $400.00, or the

share, as far as they are able, with those who are in need. No work has been 
more encouraging and more heartening during this year than the fine and under- 
_ standing response by so many in their eagerness to help where help was needed.

DR. STUB MEMORIAL FUND 
Summary of Receipts by Districts 
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GUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS ANNIVERSARY 


This year marks the three hundredth anniversary of the death of Gustav 
Adolf, who laid down his life for the Protestant cause on the battlefield of 
Liitzen on the 6th of November, 1632. It is fitting and worthy that we celebrate 
this event. It marks a defense of religious liberty in the defender that God 
raised up for whom we should thank Him and praise Him. 

Sunday evening has been set aside for such a celebration. Our churches and 
societies should also remember this event during the year and bring home to our 
people the great gift that we have received through the Reformation and also 
through the life and services of this great Swedish King in safeguarding re- 
ligious liberty and freedom to worship God. May we also take courage from 
the example of this man and not be afraid, as a little flock, even if it seems that 
the kingdoms of the world are against us. 


MUSKEGO ANNIVERSARY 


In 1943 one of the great anniversaries of our church life will take place. 
It will be the one hundredth anniversary of the centennial of the founding of 
our Norwegian Lutheran Church in this country. It marks the beginnings of 
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the work at Muskego, the organization of the first congregation among us. 


This is the last great event in that chapter of pioneer development of our 
church in this country. It should be celebrated in a fitting way and it is my 
request that you permit me to appoint a committee, even at this time, to study 
how this could be done most effectively and report at a later convention. 


THE RADIO 


In a number of places our pastors have carried on a very praiseworthy 
activity in connection with radio service. It is commendable that our pastors 
have been awake to this possibility and we would urge the greatest possible 
co-operation of the territory served with attempts made to carry on this work. 
Thought and planning should be given to the securing of the use of station 
hours for as long a term as possible and careful attention given to the planning 
of services and the messages presented. Jt opens a field of missionary activity 
which is possibly as yet only in its beginning. 

We would especially recommend the station WCAL for sympathy and 
support, not the least because it makes possible the preaching of a Norwegian 
sermon and the conducting of a full Norwegian service Sunday morning, which 
brings joy and help to many who are older and many who are shut in on account 
of sickness and ill health. Every instrument and every possibility should be 
made use of to preach the gospe! of Jesus Christ. 


THE CANADA DISTRICT 


One of the recommendations that is a departure from our present organiza- 
tion is the suggestion that the Canada District be given greater autonomy 
in its own affairs; that the appropriation be given to the church in Canada for 
such distribution as they find best and that in addition to this appropriation, 
they make use of whatever additional funds they raise, of course with the ex- 
ception of that which is to be used for foreign missions. The only restriction 
is that during the time of the receiving of subsidy that the general conventions 
elect the mission superintendent who is to be district president ex-officio during 
this time. 

A great deal of money has been appropriated during these fifteen years for 
the work, but there has not been any great advance in the work in that district. 
Possibly we are to blame as a church, because of the fact that they have not 
had the feeling of responsibility that should have been theirs, if they had been 
given freer hands in the planning and carrying out of the work. This is a 
serious and sympathetic attempt to begin such a program and that as soon as 
possible that it be turned over to our Canadian brethren entirely when they are 
able to take care of it. The full arrangement is given in connection with this 
message. 


HYMNARY REVISION 


Among recommendations of the last general convention was the matter of 
revision of the Lutheran Hymnary. A commission was appointed, but owing 
to the existing financial conditions, as well as the fact that there was no appro- 
priation made for the expenses of the meeting of this group, I have refrained 
from calling them together. It seems that at the present time it would be better 
to postpone the active work of the revision of the Hymnary and permit the 
commission to continue and possibly receive its mandate at a later convention.

AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The co-operation and fellowship agreed to by our respective bodies in the 
formation of the American Lutheran Conference are giving indications of bless- 
ings and fruit. A number of meetings have been held and the sincerest and 
fairest brotherly consideration has been shown by the respective synods in the 
consideration of their common problems. Attention and study has been given, 
not only to the practical questions, but also that there may be a presentation of 
doctrinal truth presented from time to time as a witness of our common con- 
fession and belief. 

One of the results of this Conference, in which we should have special 
interest, is the sympathetic and kindly approach of representatives of the Ameri- 
can Lutheran Church and the Augustana Synod towards our Pacific Lutheran 
College situation. Without the support of these brethren, it will seem humanly 
impossible to maintain this institution. With their support, which they expect 
to consider at their coming synodical meetings, we have hopes that an institution 
can be carried on that will bring blessings to wide circles in that great mis- 
sionary district of all of our synods on the Pacific Coast. 

The next convention of the American Lutheran Conference will be held at 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in October. This convention should select the delegates 
that should represent us at this meeting. 

The counseling together as brethren, the inspiration and encouragement 
that has been received through this common approach has been of strength 
and blessing, I believe, during these times to every synod that has participated. 


LUTHERAN WORLD SERVICE 


In times like this, that which is not close at home is often neglected. One 
of the causes which has suffered during these times of economic difficulty is 
the interest in Lutheran World Service. Let us not forget that there are men 
and women of our own faith, who are in a much worse condition than any of us. 
There are Lutheran brethren in distant lands who are truly suffering for the 
cause of Christ. 

During the past year a call has gone out for the assistance of refugees who 
escaped into Manchuria. In other parts of Europe there is also suffering among 
minority groups because of their faith. 

The National Lutheran Council and the Executive Committee of the 
Lutheran World Convention have sought to make the meager funds contributed 
go as far as possible.

“CHURCH COUNCIL AND BOARD OF TRUSTEES RESOLUTIONS 


A number of recommendations from the Church Council and the Board of 
Trustees, as well as actions by individual boards, looking toward economy in 
the conduct of the work of the church, have been proposed. Many things that 

should be done and have their definite justification when financial conditions 
make it possible, must be dispensed with in times like this. In view of these 
facts these recommendations are made, Undoubtedly suggestions and proposals 
will also be laid before the convention by others. 

I may be permitted to state that the fullest co-operation by all officials and 
members of boards has been given in seeking to effect economies wherever 
possible in the operation of the different departments. The Board of Trustees, 
the Treasurer, the General Field Superintendent, the District President, 
the Executive Secretaries and others have sought in every way to co- 
operate in the possible reduction of expenses in the work to be carried out. 
It is the intention of the Board of Trustees, in the selection of Dr. Bergsaker 
as General Field Superintendent, to employ no additional field men in the raising 
of the budget, but through the work of Dr. Bergsaker to seek to organize the 
raising of this work through the voluntary support and effort of pastors and 
laymen in districts, circuits and congregations. In this arrangement the Board 

- of Trustees has sought to follow out suggestions and requests that have come 
from many quarters in our church. The men who will seek to organize the work 
in the respective districts with the Field Superintendent will be the District Presi- 
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dents, who have undertaken to shoulder this responsibility. It can be said that 
continuous attention has been given to the organization of this work for the 
future along the lines indicated. May our pastors and congregations seek to give 
full support and co- operation so that it will not be necessary to make use of any 
additional workers in this department. 

Under this section it would be well to consider ways and means for the 
ingathering of the funds that are needed to carry on the program of our beloved 
church. In the first place, each department and activity must seek to conduct 
its operations on a basis that will correspond with its income during the present 
emergency. In this case it should be remembered that this is a call not for 
someone else to effect economies, as is often the case in a large gathering like 
this where we feel that the particular activity or interest that is close to our 
heart should not be touched, but that it should be by the saving and'economies 
in other fields. This attitude will never accomplish the results expected. It will 
only be by common willingness to shoulder the common burdens and responsi- 
bilities in the matter of economy that it can be done. Each interest and activity 
must look not to others, but to itself as to how rearrangements can be 
made without crippling the work and weakening the essential parts of its 
program. 

The Board of Trustees of our church has been charged with responsibility of 
borrowing the money needed to carry on the work while we are waiting for it 
to be gathered in during the year. During the present emergency it seems only 
_fair and reasonable that upon them should be placed the responsibility of re- 
adjusting the appropriations during the balance of this year and also for the 
coming biennium, in case reports and conditions do not warrant the use of as 
much money as was originally appropriated by the general convention. The 
credit and financial standing of our church must be safeguarded and such a 
resolution will not work any hardship that would not otherwise come upon us, 
especially if the Board of Trustees in each case confers with the different boards 
and activities from time to time as the occasion demands. 

Each district should seek in the fullest way possible, through its district presi- 
dent and its officials, to co-operate with the general church body in bringing 
the cause of the common task of our church to the people. Congregations 
should not forget to stress, even in these times, the obligation resting upon us to 
bring the gospel to others, to carry on the work of training leaders for the 
church, .and to care for the aged and orphaned. No emergency, no hardship 
or trial, can ever lift this blessed burden from our shoulders. We who’ are 
called as pastors should with leadership and vision seek to arouse our people to 
greater interest in the work of the church, both within the congregation and in 
the larger field of common endeavor. As possibly never before, the obligations 
of stewardship should be brought to our people as a Scriptural and God-pleasing 
principle for all our giving. As individual members of our churches and con- 
gregations, we must, under the eye of the all-seeing God, seek to adjust our 
personal expenses so that the needs of the Kingdom of God shall not be placed 
last. They should ever be first in our personal use of money. We remember 
the widow with her son at Zarephath. She had but enough for one meal in 
her crock. Then came the man of God and asked for food. It seemed 
to her that she had but enough for herself and her.son for one meal and then 
they would die, yet she gave to the prophet of God and the very giving of the 
last that she had became the means of saving the life of herself and her son. 

Let us not forget that when the Lord comes today, in the call of the work 
of the church for others, that it may become the very saving of our life, 
individually and congregationally. “He who would lose his life for My sake, 
shall find it.” 

Let there be no spirit of defeatism in our facing the present situation, but 
let us seek to know what is the will of God with our work. He is able and 
willing to multiply the loaves and increase the meal. Times like this call for 
a placing of our lives in the hands of God, and demand that we do not shirk from 
His call; His work and His will must be done. 
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While we, during this convention, will seek as carefully and as wisely as we 
can to rearrange our program and our budget, at the same time there should be 
a deep and earnest. resolution in the hearts of all of us to carry on. This 
thought should be carried back, by witness and education, to our people in the 
parishes, that we are seeking, even in a year like this, by giving and sacrifice to 
raise even a larger sum for the work of the Lord. We want to do it as an 
evidence of His love. 

These times call for renewed self-examination of our own spiritual condition, 
a careful inquiry as to where our treasure is and where our heart’s longing and 
desire is found. Let us confess to Almighty God our transgressions and our 
sin. We have not always first sought the Kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness. Too cften our interest has been drawn to the things of this world and 
the invisible Kingdom has been forgotten. Let us seek forgiveness at the 
Mercy Seat in Jesus’ name. God grant that there may be a continuous, earnest 
prayer from every: confessing child of God that His Spirit may be poured out 
upon us, not only i in this Convention, but in every home and every congregation 
that is included in our work, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from Canada to 
the Gulf. May His Spirit fill us with love to Christ, love to His Kingdom, 
then again the story of old will become true, that there will be enough for the 
extension of His Kingdom among others, enough for our work in our own con- 
gregations, and in God’s wisdom and love, that which is necessary for our- 
selves in our own homes. 

The spirit and attitude in which we approach the problems before us at this 
meeting may determine for many a year to come the successful use that God’s 


‘Spirit can make of our organization. With this sense of responsibility, not only 


to ourselves but to those who are coming after us, let us consider the questions 
that are to come up with calmness of judgment. Let us seek to solve them, not 
only for this year and the next, but also planning for the future. Let 
nothing be decided simply under strain, stress and excitement. Let us as men, 
with determination and will for that which is right, weigh our decisions in 
the light of God’s Word and in remembrance of His presence in our midst. 
May it be the firm resolve of this assembly throughout these days to keep 
before itself the great central thought of God’s church—concern for the salva- 
tion of souls, that the gospel may be preached and through that gospel that 
men, not by means of their own reason or strength, but by the Holy Spirit of 
God, may be brought into the Kingdom, which is ever the great aim of the 
Christian church. Christ gave Himself for the church, men. and women have 
given their lives, and our fathers who have gone before us, set an example 
worthy of our following. Nothing is too good for the church. May we today 
highly resolve, as God’s Holy Spirit fills our hearts, that the things of Christ, 
the affairs of the Kingdom of God, shall be first in all our consideration:

April 7th, the whole day was given to consideration of what recommendations 
to the Convention, as well as other changes, might be effected at the present 
time in the interest of economy and in view of the present financial situation 
in the church, as well as in the country at large. 

The following items were considered and adopted: 


1. District of Canada 


In order to place more responsibility upon the brethren in Canada, as to the 
management of their own affairs, as well as realizing that they are conducting a

It is recommended that the Board of Trustees, in consultation with the

liquidate the indebtedness of the Church as soon as this committee finds it 
advisable. S 


3. Finance Committee 


It is recommended that the functions of the Finance Committee, which now 
consists of the Executive Secretaries of the Boards, together with certain other 
members, be transferred to the Board of Trustees. 


4. Book Mission 


It is recommended that the Book Mission be supported entirely by free will 
offerings and gifts. 


5. Annual Report 

It is recommended that the Annual Report of our general, as well as the 
report of the conventions of the districts, be hereafter limited to from 300 to 
500 pages. 3 
6. Home Mission Board 


In order to cut down traveling expenses, it is recommended that the Church 
Council also function as the Board of Home Missions. 


7. Vice-Presidents 


In order that the general convention or district conventions would have 
entirely free hands in the serious matter of selecting either General President 
or District President whenever a vacancy should occur, the following recom- 
mendation for change of constitution is submitted: 

“Tt is recommended that the office of vice-president for the District and the 
General Church Body be discontinued. In case of a vacancy in the Presidency

8. Balancing the Budget

10. Publicity Bureau 
It is recommended that the Publicity Bureau shall be transferred to a 
committee consisting of the Executive Secretaries of the various Boards, plus 
the General Field Superintendent and Publishing House Manager. 





11. Refund to Theological Students 
& It is recommended that no refund of tuition paid at college be made to 
‘ theological students after the present classes are graduated. 





See 12. Reorganization of Districts 

Another matter that was also considered but no action taken, because of 
divided sentiment in the joint meeting, was the question of reorganization of 

districts. Two reports were considered. The majority committee report recom- 

mended that the present organization of the districts in the United States be left 

as it is, with a full time president for each district. 


The minority report recommended the following five districts: 
Eastern District, present boundaries. 
b) Minnesota District, to include Northern and Southern Minnesota 
Districts. 
c) Iowa District, to include the present Iowa and South Dakota 
TDistricts. 3 
d) North Dakota District, to include the present North Dakota District 
z= and Montana. 
_- e) Pacific District, to include the present Pacific District and the Rocky 
Mountain District, except Montana. 

A third suggestion was also presented, namely that the districts remain the 
same as at present, with the exception that in the Rockly Mountain District 
Montana be added to the North Dakota District and the balance of the Rocky 
Mountain District added to the Pacific District. : 

In addition to the above suggestions and recommendations, the different 
Boards have also considered the question of cutting down of expenses in their 
individual activities. 





13. Foreign Missions 
The Board of Foreign Missions has decided to dispense with the services of 
two of their traveling field emissaries. 
The Foreign Mission Board also voted to request the missionaries to accept 
a reduction of 10% in their salaries. 


14. Home Missions 
The Board of Home Missions has decided to cut down the number of evan- 
~ gelists from four to two. 
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15. Pensions es 

Rev. G. Smedal has resigned as full time Executive Secretary for the Board 
of Pensions and his resignation will take effect at the close of this year. It 
is the intention of the Pension Board not to employ a full time man for the 
present. 


16. Board of Publications 


The Board of Publications recommends to the General Convention that for 
the coming term only two editors be elected for the church papers, instead of 
three. 


17. Field Men 


The Finance Committee and the Board of Trustees have dispensed with 
the services of all the financial field men and only one mah, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, 
is now in charge of that work. 


18. Board of Charities 


The Board of Charities has accepted the resignation in some cases of workers 
and in other cases made material reductions in the salaries for the coming 
biennium. 


19. Board of Education 


In the Board of Education there have been reductions in the appropriations 
for the different institutions and a serious study is being given continuously 
to the financial situation of each institution under the care of the Board. 

Pacific Lutheran College has received favorable consideration from the 
Northwestern District of the American Lutheran Church, as well as the 
Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod. It is the sincere hope that 
through the action of these respective synods during this year the additional 
sum of $17,500.00, which was made as an emergency appropriation last year by 
our Board of Trustees, may be taken care of by the assistance of these brethren. 


20. Reduction of Salaries 


In addition to the above changes or recommendations, some of which are 
within the province of the respective Boards and others which will have to be 
acted upon by the General Convention, the Board of Trustees was also asked 
by the joint meeting to give further attention to possible reduction of salaries 
in different branches. 


21. Budget 


It might also be stated that the Budget Bureau and the Board of Trustees 
carefully reviewed the proposed budget and made recommendations in the 
appropriations for the budget of other economies in different items. 

It is our sincere hope and prayer that our people not only will think about 
and consider what may be to the best interest of our church, but above all, 
that we may ask our Heavenly Father, from whom all wisdom, power and 
strength must come, that He will be with us with His Holy Spirit and direct 
us during the serious and trying times which every church organization in our 
country is passing through today.

DISTRICT RECOMMENDATIONS 


Eastern District 


“The Rev. J. O. Tweten favored a change in the Constitution and moved, 
that we ask the General Church Council to prepare and offer proper changes, in 
the form of resolutions to be presented to the district meetings and to the 
General Convention in 1932. This motion was seconded and carried.” (1932 
Annual Report, page 100.) 
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“The Rev. G. A. Peterson, moved, that the Eastern District petition the 
General Convention Committee, that the Reports be sent out at least two 
weeks before the convention. Motion was adopted.” (1931 Annual Report, 
page 103). 


Southern Minnesota District 


“Moved and carried that Southern Minnesota District petition the General 
Convention of the N. L. C. A., in 1932, to place on the budget the sum annually 
needed for church extension; and place it as a separate item under Home 
Missions.” (1931 Annual Report, page 161). 

In regard to the petition for a change in the constitution,’ the resolution pre- 
sents a difficulty in the fact that it does not give specific changes that are to be 
considered. 

The matter of sending the reports out at least two weeks before the General 
Convention presents a practical difficulty in this that in the neighborhood of 
3,000 such reports would have to be sent out to possible delegates and pastors, 
while as a rule less than half of that number attend the convention. In a great 
number of cases the reports would not be taken along and a new set would 
have to be distributed. In view of the expense involved, it is questionable 
whether it would be well to enact such a resolution at this time. Possibly the 
spirit of the motion could be carried out in requesting that any important 
recommendations or resolutions should be published in the church papers at 
least four weeks before the holding of the convention. 


To the Norwegian Luttheran Church of America, in convention assembled, 
Minneapolis, Minn., June 1st to 8th, 1932. 

Reverend Fathers and Brethren: 

Inasmuch as our church body, the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
has accumulated quite a large indebtedness, it becomes essential for our synod 
to exercise the greatest possible economy and as far as possible during these 
stringent financial times to avoid the incurring of increased loans or attempt 
the ingathering of funds for payment of debts. We believe that the church 
can exchange salaried work for unsalaried work and accomplish a great deal 
more through voluntary effort. We believe that such an economy is highly 
necessary and that it would be possible for-our church body to save between 
$30,000.00 and $40,000.00 a year by dispensing with salaried positions for dis- 
trict presidents and in their place establish the positions of unsalaried circuit 
inspectors or visitors, and 

Whereas, according to this arrangement there would be one in each circuit 
to supervise this work in place of as now, one for each district, 

Therefore, Silver Lake Congregation, Worth County, Iowa, in regular meet- 
ing assembled April 26, 1932, presents the following recommendations to the 
general convention for its acceptance: 

1. That the office of district president in the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America be discontinued. 

2. That the arrangement with an inspector or visitor for each circuit, with- 
out salary from the church, such as was customary in the former United Church, 
be established. 

3. Each of these resolutions to become effective as soon as they are legally 
adopted. 

4. The district presidents shall, before laying down their office, see that 
each circuit in their district has met and elected its own visitor, whose term 
of office shall be three years. 

5 A committee shall be elected at this convention, which together with the 
president of the church, shall arrange further matters necessary to make this 
arrangement effective.

Maatte disse tanker lede og fgre os under vore raadslagninger og beslutninger. 

Da vil vi endog i vore 
treengsler, naar vort mgte er over, kunne gaa fra hverandre og si: “Herre, det har 
veret godt at vere her, ti du har veret midt iblandt os.” 


























Vore skoler 


Skolebestyrelsens sekreter fremlegger bestyrelsens anbefalinger til dette aars- 
mgte. Det er klart at ingen plan eller forslag vil kunne fremlegges som vil finde —

Red Wing Seminar 


Bestyrelsens anbefaling at Red Wing- Seminar sluttes sammen med Augustana 
College er fremlagt i det gnske om at den ary og de traditioner som denne skole 
har kunde fortsettes ved Augustana College. Det er vort haab at det kunde gj¢res 
--mulig at holde denne skole gaaende i Sioux Falls. Forening med et fire-aarig 
college vil gi graduentene fra college-avdelingen ved Red Wing Seminar en be- 

tryggelse for deres “credits” for fremtiden, hvilket jo ogsaa er en meget vigtig 

sak som maa tages i betragtning. Forsgk paa sammenslutning til en Junior College ra 

eller et akademi vil sandsynligvis bare bety en midlertidig ekistense. Vi maa, derfor, 

nu sgke en Igsning som menneskelig talt t¢r ansees for bestandig og som altsaa 
ikke om nogen aar atter maa forandres. Under dette m¢te vil der bli git fuld 

anledning under behandlingen av bestyrelsens indberetnig at overveie denne sak. 


Luther Seminar 


Paa grund av de financielle tilstande baade i stat og i kirke saa har det ikke 
veeret fundet raadelig at foreta nogen indsamling til ny bygning ved Seminariet iaar. 
Paa grund av de indskrenkede bekvemmeligheter ved Seminariet paa den ene side 
og vanskeligheten at finde kalel for vore teologiske kandidater, har kirkeraadet an- 
befalt til fakultetet ikke at indskrive mere end fem-og-tredive studenter for det 
kommende aar. 

Vort Seminars arbeide har veret utigrt med troskap og til velsignelse for vor 
kirke.- Vi takker Gud for den stadige tilvekst av alvorlige, velutdannede unge mend 
som aar efter aar har kunnet si, “Herre, her er jeg, send mig.” Vi haaber og ber 
at Gud vil velsigne deres livsvirke for dem selv, og gi dem sin aand og naade i rikt 
maal, saa de maatte bli til megen velsignelse for mange andre. 

Prof. John Dahle, som i en aarrekke var musiklerer ved seminariet har faat 
hjemloy. Han arbeidet med_ stor troskap og megen hengivelse for at gke for- 
staaelsen av vor kirkemusik og vore salmer blandt vore studenter, saa denne deres 
kjendskap kunde bere megen frugt ved gudstjenestene indén vore menigheter.

Hjemmemissionen 

Paa intet felt av vor kirkes arbeide har vort lands financielle tilstande veret mere 
fglt end i arbeidet paa hjemmemissionsmarken. Mange selvhjulpne kald staar an- 
sigt til ansigt med spgrsmaalet om hvorledes de kan fortsette at underholde prest. 
Menigheter, som delvis har nydt underst¢ttelse fra vor hjemmemission, er i dyp be- 
kymring over om det blir mulig for dem at fortsette som hittil, selyv om vore 
distrikter skulde se sig istand til at bevilge dem den samme underst¢ttelse de har 
nytt i de forldpne to aar. Paa grund av pengemangel har det veret og vil bili 
meget vanskelig at aapne nye felter, hvor dog arbeide burde begyndes. Mange 
steder i Nordvesten byr paa rike anledninger for vor kirke, og vi bér ta under 
alvorlig overveielse hvorledes vi i disse tider kan seettes istand til at fortsette vort 
hittil drevne, paagaaende arbeide for hjemmemissionen. Dersom der nogensinde har 
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veret en tid i hvilken ordets forkyndelse iser traengtes saa er det netop i disse 
nedtryks, modl¢shets og vanskelighetenes dage. Det synes ofte som om masserne 
er mere mottagelige for budskapet i disse tider end naar vi er midt i medgangens dage. 
Naar materielle og jordiske st¢tter svekkes og vakler, blir Guds ords kraft og tr¢st 
mere virkelig for mange. 

_ Kirkens vekst, og dens fremskridt i alle gjgremaal avhenger jo altid av et stadig, 
alvorlig, kraftig arbeide for at plante paa ny grund. En, som har sat sig ind i denne 
sak har uttalt at der findes tusener steder i Amerika uten en kristen kirkebygning, 
og mange, mange flere steder uten bosittende prest. Nogen av disse ligger inden 
vort arbeidsfelt, og ansvaret for at bringe Kristus til dem bgr hvile tungt paa vore 
hjerter og samvittigheter, Vi har bedt og arbeidet for hgsten. ‘Herren har git 
os arbeidere. Maatte vi i al oprigtighet samvittighetsfuldt sgke at benytte os av 
de mend og de anledninger Gud gir os. 


Hedningemissionen 


At bringe evangeliet til de land som ikke kjender Kristus har staat paa vort 
program og har ligget os paa hjerte fra aar til aar. Hedningemissionens store sak 
med dens Makedonierop, “Kom over og hjelp os,’ lyder jo altid for den kristne 
kirkes grer. Madagaskar, Syd Afrika og Kina har altid veret gjenstand for vore 
bgnner og hat plads i vore hjerter. 

Ogsaa fra disse marker kommer bud fra vore missionerer at der er nye anled- 
ninger og nye dgrer aapne for os. I Kina har, trods krigen, banditterverk og men- 
neskers ondskap, vore utsendinger preket evangeliet, styrket brddrene og veret sin 
opgave tro. Pastor Tvedt blev tilslut Idslatt efter at ha veret fange blandt ban- 
ditterne en tid. Pastor Bert Nelson befinder sig fremdeles i rgvernes vold. Der 
har veeret gjort flere forsgk paa ved lgsepenger at faa ham fri, men hittil har dette 
ikke lykkedes. La denne broders stilling ligge os paa hjerte og la os mindes ham i 
vore bénner. Gud kan tvinge menneskene til at prise ham endog i deres ondskap. 
La os séke at faa vite Guds vilje og stadig i al inderlighet komme denne vor bror 
ihu for naadens trone, at Gud maatte styrke ham og holde ham under sine vingers 
skygge i hans ensomhet og tunge kaar. 

Og la os dog nu under behandlingen av vore egne forhaandenverende vanskelig- 
heter ikke glemme dem vi har sendt ut som vore stedfortretere og som nu i vort 
sted optrer som vidner for Kristus i disse fjerne egne. La os s¢ke at styrke 
dem ved vore gaver, vore bgnner og vor deltagelse saa de maa forstaa at vi deler 
med dem hvad vi har til fremme ay Jesu Kristi kirke og rike her i verden. 


Barmhjertighetsarbeidet 


Under omstendigheter som de nuverende maa selvsagt kravene til arbeidet for 
det kristelige social og familie velfeerdsarbeide tilta. Store byrder vil legges paa 
alle barmhjertighetsanstalter og lignende institutioner i slike tider. I sit virke for 
barmhjertighetsarbeidet og den kristelige kjerlighets krav har eders representanter 
gjort sit bedste for at efterkomme det hverv som var betrodd dem saaledes som de 
har trodd eders hjertelag og gnske med hensyn til de mindre heldigstillede krzvet 
det. Smaabarn og gamle har veret tat vare paa. Uheldig stillede familier og en- 
keltpersoner, som laa i aandelig og moralsk ngd har, saavidt mulig, veret vaaket 
over og tat vare paa av eders arbeidere. Et tro og virksomt arbeide har veret 
utfigrt av de forskjellige anstalter og grener av denne gjerning. Deltagende im¢te- 
kommenhet og forstaaelse har hersket over hele det utstrakte felt. Hjalp og bistand 
som netop nu maatte ydes til dette arbeide vil faa stor betydning for bevarelsen av 
mange liv og mangen familie. 

Bestyrelsen for barmhjertighetsarbeidet fremlegger i tilslutning til Board of 
Trustees’ forslag om bibeholdelse av bare et barnehjem i Nordre Minnesota. Fuld- 
stendig rapport angaaende den unders¢gkelse dette forslag er begrundet i vil vere 
tilgjeengelig for de komiteer og andre som er interessert i disse anbefalinger. Det 
maa si sig selv i alles omdgmme at bare et hjem kan opretholdes i Nordre Minne- 
sota herefter og at det eneste spgrsmaal nu maa bli hvorhen dette hjem for frem- 
tiden bg@r henlegges. Wild Rice hjemmets ¢deleggelse ved ildebrand er aarsak 
i at dette sp¢érsmaal dukker op netop nu. I denne forbindelse maa vi med tak mindes 
at ved Guds naade gik intet liv tapt og ingen barn led skade ved branden. Dette 
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sidste er naturligvis det stgrste av alt. Nu er spgrsmaalet hvad vi skal gj¢re i 
fremtiden. Bestyrelsens forslag fortjener kirkem¢tets alvorlige og forsigtige over- 
veielse. 


Den kristelige barneopdragelse 


- Det stadig fortsatte arbeide for den kristelige barneopdragelse berer nu frugt. 
Stgrre interesse for ret utdannede sgndagsskolelerere, det voksende antal av re- 
ligionsskoler i feriene og mere hensigtssvarende forberedelse og studiet av under- 
visningemetoder og undervisningsmidler er synlige resultater ay denne virksomhet. 
Vort kirkesamfund maa til enhver tid legge serlig vegt paa indgaaende, dyp og 
grundig religionsundervisning for vore barn. Med daabens sakramente som grund- 
-volden for denne undervisning tér vi ikke la tilfeeldet og giebliksindskydelser lede 
dem som er blit indpodet i Kristus ved vandbadet i daaben. ver eneste daabs- 
handling legger det store.ansvar paa prest og menighet at vaake over at der altid 
er fuld og rik anledning for disse barn til at vokse og modnes i Herrens frygt og 
visdom. Arrangementet av bygninger og sgndagsskole og klasseverelser i vore 
kirker og lokaler ellers er vidnesbyrd om at der ¢gves en forstaaelsesfuld, systematisk 
og grundig ordning av dette arbeide inden mange menigheter. 

Fremfor alt andet bgr dog den kateketiske undervisning vere gjenstand for den 
alvorligste omsorg av hver eneste prest ogi menighet. En stor del av vore menig- 
heter krzever nu to aars undervisning fgr konfirmationen. Dette er et gledelig tegn 
og det burde vere mulig at gjennemfdre denne ordning i mange flere av vore menig- 
heter. Undervis den unge om den vei han skal gaa saa vil han senerehen aldrig 
forlate den. 


Young People’s Luther League 


Ungdomsforbundet — Young People’s Luther League — vinder adskillig tilslutning 
blandt stedse stgrre grupper av vor ungdomsskare. Det tiltagende antal bibelm¢ter, 
bibel-leire (Bible-Camps) og bibelstudiekurser gir vidnesbyrd om at der er noget 
dypere og stgrre i denne gjerning end blot antallet av de mgtende. Vi maa som 
kirkesamfund styrke og holde deres hender oppe som har ansvaret for ledelse av 
dette virke. De har med fremtidens kirke at gjdre, og al den hjelp og opmuntring 
vi kan gi wlem og vor ungdom i almindelighet vil sette rike frugter 1 aarene som 
kommer. Gud har git vor kirke em stor og vakker skare lojale og trofaste unge. 
Vi maa ikke under studiet av og omsorgen for vore mange andre problemer glemme 
vor kirkes ungdom. Vi maa meget mere i varsomhet og kjerlighet anta os dem 
som noget av det bedste Gud har git os. 


Det norske ungdomsforbund 


En mindre gruppe, mindre paa grund av de sproglige tilstande, nemlig Det Norske 
Ungdomsforbund, har ogsaa i de forlépne to aar arbeidet trofast at fremme in- 
teressen for kristelig liv og virke. Flere mgter har veret holdt og megen op- 
muntring har veret git arbeidet for at vinde ogsaa denne vor ungdom og vekke 
den til alvorlig kristenliv og arbeide. 


Kvindernes Missionsforbund 


Kvindernes Misionsforbund har ved sine talere, sine m@ter og sine skrifter 
spredt megen oplysning og kjendskap til vor kirkes gjerning blandt vort folk. Ved 
siden av de inden de enkelte foreninger tilveiebragte midler til kirkens arbeide, har 
der veret drevet et stadig og inspirerende oplysningsprogram av disse trofaste kvin- 
der. De feirer nu netop femtenaarsdagen for sin organisation, og vi gnsker derfor 
at uttale til dem vor paaskjdénnelse og tak for den lojale stgtte de altid har git vor 
kirkes arbeide. Maatte Gud velsigne dem og gi dem mod, styrke og visdom til at 
fortszette det store arbeide sammen med os. ~ 


Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation 


Vi maa heller ikke glemme vor kirkes yngre kvinder og deres forbund, Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation, som ved vore skoler og i mange av vore menigheter 
utfgrer et serskilt arbeide blandt unge kvinder. 
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Brotherhood of the N. L. C. A. 


Denne organisation som sgker at samle de forskjellige mandsforeninger inden 
vor kirke vil holde sit m¢@te under dette vort kirkemgte. En saadan institutions 
muligheter er jo mange, og de mend som staar i spidsen for det er mand som 
énsker at det maa bli et middel til at vareta adskillige saker som det iseer kunde 
synes skikket til at fremme. 





Kaster vi nu et blik paa disse mange forskjellige organisationer og legger merke 
til den lojale aand de besjeles av og det tro arbeide de utfgrer, har vi meget at 
vere taknemmelig for. Vort samfund har veret velsignet ogsaa netop ved inden 
disse organisationer at ha flere grupper som aldrig har sdkt at fremme sine egne 
formaal eller egen cre, men har visst at underordne alt under kirkens almindelige 
velveere og arbeide for de opgaver og de gjgremaal vi har tilfelles. Vi takker Gud 
for hans Aand, som har ledet og styrt alt for os. Vi haaber inderlig og ber om 
at et rikt maal av Guds naade og at hans visdom fremdeles vil lede og styre disse 
forskjellige grupper inden vort samfund, saa vi maa faa samlet os om det felles 
arbeide til Kristi ere, menneskers frelse og hans rikes vekst. 


Pensionssaken 


En av de ting hvis behandling bley utsat av vort sidste kirkemgte er Pensions- 
saken. Den nye pensionsplan, som foreslaar oprettelsen av alderdomsunderst¢ttelse 
paa basis av bidrag fra prester og menigheter, blev henvist til dette mgte. Hvil- 
kensomhelst beslutning m¢gtet maatte fatte med hensyn til denne plan, absolut ngd- 
vendig er det, at der tages fuldt hensyn til de pensionister som nu er medlemmer 
av det gamle fond. Det stadig tiltagende antal av pensionsberettigede, og ingen 
tilsvarende vekst i bidrag fra menigheter og enkeltmend gir os et vanskelig problem 
at ldse i denne sak. Hittil har avtraadte prester, presteenker og mindreaarige barn 
faat $320.00 aarlig. Hvis der ikke tages skridt til at yde kassen kraftig under- 
stdéttelse paa et eller andet vis for indevzrende aar, vil pensionskomiteen ikke se 
sig istand til at fortseette utbetalingen av denne sum for resten av aaret. Under 
hehandlingen av alle vore andre gjgremaal maa vi ikke glemme dem som ikke langer 
kan ta virksom del i vore livsopgaver. men som er avhengige av os for at skaffe 
dem ialfald en minimumsindtegt saa lenge de lever. La os ikke glemme den al- 
drende, utslitte prest eller dem som er avhengig ay ham, selv nu midt 1 vore 
dvrige vanskeligheter og treengsler. 


Det Amerikanske Bibelselskap 


Gjennem det trykte ord er der ogsaa mange anledninger til at sprede evangeliets 
budskap. Fremfor alt andet sker dette ved utbredelsen av bibelen selv. I denne 
forbindelse vil jeg peke paa det arbeide vort samfund, vistnok blot i ringe mon. 
dver samarbeide, nemlig det Amerikanske Bibelselskans gjerning. I Idpet av 1931 
utgaves av dette bibelselskap et antal av 9,745,000 eksemplarer av bibelen. I de 
116 aar selskapet har bestaat, er utgit og utdelt 238.000,000 eksemplarer av bibelen, 
eller dele av samme, i 192 forskiellige sprog. Bare i et land, Japan, steg utdelingen 
av bibler og nytestamenter fra 700.000 til over 1.000,000 i avvikte aar. I De For- 
enede Stater magter de ikke at méte alle de krav paa eksemplarer av bibelen, som 
stilles til dem. Gjennem aaret 1931 var utdelingen av bibler til de blinde over 40 
procent stgrre end i noget forutgaaende aar. Over 100,000 eksemplarer av bibelen 
i 22 sprog og systemer har veret utdelt til de blinde siden denne del av arbeidet 
blev paabegyndt i 1835. Vort kirkesamfund har, gjennem sine hedninge- og hjemme- 
missionskomiteer bidrat $1,500.00 aaret.til denne sak. Dette bidrag bér dkes ved 
gaver fra séndagsskoler, foreninger og menigheter, saa dette arbeide kan fortszttes 
og ikke hindres paa grund avy mangel paa midler. Trods alt hvad der sies om 
ukristelige og ugudelige tilstande i verden, fatter vi dog mod naar vi erfarer at 
bare et eneste bibelselskap har utdelt over 10,000,000 eksemplarer av bibelen i I¢gpet 
av et eneste aar. Gudsordet er den levende sed, og Gud vil velsigne det saa det 
kan bere mangfoldig frugt. 
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Augsburg Publishing House 


Vor egen forlagsforretning har utgit et stort antal bgker til oplysning og op- 
byggelse av kristenliv. Det er prisverdig at forlaget har kunnet utgi en over- 
settelse av dr. Hallesbys bgker i populerutgave. Et stort antal mindre bgker av 
praktisk nytte har ogsaa veret utgit. Efter kompetente mands omdgmme drives 
vor forlagsforretning efter sunde, forretningsmessige principper, noget som baade 
bestyrelsen og alle andre som samarbeider med den fortjener tak og paaskjdnnelse for. 


Bokmissionen 


_ Vort samfunds bokmission utdeler traktater og smaaskrifter omtrent paa samme 
vis som ovenfor nevnt. Et stort antal av disse smaabgker har veret git bort til 
hospitaler og til enkeltpersoner. “Hans ord skal ikke vende tomt tilbake,” og 
denne gren av vort arbeide fortjener ogsaa vor stétte, vore gaver og b¢énner til Gud 
om hans velsignelse over det. Evigheten alene vil aabenbare hvor mange muligheter 
har veret gjort bruk av gjennem mange av disse beskedne paamindelser, som ofte 
ikke sees ay mennesker, men som brukes av Gud for paa underfuld vis at fuld- 
komme hans vilje. 


Diakonissegjerningen 


I Igpet av de to sidste aar er den bygning som er blit reist ved gaver fra mange 
av vore menigheter og kvindeforeninger, fuldfgrt og tat i bruk. Alle etager kunde 
ikke indredes paa grund av mangel paa midler. Derfor blev bare saa mange etager 
indredet som der var penger nok til at betale for. 

Opfgrelsen av denne bygning betegner en epoke i arbeidet for vor diakonisse- 
gjerning idet den gir en anledning for utdannelse av sgstre, som var umulig. Et 
institut for utdannelse ay arbeidere i barmhjertighetens tieneste er paabegyndt og 
kurser planlagt saa der nu er anledning for dem som gnsker det og tenker paa at 
vie sig til diakonissegjerningen, at faa et kursus, som-kan gjére dem skikket som 
kristelige socialarbeidere. Dersom diakonissearbeidet skal fortsettes og gidres tie- 
nestedygtig maa saken legges dem av vore unge kvinder som tenker at vie sig til 
et bestemt slags arbeide, alvorlig paa hjerte. I denne hensigt anbefales at en uke 
av kirkeaaret bestemmes som serlig viet diakonissegjerningen, og at i Idpet av denne 
uke diakonissesaken blir forelagt foreningene og menighetene inden samfundet som 
sersak. 

En uke viet vort felles arbeide 


Med henblik paa den kjendsgjerning at de fleste menigheter planlegger sit arbeide 
for det kommende aar om hégsten, anbefales det at denne sak netop da legges frem 
for de forskjellige organisationer inden samfundets menigheter til speciel behandling, 
og at dette arbeide saa kulminerer med en sgéndag paa hvilken prekener og foredrag 
kunde holdes om vort samfundsarbeide, dets trang til tro tjenere og den stétte det 
treenger. Det virker til stérre iver og opmuntring at vite og fdle at en saadan sak 
fremlegges paa samme tid over hele vort samfund. Det vilde vere ¢gnskelig 
at der blev git anledning til denne saks behandling og at bestemte beslutninger blev 
fattet ved dette fellesmgte. Som forslag, hvad tiden angaar, foreslaaes den sidste 
uke avy kirkeaaret, og at saavidt mulig, férste séndag i advent brukes til at frem- 
legee dette budskap. 


Spiritual Life Conference 


I henhold til vort sidste aarsm¢tes beslutning avholdtes 1 Albert Lea en almin- 
delig konference som var vel besgkt og hvorved alvorlig studium og bgn viedes 
utdypningen ay det aandelige liv, og hvor der blev lagt vegt paa I¢sningen av de 
opgaver det kristelige liv frembvr. Mange uttalelser om nytten og velsignelsen 
av dette mgte er fremkommet. JLignende méter er ogsaa blit avholdt 1 nogen av 
samfundets distrikter. Det henstilles at hver kreds som kan samle et stdérre antal av 
folk, maaske til stor velsignelse kunde faa slike m¢ter istand inden forskjellige kald 
hvert aar. Naar alt kommer til alt maa dog det. som kan betegnes som aandelig 
vekst og utvikling paa livets omraade inden kirken, ha sin rot i den enkeltes herdrelse 
med den levende Guds Aand. Det er jo netop giennem de individuelle livs vidnesbvrd 
i bdén, tak og pris, sam da ogsaa ved et gjennemf¢grt kristenliv at kirken berer 
vidnesbyrd om evangeliets kraft til salighet. 
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Jaar har missionskomiteen set sig ngdsaget til at inddra to evangelistposter paa 
-grund av den financielle stilling. Det er mit inderlige haab at disse mand maa kunne 
gjdres bruk av i flere av vore menigheter, sely om de ikke kan bibeholdes i kirkens 
direkte tjeneste. Erfaringen viser at sely med fire evangelister i virksomhet har der 
veret flere kray end komiteen har kunnet tilfredsstille. Skulde det ikke vere mulig 
for visse kredser at gjgre bruk av de gaver Gud har git dem inden deres egne 
menigheter? Man har tenkt sig at mgter kunde komme istand hvorved to kunde 
optre som talere og arbeidere, muligens to prester, eller en prest og en legmand, eller 
to legmend, eftersom det var gnskelig, mand altsaa, som hadde serbegavelse i 
denne retning. Paa denne maate kunde menigheter og prester gjensidig hjelpe 
hverandre med at bygge og styrke Guds Zion. Ikke bare talere burde brukes men 
ogsaa de som har sangens gave til de helliges opbyggelse. Slike forsgk medfgrer 
ikke stgrre financielt ansvar. Personlig kjendskap til denne eller hin taler vil tjene 
til at gi mere kraft og styrke til det personlige vidnesbyrd. 

Hver kreds kan jo utarbeide sin egen plan for dette slags arbeide og kan faa 
istand flere saadanne m¢gter, som et stérre antal kunde faa nyte godt av og finde 
inspiration i, aaret igjennem. Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika vil saa inder- 
lig gjerne gjdre bruk av de naadegaver Gud har git den baade blandt prester og 
legfolk. Det eneste vi legger vegt paa er, “at alt sker sémmelig og med orden,” 
og av denne grund er der gjort den begrznsning i dette og lignende slags arbeide 
som findes i foreningsartiklene: “at mzend skal tale som Guds ord” og menighetenes 
rettigheter skal tages hensyn til, saa at saadan tjeneste ydes blot med menighetens 
og prestens samtykke saa ingen forvirring opstaar eller forargelse gives eller tages. 

Der er fortiden ypperlige anledninger til at vidne om Kristus, og det, som maaske 
er det vigtigste av alt, er enhver troendes personlige vidnesbyrd og arbeide like- 
overfor dem han kommer i ber¢relse med. Dette kommer som vekkerrop netop 
nu ikke bare til prester og arbeidere inden menigheten og kirken i almindelighet, men 
ogsaa til foreldre likeoverfor deres barn, den enkelte til sin omgangskreds, at et i 
kjerlighet avlagt vidnesbyrd maa fastslaa for alle mennesker at vi ikke skammer 
os ved Jesu Kristi evangelium. 


Hjzlpearbeidet (Relief Work) 


Inden vor kirkes greenser har den nuverende gkonomiske tilstand paa mange steder 
ligget tungt paa os. I den vestlige del av Nord og Syd Dakota, ¢gstlige Montana 
og séndre Canada, hvor der omtrent slet ikke har regnet eller snedd paa et helt aar, 
har térken bragt ngéd og treengsler til mange av vort folk. Fdderale og statsorganisa- 
tioner har samarbeidet for at ta vare paa denne ulykkestilstand, og vi skylder tak 
og wre for den maate de har greiet stillingen paa. Som altid vil hende paa et saa 
utstrakt felt blev en stor del enkelttilfeelder ikke altid tat med. Mange av vore me- 
nigheter og enkeltpersoner inden vor kirke gav villig gre til opropet om hjelp 
ved forsendelser av kler og sengetgi til bruk i slike tilfelder. Bestyrer R. E. 
Haugan férte tilsyn med denne del av hjzlpearbeidet, og under hans ledelse har 
Miss Inga Lien forestaat utdelingen. Til andre, som har hjulpet til ved utdelingen 
av kler og andre gaver til denne sak vil jeg herved uttale vor dype, onrigtige tak. 
Paa samme tid vil jeg faa sagt at det er min mening at det i den kommende vinter 
vil bli nédvendig at yde hizlp av lignende art, og vi bgr derfor ta skridt til at faa 
dette arbeide gjort saa virkningsfuldt som mulig. 

Tidlig paa sommeren viste det sig at en stor del av vore prester i disse egne 
ikke vilde faa sit underhold fra sine menigheter, fordi deres menighetslemmer ikke 
selv hadde nogen indtegt. Med henblik paa denne ngdstilstand sendtes ut et oprop 
til vore menigheter om at opta kollekter og ofre saa disse hrédre kunde faa hielo 
til at fortseette arbeidet aaret igjennem. Disse ofre blev kaldt The H. G. Stub 
Memorial Fund, og skulde ansees som offer til minde om avddde dr. Stub. Dette 
oprop blev efterkommet over al forventning, idet over 600 menigheter og enkelt- 
personer sendte ind nr naa $15,000.00. Fra sidste hdst av har vi altsaa kunnet 
utdele $25.00 maanedlig til omtrent 60 prester og deres familier. Det er at haabe 
at dette kan vare ved indtil i hdst da den nye avling foreligger. De brev vi har 
mottat fra disse brgdre aander dyp paaskjgnnelse av dette utslag av medfd¢lelse og 
kjerlighet. Jeg har det naa fdlelsen at baandene brddrene og menighetene imellem 
er blit styrket ved disse vidnesbyrd om venskap og broderkierlighet Jeg foler mig 
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forvisset om at i tilfelde av at det skulde bli ngdvendig ogsaa i det kommende aar 
at be om flere gaver, vil vi ikke sayne hjerter, som med glede er villige til at dele 
hvad de har med de trengende brgdre. Mange avy disse prester har taat liten eller 
ingen lgn for sidste aar, men de er dog med troskap blit paa sin post, og vor kirke 
staar i taknemmelighetsgjeld til dem tor det mod de har utvist og for den inspira- 
tion de har git medlemmene av vore menigheter paa disse steder. Maatte den er- 
taring, disse brgdre har hat, berike og utdype deres eget aandelige liv, saa den ngd 
de har. gjennemgaat maatte hellige deres virke. 

Mange av vore prester har hat haarde prgvelser og tunge byrder i det for- 
gangne aar. De gkonomiske vanskeligheter i saa mange nabolag har lagt tyngre 
byrder end ellers paa presten og hans familie. Ingen vet hvor mange banker 
paa prestens dgr og ber om hjelp, noget som aldrig kommer til almenhetens kund- 
skap. Ingensinde stilles saa store fordringer til en prests arbeide som i pengekrisens 
og samfundsurolighetens dage. Byrdene vokser som av sig selv. Av denne grund, 
og ogsaa fordi mange av vore presters Ign er yderst ringe, har jeg git menighetene — 
det raad at betznke sig alvorlig f¢r de korter av paa deres presters lgn. Jeg vet 
at prestene ikke vilde si st@rre om det, men i flere tilfeelder vilde nedszttelsen av 
prestens lgn sely med et betydelig belgp, bare vere en yderst liten besparelse for 
hver gjennemsnitsfamilie i menigheten, mens presten vilde lide adskillig. Jeg 
haaber oprigtig at vore menighetslemmer vil vise overberenhet med presten under 
de byrder som hviler paa ham og ikke gjgre hans arbeide mere vanskelig og tungt 
end det allerede er, hvis det paa nogen maate er undgaaelig. Mange prester har 
av sine Ignninger med glede git store bidrag for at hjzlpe de uheldigstillede i det 
aar som svandt. 

Maa det ogsaa tillates mig her at nevne at en av vore embedsmend ay sit 
reducerte Ignsbelép har bidrat $400 for at hjzlpe prestene i Canada distrikt, den 
stgrre del av den totalsum som var samlet i dette giemed. Andre arbeidere inden 
vor kirke som ogsaa enkeltpersoner har s¢ékt at dele saa langt de kunde med dem 
som var i ngd. Ingen foreteelse har veret mere opmuntrende og mere I¢ftende 
aaret igjennem end den forstaaelsesfulde imgtekommenhet hos mange i deres villig- © 
het til at hjelpe hvor hjelp trangtes. At Gud i rikt maal maa gjengjelde enhver 
godhjertet og medfglende giver er mit oprigtige gnske og min bgn.

Gustavus Adolphus mindefest 


Dette aar bringer os 300-aarsdagen for Gustav Adolfs dgd, han som lot sit liv 
for protestantismens sak paa slagmarken ved Liitzen, den 6te november 1632. Det 
er baade passende og verdig at vi festligholder denne tildragelse. Den betegner for- 
svaret av religionsfriheten ved den sandhetskjempe Gud opreiste for hvilket vi bgr 
love og takke ham. Sgndag aften er sat tilside for denne fest. Wore menigheter 
og foreninger bgr ogsaa i aarets Igp mindes dette og indprente i vort folk den 
herlige gave vi fik baade gjennem reformationen og ogsaa ved hin store svenske 
konges liv og virke, nemlig betryggelsen av religionsfriheten og anledningen til at 
dyrke Gud efter hans ord. Maatte ogsaa vi, med denne store mands eksempel for 
die, fatte mod og “ikke forferdes selvom vi er en liten hop’ og om verdens fyrstes 
rike staar os imot. 
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Vor kirkes hundreaarsdag 


I aaret 1943 har vi en av de store aarsdage i vort kirkelige liv. Det blir netop 
i det aar hundreaarsdagen for grundleggelsen av vor Norsk Lutherske Kirke 1 
dette land. Det er merkedagen for arbeidets begyndelse i Muskego og organisationen 
av den igrste menighet blandt os. Dette er den sidste store begivenhet i det kapitel 
av pionertidens utvikling av vor kirke i dette land. Denne begivenhet burde test- 
ligholdes paa passende maate, og det er min bgn, og det selv saa tidlig som nu, at 
utnevne en komite til at anbefale hvordan dette paa bedste og mest virkningsfulde 
maate kan gjdres, og at denrie komite rapporterer til et senere m¢te. 


Radiotjenesten . 


Paa flere steder har vore prester sat igang en meget prisverdig virksomhet i 
forbindelse med radiotjenesten. Det bgr ansees som meget anbefalelsesverdig at vore 
prester har veret opmerksomme paa de muligheter som her bydes, og vi gnsker at 
fremhzve og anbefale det stgérst mulige samarbeide inden de kredser hvor dette 
middel har veret prévet og vist sig heldig. Der burde iser legges vinn paa at 
sikre sig visse stationstimer for et saa langt tidsrum som mulig, og forsigtighet br 
iagttages under planleggelsen av denne tjeneste og de programmer den byr paa. 
Herved aapnes atter et felt for vor missionsvirksomhet som sandsynligvis endnu er 
blot i sin: begyndelse. Vi vil iser anbefale stationen WCAL til underst¢gttelse, og 
det ikke mindst fordi der gjennem denne er en mulighet for at levere norske 
prekener og at holde en fuldsteendig norsk séndag formiddagsgudstjeneste som kan 
bringe glede og trd@st til mange av de eldre og til mange som paa grund av sygdom 
og slet helbred maa holde sig inde. Ethvert middel bgr tages i bruk og enhver 
mulighet utnyttes til at preke Jesus Kristi evangelium. 


Vort Canadadistrict 


En av de anbefalinger som foreligger til avgjgrelse og som er en avvikelse fra 
den nuverende ordning er at Canadadistriktet gives mere selvstyre i dets egne saker, 
at bevilgningen blir git kirken i Canada til anvendelse som den synes bedst og at 
de maa faa bruke det de ellers kunde opdrive som tilleg til denne bevilgning, sely- 
sagt med undtagelse av det som skal benyttes til hedningemissionen. Den eneste 
betingelse som gjgres er den at saalenge de faar dette bidrag fellesmgtene velger 
missionssuperintendenten, som “ex-officio” skal fungere som distriktsformand i dette 
tidsrum. 

En hel del penger har i Igpet av disse femten aar veret bevilget for arbeidet, 
men ingen stgrre fremskridt har veret gjort inden dette distrikt. Det kan jo hende 
at skylden herfor er samfundets, da de ikke altid har fglt det ansvar de hadde hat 
dersom der hadde veret git dem friere hender i planleggelsen og utf¢relsen av ar- 
beidet. Dette er altsaa et alvorlig fors¢k paa at begynde en saadan fremgangsmaate, 
og at arbeidet helt overgives til vore brdgdre i Canada saasnart de ser sig istand til at 
ta vare paa det. En fuld anbefaling av saken gives altsaa i tilslutning til denne 
indberetning. 

Revision av Hymnary 


Blandt de anbefalinger som blev gjort ved sidste fellesmgte var ogsaa en re- 
vision ay Lutheran Hymnary. Der blev utnzvnt en revisionskomite, men paa grund 
ay de eksisterende financielle forhold, som ogsaa at ingen bevilgning var gjort for 
utgiftene ved denne kommissions mgter har jeg undlatt at kalde den sammen. Det 
synes som om det for tiden vilde vere bedre at utsztte arbeidet med en revision av 
Hymnary, la kommissionen holde over og gi den mandat ved et senere mf¢te.

American Lutheran Conference 


Det samarbeide og den forbindelse de respektive samfund er blit enige om ved 
dannelsen av The American Lutheran Conference, gir antydninger til frugt og vel- 
signelse. Flere mgter har veret holdt, og den oprigtigste, mest hensynsfulde aand 
har hersket og veret utvist av de respektive samfund under behandlingen avy feelles 
problemer. Ikke blot praktiske spgrsmaal har veret gjenstand for opmerksomhet og 
studium; der kan ogsaa foreligge fremstilling avy lerespgrsmaal som vidner om 
felles tro og bekjendelse. 

Et av resultatene av denne konferens som yi burde ha speciel interesse i, er den 
vakre, forstaaelsesfulde imgtekommenhet The American Lutheran Church og Au- 
gustanasynoden har utvist likeoverfor stillingen ved vort Pacific Lutheran College 
i financiel henseende. Uten disse br¢dres stgtte vil det, menneskelig talt, synes 
umulig at opholde denne lzreanstalt. Med deres bistand, en sak, som de tenker 
at behandle ved sine tilstundende synodalforsamlinger, haaber vi en anstalt maa 
kunne opholdes, som kan bringe velsignelse i vide kredser i hint utstrakte missions- 
distrikt for alle vore samfund paa Pacifickysten. Det neste mgte ay American 
Lutheran Conference vil bli avholdt i Milwaukee i oktober. Dette mgte bgr velge 
delegater som skal reprzesentere os ved denne anledning. Det er min mening at de 
feelles raadslagninger vi som br¢dre har hat med disse samfund, den gjensidige for- 
staaelse som har hersket, den imgtekommenhet som har veret utvist, har vzeret en 
inspiration og opmuntring for alle de synoder som har tat del i dem; og dette iszr 
i disse vanskelige tider. 


Lutheran World Service 


I tider som de nuverende blir ofte det som ikke er like i vor nerhet forsgmt. 
En av de ting som iser har lidt i denne gkonomiske trengselstid har veret The 
Lutheran World Service. La os derfor aldrig glemme at der er mend og kvinder 
med samme tro som vi som er meget verre stillet end nogen av os. Der findes 
lutherske kristne i fjerne land som den dag idag lider for Kristi saks skyld. I avvikte 
aar utsendtes en opfordring til at hjzlpe de flygtninger som undkom til Manchuriet. 
I andre dele av Europa er der ogsaa ndd blandt mindre flokker for deres tros skyld. 

National Lutheran Council og eksekutivkomiteen for The Lutheran World Con- 
vention har sgkt at faa de forholdsvis faa indkomne bidrag til at rekke saa langt 
som blot mulig. Men naar vi betenker at i 1931 kom der ind bare omtrent en tredje- 
del av de til utfgrelsen av blot et yderst konservativt program tiltrengte midler, 
vil enhver forstaa at der maa gjgres mere. Seminariet i Leningrad, den eneste 
kristne anstalt i hele Rusland, maa opholdes hvad det end koster. Ved Guds under- 
fulde styrelse skinner endnu dette ene fyrtaarn i hint land. Vi maa og kan ikke 
slaa haanden av disse brddre. Jeg ber derfor vore prester og menighetslemmer om 
i sommerens l¢p at sette tilside idetmindste et litet belgp av deres gaver til dette 
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formaal. ' Gud vil velsigne denne gave, og han vil : sandsynligvis mangfoldiggj gre 
for os tet tiloversbleyne av vore midler, dersom vi i virkelig opofrelse gir til dem 
som lever i denne store aandelige og legemlige nd, — 


Zionsforeningen for Israel. — Santalmissionen 


Dette er to intersynodale organisationer i hvilke en del av vort folk er interesserte. 
Begge har sine seeregne krav og fortjeneste, og er paa grund av at de respektive 
synoder er stillet foran financielle vanskeligheter, for tiden yderst uheldig stillet. 
Idet vi fremmer de gjgremaal i vort arbeide som vi har direkte ansvar for, la os 
dog ogsaa komme ihu disse krav saa langt vi magter. Arbeidet blandt jgdene er 
os paalagt i Guds ord. Frelsen er kommet fra jgdene; burde vi da ikke fle os i 
en taknemmelighetsgjzld til dette folk, saa vi gjgr hvad vi kan for at bringe evan- 
geliet til dem? Santalmissionen er ogsaa en sak som ligger en hel del av vort kirke- 
folk paa hjerte, og som har baaret rik frugt i det fjerne Indien til Guds ere og 
ledelsen av et folk fra synd og ondskap til Guds evangeliums underfulde lys. 


In Memoriam 


Atter maa vi, midt i vort travle liv, stanse en stund og mindes vore brdédre 
som har faat hjemlov i de sidste to aar. Antallet av prester og arbeidere inden kirken 
som er gaat forut for os tiltar, og til os lyder den varsel og det alvorsfulde rop at 
snart vil ogsaa vore navne staa paa listen over dem som ihukommes for det de har 
gjort og ikke for det vi nu gjgr. Livets korte dag skrider og snart kommer natten. 


Blandt dem som er vandret bort i de sidste to aar er flere som var elsket og 
kjendt av mange. Nogen bar en lang arbeidsdags byrde fra pionerstreevsomhetens 
til nutidens dage. De krevet litet og gav meget og blev derfor til velsignelse, og 
deres minde er kjezrt inden mange hjerter idag.

En av dem fortjener dog iser at mindes, nemlig 
avddde dr. H. G. Stub, som avled den Iste august 1931.. Vi savner ham idag. Hans 
sympatiske og kjzrlige holdning likeoverfor alt arbeide inden kirken var til in- 
spiration og hjelp for alle som kom i bergrelse med ham. Vi kommer ihu hans 
slutningsformaning ved vort sidste aarsmgte. Hans lange liv 1 tjenende og ledende 
stillinger er forbi og vi sérger som barn som har mistet en far i Israel. Gud har 
git vor kirke mange store gaver. Dr. H G. Stub var en av disse. og vi takker 
Gud for den gave hans liv skjenket os. Velsignet vere hans minde! 

Vi uttaler idag ogsaa vor dype taknemmelighet til Gud for den tro. lojale 
tjeneste og for de velsignelser som vi har nydt ved alle disse hensovne brédres liv 
og virke. Vi velsigner deres minde og vet og tror at evighetslyset skinner over dem 
i den sabbatshvile som er tilovers for Guds folk.

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Kirkeraads- of Boards of Trustees beslutninger 


Et antal anbefalinger fra Kirkeraadet og Board of Trustees og tillike skridt som 
har veret tat av de enkelte komiteer med henblik paa sparsommelighet i utfigrelsen 
av kirkens gjerning har veret foreslaat. Mange ting som burde gjgres og som har 
sin bestemte berettigelse saasnart financielle tilstande gjgr det mulig, maa i tider 
som disse ofte undlates. Disse anbefalinger er gjort med henblik paa disse kjendsgjer- 
ninger. Uten tvil vil ogsaa andre forslag og vink bli forelagt mgtet av andre. 

Tillat mig at uttale at det bedste samarbeide mellem alle medlemmer av komiteer 
og embedsmend har hersket under forsgkene paa at gve sparsommelighet hvor det 
var mulig i de forskjellige departementers virksomhet. Board of Trustees, kassereren, 
generalsuperintendent Bergsaker, distriktsformendene, eksekutivsekreterene og andre, 
har paa enhver maate sgékt at samarbeide til en mulig revision av utgifter til det 
arbeide som skulde gjgres. Det er Board of Trustees’ hensigt i valget av dr. 


_Bergsaker til generalsuperintendent, ikke at ansztte flere “Field Men” for at faa 


budgettet samlet, men ved dr. Bergsakers arbeide at sgke at organisere en indsam- 
ling av disse midler ved presters, og legmzends frivillige arbeide inden distriktene, 
kredsene og menighetene. Ved denne ordning har Board of Trustes sgkt at fdlge 
vink og opfordringer komne fra flere hold inden vort samfund. De mend som vil 
séke at gjennemfgre denne. ordning inden de respektive distrikter sammen med ge- 
neralsuperintendenten er distriktsformzendene, som har paatat sig dette ansvar. Det 
kan ogsaa sies at stadig opmerksomhet har veret henvendt paa at ordne dette 
arbeide for fremtiden efter den her optrukne fremgangsmaate. Maatte vore prester 
og menigheter séke at gi dette al mulig stgtte og samarbeide saa at det ikke maa 
bli nédvendig at gjgre bruk av flere arbeidere for denne sak. 

I denne forbindelse vilde det vere godt at tenke paa maaten og midlene til ind- 
samling av pengene som trenges for at holde vort kjzre kirkesamfund gaaende. 

For det férste maa enhver arbeidsgren og enhver virksomhet sgke at drive sit 
arbeide paa grundlag av den indtegt de har under den nuverende kritiske tilstand. 
Saa maa ogsaa i dette tilfeelde tages 1 betragtning og ihukommes at dette ikke er et 
varsko til en anden om at ¢ve sparsommelighet, saaledes som det oifte optages ved 
et stédrre mgte som dette, hvor vi fdler at en eller anden gjerning som serlig ligger 
vort hjerte ner blir rgrt ved, men at dette maa ske ved blot at spare paa andre 
felter. En saadan holdning vil aldrig kunne vente at opnaa det forgnskede resultat. 
Det kan kun ske ved felles villighet til at ta paa os de felles byrder og ansvar i 
sparsommelighetsprogrammet. Enhver virksomhet og aktivitet maa ikke vente at 
andre blot, men at de selv har gie for hvilke omordninger der kan gjgres uten at 
forkrgple arbeidet eller svekke vesentlige dele av deres program. 

Vor kirkes Board of Trustees har faat i ansvar at laane de penger som krzves 
til arbeidets utfgrelse mens vi venter paa indsamlingen av midler aaret igjennem. 
Under den nuverende krise vil det synes rimelig og fornuftig at de ogsaa burde ha 
ansvaret for at omordne bevilgningene gjennem aaret, og for det toaarsrum som 
kommer i tilfeelde av at stillingen ikke skulde kunne forsvare bruken av saa mange 
penger som oprindelig var bevilget av fellesmgtet. Vor kirkes kredit og financielle 
status maa vaakes over og sikres og en saadan beslutning vil ikke fgre andre trengs- 
ler over os end de som ellers vilde ramme os, iser hvis Board of Trustees i ethvert 
tilfelde samraader sig med de forskjellige bestyrelser og anstalter som fra tid til 
anden stillingen krzever. 

Hyvert distrikt skulde paa bedst mulig vis, gjennem sin formand og andre em- 
bedsmeend, séke at samarbeide med kirken som helhet paa at bringe vor kirkes sak 
og vor fellesopgave frem for vort folk. Menighetene bgr ikke glemme end ikke i 
disse tider den pligt som hviler paa dem at bringe evangeliet til andre, fortsztte ar- 
beidet for at utdanne lerere inden kirken, og at sgrge for de gamle og de for- 
zldrelgse. Ingen krise, ingen prgvelse eller trangsel kan nogensinde ta denne 
byrde fra vore skuldre. 

Vi som er kaldte som prester bér med fgrerdygtighet og fremsyn séke at vekke 
vort folk til stérre interesse for kirkens gjerning baade inden menighetene og den 
store felles arbeidsmark. Saa, om mulig aldrig fgr, bdér husholderansvaret ind- 
skjzrpes vort folk som den skriftmessige og Gud velbehagelige regel for al vor 
gavmildhet. Som enkeltmedlemmer av vor kirke og vore menigheter maa vi, under 
Guds altseende gie, séke at ordne vore personlige utgifter saaledes at Guds rikes 
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krav ikke settes sidst. Disse krav bgr altid staa fgrst paa listen i vore utgifter. 
Vi bégr komme ihu enken i Zarepta og hendes sgn. Hun hadde nok til bare et_ 
eneste maaltid i sin krukke. Saa kom den Guds mand og bad om mat. Det saa 
for hende ut som om hun bare hadde nok til et maaltid for sig og sénnen, saa maatte 
de dg, og dog gav hun til Guds profet; og dette at hun gav det sidste hun eiet blev 
midlet til at trelse baade hendes og sgnnens liv. 

La os ikke glemme naar Herren kommer til os idag gjennem kirkens rop i dens 
arbeide for andre, at dette maaske kan bli til frelse av vort liv, baade individuelt og 
som menigheter. ‘‘Den, som mister sit liv for min skyld skal finde det.” La der 
ikke herske en unddragelsens aand blandt os i at mgte den nuverende stilling, men 
la os s¢ke at faa visst hvad Guds vilje med os er i vort arbeide. Han baade kan og 
vil mangtoldiggjgre brgdet i vor haand. Tider som disse kalder paa os til at sztte 
vort liv i Guds haand og krever av os at vi ikke unddrar os naar han kalder. Hans 
verk og hans vilje maa gj¢gres. 

Og mens vi under dette mgte vil séke saa forsigtig og klokt som mulig at omordne 
vort program og vort budget, bgr i alles vores hjerter herske en fast beslutning 
om at holde fast 1 tjenesten. Denne tanke bér ved vidnesbyrd og oplysning bringes 
tilbake til vort folk, saa vi prgver, endog i et aar som dette, at samle en endda 
stérre sum for Herrens gjerning. Vi vil gjgre detté som et bevis paa vor kjerlighet 
til ham. 

Disse tider kreever ny selvprdévelse av vor aandelige tilstand, en alvorlig under- 
sékelse av hvor vore skatter er og hvor vore hjerters lengsel er. La os for den 
almegtige Gud bekjende vor overtredelse og synd. Vi har ikke altid fgrst sgkt 
Guds rike og hans retferdighet. Altfor ofte har vor opmerksomhet veret draget 
til denne verdens ting, og det usynlige rikes skatter har veret glemt. La os sgke 
tilgivelse ved naadestolen i Jesu navn. Gud gi at der maa hgres en stadig, alvorlig 
bgn fra hvert eneste bekjendende Guds barn, om at hans Aand maa bli utgydt over 
os ikke bare ved dette mgte, men over ethvert hjem og enhver menighet som er inde- 
sluttet i vort arbeide fra Atlanter- til Stillehavet, fra Canada til Golfen. 

Maa hans Aand fylde os med kjerlighet til Kristus, kjzrlighet til hans rike, saa 
vil atter det samme gjenta sig at der vil bli nok til utbredelsen av hans rike til andre, 
nok til arbeidet i vore egne menigheter, og ved Guds visdom og kjzerlighet nok til 
det vi trenger i vore egne hjem. Den aand og sindsstemning i hvilken vi tar fat 
paa de opgaver som foreligger ved dette m@¢te, vil maaske for mange aar bli av- 
gjgrende for hvad bruk Guds Aand kan gjgre av vor kirke. Med denne fglelse av 
ansvar ikke blot for os selv, men for dem som kommer efter os, la os behandle de 
spgrsmaal som vil foreligge med ro og klart omdgmme. La os s¢éke at Igse dem 
ikke bare for iaar og neste aar, men ogsaa for den dunkle fremtid. La intet bli 
bestemt under tryk, spending eller hidsighet. La os som mend med_ bestemthet 
og vilje for det som ret er, veie vore beslutninger i lyset av Guds ord og med 
ihukommelsen av at han er midt iblandt os. Maatte det vere denne forsamlings 
faste bestemmelse gjennem disse dage at holde frem for sig den store hovedtanke 
paa Guds kirke, bekymring for sjzles frelse, at evangeliet maa prekes og at ved 
dette evangelium mennesker maa bringes ind i Guds rike ikke ved egen styrke og 
fornuft, men ved Den Helligaand, noget som altid er den kristne kirkes store op- 
gave. Kristus gav sig selv hen for kirken, mend og kvinder har git sit liv for den, 
og vore fedre, som er gaat foran os, satte os et eksempel verdig til efterfdlgelse 
at intet var for godt for kirken. Maatte vi idag hgitidelig beslutte at Kristi sak, 
idet den Helligaand fylder vore hjerter, Guds rikes sak skal ha og beholde den 
fgrste plads i alle vore forhandlinger.

Anbefalinger 


I fellesmgtet av kirkeraadet og Board of Trustees avholdt den 7de april blev 
hele dagen brukt til behandlingen ay hvilke anbefalinger burde forelegges feelles- 
m@gtet, saavelsom hvilke forandringer ellers for tiden kunde gjgres med hensyn til 
sparsommelighet og med den forhaandenverende financielle stilling for gie inden 
kirken saavelsom inden landet idetheletat. F¢lgende ting bley behandlet og besluttet:

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1. Canada Distrikt 

For at legge st@rre ansvar paa brgdrene i Canada med hensyn til bestyrelsen 
av deres egne anliggender under fuld forstaaelse ay at de opretholder en kirke- 
organisation inden et andet lands grezenser antoges fglgende resolution, som anbefales 
vort fellesm¢gte til behandling: 

Vi anbefaler at Canada Distrikt betegnes som et selvstendig distrikt under tilsyn 
av en hjemmemissionssuperintendent valgt av Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika. 
Denne skal fungere som formand for distriktet indtil Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke 
i Canada kan bli selvhjulpen. 

Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika vil fortsette financielt at stgtte hjemme- 
missionsarbeidet, oplysnings- og barmhjertighets-institutionene og lénning av hjemme- 
missionssuperintendenten med et aarlig bidrag av $20,000. Gjennem sit kirkeraad 
vil Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika utgve sin ret til at billige alle ordinationer 
og optagelse av prester inden Canada Distrikt saa lenge som financiel st¢tte gives. 
Dette direkte overopsyn skal ophgre saasnart Canada Distrikt blir selvhjulpen og 
saaledes faktisk kan fungere som Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Canada. Denne 
underst¢ttelse skal vedbli 1 en seksaarsperiode hvorefter hele saken om overopsyn og 
underst¢ttelse atter skal optages til behandling. 

Alle pengesummer samlet ay menighetene inden Canada Distrikt skal brukes for 
deres eget budget som tilleg til hvad der bevilges av Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke 
i Amerika. Ovennevnte missionsuperintendent skal “ex-officio” vzere medlem av 
hjemmemissionskomiteen i Canada Distrikt. Intet andet tilsyn skal utéves av nogen 
av bestyrelsene inden Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika med undtagelse av at 
feellesformanden skal fgre det samme tilsyn han nu fgrer ellers inden kirken. 


2. Budgetunderbalansen 
Det anbefales at Board of Trustees under samraad med fellesformanden be- 
myndiges til at sette igang en indsamling til dekkelse av kirkens gjeld saasnart 
som denne komite finder dette tilraadelig. 


3. Finanskomite 


Det anbefales at finanskomiteen, som nu bestaar av eksekutivsekretzrene ay alle 
de forskjellige kommissioner (boards) tillike med visse andre medlemmer skal op- 
hgre at funktionere og deres mandat overdrages til Board of Trustees. 


4. Bokmissionen 
Det anbefales at bokmissionen opholdes udelukkende ved frivillige bidrag og gaver. 


5. Aarsberetningen 


Det anbefales at beretningen for fellesmgtet saavelsom beretningene fra distrikts- 
mgtene herefter indskrenkes til fra 300 til 500 sider. 


6. Hjemmemissionskomiteen 

For at nedsztte reiseutgifter anbefales at kirkeraadet ogsaa fungerer som hjemme- 

missionskomite. 
7. Viceformend 

For at fren tes og distriktsmgtene kan ha fuldt frie hander i de saa betyd- 
ningsfulde valg av felles- eller distriktsformeend naarsomhelst vakanse skulde indtre 
foreslaaes fglgende konstitutionsforandring: Det anbefales viceformandsembedet for 
distriktene og for det hele kirkesamfund slgifes. I tilfeelde av vakanse i formands- 
embedet inden distriktene skal feellesformanden ta vare paa dette distrikt indtil neste 
distriktsm¢te. I tilfelde av vakanse i fellesformandsembedet at da formanden i 
Sgndre Minnesota Distrikt, eller, hvis disse to distrikter slaaes sammen, formanden i 
Minnesota distrikt overtar embedet indtil det neste fellesmgte. 


8. Budgettets balansering 
Det anbefales alle anstalter og gjdgremaal at se til at balansere sine budgetter 
og tillike se til at disse utviser betydelige reduktioner saa vor kirkes budget kan 
balanseres, og at for aaret 1933 og 1934 budgettet ikke skal overstige $875,000 tildelt 
hovedgjgremaalene procentvis efter nugjeldende regler. 
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9. Sekretzerkontoret 


Det anbefales at arbeidet i sekretzerkontoret holdes inden de i konstitutionen _ 


fastsatte granser og at en sum paa $1,000.00 fastseettes som sekretzrens Ign og at 
han betales de virkelige utgifter til trykning og porto. 


10. Publicity Bureau 
Det anbefales at Publicity Bureau overgis til en komite bestaaende av eksekutiv- 


sekreterene for de forskjellige “boards” plus dr. A. J. Bergsaker og hr. R. E. Haugan. - 


11. Tilbakebetaling til de teologiske studenter 


Det anbefales at tilbakebetaling av undervisningspenger ved et college til teo- 
logiske studenter ophgrer efterat de nuverende klasser har graduert. 


12. Distriktsorganisation 


En andet spgrsmaal som ogsaa blev behandlet uten at nogen bestemt beslutning 
toges paa grund av meningsforskjel inden fellesmgtet, var det om reorganisation av 
distriktene. To rapporter blev behandlet. Komiteens majoritetsrapport var den at 
den nuverende organisation av distriktene skulde bli som den er med en formand 
som ofrer hele sin tid i hvert distrikt. 

Minoritetsindstillingen anbefaler fglgende fem distrikter : 

A—WWstlige Distrikt, med samme grenser som nu. 

B—Minnesota Distrikt, at indbefatte Nordre og Sgndre Minnesota distrikter. 

C—Iowa Distrikt, at indbefatte de nuverende lowa og Syd Dakota distrikter. 

D—Nord Dakota Distrikt, at indbefatte det nuverende N. Dak. Distrikt og 
Montana. 

E—Pacific Distrikt, at indbefatte det nuverende Pacific Distrikt og Rocky Moun- 
tain distriktet med undtagelse av Montana. 

En tredje indstilling blev ogsaa fremlagt, nemlig at distriktene forblir de samme 
som fgr med den undtagelse at Montana av Rocky Mountain Distrikt slaaes sammen 
med Nord Dakota Distrikt, og at resten ay Rocky Mountain Distrikt legges til 
Pacific Distrikt. Som ovenfor nevnt blev ingen beslutning tat med hensyn til 
disse indstillinger. 

De forskjellige bestyrelser (boards) har ogsaa i tilslutning til ovenstaaende, be- 
» handlet spgrsmaalet om nedszttelse av utgifter inden de individuelle gjgremaal. 


13. Hedningemissionen 


Hedningemissionskomiteen har bestemt sig til at gi avkald paa to av dens reisende 
emisserer. Lileledes har komiteen bestemt sig til at be missionerene at gaa med 
paa en 10 procent Ignsnedszttelse. 


14. Hjemmemissionen 


Hjemmemissionskomiteen har bestemt sig til at nedsztte antallet ay evangelister 
fra fire til to. : 3 
15. Pensionen 

Pastor G. Smedal har resignert som heltids eksekutivsekreteer for pensionskomi- 
teen og hans resignation vil tre ikraft ved utgangen ay dette aar. Det er pensions- 
komiteens hensigt ikke for nervzrende at ansette en heltids mand i pastor Smedals 
sted. 

16. Forlagsbestyrelsen 

Forlagsbestyrelsen anbefaler til fellesmgtet at der for det kommende aar velges 

blot to redaktgrer for kirkebladene istedetfor tre. 


17. “Field Men” 
Finanskomiteen har git avkald paa alle saakaldte “Field Men’s” arbeide og bare 
en mand, dr. A. J. Bergsaker, forestaar nu denne gjerning. 


18. Barmhjertighetskomiteen 


Barmhjertighetskomiteen har antat flere arbeideres resignation og i flere tilfzl- 
der betydelig nedsat Ignningene for det kommende to aar. 
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19. Board of Education 


Inden Board of Education har reduktioner av bevilgninger til de forskjellige an- 
stalter fundet sted, og den financielle stilling er stadig gjenstand for indgaaende 
studium for alle anstalters vedkommende. 


20. Nedszttelse av lgnninger 


Som end yderligere forandringer og anbefalinger, nogen av hvilke det staar i 
komiteenes magt at gjgre, andre, som aarsm¢tet vil maatte behandle, blev Board 
of Trustees anmodet om at feste sin opmerksomhet paa mulige I¢nsnedszttelser inden 
de forskjellige grener av arbeidet. 


21. Budget 


Hertil kommer at budgetbyraaet og Board of Trustees meget forsigtig har gjen- 
nemgaat det foreslaatte budget og har gjort anbefalinger med hensyn til bevilgnin- 
gene og andre mulige besparelser paa forskjellige omraader. 

Disse respektive anbefalinger og forandringer vil komme op for de respektive 
komiteer eller dette mgte til behandling som tilfeeldet vil bestemme, hvor ikke allerede 
saadanne forandringer har veret vedtat. Dette gives som en oplysning for at gi 
at forstaa at der gives stadig og alvorlig opmerksomhet paa ethvert gjgremaal hvori 
mulige besparelser kan gjdgres. Alt som kan gjgres for at faa istand reduktioner av 
utgifter og bevilgninger maa tages hensyn til, saasandt dette ikke setter kirkens 
eksistens paa spil eller hemmer fortsettelsen av det program, som efter alles om- 
dgmme er absolut vesentlig. Det er vort haab og inderlige bgén at vort folk ikke 
blot vil tanke over og ta i betragtning det som er til kirkens bedste, men fremfor alt 
at vi ber vor himmelske Fader, fra hvem al visdom, kraft og styrke maa komme, 
at han vil vere hos os med sin Helligaand og lede os gjennem den alvorlige pr¢g- 
velsestid, som vi og enhver kirkeorganisation den dag idag gjennemgaar.

OSTRE DISTRIKT 


Pastor J. O. Tweten foreslog en konstitutionsforandring, nemlig at opfordre 
kirkeraadet til at fremsette saadanne forandringer som resolutioner for distrikts- 
mgtene og fellesmdtet 1 1932. Dette forslag blev underst¢ttet og antat.  Beret- 
ningen 1931, side 100. 

Pastor G. A. Peterson foreslog at ¢stlige distrikt anmoder komiteen for fzlles- 
m¢tet om at la indberetningene utsendes mindst to uker fgr mgtet. Antat. Beret- 
ningen, side 103. 

Med hensyn til anmodningen om konstitutionsforandringen frembyr resolutionen 
den vanskelighet at den ikke nevner de specifiske forandringer som skal tages i be- 
tragtning. 

Saken om at sende ut beretningen to uker fgr fellesmgtet frembyr den praktiske 
vanskelighet derved at henved 3,000 saadanne beretninger maatte utsendes til mulige 
delegater og prester, mens dog som regel blot en tredjedel av dette antal oververer 
“metet. I et flertal av tilfelder vilde ikke disse beretninger bli tat med til métet, og 
en ny utgave maatte saaledes utdeles. Med henblik paa den utgift dette vilde med- 
fére, er det meget tvilsomt om en slik resolution nu burde vedtages. Maaske for- 
slagets hensigt kunde opnaaes ved at forandre det derhen at anmode om at alle 
vigtige anbefalinger og heslutninger skulde offentliggjgres i vore kirkeblade mindst 
fire uker fér m¢gtets avholdelse. 


S@NDRE MINNESOTA DISTRIKT 


Besluttet at Sgndre Minnesota Distrikt anmoder fellesm¢tet for Den Norsk 
Lutherske Kirke i Amerika om at opstille paa budgettet den sum som aarlig treenges 
til Church Extension og opsette dette som separatpunkt under hjemmemissionen. 
Aarsberetningen, side 161. 
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SILVER LAKE MENIGHET 


Til Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika samlet til mgte i Minneapolis, Minn. 
Aérede fedre og brddre! 

Eftersom vort kirkesamfund, Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika er kommet 
i en betydelig gjzld, blir det nddvendig for vort samfund at dve den stgrst mulige 
sparsommelighet, og saavidt mulig undgaa i denne vanskelige tid at gjgre nye 
laan eller fors¢ke at satte nogen indsamling til avbetalelse av gjeld igang. Vi 
mener at kirken kan ombytte betalt arbeide med ubetalt, og at meget mere kan 
gjgres ved frivillig anstrengelse. Vi mener at en saadan sparsommelighet er hgilig 
paakrzevet, og at det vilde bli mulig for vort kirkesamfund at spare mellem 30,000 
og 40,000 dollars aarlig ved at gi avkald paa Idnnede stillinger for distriktsformeend, 
og istedet for disse anszette uldnnede kredsformend eller visitatorer. 

Efter denne ordning vilde der bli en i hver kreds til at fgre tilsyn med arbeidet 
istedetfor, som nu, en for hvert distrikt. 

Derfor tillater Silver Lake menighet i Worth County, Iowa, samlet til ordentlig 
mégte den 26de april 1932, sig at foreslaa ig¢lgende forandringer til fellesm¢tets 
antagelse: 
si : At distriktsformandsembedet i Den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika av- 
skaffes. 

II. At ordningen med en tilsynsmand eller visitator for hver kreds uten Ign fra 
kirken, saaledes som det var skik og bruk i den forhenverende Forenede Kirke, atter 
settes igang. 

III. Enhver av disse beslutninger skal tre ikraft saasnart den paa lovlig vis 
er antat. 

IV. Distriktsformendene skal, fér de nedlegger sine embeder, se til at hver 
kreds i deres distrikt har holdt mgte og valgt sin egen visitator, hvis embedstermin 
skal vere tre aar. 

V. En komite skal ved dette mgte velges som sammen med fellesformanden 
skal ordne de ting som ellers maatte vere ngdvendig for at seette denne ordning igang.

“Be it resolved, that the following recommendation from the Board of 
Foreign Missions be adopted: 

“In order to accomplish such a large reduction, the Board is obliged to 
recommend to the Church that the basic salary of the missionaries on the 
three fields be reduced 10 per cent, beginning October 1st, 1932, to be in effect 
for the next biennium or as much of that time as the Board finds necessary. 


Charities 


The report of the committee, that $140,000.00 be allowed the Charities De- 
partment was adopted. 


Prorated Amounts 


Attention was called to the fact that all four departments will be sub- 
ject to a prorata reduction of $7,515.00. 

Resolution 13 of the Committee Report concerning a budget appeal was 
adopted. 

Resolution 14, Sections a), b), c) concerning the raising of the budget was 
adopted. i 

Resolution 15, on matter of appreciation to the donors of large gifts to the 
Church, was adopted. 

Resolution 16, on Sunday School finances, was adopted. 

Resolution 17, on the Every-Member Canvass, was adopted. 

Resolution 18, on the safeguarding of the financial standing of the Church, 
was adopted. 

Allocating Budget 

Resolution 19 of the committee report was next reached and discussion 
opened. 

A substitute resolution for that of the committee was made by Rev. N. 
Astrup Larsen, that the plan of allocation as proposed by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Church on page 135 of Messages and Reports be adopted. 

Motion was made to close debate when those on the list had spoken. It 
carried. 

‘On voting the substitute resolution of Rev. N. A. Larsen to substitute for 
the recommendation of Committee No. 6, the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee, page 135 of General Reports, was put first with the following 
result: 

For the substitute resolution—172. 

Against—176, 

The substitute motion was lost. 

Then the question reverted to the original recommendation of Committee 
No. 6 and this resolution No. 19 was carried.

Red Wing—St. Olaf 


Dr. L. W. Boe expressed the joy of St. Olaf College for the action taken 
yesterday with reference to the merging of Red Wing Seminary with St. Olaf 
College, and extended a hearty welcome to the alumni and friends of Red 
Wing Seminary and assured them that everything possible would be done to 
make them feel that they are a real part of St. Olaf College. 

Resolution 5 of the Report of Committe No. II on Education was adopted. 

In view of the fact that there was filed a notice of debate on Resolutions 
6 and 7, no further consideration was given to these two resolutions at this 
session. 

“The Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America adjourned 
to convene as the Luther College Corporation. 


Luther College Corporation Meets 


Dr. Oscar L. Olson opened the meeting and asked President Aasgaard to 
preside. 

A full report of the actions of the Corporation will be found in the minutes 
of the Corporation Meeting, but in so far as certain actions taken there was 
also a matter for the convention, the following resolution which was adopted 
in the Corporation meeting is printed below: 

“At the Annual Meeting in 1923 (see Report, page 286), when plans were laid 
for the collection of Luther-St. Olaf Endowment, the convention adopted a 
resolution authorizing the Board of Trustees (finansbestyrelsen) and the Board 
of Education to apply $100,000.00 of the proposed fund to the erection of a new 
building at Luther College, the understanding being that this be withdrawn 
from the funds collected for Luther. 

In due time this sum was withdrawn as indicated and applied on the new 
gvmnasium. However, attention was called to the fact that no statement of 
this arrangement had heen printed on the pledge cards used during the col- 
lection of the funds. For this reason the Board of Trustees in advancing this 
money to the College, designated it a loan from the Luther College Endowment 
Fund. 

In order that the plans of the Church as indicated in the resolution referred 
to (Report. 1923), may be carried out according to their original intention, 

Be it Resolved. that this so-called loan of $100,000.00 be cancelled and 
stricken from the liabilities of the College. (P. 63, General Reports). 


Preus Accepts Presidency of Luther College 


In the Corporation meeting a statement of Dr. O. J. H. Preus, newly elected 
president of Luther College, was read and is as follows: 


“To the Luther College Corporation and the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America: 

“Tt is not the purpose of a minister to dictate or suggest where he should 
or wants to serve in the Church. Whether his post of duty be in the Home 
Mission field or in the Foreign Mission field, or it be in an old settled parish 
or in an institution, the call to and the privilege of serving as a minister in the 
Church of God is so great that a minister will always feel both unworthy and 
incompetent. His sole aim and wish will be to give his streneth to the work 
in the place where God wants him, regardless .of his own natural inclinations. 

“Now God has left the arrangements of the details of the church work large- 
ly to the Church, and very often we as ministers have no better way of seeing 
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His will than to let either a congregation or the whole church decide our 
Panis course. : 
Poses “It is in this spirit that I have viewed the call that has come to me now. 
eae “T have gone out to Augustana College and Academy with the thought of 
Seeniee giving my remaining years of service to this institution of the Church. I have 
ye no great desire to leave now. Believing that Augustana is the College in South 
fs - Dakota with the most promising future, the most wisely located college in 
Hee our Church, a school enjoying an almost unique loyalty of students, faculty, 
es alumni, and general constituency, a school with the vigor of youth, the courage 
born of hope and the optimism of the West, I have come to love the school 
and the people out there. I also have every reason to believe that the people 
of the Augustana Association have wished to have me remain there. And 
the question, therefore, has come up in my mind again and again: Is it right 
under the circumstances to leave Augustana after only three years of service? 

“Again, the task at Luther is, it seems to me, far more complicated and 
formidable than at Augustana. While I love Luther, too, very dearly, and am 
willing to follow my worthy predecessor to the best of my ability and to serve 
her, I feel wholly unequal to the task. 

“But the conclusive thing in the whole matter to me is the decision of the 
Church. Since both schools are the children, as it were, of the Church, I have 
a right to suppose that the Church loves and is equally concerned about ihe 
future of both institutions. The Church has in an orderly and regular way 
deliberated and come to a very definite conclusion, through the Luther College 
Corporation, calling me to the presidency of Luther College. 

“Trusting in the mercy-of God and soliciting the prayers and loyal support 
of our beloved Church, I accept the call to the Presidency of Luther College.” 

Dr. Aasgaard responded on behalf of the Luther College Corporation and 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and thanked Dr. Preus for his 
acceptance of the call and invoked God’s blessing upon his work. : 

The Luther College Corporation adjourned. 

In the reconvening of the Norwegian Lutheran Church, Rev. E. B. Slettedahl 
was given opportunity to speak of the Seamen’s Mission work at Seattle. 

The session was closed by singing of “Skriv dig, Jesus, paa mit hjerte,” and 
Dr. Aasgaard pronouncing the benediction. _N.

“Resolutions from the Pastoral Conference, St. Ansgar, Forest City-Esther- 
ville Circuits.’ 

“Relative the resolutions eminating from the session of the Joint Pastoral 
Conference of the St. Ansgar and Forest City-Estherville Circuits, held at 
Forest City, May 16, 1932, purpose of the session was to discuss questions of 
vital interest to our Church—your committee would recommend the adoption of 
the following points of said resolutions: 

- 4) That the Boards of the Home Mission and Charities be consolidated; 
that the Board of Foreign Missions have only one secretary. 

“b) The adoption of Art. IV, viz., no officers, boards, or committees shall 
be paid-expenses or remuneration while attending the General Convention. 

c) That the proposed sabbatical year for Theological professors be dis- 
continued until the Church in convention assembled shall reinstate it. 


“d) That the General Convention shall determine all salaries of all officers.

Motion made and seconded that this resolution from the Committee No. 1 
be referred to the Organization Committee. The motion failed of adoption on 
all of the five sections of this resolution. 

The supplementary report was accordingly adopted with the following ~ 
amendment to Resolution 2, Sec. b), that it does not include the members of 
Boards or Committees who would not ordinarily be members of the Con- 
vention except that their attendance is required here on special business con- 
cerning that department of the Church whose supervision and control they 
have a part in formulating. 

c., d., and e. were adopted.

First Vice-President Dr. Gullixson’s Closing Address 


Dear Brothers in Christ: 


As we come to the close of this Synodical Convention and approach the 
setting sun of this day, we meet the shadows of two anniversaries. Tomorrow, 
June 9th, it is fifteen years since our Church, The Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America, was organized. This day at this hour, thirty years ago, the con- 
scious life of one of the great men of God among Norse Lutherans in America, 
had lapsed into coma. In the morning of June 9th, Rev. G. Hoyme died. The 
Convention Minutes of tomorrow, fifteen years ago, contain this notation: “Da 
det var femten aarsdagen siden Pastor G. Hoyme, den fgrste formand i Den 
forenede kirke dgde, anmodet formand Stub viceformand Kildahl om, at si nogle 
ord til minde om formand Hoymes liv og virke.” 

So far as I know, there is no record of that address but there they stand, 
these three—Dr. Stub presiding and Vice-President Kildahl leading the thoughts 
down the pathway of memories concerning the third—Pastor Hoyme. There 
are men who do not belong to a village or to a community; they do not 
belong to a party or a generation; they belong to a race, to a.Church. Those 
who do not, through ignorance or through prejudgment, know such men are 
robbing themselves. Their souls, to quote an old Civil War song ‘‘go marching 
on.” And such were these. 

I do not pretend to adequately call to mind this man of God whom I was 
not permitted to know personally. But what within my power now would be 
more fitting than to quote the words copied this morning over at the Seminary 
from the original of the last message sent to the Church he loved so well, in 
the handwriting of another indeed, but signed firmly with his own pen in hand, 
words sent from a sickbed from which he never rose, to a convention soon as- 
sembling. Earnest words to the congregations are there, urging to a vital 
Christian faith and life. Then these words which we may well let ring across 
the closing hour whereby one dead yet speaks: 

“Bliv aldrig tret av at bede og haape at Gud atter vil bgie sammen vort 
kjere oprevne kirkefolk til enighet og kraftigt samarbeide paa sandhets grund.” 

Then this word which is so eminently fitting if our souls walk with-the 
spirit of these men today: 

“Bruk vel den saa beleilige tid til et kraftigt indremissionsarbeide! Og glem 
ikke hedningerne og jdderne. Hold utrgdelig sammen i endregtighet, kjerlighet 
og samarbeide!” 

Such witness calls to mind the verses just following the hero chapter of the 
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Hebrews 12: 

_ “Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses let us lay aside every weight and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us; and let us run with patience the race that is set before us looking unto 
Jesus the Author and Finisher of our faith.” : 

Fifteen years of expectation were long since ended. Fifteen years of realiza- 
tion with its problems have been ours. Now we face the unfolding of our new 
and well-beloved Church. 

Let us pray! 

O Lord Christ, mighty Captain of our salvation, Lord of all the Churches, 
we thank Thee for Thy mercies on these days. We thank Thee that the fears 
of some were quite unrealized. We praise Thee for the spirit that was here. 
Thou Thyself our: Lord, according to Thy promises hast been here walking 
among the pews by those assembled in Thy Name. We acknowledge our weak- 
nesses; our sins are before Thee. Without Thee we can do nothing but Thy 
grace is sufficient; we cannot do without it. Find for Thy servants through 
the Church, old servants and young servants, the places where Thou wouldst 
have them serve Thee. Thy peace be upon us, the peace that passes all under- 
standing. Let Thy Spirit be within us as a burning fire that cannot stay till 
we hasten on with the good news, Thy Gospel of salvation! Give safe conduct 
to Thy servants and go with them who journey that they bring a blessing 
home. Abide here with the leader of our Church and direct her activities as her 
Invisible Head. Yea, the blessing of the Lord our God be upon us in Jesus’ 
Name! Amen.

A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Brethren in Christ: 

Grace be to you, and peace from God our Father and from the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed 
us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ. 

It is helpful to always remind ourselves of the wealth of spiritual blessings 
with which God has showered our lives. When we pray for these we need 
not say, “If it be the will.” It is the Father’s good pleasure to give us the 
Kingdom. This we know in faith and we rejoice in this assurance. On the 
other hand let us watch lest darkness envelop our spiritual life and obscure our 
spiritual vision these days when dark clouds shroud the conditions of human 
living and tend to frighten the hearts of men and bring despair; for we need 


the light of heavenly sunshine in these times, and our hearts must be open . 


toward God’s love or we perish. 

With this short preface, and without dwelling on such matters of general 
interest and activity as the general president’s message will bring out this year, 
and the message of the departments, I will confine my message to a brief report 
on the activities that strictly belong within this district. | 


Home Missions 


The home missionary field has not been geographically enlarged. Retrench- 
ment has of necessity been made wherever possible. Financial aid has been 
withdrawn from Toledo, Ohio; Gary, Indiana, and Tomahawk, Wisconsin; be- 
cause these fields have attained the physical development that their local con- 
ditions can yield. In this day, when our Home Mission fields all use English 
in common with neighboring churches of other Lutheran synods, we must use 
the missionary funds to aid churches only where it is apparent that self-support 
is a probablity in the not too distant future. That is all we can afford to do. 
eonsidering our limited allowances, and the wide opportunities. For the same 
reason aid has lately been withdrawn from the following fields that were not 
mentioned in my last report: Rowland, New- York; Orange, New Jersey; 
Menominie, Michigan; Kenosha, Wisconsin. All these fields have received aid 
for many years; and it has now been withdrawn only after careful canvas and 
investigation. There are three other fields similarly situated, that are in the 
process of adjustment whereby aid can be withdrawn this year. 

The following parishes have become self-supporting: Weehawken, New 
Jersey, Rey. T. J. Alvestad, pastor; Philadelhia, Rev. J. L. Redal, pastor; Eli- 
zabeth, New Jersey, Rev. Arne Gjestland, pastor. We congratulate these 
churches and their pastors on having reached this goal, and wish them God’s 
richest blessing, that His Grace may abound in their hearts and find free ex- 
pression in their lives. On the other hand the Home Missions has been re- 
quired to grant emergency appropriations for one year, in some cases of 
extreme crisis. The district committee has been very conservative in its plans 
for 1932, in order to do its part to keep the expenditures of the church within 
the reduced income. It is now using only about $20,000 of the $28,000 ap- 
portioned to it out of the 1931-32 budget, and is trying its best to distribute 
this amount so that it may do the most good seeing the whole field and the 
need of each. I desire to make a special plea for our home-missionary pastors 
and churches. Many of them ‘are in great difficulties. We as a church, are now 
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being tested in this activity. Shall our churches in these fields be enabled 
under God to survive the present difficult times, and even utilize their adversi- 
ties for a greater harvest? Yes, if we will prayerfully give our best interest, 
efforts, and generosity to the cause. Let it not be said that the church sur- 
rendered its home-missionary fields at strategic points, because it did not do its 
utmost even under reduced circumstances to support them. And practically 
all our fields are now at strategic points. 

An outstanding example of local home-missionary interest and effective 
activity is the decision of the Chicago Brotherhood to make one of the Chicago 
fields, the Bethlehem Mission, its protege. The Brotherhood is now assisting 
this church in buying a lot, and is providing for its use a portable church. 
This body has thus pointed out an activity that is particularly suited for a 
Brotherhood projective anywhere. 

I shall merely refer to the general messages for consideration of the activi- 
ties of the Missionary Federation, the Luther League, the. schools and charitable 
institutions, though each has unfolded a great and blessed activity also within 
our district the past year. Outstanding among these doings was the Y. P. L. 
convention in Chicago, and the convention of the Lutheran Brotherhood in 
Madison, each of which left lasting impressions for good in its wake.

I wish to express my appreciation of their efforts and co-operation, and urge 
the congregations and pastors to make more use of the circuit president in the 
various ways, especially to hold “visitas.” Also to advise with him on such 
problems as may require an advisor from outside the local field and are not 
-embarrassing for a neighboring pastor to handle. 

I have been able to attend only three of the several church anniversaries. 
Two of these churches are outstanding in point of age and long service and 
celebrated their 85th anniversary. They are Spring Prairie, Rev. C. G. Nas- 
eth’s parish and Bonnet Prairie, Rev. G. A. Sundby, pastor. 

Rev. Atle J. Lee celebrated the golden anniversary of his ordination, Octo- 
ber 5th, and Rev. A. O. Alfson celebrated the 60th anniversary of his ordination, 
May 5th. The Madison Pastoral Conference, and the Chicago Conference, re- 
spectively, had arranged fitting celebrations for each of these venerable and 
highly esteemed fathers in the Church.

We thank God-for these pastors and for 
the blessings that have attended their labors. May our Heavenly Father glad- 
den and refresh them with the gifts of His love and grace in the evening of 
their life. 

Rey. T. Saetviet resigned his pastorate last December because of ill health, 
and is living in Washington, D. C. I am glad to be able to report that he is 
gradually. getting better. 

There are many other matters that require our attention, but they are cov- 
ered by the reports of the general president and the department heads, and I 
would urge all members of this meeting to read those messages with care. 

The past year has been difficult for very many of our pastors and churches. 
I have tried my best to help in the difficulties that have troubled so many 
churches the past year, and regret that I have not been able to bring relief in 
the measure of my desire. Many difficulties come from impatience, and from 
too hasty speech and action, and seifishness, and discontent with the conditions 
that the Lord has imposed upon us in the terms of living and of service in the 
Kingdom. Let us not forget that at best we are unprofitable servants, and de- 
serve no reward of our Heavenly Father. He will give us according to a 
father’s loving heart if we be as children ought. In conclusion may I thank 
you heartily for brotherly co-operation and forbearance. May God give each 
of us grace to be faithful and to give our best to the Glory of our dear Savior.

T. H. Megorden, President Gale College, Galesville; Rev. O. G. U Siljan, Madison. 

The order of the day was the President’s report. 

President Green then read his printed message, which was interspersed with a 
number of timely explanatory remarks. ; 

: As the Rey. Dr. T. S. Kolste could not be present, the Rev. W. A. Johnson was 
elected. 

Pastor J. QO. Tweten reported on President’s house rent, that President Green 
had informed him that he would not accept anything for house rent which is due 
him from September, 1931, up to September, 1933.

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A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Brothers in Christ Jesus, Peace and Grace: 


In the book of Revelation, the first chapter we read: “And in the midst 
of the seven candlesticks one like unto the Son of Man—”’ “And He had in 
His right hand seven stars—” “The seven stars are the angels of the seven 
churches, and the seven candlesticks are the seven churches.” 

This is a description of a part of the vision the Apostle John had on Patmos. 

Persecution had driven him there. Christ wanted to comfort His faithful 
servant. 

He was called the Apostle of Love, of true love to his Master. He possessed 
a burning indignation against any that seemed to outrage it. To him there 
was no neutrality between Christ and antichrist. There was no compromise 
with truth in him. There was no concession to falsehood, however insignificant 
it might seem. To him the vision of the eternal word, the glory of the only 
begotten of the Father is clearer than to any other. To him was revealed 
the glory of the eternal world as to no one else. It is no wonder then that 
the Lord wanted to and did reveal the glory of the eternal world to His 
Apostle of Love. But not to him only. Christ’s command to him was: “Write 
the things which thou hast seen, and the things which are, and the things which 
shall be hereafter.” The seven congregations in Asia and all congregations to 
the end of time were to be told that Christ sustains, directs and dwells in His 
Church. 

The Apostle John needed this truth in his day. 

We need it in our day. Our Church is facing serious problems. Everyone 
talks about the “depression.” This is a new word for a condition called 
“panic” in different periods of our history. 

We have failed to give the money needed for the work we decided to do. 
The debt is increased annually. Last year more than any other. The cause 
is given, depression. The outlook this year is not bright. We are told the 
work of the Church must be curtailed. True, the income of a great majority 
of our people has been reduced. To be careful and saving must of necessity 
be the program of many. 

We have to deny ourselves many things that our fathers never dreamt of 
enjoying. 

Our Church must use the strictest economy. It has tried to do so. The 
dollar given to the work of the Lord must be used for that with the smallest 
possible expense. 

There are dangers, other than financial, confronting the work of the Church 
in our day. God speaks to us by the apostle Paul: “See then that ye walk cir- 
pees not as fools, but as wise, redeeming the time, because the days 
are evil. 

This admonition is needed in our day more than at any time. Dangers 
surround us. The greatest danger is trusting in ourselves, and our own ability 
and resources, our own organizations, our own wisdom and knowledge. 

But we need no less to be reminded of the words of the apostle in the 
same connection as those cited: “Speaking to yourselves in psalms and hymns 
and spiritual songs, singing and making melody in your heart to the Lord: 
giving thanks always for all things unto. God and the Father in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” If we learn the lesson our day brings us, we shall 
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_ thank God for it, knowing our true welfare is His desire. God has something 
_to teach us. He can use the evil days tor our blessings. 

But we have not learned our lesson if we act so that the first expense to be 
reduced must be our contributions to the work God has commanded. —~ 

‘Lhe need and opportunity to work should be answered by our willingness. 
We cannot wait for better times. ‘hose we are called to help may be dead 
by that time. It is a good time to work when work means sacrifice. In time 
or depression, testing of the love of every individual for God’s work goes on. 
Do you want to be counted unworthy and unprofitable? 

1 am frequently met by the statement: ‘he National, State, County and 
City governments are cutting expenses, why not the Church?” ‘There has been 
waste and extravagances in all of them; but I know of no waste and extra- 
vagance in the Church. 

A business man may curtail his business, but the Church deals with perish- 
ing souls of men. 

There is a gloom settling down on many well meaning souls. The cry 
goes up: “Lord, save, we perish”; but with very little faith in the word “save.” 

I know of one man that had reason to complain about “depression.” Hear 
how the great Apostle Paul could speak: ‘‘In labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prison more frequent, in death oft. Of the Jews received 1 
forty stripes save one. Thrice was | beaten with rods, once was I stoned, thrice 
I suffered shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in the deep—in hunger 
and thirst, in tastings often, in cold and nakedness.” 

How touching when he writes to Timothy: “Do thy diligence to come 
shortly unto me—and bring the cloke I left at Troas.” It was cold in the 
prison dungeon at Rome. He had no money to buy another coat. 

Thus fared the greatest man the world has seen since Christ. But did he 
broadcast ‘‘depression?” Hear how he speaks: “As dying, and, behold, we live 
As chastened, and not killed; as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing, as poor, yet 
making many rich; as having nothing, and yet possessing all things.” The 
final accounting shows a beautiful balance. There are other values than gold. 

We pastors have one ambition to be like Paul. What a shame then to be 
employed in broadcasting gloom, in finding fault, in carping criticism, to hide 
our own deficiency, our own selfishness, our own lack of faith and love, our 
sinful neglect. 

But if we, by the Grace of God, realize our ambition, we become the “in- 
spired” leaders of our congregations, and the Church we love shall be able to 
do its work. 

Is it not true that the religious condition of a congregation, and that of its 
pastor ever tend to be the same as the level of water in two connected vessels? 
There is an interaction and reciprocal influence that may cause uniform re- 
sults. Have we not all of us noticed one pastor may bring his congregation up 
to the fair share of the Lord’s work; he leaves, another steps in, pastor and 
congregation default? 

We thank God for the many instances in which one glowing soul, aflame 

with the love of God, has sufficed to kindle a whole heap of dead ones and 
‘brought them to the work of dispelling darkness. 
Our text tells us John saw seven candlesticks, seven lamps,—Christ walk- 
ing among them with seven stars in His right hand. The symbol tells us the 
work of the congregation. It is to be light to the sin-darkened world. If it is 
light, it must shine. If it ceases to shine, it is dead. If we have the truth 
in our heart we will give it to others. Love constrains. 

But the light of the pastor and congregation is always a derived light. It 
comes from Him who said: “I am the Light of the World.” We reflect the 
light. There is, therefore, a condition for our light to shine. The prophet 
Zechariah once saw in a vision the great temple lamp and by its side two olive 
trees from which oil flowed through golden pipes to the central light. He did 
not understand what the vision meant. Then he was told: “Not by might, nor 
by power, but by My Spirit, saith the Lord of Hosts.” 

The lamp that burns must be fed by oil. If not it goes out, it fills the house 
with offensive odor. When the oil of Divine Grace and Strength is lacking in 
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a congregation it cannot “afford” to do God’s work, and becomes an offense 


to God and man. < t 

The symbol of the congregation is one candlestick. This means united 
effort. All the individual lights to be united in co-operative effort to give light 
to those in darkness. 

Yes, our congregation can become and continue to be lights. 

Our text brings us the glorious truth that Christ is present in our congre- 
gations. He holds the seven stars in His right hand. It is a strong hand.. He 
sustains, guards, and keeps the pastor. He said to John: “Fear not.” The 
same to us. The special danger, temptation, influence, hardship, the pastor 
may be exposed to is met by that loving word: ‘Fear not.” The discourage- 
ment, the dispair, the responsibility confronting the pastor is met by that 
wonderful word: ‘Fear not.” He may be of good cheer, for none shall pluck 
him out of the right hand of Christ. Christ has said to the pastor and his 
congregation: “Lo, I am with you alway.” His promise is true. His presence 
is a plain fact. Let us not explain this fact by saying that He is with us with 
His thoughts, His influence, His love, His example. No, He dwells with us. He 
is with us during the good days when we give of our abundance to His work. 
He is with us in “depression” and “panics” when giving is a sacrifice: He 
has been with our Church. He gave the poor immigrants willingness to build 
institutions, and establish our Church. He was with us when brother rose 
against brother in bitter controversy. He guided the hearts. He established 
peace on the foundation of truth among us. He prayed for us; “That they all 
may be one; as thou Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be 
one in us; that the world may believe that thou hast sent me.” 

He gave us willingness to establish His work among us on a greater 
scale than ever before. He tells us: “I will not leave you orphans, I will 
come unto you.” 

The Lord expects and demands the congregations to be victorious against 
all enemies, against all dangers. Not in any of the seven letters to the seven 
congregations is there the slightest indication that any congregation must be 
overcome by the opposition. There is a fullness of power, of love, of faith- 
fulness in Christ to sustain and keep His congregation under any trial. Christ 
is present to awaken, to enlighten, to comfort, to punish, to keep, to defend, 
to save them. Only one thing can defeat the congregation and that is unfaith- 
fulness. As its faithfulness is so will its fate and future be. If unfaithful, it 
will be punished, judged, thrown out. If faithful, Christ will set before it an 
open door, and no man can shut it. No artificial help can sustain a dead con- 
gregation. Help in all work can only come from Him that walks between 
the candlesticks. 

In faith on God we shall go to our work in the future as in the past, 
knowing that our faith and trust shall not be in vain. 


HOME MISSION 


We have twenty-eight pastors on the Home Mission field in our District 
and two vacant calls. The two vacant calls will be supplied with pastors this 
year, making a total of thirty Home Mission pastors in our District. ; 

On account of the deficit in the Home Mission Treasury, we have been 
compelled to consolidate some calls, as the Grand Marais and Port Arthur 
calls served by Rev. P. L. Mork, the Remer and Big Fork call served by Rev. 
Alfred Gunderson, also a combination of Osakis Lutheran Church, Osakis and 
The American Lutheran Church, Long Prairie. We are aware of-the fact that 
in order to do effective work Osakis and Long Prairie should each have a 
resident pastor, and the distance to drive in the two former calls mentioned 
will be nearly a hundred miles and many congregations to serve. 

The Mission support for all calls has been reduced. this year. We hope 
that the congregations will be able to make it up in every case. I have visited 
a number of congregations and without hesitation they have increased their 
support in order to offset the decreased Mission Aid. Pastors and congrega- 
tions have in every case shown a real understanding of the financial difficulties 
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confronting our Church, and a willingness to help even if help meant sacri- 
fice to some. 

One call has become self-supporting during the year, the Bethlehem Con- 
gregation, St. Cloud. Rev. Roy Olson was pastor of this congregation and 
Chaplain at the Reformatory and had other institutional work. He resigned 
as he was called to devote all his time to the religious work at St. Cloud’ 
Reformatory and other penal institutions. 

The Bethlehem Congregation called Candidate L. E. Tallakson. He has 
accepted. This congregation is small, but it has shown courage and a good 
example in deciding to ask for no aid. 

Our District had some years ago forty pastors on our Home Mission field. 
Every year.a number of calls have become self-supporting. New work has 
been started, but not to the extent needed. In my travels I hear about a 
_number of people moving to N. Minnesota and buying or renting vacant farms. 
We have an opportunity for work as never before. There is reason to think 
there will be more permanent farm communities in N, Minnesota than in many 
other sections of the country. Our Church has here a chance to build for the 
future. 

We must have more men. Some of the calls must be divided as soon as - 
possible, and the work must be extended. Let us work and pray that God will 
open our hearts to fully understand the need of this fundamental work of our 
Church and the blessings that can come to the individual. 


THE BUDGET 


Our District has in the past year shown willingness and zeal in supporting 
the work our Church decided to do. 

It has come to my knowledge that some pastors have put forth a real 
effort in raising the Budget. Some have given the Pentecost and Easter offer- 
ings, usually a part of the pastor’s salary, to the Budget. One pastor gave 
his Christmas offer and in addition personally paid the whole allocated amount 
of the congregation for charity. Others have given larger amounts in order 
to help the congregations reach the 100% of the fair share. I am not mention- 
ing these as examples all pastors should and must follow; but in order to show 
the effort put forth to educate the people that the raising of the Budget 
is an absolute necessity for the continued existence of our Church. The ex- 
ample is a strong teacher. 

Nearly all the pastors and congregations deserve the thanks of the Church 
for the support given last year. It was not an easy year to carry the load. 
But we did not reach the goal. Every year it seems we will have those with 
us whose efforts in raising the Budget consists more in promises than in 
work, who, apparently, first consider their own income and then the Synodical 
obligation. 

Thanks must also be given to our Financial Secretary, Rev. P. B. Trelstad, 
for his faithful work in supervising the raising of the Budget. He is not to 
continue this work. In order to save on what may be called overhead ex- 
penses, the Board of Trustees has decided to employ no paid financial secre- 
taries in our Church. 

The District will from now on depend on the organization we have, or may 
establish, for the information to be given, and the systematic appeal to the 
many thousands for their contributions to the work God wants us to do. 
A Circuit organization that the Financial Secretary of the Circuit can call on 
should be established. Even in these hard times, I believe we can raise our 
fair share of the Budget—the amount asked of the individual is small—and 
can be raised, if we are enabled to give complete information to our congrega- 
tions. 

To me it appears self evident that the pastor must be the leader in the 
work for the Budget as well as all other Christian work in the congregation. 
The idea sometimes expressed that the pastor’s duty is to care for, what some - 
call more spiritual things than that connected with money, is false. Christian 
life comes to the surface in the use of money more than in many other things. 

The Church depends on the pastors for leadership and on willingness of the

If a man can pay for himself, the Church 
should not be asked to support him. - 

The residents are well cared for both as to material and spiritual needs.

Attendance between 400 and 500.

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CONCORDIA COLLEGE, MOORHEAD 


Possibly no activity of our Church has faced more serious problems last 
year than our schools. It is not easy to understand why the greatest deficit 
is in our Department of Education. Education is a debt due from the present 
to the future generations. Someone has said: “The educational system is the 
very mind and soul of a nation.” But our thoughts go farther. We are think- 
ing of our Church. Can any church do its work without trained workers? 

Someone has said: “The soul of education is the education of the soul.” 
The Church needs the brightest and keenest young men trained in Christian 
schools to face the problems of an ‘evil day” in doing the work God calls us to. 

We are glad to be able to report, that according to information supplied 
by the President of Concordia College, this institution has had a good year.

These are encour- 
aging figures in times of financial depression and are indicative of the large 
and loyal constituency served by the College. The work in all departments has 
been carried on in a satisfactory and commendable manner.

OUR CONTRIBUTIONS 


_ Of the $879,487.13 raised for the budget in 1931, Southern Minnesota Dis- 
trict gave $247,528.29, again almost one quarter of a million dollars—$23,156.51 
over one fourth of the amount raised by the Church. Education, $61,647.82; 
Foreign Missions, $64,399.65; Charities, $42,072.87; Home Missions, $63,944.44; 
General Fund, $15,463.51; the total, $247,528.29. For Home Mission work in 
Southern Minnesota the sum of $18,715.00 was granted in 1931, leaving $45,229.44 
for development of fields and activities in other districts and our share in the 
general expenses. 

Our people have done well in their contributions. We are grateful to God. 
We thank congregations and pastors. The financial problems are acute for 
many in country, town and city. We are deeply sympathetic with the difficulties 
of our people. Our hearts go out in Christian love to congregations and pas- 
tors in the more severely stricken sections of our Church. We can only say, 
those who have will have to try to give for the many who can give but little. 
The question is often asked, “How much does Church membership cost?” 
This was admirably answered in a recent Church bulletin:—‘How much does 
Church membership cost?” “Whatever you want to give. Giving must be vol- 
untary, absolutely. Members give only what is in their hearts to give. This is 
fair and it is Christian. Those who can give only small gifts‘or nothing at all, 
we welcome as sincerely and heartily as those capable of larger gifts.” When 
all is said, this should be the Church’s answer. Giving must be based, not upon 
apportionments or comparisons with neighboring congregations, but upon our 
love for Jesus Christ. It is a matter of heart. Without this, any system will 
fail. If we could, as individuals forget about per capita and allotment and give 
ee the Lord has prospered us, there would be enough, and more, for God’s 
work.

Never have opportunities been greater for us. With atheism, indifference, 
worldliness round about us, breaking the lives of men. God has placed the 
banner of truth in our hands, His Holy Word. Today He speaks to us, to the 
entire true Church of Christ, to go forward. “Like a mighty army moves 
the Church of God.”—The command to the Church has ever been one of ad- 
vancement. “Speak to the children of Israel that they go forward.”—Jesus 
says: “He that putteth his hand to the plough and looketh back, is not fit 
for the Kingdom of God.”—Brethren, T am eager for a definite consecrated 
program of advancement for Southern Minnesota District.

An old business man. eighty 
years of age, recently said to an official in another Lutheran Synod: “This is 
the time for work.” ; 

Southern Minnesota District is one. of the largest districts in our Church. 
At the beginning of the last biennium we were listed as having 62.100 com- 
mtnicant members. There are ten circuits, with approximately 150 pastors 
and 409 congregations. Thousands of precious souls among us are under our 
sniritual care, but there are many thousands of unchurched within the borders 
of our district. We have one of the larvest Home Mission fields in the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America. Home Mission activitv does not only 
consist in the establishing of new congregations and.the building of churches, 
hut in the bringino of souls into active membershin in the Church of Christ. 
We do not minimize the imnortance of work in the smaller districts. These 


must he taken care of. and Southern Minnesota District will continue to lend . 


a helnine hand. But where the many thousands congregate, there must be the 
larger Home Mission field. 

Our Church has carried on a blessed Foreign Mission activity. Through 
consecrated leadership .the work has steadily advanced. It has been established 
hv the Word of God, brought into the lands of darkness, through noble Chris- 
tian sacrifices and even the shedding of blood. We love our Foreign Missions 
and it is essential to the life of the Church that they go on. 

Our schools have been the pride of our people. The Church has accepted 
the responsibility of their support as a matter of course. Sincere effort is 
being made to make the necessary adjustments. We do not want our schools 
to be brought low. In Christian Education we would go forward. 

The Work of Mercy—Charities. Thousands have found refuge and solace 





from his heart. He had never failed them. He would not now. “Speak to the 


_ members of the spiritual Israel today. God has blessed our Church. Through © 
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through this work of love. While agencies everywhere are bending their effort 
toward effective charity, the Church would not withdraw her hard. . 


_The times confront us with problems. In our opinion, the only key that 
will unlock the jam is Home Missions. If this key is prayerfully applied we 
may go forward. If not, the wave of difficulty will back in upon us—upon pas- 
tors and congregations, upon our Missions, our Seminary. our Schools, our 
work of Charity. In Home Missions the opportunity is before us. Fields are 
ready and waiting, in country, village, town and city. In many places closed 
churches of other denominations can be secured and the people will gladly ex- 
tend a welcome to us. There must be a change of emphasis. We are not 
placed in America to mother those of Lutheran extraction only, but to bring 
the unchurched into the Church of Christ. We are to build the Kingdom of 
God in our country that we may be equipped to “go into all the world.”—Con- 
tending for the faith once delivered to the saints, we are manfully to face the 
new times with the old truth. This is Lutheranism—above all, it is Chris- 
tianity. 

Ordinarily Home Mission congregations should be given a specified period 
of time in which to become self-supporting. At the expiration of this time, 
Home Mission aid should cease. Ineffective places should be closed and the 
funds applied elsewhere. Home Mission money constitutes a revolving fund 
and hence is not to remain permanently in one place. It must be released as 
soon as possible for work in other fields. The gifts of our people to Home 
Missions have been given with that in view—The Church Extension treasury 
too is decidedly a revolving fund. It should be kept moving and it should be 
built up. If an offering were lifted each year in all of our 400 congregations and 
if each of these offerings averaged $25.00, it would bring $10,000.00 annually 
into the Church Extension Fund. Think this over. It would be an economical 
way of extending our Home Mission work. Home Mission churches and 
chapels should, as a rule, be inexpensive, with structure and grounds attrac- 
tive. This is important. Uninviting places do not draw people, therefore simple 
beauty is economy. 

We believe thousands of unchurched in Southern Minnesota could be 
brought into active Church membership. This could be done with little or no_ 
expenditure of money. Pastors and congregations will be glad to look beyond 
the confines of their own parish and the latter voluntarily mother near by places 
where work should be done. This Home Mission advance will react on all the 
activities of the Church, for there will be more people to whom we may appeal 
for support. It will also eventually result in an opportunity of service to pastors 
out of work. We will be able to take care of all our Seminary graduates— 
these men who are ready to go, when the Church calls. If a definite program 
of advancement is followed. we are convinced that in five years we could bring 
as many more into our churches, as there are members in some districts. 
In large part, the addition would be a contributing constituency. Let us bear 
in mind that while our vision extends bevond our own borders, our Home 
Mission field primarily is right here in Southern Minnesota, “beginning at 
Jerusalem.” ; 

Our Home Mission department, synodical and district, has, by the grace 
of God, done a great work. Through a welcomed, gratuitous and co-operative 
assistance, greater things can be done. Let us enter into our Home Mission 
opportunity and thus loosen the log in the jam, that the waters of God may 
move onward. Christian life has ever the progressive within it. 

There are special activities within the borders of Southern Minnesota 
District. Many of these are effectively cared for; all are a form of Home 
Mission work. We have not assumed direct responsibility for all of them, but 
they should rest upon our hearts, nevertheless. 

Besides Lutheran hospitals, there are other hospitals—General Hospitals, the 


‘University Hospital, the great Veterans’ Hospital in Minneapolis, the Hospital 


at Rochester, State Hospitals at Rochester and St. Peter, Glen Lake Sani- 
tarium, the Sanitarium at Cannon Falls, Granite Falls and Worthington, the 
State Prison at Stillwater, the State School for Boys at Red Wing and the 
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State School for Girls at Shakopee. The work of our State Educational Insti- 
tutions—University of Minnesota, State Normal at Winona and Mankato, the 
School at Morris, and State Institutions at Faribault. Besides the mentioned 
hospital and institutional activities, the other work of the Lutheran Welfare 
Society. There are 105 old people from our Church at Ebenezer Old People’s 
Home, and Southern Minnesota has no home of its own. The work of the 
Zion Society for Israel. The Girls’ Rescue Home in Minneapolis, Minn. All 
activities at home and in foreign fields will benefit through a definite program 
in Home Missions.

Brethren, if we have spoken amiss in some things, it is because we have 
made that mistake. We have tried to give our message in zeal and love for 
eur people and church. 

‘At any rate, let us earnestly turn to our present task. Let us cease un- 
necessary looking back into the years that will never return. Let us, under 
God, lay the foundation of victorious work for our children, who will never 
know, nor understand, many of the external things, that in our history, have 
troubled us. The salvation of the present generation and the generations to 
come is the pertinent thing. The door is open and we will enter in. Let us 
lift the flag of faith and in Jesus name “Go forward’—on the strength and 
vision which He will give. “He that loses his life for my sake and the gospels,” 
says Christ, “shall find it.” Remember this, there is no going forward with 
any assurance, but in the sense of reconciliation to God. When we are in the 
way of duty, though we meet with difficulties, we must go forward. We must 
mind present work and then leave the event to God; use means and trust Him 
with the issue. He will divide the waters for us to pass through. 

Our problem is not so much financial as the need of a spiritual program 
of work. If we are definite in the latter, our people will respond, as they 
understand and are able. Beyond this we cannot go. If sufficient funds can be 
raised, it is well. If not, we must still prove to the world the power of Jesus 
Christ in our hearts. The church must be different, and her members must 
make known unto all men that our Redeemer liveth. If we will get down on 
our knees in these times, ask for the forgiveness of sins and pray, “God show 
us the way of thy work,” we shall “see the Lord’s salvation.” 

Livingstone, having broken fresh the ground among the Bokhaltas, wrote 
to the directors of the London Missionary Society explaining what he had 
done and expressing the hope that it would meet with their approval. At the 
same time he said, he was at their disposal—‘‘to go anywhere, provided it be 
forward.” Brethren, let our course, too, be “onward, onward, into light.” 


IN CONCLUSION 


“Praise God from whom all blessings flow.” May He in mercy forgive our 
sins through the blood of the Savior. God help our Church to “go forward,”

On October 7, 1881, she was united in marriage to Rev. H. C. Holm. 

The following tribute was prepared and read at the funeral service by her 
pastor, Rev. T. J. Severtson: 

Mrs. Holm was a woman whose interest centered in her home and in her 
Church. Her devotion to each won the admiration of every one who knew 
her. She lived a quiet Christian life and passed away in peace.

HOME MISSION SCHOOLS 


Rev. M. B. Quill. spoke in regard to the close relation between the work of Clifton 
College and the Home Mission work in Texas, and made the motion that the president 
of the Iowa Pastoral Conference bring before the General Convention a resolution 
that the Iowa District endorses the joint report of the Board of Education and the 
Board of Home Missions in regard to Home Mission Schools (see Messages and 
Reports, pages 66, 86, 87): 

It is common knowledge that it has been difficult for the Board of Education to 
give the necessary support to our secondary schools. As a number of these are in 
territory where they are of no essential value to our Home Mission work, the Board 
of Home Missions has in two or three instances of dire emergencies come to the 
aid of these institutions. 

In order that it shall not appear that the Board of Home Missions is exceeding 
its authority or diverting its funds, this Board and the Board of Education, jointly, 
request the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America that authority be granted the 
Board of Home Missions, in cases of emergency, to come to the aid of our Home 
Mission Schools, such as Pacific (utheran College, Clifton College and the Canadian 
Schools, these institutions being altogether essential to the progress of our Home 
Mission program in their respective territories. 

This motion was sconded. Then moved, seconded and carried to suspend dis- 
cussion and proceed to vote. Rev. Quill’s motion then was passed. 

Rev. Urness then spoke in regard to Clifton College. 

The nomination of a Committee on Resolutions was referred to the Committee 
on Elections. 

A Committee on the President’s Report was elected, consisting of Rey. D. C. 
Jordahl, Rev. Boe, Rev. Fretheim. i

A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear Brethren: Grace and Peace from our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 

Our district has this last year passed through a very difficult period. The 
grasshoppers and the drought added to the general depression made even 
church work, especially the ingathering of the local and general budgets, dif- 
ficult. We fell short in the general budget, raising 77% of the sum allocated 
to us. And many of our pastors have had a very small income during the 
past year. 

_ We are glad to say, however, that this condition is not owing to lack of 
interest by our pastors and congregations, in the building of God’s kingdom. 

When we remember that many of the members of our congregations have 
had to accept aid from the Red Cross and more fortunately situated fellow 
citizens in order to live through the winter, we are amazed at, and filled with 
gratitude for, what has been accomplished for the kingdom, even in a financial 
way. ; 
Our pastors have stuck to their posts, cheerfully sharing the hardships with 
their congregations. 

Several congregations, when they saw their crops destroyed and as a conse- 
quence found themselves with nothing to do, gathered for the building and 
remodelling of their churches, the ladies and young people assisting to the best 
of their ability. Pessimism fled and true optimism prevailed. 

The one who has said: Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be added unto you, will not forget his promise. 

We are convinced that the difficulties we have passed through, are passing 
through, shall become a blessing to all those that love the Lord. 

We heartily thank all kind-hearted people that so generously remembered 
our district in their prayers and by their gifts. 

God lives! He has called us into the work of building his kingdom. Let 
us all wholeheartedly say: Lord, here am I; send me. 

Judging by the reports of the circuit presidents, and by observations I have 
made, there are many things that encourage us. I have found the pastors very 
much interested in their work and faithful in the performance of it. Attendance 
at services, Luther Leagues, Sunday schools, is good. Members participating 
in Holy Communion are on the increase. 

But, friends, we are far from having reached the goal both as to church 
interest and as to Christian living. Remember, Jesus says to us as his followers: 
Ye are the salt of the earth; ye are the light of the world. If we are to be this 
salt, if we are to be this light, the Holy Spirit must be permitted to operate 
on our hearts through the means of grace, so that we may be more and more 
conformed to the spirit which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

I began my work as your district president September 1, 1931, and was 
installed into the office September 27 by President Dr. J. A. Aasgaard in the 
First Lutheran Church of Sioux Falls. So far I have had to feel my way to 
a great extent. J am encouraged by the knowledge that I have the prayers of 
my fellow pastors as well as those of the congregations. 


HOME MISSION 


I wish to call your attention to our large Home Mission field. There are 
many places where we could and should begin work. We have the fields ripe 
unto the harvest. God has heard our prayers and sent us the laborers. We 
lack the funds. “Let us remember to pray for funds that we may do a more 
aggressive mission work. 





This institution has an important field and is doing a very good work. It 
would be difficult indeed to carry on the work of the district without this in- 
stitution. For further information we refer you to the report of the president. 
We sincerely hope that its efficient president, Dr. O. J. H. Preus, will see his 
way clear to remain as the head of Augustana College. 


INSTITUTIONS OF MERCY 


- The House of Mercy, 407 N. Spring Ave., Sioux Falls, S. D., had 106 
_ children and 55 adults, total 161, under its care during the year. In the Home 
Finding Department, 30 children were placed for adoption, 26 placed tem- 
porarily, 30 returned to guardians, 2 were turned over to state or other organi- 
zations, and one became of age, total 89. At the end of the year they had 17 
children on hand. 

Bethesda Children’s Home, Beresford, S. D., had 70 children under care, 
of which 36 were free. 

Sanator State Hospital for Tuberculosis at Custer, S. D. Rev. O. G. 
Malmin of Rapid City, S. D., ministered to 426 patients at this institution. 

Rev. I. A. Lavik ministered to 336 patients in 8 institutions in and near’ 
Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Rev. J. J. Hjortaas and Rev. B. R. Maakestad ‘ministered to 3,586 patients 
in and near Denver, Colo., in 44 different institutions.

A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Another year has run its course. It has been a year of unusual difficulties 
in our district. In approximately one third of the area of our state all grain, 
and grass failed totally, leaving man and beast without any supply of food. 
_In one third of the state the crops were very light, and in only one third 
were they fair to good. The situation was so serious, that the grim specter of 
famine stalked across the plains. It seemed that thousands must become the 
victims. To our knowledge there has never been such a situation before in the 
history of North Dakota. 


But God did not forsake us. He touched the hearts, and gifts poured in to 
the stricken area, not only. from parts of our own state, but from other states 
as well. The Red Cross carried out a systematic distribution, and while it is 
true that for a very large number this would only mean the bare necessities of 
life, we do not know of any fatalities from hunger and cold. It behooves us to 
be grateful to God and our fellow men. There is one thing in this connection, 
however, that is a just cause for much satisfaction, namely, that the people! 
of our own state raised for relief in food, clothing, and money approximately 
$660,000. In view of the present economic situation, and in view of the drought, 
which prevailed in so large an area of the state, this is a most noteworthy? 
achievement. It is a monument bearing testimony of a people with tender 
hearts and great fortitude in an hour of disaster. 

The situation to which we have referred has naturally had its reaction in 
the work of the Church in our district. On the one hand it has made it diffi- 
cult to finance the activities in the local congregations as well as to raise our 
portion for the activities of the Church at large. A large number of congrega- 
tions are much in arrears on the pastor’s salary. Had it not been for the 
generosity of the people of our Synodical body in establishing the Stub Memo- 
rial Fund, there would have been dire need in many parsonages in our dis- 
trict. We owe these pastors a word of sincere commendation. Like true pastors 
they have shared in the poverty of their people and faithful to their high calling, 
they have broken the Bread of Life that souls dismayed and_ troubled could 
be sustained. It is to be hoped that our people will duly appreciate the services 
they have rendered, and that the memory of same will be a benediction to them 
in future years. 

We have mentioned in passing that it has also been difficult as a district 
to raise our portion for the Lord’s work in the world at large. We contributed 
just a little better than half of our allotment for 1931. In view of the existing 
conditions in our state and the consequent heavy demands upon our people 
for the relief of the needy within our own borders, we have perhaps. done all 
that could be expected. God, who knoweth all things, alone can judge us in 
this matter. With reference to our contributions for 1932, we believe there 
should be an earnest admonition. If God in His goodness and mercy causes 
our crops to grow and mature this year, we should in gratitude make returns 
for the help we received in our destitution. First in order should ‘be our con- 
tribution for the Lord’s work. God grant that our district may give its full 
quota for 1932! 

On the other hand it seems that these trials and tribulations have had a 
beneficent effect spiritually for many members in our congregations. People 
have become more serious-minded; the attractions of this life have lost much 
of their compelling charm; souls have been troubled and hearts have longed 








for things that are better and more stable than the things of this world, and 


the admonition of the Word of God, “Seek ye first the kingdom of God and 
his righteousness,” have found more ready response. In general the at- 
tendance has been better at services and people have seemed in a more receptive 
mood. In a certain sense it has been a special time of grace, and our pastors 
have been eager to make use of this opportunity to the utmost. May God 
bless these earnest efforts to the glory of His name and to the salvation of 
many souls! Let us say with Samuel, “Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 


HOME MISSIONS 


We have been enjoined to be as brief as possible in our reports this year. 
I shall, therefore, try to be very concise in speaking of the activities in aur 
district. The work on the Home Mission field is a very important factor in our 
growth and welfare. This is so self-evident that it needs no argument. There 
are a number of places where we could begin new work, but due to lack of 
funds we can undertake no extension at present. In fact we find it very difficult 
to finance the work we have already established. It is needless to say that the 
conditions in our state of which we have spoken have added many problems 
in Home Missions. Our Home Mission pastors have made many additional 
sacrifices and have labored under very stringent circumstances. They deserve 
out sincere appreciation. We appeal to the pastors and congregations to re- 
member the Home Missions in your prayers and with your gifts. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


In these days of curtailment on every hand, the question of curtailment in 
the religious training of the children also becomes actual. We hear from many 
congregations that it is not possible to raise the necessary money to maintain 
our usual vacation or week day school. We do not question the seriousness of 
the situation, but in view of the importance of the instruction of the children 
in the Word of God, we feel constrained to say, that this should be the very 
last thing in which to make curtailment. The fund appropriated by the»Church 
for aid in the religious instruction of the children is perhaps already depleted, 
and we would, therefore, urge pastors and members of our congregations to 
volunteer their services for week day and vacation schools in order that there 
may be no reduction in this important work in these days of emergency. 


CONCORDIA COLLEGE 


Concordia College has as usual had a very successful year. The fact, that 
the freshman class has numbered 153, the largest in recent years, and the fact, 
that the total enrolment has been 431, the same as last year, is rather remark- 
able in a year when most institutions report a decrease in attendance. It indi- 
cates that the college has won a large and loyal constituency. 


_ President J. N. Brown reports that the work in all departments has been 
carried on in a satisfactory and commendable manner, and that an encouraging 
interest has been taken in religious, musical, forensic and athletic organizations 
by faculty members and students. The most serious problem facing the college 
is that of adequate financial support. Every effort has been made to curtail 
expenses without impairing the educational efficiency of the college. The 
faculty has voluntarily accepted decreased salaries and assumed a heavier teach- 
ing load. If pastors and church members will lend their assistance in securing 
students for next year, it will help very materially to relieve the situation. 

The Board of Directors of the College has invited the synods of the Amer- 
ican Lutheran Conference, operating in the Northwest, to co-operate with our 
synod in the maintenance and control of the college. Such co-operation seems 
feasible since no other Lutheran Synod operates a senior college in this ter- 
ritory. Such united effort would be freighted with great possibilities. We 
urge pastors and members of our congregations to help in securing a large 
attendance for next year. 
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CONCORDIA CONSERVATORY 


President Brown also reports that Concordia Conservatory, a department of 
Concordia College, located in Fargo, has enjoyed its most successful year, and 
is rapidly gaining prestige in musical circles. We commend the conservatory 
to those of our young people who wish to specialize in music. Even in times 
like these, there are some of our young people, who go to distant cities in the 
East to get a musical education, when they can get just as good training at 
much lower cost at our Conservatory. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CONVENTION 


The bi-annual convention of the District Young People’s League and Choral 
Union was held at Bismarck May 20-22. A well prepared and well rendered 
program featured the convention, and much benefit was derived by all who 
attended. We are happy to note the well organized and energetic young peo- 
pe. s work conducted in our district under the leadership of Rev. A. O. Nesset. 

he young people is the hope of the Church, and the active interest and en- 
thusiasm of our young people bodes well for the future. Let us be active in 
prayer and in co-operation in this important work. 


THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY FEDERATION 


This worthy organization, under the able leadership of Mrs. H. A. Helsem, 
has also this year exerted a most helpful and stimulating influence. Much 
literature, containing valuable information concerning the work of the Lord, 
has been distributed, and in these trying times it has done much to strengthen 
the fortitude of our people. For this the Federation deserves much appreciation 
on the part of our district. 


WORK AT THE STATE INSTITUTIONS 


Again we wish to call your attention to Dr. C. J. Fylling’s work at the 
state institutions. Through an arrangement with the Board of Charities of our 
Synod, he has for the present also taken over the ministration at the State 
Sanitarium at Dunseith in addition to his work at the State Training School 
at Mandan, the Prison at Bismarck, and the Hospital for Insane at Jamestown. 
He is rendering a very essential and blessed service at these institutions. We, 
therefore, urge our pastors and congregations to give this branch of the Lord’s 
work a liberal support, so that Dr. Fylling may devote his time and energy 
to it without temporal anxiety.

A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Grace and Peace! 


“Bless the Lord, O my Soul, and forget not all His benefits” Psalms 103:2-3. 

In giving a short report of the work of our Church in the Rocky Mountain 
District for the last year, I feel that we first of all should be mindful of the 
blessings of God, that in spite of difficulties and discouragements He has sus- 
tained us in a most wonderful manner, and we have learned more fully to 
realize the truth that “All things work together for good to them that love God” 
(Romans 8:28). 

Hard times—financial depressions—trials and temptations are often found to 
be blessings in disguise. In fact, such things are often found necessary to 
bring us closer to God. In my visitations with our pastors and congregations, 
I have found that there is a great need for a spiritual awakening. The pastors 
very often feel that they are standing almost alone in doing spirtual work. 
They hear much complaint about the affairs of this world and but little of 
thanksgiving to God for His sustaining grace and manifold spiritual and tem- 
poral blessings. Let us stop to consider what have we done to deserve any- 
thing from God? 

Generally speaking, outside of two or three exceptions, I have found the 
work of our pastors in fheir respective congregations very commendable and 
satisfactory. ‘They are doing faithful and conscientious work often in spite 
of lack of co-operation and interest from. the membership. The congregations 
as a whole deserve praise for their loyalty and interest shown, both for the 
work of the local congregation, as well as for the support of the work of the 
general church body. There are to be sure some exceptions to this rule— 
which is to be deplored. 

Some of our mission pastors serving congregations in drought-stricken areas 
have sent in their fair share of the budget in full. This is indeed praiseworthy. 
Some pastors have even urged their congregations to pay their share to the 
general budget in full first, before they paid the pastor’s salary. We only hope 
and pray that all our pastors and congregations will get this Christian spirit 
of giving as loyalty to our Church. For this year, and the future let all of us 
try to do much better than in the past. The financial condition of our Church 
is such that we must pray and give more than ever before. 


MISSION AND PASTORAL CONFERENCES 


The mission and pastoral conferences that I have had the privilege of at- 
tending have been very good. The programs have been well prepared, in- 
structive and edifying. Every pastor and as many members of our congrega- 
tions as possible should attend these conferences, for the sake of the work of 
the Church, and the fact we receive inspiration at such conferences thac we 
all need in our work. Every circuit should conduct a mission conference and a 
pastoral conference at least once a year. 


EVANGELISTIC WORK 


It has previously been decided by our district to have the respective circuits 
elect their own committee on evangelism, and to organize and conduct the 
evangelistic work in their respective circuits. This resolution by the district 
has not yet been complied with in all of our circuits. I feel that this is a 
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very important work and that the plan as adopted should be carried out. It 
simply means this—that if the circuit is not able to secure the services of 
one of the evangelists of our Church Body, that the circuit pastors assist each 
other in conducting such work themselves. Such work and co-operation be- 
tween circuit pastors has been found to be very valuable and beneficial in the 
spiritual upbuilding of the congregations. 


ELEMENTARY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Christian education and training of the child in the home, the Sunday 
school, and the parochial school, must at all times be considered of vital and 
fundamental importance, especially so when we consider it in its connection and 
relation to Holy Baptism, which is a saving means of grace. The parents and 
pastors and congregations who do their Christian duty along the line of im- 
parting a systematic and thorough religious instruction to the young should 
remember that they are doing a blessed work, that will not only make for good 
citizenship, but a work that will bear fruit for all eternity. It is a work to 
enlighten and guide precious souls to conscious fellowship with Jesus Christ— 
what can be a greater work than this? 

The pastor must at all times in his preaching and the instruction of his 
membership lay great stress on the importance of the Christian home and the 
proper training of the child. He must also take plenty of time and patience 
in his Confirmation instruction, and not rush his class through for Confirmation, 
as often is the case. We are glad to report that in our district there is a grow- 
ing interest for the summer parochial school and more efficient Sunday school. 


HOME MISSION AND FOREIGN MISSION 


Next in importance to elementary Christian education is Home and Foreign 
missions—the evangelization of the world. This is a tremendous and important 
work, given to all believers in Jesus Christ—to extend His Kingdom to the 
uttermost parts of the world—we are to begin this work at home—from Jeru- 
salem. 

Home mission work has been considered to be the work of gathering into 
Christian congregations those of our own household of faith, who have left 
their mother congregations and moved either to the new settlements on the 
western frontiers or to the large cities. We find however that in this country 
with its cosmopolitan population—with a great variety of creeds and no creeds 
—there is both Home Mission work and Foreign Mission work to be done, in 
the same communities. 

We find any number of people in our beloved America who do not know 
the meaning of the Name of Jesus Christ. The Home Mission pastor has a 
difficult work to do. He needs all the grace and ability that there is to be 
obtained. In spite of depression and hardships the mission work must be 
carried on with a greater vigor and zeal than ever before, because so much of 
eternal value is at stake. If the church budget is to be cut, it should not be on 
the Home Mission. 

The Home Mission work in our district has had a most wonderful progress 
in spite of difficulties. Only last year thirteen new congregations were received 
into our district and thus became members of our synodical body, and nearly 
every year some new congregations apply for membership in our district. 


SELF-SUPPORTING CHARGE 
The Lewistown charge, Lewistown, Montana, Reverend J. M. Rasmussen, 
pastor, declared itself independent of the mission March Ist. This is a step in 
the right direction, and the congregation will no doubt profit by going self- 
supporting. We only hope a number of the other mission charges will go 


and do likewise. :

A. PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


John 17:17: “Sanctify them through thy truth: thy word is truth.” 


They had walked with Him, these chosen few. In Jesus’ company the 
disciples were happy and felt secure. But now He tells them that they shall 
see Him no more, “because I go to the Father.’ They are to be His wit- 
nesses. They shall suffer persecution for His Name’s sake. Their faith shall 
be put to the test. The hosts of wickedness shall encamp against them—but 
they must not fear. “Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me.” And so Jesus prays for His own, “Father,—sanctify them through 
thy truth.” To be equipped for the service that lay before them, these chosen 
servants of the Lord must be sanctified in the Truth. In the Truth of God, 
the witnesses of the Lord were to find that strength and comfort they so 
sorely needed. In that Truth they must be sanctified, more and more set apart 
from the world and consecrated to the Lord and His service. Through this 
Truth alone to be filled with the Spirit of God to believe and trust, love and 
sacrifice and serve in the Kingdom. In this Truth to have life, and have it 
more abundantly. Thus does our High-Priest pray for His own today and, in 
this prayer as well, points the way to the source of all spiritual power—the 
Living Word.

but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God”? Our God and 
Father would teach us this lesson today. He has given us a great work to do, 
To our Pacific District the Lord says, “I have set before thee an open door.” 
As we think of the fields “white unto harvest,’ we are perhaps wont to despair 
and to become fearful. The task seems so tremendous, and it is, and the means 
all together insufficient. “Thy Word is truth” says Jesus. That Truth com- 
mands, ‘‘Go ye.” It assures God’s children, “I am with thee,” “the gates of hell 
shall not prevail.” This glorious Truth presents, as well, the triumphant 
Church in all its majesty and glory, numbering all those who, in faith to God 
and trust in His promises, did forsake all and followed Jesus; all who gave their 
heart to Christ, and all that they possessed to Him and to His service; all 
who in faith by Grace did willingly run God’s errands as His obedient chil- 
dren.

HOME MISSIONS 


The Pacific District is one vast Home Missign territory. We are laborers 
in a field, that in it’s development, is yet in its beginnings. Today there are 
so many places where we should be doing Home Mission work. Our Mission 
Committee is confronted with the task of finding ways and means of making 
our reduced Budget reach around to supply those already in the field. We 
need more funds in order to expand the work. More than that, we need a 
broader vision and a more whole-hearted and consecrated effort, on the part 
of both pastors and congregations, to gather the funds necessary to supply 
our full apportionment to the Synodical Budget. We cannot expect to secure 
additional funds for our Home Mission work unless we raise our fair share 
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of the Budget. Even in these days it is possible, under God, to gather the 


needed amounts for the Lord’s work. The Lord has not so impoverished us 


that there is not enough left for the work of the Kingdom. God has never 


meant that “hard times” should be used as an excuse for failing to do our 


= duty as His children. Let us remember—the gift of love is the gift of sacrifice. 


This year, as perhaps never before, our faith will be put to the test. We must 
not fail, and, under God, if we are willing to follow where our Lord leads— 
we shall not fail. : 

THE BUDGET 


At April 30th this year Pacific District had raised and sent in only 7.3 per 
cent of the apportioned amount of the Budget. One-third of the year is 
already past and it is very evident that if we are to do our fair share this year 
in the gathering of the needed funds for the work of the Church, then we 


“must at once organize for this work within the respective congregations, and 


devote our best efforts to this cause. We must enlist the support of every 
member and every organization for the work that we may give to our Church 
the support which it rightly expects of us. 


PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


At present, our greatest single Home Mission enterprise in the Pacific Dis- 
trict is Pacific Lutheran College. We are happy to note the steady increase in 
enrollment from year to year and the very fine Christian spirit at the school. 
Out from this institution our young people go forth into the various parts of 
our District, as missionaries for the cause of Christian Education and as work- 
ers in the Church. We hope and pray that the Lord will so direct the brethren 
of the American Lutheran Conference that they may see it as God’s will that 
they support and share more directly in the blessings of our school. Let us 
be fervent in prayer for our school, it’s faculty and students, and then in a 
material way as well give evidence of the sincerity of our prayers by support- 
ing, as liberally as is possible, the development program of this institution. 


CHRISTIAN ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


Of prime importance to the upbuilding of the Kingdom and the salvation 
of souls, is the Christian instruction of the young. ‘Feed my lambs,” says 
Jesus. This must ever be the heart concern of all our pastors and congregations. 
The alarming and sinful indifference on the part of so many parents towards the 
Christian training of their children—the increasing demands of the Public 
Schools on the children’s time, places even a greater responsibility upon the 
congregations to so equip the Sunday School, both as regards providing adequate 
school facilities as well as a consecrated and well trained teaching staff. The 
increasing practice of conducting local Teachers’ Training Classes is indeed to 
be commended. As an effective aid in keeping before our people the vital need of 
teaching the young the Christian truths, at least one session of each Circuit 
meeting should be devoted to this subject. Let each Circuit put forth its best 
effort to make an adequate system of Teachers’ Training a reality.

Luther Colelge; Accounts Receivable and Accounts Payable as of June 1, 1932; a 
complete circulation report, showing that in spite of the depression, Pacific Lutheran 
Herald was holding its own on circulation and making a very small gain, also sug- 
gested budget June, 1932, to June, 1938, showing an estimated expense of $3,780.00 
and estimated receipts of $1,800..00, leaving $1,980.00 for Pacific Luth. College sub- 
sidies, this being an approximate estimated reduction of 21 per cent. The report 
was accepted with thanks.

3A. Committee Reports 


Report No. 1. Special order June 3, A. M. 

The order of the day was a report from Committee No. 1 on Church Affairs 
relating to the question of Districts and District Presidents. Dr. E. M. Stens- 
rud reported from .the committee as follows: 

Committee No. 1 consisting of the following pastors and delegates, the 
Reverends Oliver G. Fjelstad, O. R. Sletten, K. O. Kandal, Edward M. Stens- 
rud, A. Molberg, O. S. Reigstad, O. G. Aasen, and Messrs. T. A. Myklebust 
and John Jorgenson. The Reverends O. R. Sletten and Edward M. Stensrud 
were elected President and Secretary, respectively. 

1. Be it resolved: That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in con- 
vention assembled thank the Lord for His many, but by us undeserved bless- 
ings, during the past year. It is now 15 years since the eventful year of 1917, 


* when the N. L. C. A. became a historic fact. Thanksgiving and praise coupled 


with fear and trembling marked the great union movement. But God has been 
with us and He has proved to us that it was His work. His marvelous bless- 
ings have incerasingly rested upon our work these 15 years. We have grown 
together. The old party lines are gradually disappearing. The union move- 
ment was well planned. The good Lord was permitted to guide our leaders, 
and now as a result, we can look upon a truly united church body. And hence, 
we thank God today and rejoice and say with the Psalmist of old, “Bless the 
Lord, Q my soul, and forget not all His benefits.” And let us continuously 
and earnestly pray that the good Lord henceforth be with us and bless us and 
keep us. 

2. The matter of retaining the district presidents, and of reducing the num- 
ber of districts, was discussed at length. The recommendation of the Church 
Council and the recommendations of various other groups were at hand. The 
committee finding that the budget has been cut to the extent of $375,000, and 
that the salary of the district presidents has been reduced materially, and that 
many other workers in the field have been eliminated—therefore, be it resolved: 

a. That the present number of districts be retained, and further, that the 
salary of the district presidents be reduced to the sum of $2,500.00 per year, and 

b. That the present expenses of travel et cetera be limited, so as to agree 
with the recommendation already adopted by this convention.

Resolution No. 1 of the Report was adopted by rising vote. 

Discussion was opened on Resolution No. 2 which recommends the reten- 
tion of the present number and boundaries of the districts. 

Motion was made, seconded and passed to limit speakers to five minutes. 
Several persons took part in the discussion. Mr. A. E. Anderson made a sub- 
stitute motion that the minority report from the Church Council and Board 
of Trustees as found on page 19 of “Messages and Reports to the General Con- 
vention” be adopted. This provides for five instead of eight districts in the 
United States. Rev. D. G. Ristad made a motion that the report of the com- 
mittee, Resolution No. 2, be adopted. 
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‘A substitute motion was offered by S. J. Fretheim, J. A. M. Hinderlie, and : 
‘hor Sigmond as follows: : : 

. “Resolved: eta . 






“1, That the number of districts be retained as at present. 


“2 That the District Presidents be unsalaried. 
“3, That as much as possible of the District Presidents’ work be assumed 
by the Circuits. : 
“4 That the proper authorities be requested to arrange for the necessary 
constitutional changes to put this into effect.” - 
Motion was made to divide Section a of Resolution 2 in Committee report 
into two parts. Amendment was offered that provision for salary of $2,500 in 


report be stricken and that Committee No. 6 be asked to bring in another reso- 
lution on this point. 


Motion was made to limit speaking to those who have already called for 


the floor. 


The committee report Resolution 2, Section a, Part 1 referring to the re- 
tention of the present number of districts was adopted. Resolution 2, Section 
a, Part 2, as amended was adopted. After the President had declared the 
amended resolution passed by acclamation, division was demanded. The ayes 
had it, and accordingly the matter of the district presidents’ salary was referred 
to the Committee No. 6 to bring in a report. 

Section b of Resolution 2, referring to the limitation of traveling expenses 
for district presidents was adopted. 


REPORT NO. 2

1. The committee recommends the adoption of section, 7, 9 and 10 in’ 
President’s Message. M. & R., pages 17-18. 


7. Vice-Presidents 


In order that the general convention or district conventions would have 
entirely free hands in the serious matter of selecting either General President 
or District President whenever a vacancy should occur, the following recom- 


_mendation for change of constitution is submitted: 


“Tt ig recommended that the office of vice-president for the District and the 


General Church Body be discontinued. In case of a vacancy in the Presidency 


of the District, that the General President take care of said district until its 
next district convention. In case of a vacancy in the General Presidency, that 
the President of the Southern Minnesota District, or in case of combination of 
these two districts, the President of the Minnesota District take charge as 
acting president until the next General Convention.” 


9. Secretary’s Office 


It is recommended that the work of the Secretary’s office be confined to 
the requirements of constitutional provisions, and that the amount of $1,000.00 
be established as the Secretary’s salary, and in addition he be paid the actua 
expenses for printing and postage. 


10. Publicity Bureau 


It is recommended that the Publicity Bureau shall be transferred to a 
committee consisting of the Executive Secretaries of the various Boards, plus , 
the General Field Superintendent and Publishing House Manager. 

2. The committee moved to refer Sections 13, 14 and 15 to Foreign, Home, 
and Pension Committees respectively. 

3. Young People’s Luther League. 

We commend the very good and constructive work of the Young People’s 
Luther League. Especially do we recognize the great value in the effort and 
plan of Bible-study courses for every day, and in the camps of the many dis- 
tricts. The importance of the Junior League under definite Christian leader- 












ship in every congregation cannot be over-estimated. Adolescence is the period 
of character building, the period when Christian principles can best be in- 
culcated and mind and heart most firmly established; it is the time in a per- 
son’s life when the course of life is directed and moulded for time and eternity. 


4. The Norwegian Young People’s Society. 

The Norwegian language is still the medium of speech through which many 
may best be reached. It is the language of their heart. Therefore we appre- 
ciate the excellent work done by the Norwegian Young People’s Society, and 
urge that this work be encouraged and heartily supported wherever possible. 
We are yet only in the period of transition. 

5. American Lutheran Conference (Page 10, President’s Report). 

a. We commend the action taken by the American Lutheran Conference. 
We hope that this co-operation of Church Bodies may help solve many of the 
problems which confront our Church—especially on the Home Mission field. 

b. We appreciate the co-operation of the members of the American Lu- 
theran Conference in regard to Pacific Lutheran College. We suggest that the 
number of delegates, provided for in the Constitution, be elected at this Con- 
vention and sent to visit the next meeting of the American Lutheran Confer- 
ence, which is to be held at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in October. 

6. Lutheran World Service (President’s Report, Page 11). 

a. We commend the work of the Norwegian Lutheran Church in helping 
those who are in distress. We suggest that each congregation lift an offering 
for the purpose of assisting in this work, now as in former years. 

7. In Memoriam (Page 13, President’s Report). 

Whereas, during the last Biennium many of our pastors have been called 
from this life here below, and, as we hope, entered into the great . beyond, 
where all the redéemed dwell, we thank God for the work done by these breth- 
ren, and we hope that they have received the crown of life as reward for their 
service. 

Especially would we mention the sainted Dr. H. G. Stub, the first president 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. We thank God for his leadership and 
for his long and faithful service in the Church of God. 

We extend to the bereaved families and relatives of these departed brethren 
our deep sympathy in their great bereavement and pray the good Lord to 
comfort them through His Word. And may they be guided by the Holy 
Spirit into that Land where sorrow and death are no more. 

8. The Book Mission (Page 7, President’s Report). 

The Book Mission of our Church is doing a most commendable work and 
deserves our appreciation and co-operation, gifts and prayer. We concur in 
the recommendation that the Book Mission be supported entirely by free-will 
offerings. We would urge upon our congregations and societies, as well as 
upon individual members, to remember this important branch of our work. 
Dissemination of Christian literature has been sadly neglected by our Church 
people. In this respect we have a lesson to learn from the sects. 

9. The Women’s Missionary Federation (Page 6, President’s Report). 

The Women’s Missionary Federation has performed a most noble service 
in our Church. The Federation can now look back upon fifteen years of ser- 
vice. Our Church as such, desires to express its deepest appreciation and sin- 
cere gratitude for the loyal support that organization has been given grace to 
render. May God henceforth bless the Women’s Missionary Federation and 
give these Christian mothers courage and strength and wisdom to continue in 
this blessed work. In this wish and prayer we also include the Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation who are conducting a most la:idable work at 
our schools and in many of our congregations among the young women. 

10. The Deaconess Cause (Page 7, President’s Report). 

a. The Norwegian Lutheran Church rejoices in the fact that the new 
Deaconess Home,is erected in Chicago. An institution where the training of 
young women for deaconesses and for other church workers in other capacity 
may be done and carried on under the most favorable conditions and in a 
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Christian spirit. We hope that ample funds may be available so that the build- 
ing project may be completed in the near future. 5 

b. It is recommended that Sunday Septuagesima be set aside as Deaconess 
Sunday and that on this Sunday the deaconess cause be presented to our con- 
gregations and that, if possible, an offering be lifted in behalf of our Deaconess 
Home. 

11. Program Week (Page 8, President’s Report). 

It is recommended that the last few weeks of the Church Year be observed 
as Church Program Week and that the First Sunday in Advent be set aside for 
the presentation of the work of the Church.

12. SPIRITUAL LIFE CONFERENCE 


(Page 8, President’s Report) | 

a. We most heartily commend the “spiritual life conferences” conducted 
in the last three years, but regret that the General Conferences are so remote 
and consequently of less far-reaching importance. We suggest the desirability 
of a greater number of such conferences to be arranged by the districts or the 
circuits, that even greater spiritual good might be realized in many sections of 
the Church. 

b. While it is with sincere regret, that conditions necessitate a rigid econ- 
omy in our evangelistic efforts, and the consequent withdrawal of two of the 
regular evangelists from the field, we do most earnestly submit that the vari- 
ous circuits employ volunteer talent, both lay and clergy to continue and aug- 
ment this activity. Our only concern is that all things must be done decently 
and in order to conform with the articles of union, and in harmony with the 
Word of God. Such meetings are hereby urged and approved. 

c. We plead the restoration and the maintenance of the family altar that 
the spirit of God might have ample opportunity to establish our faith and to 
implant life in the hearts of those entrusted to our care. Let the believers 
everywhere bear testimony by word and deed, but especially help quicken and 
nourish the spiritual life of those in the household of faith. 


13. THE BUDGET 
(Page 20, President’s Report) 

It is our prayer and hope, that the members of this Convention may not 
only accomplish the will of our Heavenly Father, as we counsel together here, 
but that we diligently pray for the guidance of the Holy Spirit, so that we 
may return to the various congregations, inspirited and refreshed to com- 
municate our plan and program and determination, to accomplish the great 
work alloted. Serious times may be hard and difficult to bear, but we should 
trust very courageously in the promises of God, and then fearlessly and vigor- 
ously set about and do our work. 


14. AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assembled ap- 
proves the amendments to the Constitution and By-laws of the American Lu- 
theran Conference, adopted by the Conference at its organization meeting held 
in Minneapolis in October, 1930. 


a. The Constitution 
Article I1J—2, E. Changed to “Foreign Missions and other missionary 
activities.” 
Item H. Added, instead of the word “etc.”: “Such other interests as from 
time to time may call for consideration.” 
Article VI, Section 1. The words “and commissions” added after the word 
“committees.”

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By-Laws 

Article I. Sections 1 and 2 were amended and combined into one as follows: 

Section 1. “The regular conventions of this organization shall be held dur- 
ing the second week in November and shall begin on Wednesday morning 
uaae Holy Communion and Divine Service and continue not to exceed three 

ays. 

Article II ameded as follows: 

Section 1. At the first business session a committee on nominations, con- 
sisting of one clerical and one lay delegate from each constituent body, shall» 
be elected. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the committee to present to the con- 
vention such nominations as are called for by the Constitution and By-Laws 
or referred to it by the convention. 

Section 3. The election shall be held at the time fixed by the order of 
business. 

Section 4. The officers shall assume the duties of their respective offices 
immediately after the close of the convention. 

Article V, Section 1. The words “the First, Second, and Third Vice-Presi- 
dents” added after the word “President” in the second line.

That part of the Committee’s resolution No. 1 pertaining to the secretary’s 
office was amended to include a salary of $1,200.00 for the Secretary of the 
Church instead of $1,000.00. The $200 increase to be made up from an item 
already in the budget appropriations for the Secretary’s office. 

As amended this part of Resolution No. 1 was adopted. 

That part of Resolution No. 1 pertaining to Par. 10 of the President’s Report 
had been settled before (page 19, Messages). 

Resolution 2 of the Committee’s Report concerning paragraphs 13, 14 and 
15 of the President’s message had also been settled previously by other actions 
of this convention. 

Resolutions 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 were all approved. 


Book Mission 


With reference to Resolution 8 concerning the Book Mission, motion was 
made and seconded that the Book Mission be supported by free-will contribu- 
tions and $600.00 taken pro rata from the Department of Foreign Missions, 
Home Mission and Charities, but this motion failed of adoption.

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America reaffirms its stand on the pro- 
hibition question. 
While recognizing the difficulty of the problem, because of the weakness of 
the flesh and man’s lust for profit, we declare our unswerving opposition to 
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every proposal which has for its purpose the restoration of the legalized liquor 
traffic. We can approve no method of handling this problem, save that which 
has for its purpose the ultimate extinction of the traffic. 

In the face of the most insidious propaganda to bring about contempt for 
cur prohibition laws and in the end their repeal, we urge upon our members 
to render the strictest obedience to these laws, to give full co-operation to their 
enforcement, and in no wise to give comfort to the law breaker. We condemn 
the practise of some to choose the laws which they would obey or enforce. 

We call upon all public officials, directly or indirectly charged with such 
responsibility, to enforce the laws pertaining to the sale of liquor, as their 
oath of office requires. We commend all those officials who, in spite of dan- 
ger, and vicious opposition, are bravely and loyally doing their duty to uphold 
the Constitution.

2 REPORTS FROM BOARDS AND INSTITUTIONS 


a) REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


In this day and age of general education and highly specialized training in 
every field of knowledge and activity, the Board of Education desires to state 
that it is of the profound conviction that the welfare of our Church today and 
in the future demands of us steadfast adherence to a broad program of 
Christian higher education. 

The great need of the Church today is a wide and general distribution of 
well educated men and women with an intelligent understanding of and with an 
unswerving loyalty to the doctrines and principles of the Lutheran Church, 
‘trained and equipped for service and leadership in the Church. Our Lutheran 
schools are the only institutions that specialize in the production of men and 
women of these characteristics. After considerable study and careful observa- 
tion the Board is prepared to state that in its opinion each one of our schools 
in its particular way is making an earnest and generally a successful effort to 
serve the Church in this manner. They merit the unquestioned confidence and 
wholehearted support of our congregations and of parents whose children are 
still to be educated. 


A Program of Christian Higher Education 


For a number of years there has been a growing demand that a definite 
educational program be adopted by the Church. An effort to meet this demand 
was made in the report of the Educational Survey Committee, appointed in 1926 
and submitting its findings to the General Convention in 1928 and 1930. On 
the basis of information and opinions assembled in that report, together with 
the results of its own studies and investigations, the Board of Education is 
prepared and does herewith submit proposals for a definite educational pro- 
gram as far as number and location of institutions are concerned. It is not 
as yet prepared to make comprehensive and specific recommendations concern- 
ing the educational objectives and policy to be adopted by the church. 

The Board of Education recommends: 

a) that Luther Theological Seminary continue as heretofore with an 
annual appropriation for the next biennium of«...-.......0.-..0:-:- $36,100.00 

b) that the four Senior Colleges for the next biennium be given respectively 
appropriations of

 f) that President O, J. H. Preus be elected president of Luther College to 
fill the vacancy brought about by the resignation of Dr. Oscar L. Olson. _ 
In submitting the proposed set-up, the Board of Education has had in mind 
that it should present a program which the Church can reasonably be expected 
to carry from the financial standpoint, which will, as far as possible, offer 
the entire membership of our church necessary Christian educational service, 
and which finally will be reasonably adequate to the present and future needs 
of the Church. : 

The Board wishes to go on record as acknowledging the fine service 
rendered in the past also by the institutions which according to the proposed 
program will be deprived of an appropriation by the Church as such. When 
the Board has come to the conclusion that it must recommend withdrawal of 
-synodical support from these institutions, it is primarily for the reason of 
inadequate financial resources. It has become clear to the Board that if any 
secondary schools are to survive in our Church, they must be given appropria- 
‘tions approximately as indicated in the proposed program. If these are re- 
duced in order that some aid may be extended to their sister institutions, it 
is inevitable that most of them will have to close within a short time. _ 

When the Board suggests the maintenance of certain secondary schools in 
preference to others, it is due in some cases to the fact that the schools serve 
as spiritual power houses in our Home Mission territories, while in other in- 
stances certain schools appear to have a better opportunity of surviving and 
serving the Church by virtue of their ability to attract students as well as be- 
cause of their location in the heart of territories of strong Lutheran population. 


Special Reports 


. The presidents of the Luther Theological Seminary, of Luther College, St. 
Olaf College, Augustana College and Concordia College have submitted special 
reports to the Board of Education. As these are printed in full, the Board 
does not find it necessary to make any lengthy report on their work during the 
past biennium. It will limit itself to a brief discussion of such matters as 
must come before the convention. 


Luther Seminary 


The Lord has in a manner far beyond our merits or expectations answered 
the Church’s prayer for more workers. Now we need to ask Him to give us 
courage and ability to make use of all of them. 

The Board of Education concurs in the action of the president and faculty 
of Luther Theological Seminary in deciding not to push at this time the in- 
gathering of funds for an Administration and Library Building. It supports the 
plea of the president in his report that the authorization given for this ingather- 
ing be continued until the economic conditions make it feasible to carry it out. 

The Board recommends that the tuition refund to theological students, be- 
ginning September, 1932, be reduced by fifty per cent. 

Sabbatical Year at Luther Theological Seminary. 

That, since all the professors, except the one entering the faculty this year, 
have now had their year of absence, the system be discontinued. Adopted 
February 10, 11, 1931. ; 

In a communication to the Board of Education, the Theological faculty ex- 
pressed its opinion to the effect that if possible the present system be retained. 


The Senior Colleges 


It will be noticed in the reports of the college presidents that every effort 
is being made to operate within a balanced budget. 

It is regrettable that it should become necessary for these institutions to re- 
duce the salaries of the teachers. However, in the present economic situation it

appears to be unavoidable. While reductions in salaries will be maintained 


next year, it is hoped that circumstances may soon warrant their readjustment 
to normal status. 

The Board appreciates the fine spirit of co-operation shown by the faculties 
of the respective institutions in these trying times. 


Luther College 


Luther College has presented a special problem throughout the past year. 
Last fall the school suffered a perceptible loss in attendance. In order to meet 
this situation, President Olson proposed certain changes in the curriculum, the 
most important of which was the making of the study of the ancient languages 
elective instead of required. These changes were approved by the Board of 
Education. President Olson further proposed that the school open its doors to 
women, in order that the attendance might be increased. This the Board did not 
feel that it should approve. 

In January of this year, Dr. Olson presented his resignation as president of 
Luther College to the Board of Education. The Board accepted the resignation 
to go into effect at the end of the school year, or on the 15th of June. 

It is suggested that the Church at its approaching convention adopt appro- 
priate resolutions, thanking Dr. Olson for his faithfulness and diligence in 
serving the church as president of Luther College. The Board of Education 
appreciates Dr. Olson’s co-operation in its efforts to solve the difficult situation 
Se enn and bespeak for him happiness in his future service of the 

urch, 

The rules of the Church require that the Board of Education make nomina- 
tions for presidents of our colleges. In compliance with this, the Board of 
Education has nominated for president of Luther College, President O. J. H. 
Preus of Augustana College.* 

The financial situation at Luther College is rather difficult. In attempting 


to solve this problem, the Board has found it necessary to resort to rather » 


drastic action. In its efforts to work out a balanced budget, expenses proposed 
for the next school year have been reduced by more than $35,000.00 below the 
operating budget for the school year 1930-31. In order to effect these savings, 
_ it has been necessary to reduce expenses to a minimum consistent with efficient 

work. Much as such action is to be regretted and fully conscious of the hardship 
it works on the individual, and realizing that the school will be deprived of ser- 
vices of a number of very able teachers, the Board, nevertheless, has found it 
necessary to ask for the resignation of several teachers. Salaries have also been 
reduced, some of them very sharply. 

Over _a period of years Luther College has accumulated an indebtedness of 
rather uncomfortable proportions. The reasons and explanations shall not be 
gone into in this report. One item, however, needs special consideration. 

At the annual meeting in 1923 (see Report, page 286) when plans were laid 
for the collection of the Luther-St. Olaf Endowment, the convention adopted 
a resolution authorizing the Board of Trustees (finansbestyrelsen) and the 
Board of Education to apply $100,000.00 of the proposed fund to the erection 
of a new building at Luther College, the understanding being that this be 
withdrawn from the funds collected for Luther. 

In due time this sum was withdrawn as indicated and applied on the new gym- 
nasium. However, attention was called to the fact that no statement of this 
Board of Education recommends to the convention that this so-called loan of 
$100,000.00 be cancelled and stricken from the liabilities of the College. 


Red Wing Seminary 
For a number of years Red Wing Seminary has presented difficult problems 
for the church and the Board of Education. The Board is conscious of .the 
signal services rendered by this institution in the past. Its influence has been

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widely felt and of lasting value. The Church has steadfastly born in mind 
that Red Wing Seminary was the only school of the former Hauge’s Synod 
4nd that it was to be conducted as a pro-seminary and possibly also as a normal 
school, or as one of the leading preparatory schools leading to the entrance 
of the Church’s Colleges. The Church has endeavored to deal fairly and 
generously with Red Wing Seminary. Nevertheless, circumstances over which 
no one has control has brought about a gradual decrease in the attendance, until 
this year there have been enrolled ‘ten in the Academy, thirty in the Junior 
College, two in the Pro-Seminary, fifteen in the Commercial Department and 
seven in the Department of Music, a total of forty-two doing academic work, 
and a total enrolment of sixty-four. 

Because of this deplorable shrinkage in the student enrolment and because 
of the consequent reduced income and resultant deficits, the Board of Education 
has come to the conclusion that some definite and decisive action should be 
taken. 


Pacific Lutheran College 


Under the able leadership of Dr. O. A. Tingelstad, Pacific Lutheran College 
has been making steady progress in spite of the tremendous problems con- 
fronting the institution. 

The enrolment for the year has been 262, the largest in the history of the 

institution. Of the 36 graduating from the Normal Department last spring, 
32 obtained teaching positions; this in spite of a large surplus of teachers 
in the state. At a recent meeting of state educational authorities in Washington, 
it was indicated that they desired that P. L. C. continue its work in that field. 
It is a splendid endorsement of the character of the work done by this educa- 
tional outpost of our church. 
_ Just now the future of P. L. C. is in the balance. It is generally recognized 
that if the school is to continue to operate as at present, that is within its 
present scope, it must receive the active support of all the major bodies of the 
American Lutheran Conference. The groups on the coast representng these 
bodies are actively seeking the financial support of their respective bodies. 

At the recent convention of the Northwestern District of the American. 
Lutheran Church a resolution was unanimously adopted, requesting that this 
body appropriate $10,000.00 for the support of P. L. C. Likewise the Columbia 
Conference of the Augustana Synod at its convention held in May adopted a 
resolution petitioning that body for an appropriation of $7,000.00. Of this sum 
they proposed that $3,500.00 should come from the Columbia Conference, 
$3,500.00 from the general body. 

If these appropriations are granted together with the $10,000.00 requested 
from the N. L. C. A. the school will be able to balance its budget and continue 
unhampered its present program. 

At a meeting of the Board in February Mr. Paul A. Preus and Mr. Victor 
Elvestrom laid before the Board a comprehensive plan for permanently financing 
Pacific Lutheran College, the plan to include the payment of debts, the gather- 
ing of funds for a new building and for increased endowment. The plan has 
since become known by the name, the “Preus-Elvestrom” Plan. 

After having examined the plan carefully, the Board adopted the following 
to be laid before the convention: 


In order that the plans of the Church, as indicated in the resolution referred 
to (Report 1923) may be carried out according to their original intention, the 
arrangement had been printed on the pledge cards used during the collection 
of the funds. Tor this reason the Board of Trustees, in advancing this money 
to the College, designated it a loan from the Luther College Endowment Fund. 

The committee appointed to study and report upon Pacific Lutheran College 
plan reported the following resolution: 

WHEREAS the Pacific Lutheran College has rendered invaluable service 
to the Lutheran Church on the Pacific Coast through its effective missionary 
work as the result of which its influence is steadily increasing, and 
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WHEREAS the spirit of the institution, both as regards the faculty and the 
student body, has resulted in a sincere Christian atmosphere—typical of the 
highest type of missionary work, and 

WHEREAS it is recognized that the maintenance and continued operation 
of the Pacific Lutheran College is essential to the development and growth of the 
Lutheran Church of the West and will be possible only through increased sup- 
port in a wider field on account of the comparatively small number of con- 
stituents in the missionary field of the West Coast; now, therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Education of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America approve the general plan of Pacific Lutheran 
College for solicitation of gifts throughout the congregations of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America and congregations of other church bodies con- 
stituting the American Lutheran Conference. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Board recommends to the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America the approval of this general plan of solici- 
tation of gifts at the forthcoming Biennial Convention. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Board recommends to the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of America that an invitation be extended to each of 
the church bodies constituting the American Lutheran Conference to join in the 
maintenance and operation of Pacific Lutheran College and co-operate in a 
nation-wide effort to permanently finance the institution in order that the mis- 
sionary work, as carried on by Pacific Lutheran College through Christian 
Education, may go forward and continue as a true blessing to the entire 
Lutheran Church, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Board of Education respectfully 
suggests to proper committees, boards or officials of the American Lutheran 
Conference or its constituent bodies that the matters referred to in the above 
resolutions be given whatever consideration may be possible in advance of the 
regularly called general Conventions. 

It should be remarked that the two conventions referred to above, the 
Northwestern District of the A. L. Church and the Columbia Conference of 
the Augustana, both unanimously approved this plan and requested like 
approval of their respective bodies. 

The essential point in the plan is the request for permission to make a 
solicitation for funds for P. L. C. in every congregation in the Church, once 
within the next five years. 

The Board recommends that the N. L. C. A. approve the plan. 


Pleasant View Luther College 


At the regular convention of the N. L. C. A. in 1930 the following resolu- 
tion was submitted for approval by the Board of Trustees of the Church: 

“Whereas, pursuant to an enactment of the Eastern District in 1919, the 
Board of Trustees of the Church holds in trust for Pleasant View Luther 
College an endowment amounting to $26,242.21, for Gale College, $6,298.75 and 
for Central Wisconsin College, $3,651.76; and 

Whereas, these institutions have requested the board of trustees to transfer 
these funds to the respective institutions, and; 

Whereas, a large number of the donors have requested this transfer; and 

Whereas, the Eastern District has adopted a resolution making a similar 
request; therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED: that the Convention authorize and direct and it hereby 
does authorize and direct the Board of Trustees to transfer these funds to the 
respective institutions in such form and at. such time as the Board of Trustees 
finds advisable and practicable and consistent with the best interests of the 
funds.” . 

The official report of the convention contains no record of this having been 
acted upon. :

granted the Board of Home Missions, in cases of emergency, to come to the 
aid of our Home Mission Schools, such as Pacific Lutheran College, Clifton 

College and the Canadian schools, these institutions being altogether essential 

to the progress of our Home Mission program in their respective territories.

On July 16, 1931, occurred the death of Prof. John Dahle, for so many 
years in charge of Hymnology and Church Music. His monument lives in that 
stream of influence he has poured into the music of our churches and moves 
on in the advancement of sacred music among us. 

No successor has been appointed for this vacancy at the Seminary. Dr. E. 
E. Ryden, pastor of Gloria Dei Church, St. Paul, and a leader in this field 
within the Augustana Synod, opened the year for the Juniors with a series of 
special lectures on Hymnology. Dr. Herman A. Preus of Our Savior’s Church, 
Minneapolis, again directed the first semester course in Chanting for the 
Seniors. Liturgics and the practical work ‘in Hymnology have been assigned to 
members of the regular Faculty. We feel warranted in continuing for the 
present this arrangement because of the attainments in music possessed by the 
great bulk of our student body coming from our own four senior colleges. 

Student L. E. Tallakson has directed the Glee Club and Student R. S. Rein- 
holtzen the Seminary Course, through a successful year’s work. 
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Student Alvin Rogness has conducted courses in English Speech through 
the year, Student Kermitt C. Grundahl, the course in Elementary Greek. 

Informal Norse evenings under the leadership of a committee from the 
Senior Class have been held during the second semester for improvement of 
Norse speech. ‘ 

This has been the year of Dr. Tanner’s sabbatical leave from the Semi- 
nary. His courses have been carried by colleagues within the Faculty.

Resolutions of the General Convention (Page 352, Report for 1930) left with 
the Board of Trustees and the Faculty of Luther Theological Seminary the 
following mandate: 

“The active campaign for the raising of the necessary funds in the amount 
stated in Section A above, to be conducted by the Faculty and with the ad- 
vice and co-operation of the Board of Trustees at such time and in such man- 
ner, beginning not later than February 1, 1931, as may be determined jointly.” 

In accordance with this resolution covering the proposed Library and Ad- 
ministration building for the Seminary, initial steps were taken and through 
joint action the undersigned was designated as director of the building fund in- 
gathering. The plan of organization makes each circuit a unit and contemplates 
no paid field workers. The plan was well under way in early summer last year 
but the encroachments of drought over large portions of our Church and the 
pall of depression over the whole of its territory, quickly brought the con- 
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clusion that no active solicitation should be undertaken at present. Thus we 
stand as those who have not obeyed a mandate given by the Church, yet feel- 
ing that we have served her best interests. The need for increased facilities is 
still with us and we plead the reservation of this decision of two years ago 
for the day of a happier economic condition in the world and in our Church. 

A large stack-room for books in the Seminary basement opened last year 
will soon be filled with shelving and with books. We are making room for the 
many volumes belonging to the Theological Library of Red Wing Seminary 
which have not (though many years have elapsed since the Union) yet been 
moved to their new home. 

We acknowledge splendid gifts of books as follows: 

The library of the late Dr. H. G. Stub, for so many years theological pro- 
fessor and leader in our Church, has been given to the Seminary. 

Prof. John Dahle’s collection of books on Hymnology are an addition to that 
department. 

A number of volumes from the library of Rev. A. E. Nelson of Clifton, 
Texas, and of Rev. O. Shefveland, Eagle Grove, Iowa, have also been given, 
and a number of smaller groups and collections for which the Seminary is 
deeply grateful. 

The year has been one of many pleasant contacts with the Church in its 
work. Members of the Faculty have complied with numerous requests for 
their services in pulpit, on platform, and with the pen. 

The Glee Club, on tour and in the home cities, has sung in nineteen different 
churches. The Chorus assisted in the Washington Centennial Celebration at 
Central Lutheran Church. 

Students are by assignments working each Sunday in thirty Lutheran 
churches, twenty-four of them of our own Synod. By contact with our pastors 
this practical work in Sunday School, Choirs and Bible classes, is co-ordinated 
with Seminary work. Numbers of our students are assisting in hospital visita- 
tions and in city mission endeavors, especially at the Gateway Mission, Min- 
neapolis. 

The Seminary commends to the heart of the Church, forty-seven graduates 
who stand ready to serve the Lord in His Kingdom.

bee ok 2. Luther College 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 
I herewith submit a brief statement of matters pertaining to Luther College. 


ATTENDANCE 


The total attendance at Luther College this year by classes is as follows: 
seniors, 65; juniors, 61; sophomores, 77; freshmen, 79; special graduate student, 
1; total, 283. Last year the attendance by classes was as follows: seniors, 69; 
juniors, 63; sophomores, 79; freshmen, 131; special graduate students, 3; total, 
345. Loss in total attendance this year as compared with last year has been 62, 
due largely to the drop in attendance in the freshman class. The number of 
freshmen who last year remained to the end of the school year was 109, while 
the number of freshmen who this year have remained to the present time and 
will probably remain to the end of the school -year is 67. 


SOLICITING STUDENTS 


The reason for the drop in attendance this year is due mainly to two causes. - 
The severe financial depression has made it difficult for many young people to 
-attend college who would be in attendance under more favorable financial cir- 
cumstances; and the curriculum at Luther College, which, until it was changed 
last fall, required the study of Greek, Latin, German, and Norwegian, regard- 
less of what profession or occupation the student might have in mind to pre- 
pare for, was becoming increasingly unpopular and troublesome and made it 
more and more difficult to get students. This was recognized and greater 
efforts than ever were put forth last year to interest students in the College 
both by preparing and mailing out printed matter and sending solicitors into 
the field. In addition, the College was given an unusual amount of publicity 
last spring and summer in connection with the forthcoming seventieth anni- 
versary festivities. Although the curriculum has now been changed so as to 
bring it into harmony with present-day practices, every effort should be made 
“to secure students. Prospective college students receive attractive literature 
from many colleges and universities and are interviewed by the representatives 
of many institutions, and unless our colleges, Luther College included, meet 
this competition in an effective manner, our young people will be lost to our 
own institutions in increasing numbers. It ought not to be necessary to go 
to great expense to secure students, but it seems unavoidable, as friends who 
are willing to assist us frequently request us to support their efforts by mailing 
out letters and literature and sometimes request us in addition to send a rep- 
resentative from the College to interview prospectives that they have in mind. 


DISCIPLINE 


Discipline at the College has always been more or less of a problem, nor 
should we expect the situation to be otherwise. Education includes training 
in conduct as well as the acquisition of knowledge and mental and spiritual 
development, and this becomes the more necessary as students not infrequently 
come to College with habits and customs not in harmony with the Christian 
principles laid down in our rules and regulations. We encourage students to 
exercise discipline among themselves as much as possible, as this is in harmony 
with the injunction that we are to be our brother’s keeper. It has been grati- 
fying to observe that this year, more than usual, students have on their own 
initiative taken action to maintain proper conduct within the student body. 
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CHANGE IN THE CURRICULUM 


I have already referred to the change in the curriculum made last fall. I 
should perhaps add a few words to what I have said. For a number of years 
there has been a difficult situation in regard to the curriculum. Some friends 
of the College have insisted that it must be changed. Others have insisted 
that it must not be changed. As president of the College, I have endeavored to 
steer as much of a middle course as possible and secure modification in. the 
curriculum _without completely breaking the tradition that Luther College 
should give all its students a classical education. The time, however, finally 
came when there was no longer a choice in the matter. It became apparent 
that either the curriculum must be changed or we must expect a constantly 
dwindling student body, which would naturally bring in its train serious conse- 
quences. The Christian spirit of the school, which is fundamental, need not 
be in any wise affected, and students who are looking forward to the Chris- 
tian ministry may receive as good a preparationf for the study of theology 
as ever. The subjects that are usually regarded as prerequisites to the study 
of theology are not dropped from the curriculum; they are merely made elec- 
tives. More vigilance, however, will have to be exercised in assisting prospective 
theological students to make the best choice of subjects in preparation for their 
future calling. 


STUDENT CREDIT 


A problem that gave us serious concern last year and has become much 
more serious this year is the problem involved in giving students credit on 
their college dues. We depend partly upon the income from students to meet 
our bills, and when students cannot make their payments as expected it causes 
the College difficulty. Much thought has been given to the matter and we have 
handled it as wisely as we could, but it is a serious problem that will probably 
need a more definite solution than we have been able to give it up to thd 
present time. 


LUTHER COLLEGE CHORUS 


The Luther College Chorus is a very recent organization at the College and 
has gone on two tours since my last report—once last spring, and again this 
winter. It has received very high praise for its work and performs a splendid 
mission. It imbues the students with an appreciation of the highest type of 
sacred music and supports the Christian work of the College, both among the 
students and the friends of the institution. It is unique among the choirs of 
our schools in that it is a men’s chorus, and we are fortunate in having such a 
director as Professor Nickel. 


SEVENTIETH ANNIVERSARY FESTIVITIES 


I shall not dwell on the seventieth anniversary festivities in this report ex- 
cept to state that we enjoyed splendid weather and excellent programs during 
the days the festivities were held. The attendance at the festivities was very 
large and the spirit that pervaded the occasion was the spirit with which our 
fathers and mothers were imbued when they founded the institution. It seemed 
to augur well for the future of Luther College. 


ALUMNI FUND 


At the meeting of the alumni during the seventieth anniversary festivities, it 
was decided to attempt to raise an alumni fund by encouraging alumni and 
other friends of the College to contribute regular and stated amounts to the 
College to be used by the administration according to its discretion. The 
plan that seems to have met with most favor, and that is being urged, is that 
each former student of the College contribute $1.00 a month to the alumni 
fund. This is very commendable, and if urged with persistence will probably 
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yield the College considerable income. If a thousand former students, for 
instance, would act in accordance with this plan, it would mean an annual in- 
come of $12,000.00, which would be equivalent to an income at 6% interest on 
an endowment of $200,000.00. Such a plan not only promises the College much 
- needed income, but it helps to tie those who participate closer to the College 
and otherwise increase their activity for the welfare of the institution. 


ACCESSIBILITY OF THE COLLEGE 


There was a time when Decorah and Luther College were regarded as dif- 
ficult of access because there is no railroad that runs through Decorah. Decorah 
being the terminal of two branch lines. Now, however, Luther College is 
becoming very accessible. Paved highways radiate from Decorah to the north, 
the west, and the south and southeast. By the end of the summer Interstate 
Highway No. 55 between Decorah and the Twin Cities will be paved; and, 
with the completion of some pavement east of Decorah, there will be paved high- 
ways to both Lansing and Marquette on the Mississippi, at both of which 
places bridges have recently been built across the river. Luther College, 
therefore, which at one time seemed not to be as well located as might be 
desired, proves to be splendidly located. It is in the midst of a field that can 
amply supply it with all the students that it can care for. As a result, Luther 
College should have good prospects for the future, which means that it should 
have splendid prospects of rendering our Church a worthy and necessary service. 


THE PRESIDENCY 


At the close of the present school year, my presidency of Luther College 
will come to an end. During this period I have endeavored to improve the 
faculty. and the equipment of the College and increase the attendance, but [I 
have chiefly had in mind that, so far as its attitude toward the Word of God 
and its aim of serving the Church is concerned, the College must remain in 
the old paths. There is nothing, therefore, that gives me more satisfaction 
as I look back over the eleven years of my presidency than the fact that during 
this period 116 graduates of the College have entered Luther Theological 
Seminary in St. Paul and this spring 17 Luther graduates, the largest number 
of Luther graduates to complete the theological course in any one year, will 
be graduates from the Seminary. 

These are difficult times—doubly difficult for liberal arts colleges. On the 
one hand, we are in the midst of a serious financial depression; on the other, 
there are those who say that the liberal arts college has nearly run its course. 
The next president of the College will, therefore, have no easy task. But he 
will have my best wishes and hearty support. 


CONCLUSION 


Luther College has had a long history and has rendered our Church a 
notable service. Its service is still needed. Though conditions change from 
time to time and there are now four senior colleges in our Church, [Luther 
College has become deeply imbedded in the consciousness of our people and 
serves a constituency that cannot be neglected. It has a splendid location and 
is well equipped—in some respects better equipped than most colleges in the 
Middle West. It is, therefore, in a position to continue to render the Church 
important service. May God bless Luther College in the future as He has 
blessed it in the past. and may the College ever remain true to His Word and 
faithful in His service.

3. St. Olaf College 


According to custom I am submitting to the Board of Education of the ~ 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America an annual report for the school year 
1931-1932. Attached is a financial statement for the year ending August 31, 
1931, and budget for the school year 1932-1933. 


The total number on the roll of the faculty at the present time is 79, of 
whom one is emeritus, eight are on leave of absence for study, and one, 
Professor O. E. Rglvaag, died in November, 1931. 

Four members of the faculty will be on leave of absence the coming year: 

Professor J. Theodore Jorgenson, of the Department of Norwegian, has 
been absent for study this year and will continue his work in the graduate 
school at the University of Minnesota the coming year. 

Miss Florence I. Haasarud, Assistant Registrar, who has been absent for 
study the last two years, will continue her work at Columbia University an- 
other year. 

Professors C. S. Carlson, of the Department of Mathematics, and A. C. 
Paulson, of the Department of English, will resume their work in the graduate 
school at the University of Iowa. 

The following will return from leave of absence to take up work at the 
college: 

Gladys Grindeland of the Department of Piano, who has spent the two 
past years in New York City studying privately. 

Agnes Larson of the Department of History, who has spent the three past 
years at Radcliffe College. 

Robert Mortvedt of the Department of English, who has spent the three 
past years at Harvard University. 

Arthur Solum of the Department of Mathematics, who has spent the past 
year at the University of Minnesota. 

Nora Solum of the Department of English, who has spent the past year at 
Chicago University. 

The teachers at St. Olaf are to be commended for their efforts in further 
preparing themselves for their work. Each year there are from five to eight 
absent on leave for further study and at their own expense. In only excep- 
tional cases has the college found it possible to give any assistance. 

During the year several of the professors were more or less troubled with 
sickness,

appendicitis. 

Professors P. E. Bollenbacher and Olav Lee were ill for a short time.

He Instead of carrying Latin, Hebrew and Greek as separate departments, here- 
after the three will be combined into one, a Department of Classical Languages, 
under the headship of Dr. G. O. Berg. 

An entirely new department will be established the coming year, i. e., that 
of Art. Reverend Arnold W. Flaten, who has spent the last two years studying 
Art in Italy and France, will this fall take up work at St. Olaf. We have every 
reason to believe that this department will be of real value to our students, 
not only in helping them find better positions in the high schools, but in de- 
veloping an appreciation of another mode of expression. St. Olaf has done 
exceedingly well in Music and it is our hope that within the field of Art we 
shall find like possibilities. 

Professor Rélvaag after years of sickness died on November 5, 1931. The 
last three years he had not done much teaching, but had retained the headship 
of the department and devoted a great deal of time to the work! in spite of 
véry necessary absence from time to time because of his health. This he 
did without receiving any compensation. In this way he gave added evidence 
in the last years of his life of his devotion to the ideals, spiritual and fntel- 
lectual, for which St. Olaf has stood and has tried to put into practice. In 
the passing of Professor Rélvaag not only the college, but the Church and our 
people as a whole have lost a real leader. We shall miss him more and more 
as the years go by. For more than a quarter of a century he was a champion 
for the spiritual and cultural heritage received from the fathers. Our svmpathy 
goes out to his wife and children who have loyally stood by him in his work.

In submitting the budget this year, it is with a feeling that we have a very 
difficult problem before us. In spite of cuts in salaries and reductions in teach- 
ing force, we find that we are still $8,640 short of balancing the budget. But 
by still further reductions between now and the opening of school, we hope 
to be able to submit to the Board an amended budget with the changes neces- 
sary to balance it. This is very necessary during a time like the present. In 
every instance it has been our purpose to try to be just and fair to all concerned. 
The salaries are set the same as after the reductions made last year. The 
reconciliation of the two budgets of this and last year will explain fully the 
changes which have been made. 

Elections of Trustees should take place at the meeting of the St. Olaf 
College Corporation to fill the places of the following whose terms expire in 
1932: C. S. Orwoll, J. C. K. Preus, H. E. Solum, and also A. Grindeland, who 
because of sickness has found it necessary to resign. 

It was stated in the report to the last meeting of the Church that unless 
extraordinary efforts were put forth the attendance this year would fall below 
that of the year before. A great deal was done, both by representatives of the 
college as well as by the pastors, alumni and friends in the field, but it was 
not possible to overcome the downward tendency, and the result is that the 
enrollment for 1931-32 is 45 less than for the year 1930-31. When towards 
the latter part of the summer it became evident that there would be a decrease 
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in the number coming from our own congregations, opportunity was opened 


up for non-Lutherans to enroll. We, therefore, find in the enrollment this year 
a greater number of non-Lutherans than heretofore. The number of Lutheran 
students attending St. Olaf is 797 and of non-Lutheran, 107. However, it may 
be said of the non-Lutherans, that 67 are children of people whose ancestry is 
Lutheran. The attendance for 1931-32 by classes is as follows:

In 1931 there was graduated a class of 205 and there will most likely be 
graduated this year a class of about 190. : 

The majority of graduates, especially these later years, has gone into public 
school teaching. There are today 1,150 men and women engaged in educational 
work in the public high schools, academies, colleges and universities, and in 
further study. A surprisingly large number have gone into graduate work and 
have at the different universities of the land established records that are a 
credit to St, Olaf and our people. 

But best of all, in harmony with one of the very specific aims and purposes 
of the college, is the number of fine young men who have gone to the Seminary. 
Last year there were 25 men who took up the study of theology, 22 at Luther 
Theological Seminary, 2 at Northwestern Seminary and 1 at Capital University. 
It can be said of the men at the Seminary today, that they constitute a fine 
group of Christian young men and give real promise of substantial work in 
the ministry. : : 

{In making the budget for the coming year we are looking for a reduced 
attendance, a reduced appropriation and also a reduced amount of receipts 
from our endowments. We are, therefore, basing all our calculations on having 
-750 students, though we are ready and hope for more. We are trying to de- 
crease the size of the faculty, but in every instance we are seeking to give due 
consideration to everyone concerned, so that unncessary hardship shall not 
be caused or injustice be done. F 

During these times it behooves us to look into the future carefully so that, 
on the one side, we may stake out a program that is possible for us, and on 
the other, find the key things that must be done in order to do the work the 
Church expects of us efficiently and well. There is no question but that the 
solicitation of students is the key problem that must be faced today. Some 
years ago, when money was plentiful and everyone wanted to go to college, we 
could pick and choose among the many who applied unsolicited for admission. 
Today the reverse is true. Fewer people go to college and university. The 
competition for students has become so keen, that we shall lose out, unless 
all take hold to see that a proper proportion of students come to our own 
schools. Without schools our Church is not going to continue very long to 
maintain its present character and service. There is no proposition before 
us today as important as that of getting a sufficient number of able and am- 
bitious young men and women from our congregations to take up work at our 
higher institutions of learning. Out of this group will come the leaders and 
workers for the next generation and if we must choose them from among those 
of lesser ability, it will in the long run react on the life of the Church. From 
every school there has gone out a call to pastors, graduates, members of the 
Church and friends to do everything in their power to help select the students 
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who are to go to our colleges. We are meeting with intense competition, but 
we can get plenty of students if we will make it a matter of supreme importance 
to go after them. 

A real difficulty that is manifesting itself within the college more and more, 
is the changing idea as to what constitutes right and wrong as far as conduct 
and discipline are concerned. St. Olaf, and it can be said of the other schools 
as well, is carrying out to an extent far beyond the understanding of both pas- 
tors and people, the idea of discipline and conduct in accord with that which 
our Church as a whole has stood for many generations. But a change is 
taking place in the thinking of both pastors and people, which manifests itself 
in the ideas held by the young people who come to our colleges. There is 
danger sometimes that we shall make it difficult to get students to come to our 
church colleges, because we are stressing what no longer is stressed in the 
homes. The day undoubtedly will come when many of these questions will 
have to be faced and discussed at our church meetings. In the long run our 
colleges can not maintain a form of discipline and conduct which no longer is 
characteristic of the homes from which the students come. The college at 
best is an extension and enlargement of the home and the home community. 

St. Olaf has had its objective from the very beginning, and it characterizes 
our work today, to serve the Church by giving a higher education under the 
influence of Christianity as taught and expressed in the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church. This is our opportunity and responsibility. When we look at the 
number of men and women who have gone out from the college and into all 
the branches of church service, we have reason to rejoice and thank God that 
this duty has been discharged with fidelity and faithfulness. 

Difficult times try men’s souls. But they also constitute the Christian’s op- 
portunity. Now is the time to manifest our faith in God and our fellowmen and 
to build the Kingdom. We pray: Keep us out of temptation, out of trials. 
We pray thus because we fear our own weakness and sin. But when an all- 
wise and loving God and Father permits trials and difficulties to come, we may 
know they were needed and are for our good. The gates of hell shall not 
prevail if we are in the Master’s business. The world, our country, our Church, 
our institutions, are today going through a time of testing. Dross will be 
burned out. But we shall come of it strengthened, more clear-cut in our one 
great objective, to serve God and our fellowmen and, with God’s help, more 


able to serve.

I hereby submit the president’s report for the forty-first college year of 
Concordia College, Moorhead, Minnesota: 


ATTENDANCE 


In a year when most of the educational institutions in the Northwest have 
reported decreased enrollments, we have been encouraged by an attendance a 
little above that of last year. Our freshman class, numbering 174, is the 
largest in the history of the college. The enrollment in the Concordia Con-~ 
servatory otf Music in Fargo, North Dakota, exceeded 500. The following 
is the summary of the enrollment for the current year:

THE COLLEGE YEAR 


The work in all the Liberal Arts departments of the college and the two 
conservatories has been carried on in a commendable manner. An encouraging 
interest has been manifested in the religious, musical, forensic, and athletic 
organizations. Health conditions have been unusually good. Ninety-three 
seniors receved the bachelor of arts degree at the commencement exercises 
on May 31.° 


PUBLICITY 


Every effort is being made to keep our constituency in touch with the col- 
lege. Chapel exercises are broadcast by remote control over station WDAY, 
Fargo, North Dakota. This is the daily devotional period of thousands 
throughout the Northwest. Parents, many miles away, worship with their 
sons and daughters on our campus. Hundreds of letters testify to their appre- 
ciation of these services. The college paper is sent gratis to all pastors of the 
Concordia territory. Faculty members and groups of students have conducted 
services 1n congregations every Sunday throughout the year. 
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“GRADUATESSTUDY: ¢ 3) 


Our faculty is constantly improving its usefulness to the college through © 
further graduate study. A very large percentage have attended summer ses- 


sions in various universities, while others have been granted a leave of ab- 


sence for the year, without remuneration. The faculty is to be commended 


for this service to the college. After all, the reputation of a college will rest 


primarily with its faculty. 


GYMNASIUM AND ATHLETIC FIELD 


The Board of Directors have elected a committee to devise ways and means 
of erecting a large, but inexpensive, physical education building during the 
present year. The old gymnasium has served its usefulness and is entirely in- 
adequate for the present increased student body. The last four graduating 
classes have pledged sizeable sums to the erection of such a building. We 


sincerely trust that the additional funds needed to complete the building 


may be secured. The college has been handicapped for several years for the 


‘Jack of an auditorium large enough to accommodate its gatherings on festive 


occasions. “At the present time athletic contests must be held in the city 
armory, college plays and choir concerts in the high school auditorium or in 
one of the city churches. These functions should be held on the campus. The 
proposed building presents a real need that should be satisfied in the near 
future. 


FORTIETH ANNIVERSARY 


On October 30, 31 and November 1, 1931, the college observed its fortieth 
anniversary. This event will go down in the history of the college as one of its 
great landmarks. The main addresses, during the three day observance, were 
delivered by President J. A. Aasgaard, D. D., formerly president of the col- 
lege, President T. F. Gullixson, D. D., president of Luther Theological Semi- 
nary, Rev. D. G. Ristad, formerly president of Park Region Luther College, 
amalgamated with Concordia College in 1917, Prof. Knut Gjerset, Ph. D., and 
Prof. Carl Melby, Ph. D., and Rev. S. G. Hauge. The history of the college 
and its service to the church during these forty years was compiled in a 
pamphlet called “Pioneer Paths.” Through its graduates and former students 
the college has made its contribution to practically every community in the 
Northwest. May its future years be marked with equal earnestness of purpose 
and devotion to the cause of Christ. 


CONCORDIA CONSERVATORY 


This branch of the college, which was opened in 1929, has enjoyed a steady 
growth in enrollment and in its recognition in musical circles. The conserva- 
tory is ably directed by Mrs. David Stoeve. The enrollment has been 590 
during the current year and the instruction has been offered by a faculty of 


nineteen members. We would like to commend the conservatory to our 


church people. A four year course in theory of college grade is offered 
leading to a bachelor of music degree. Certificates are given graduates of all 
other courses than the degree course. The conservatory was accredited this 
year by the Department of Public Instruction of the State of North Dakota, 
It offers as splended facilities for a musical education as can be found in the 
Northwest. 


PLACEMENT BUREAU 


The college has established a unique record among educational institu- 
tions, for placing its graduates in advantageous positions. During the past 
five years, 93% of the graduates, who have not entered professional or gradu- 
ate study, have secured positions through the services of the Placement 
Bureau under the able direction of Prof. Peter Anderson. 
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GIFTS 


Each year the college has received gifts from interested friends. These 
gifts have come to us in the form of money, property or insurance policies. 
Several annuity gifts have been received. The Board of Directors of the 
college will guarantee an income for life in return for annuity gifts in the 
form of money, securities or property. We would also encourage our people 
to remember Concordia College in their wills. No money yields greater re- 
turns than that which is invested in the Christian character training of gifted 
young men and women. The college will gladly furnish information regarding 
gifts, insurance policies, wills or annuities, whether the amounts involved be 
large or small, 


FINANCES 


The treasurer’s financial statement attached to this report shows a surplus 
in operation of $1,934.38 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1931. The present 
year will undoubtedly show a deficit of about $5,500.00. Unforeseen events 
have contributed to this deficit. Owing to the drought and grasshopper 
scourge, thirty-four farm mortgages are delinquent in the payment of interest 
this year. On January 1, 1932, the appropriations from the church were re- 
duced 20%. Both of these reductions in income were unavoidable. The finan- 
cial condition of the college would have been serious had not the faculty 
volunteered a reduction in salaries. The large attendance this year has also 
contributed greatly toward alleviating the financial situation. 

Every effort will be made to balance our budget for 1932-33. Operating 
expenses and salaries have been greatly reduced. Nevertheless our colleges 
are facing a sober situation. We are now pioneering on the last educational 
frontier. Our senior colleges seem to offer our only hope for maintaining 
recruiting’ stations for church workers and in offering our young people an 
education under Christian auspices. We would endorse the recommendations 
of our synodical Board of Education as the most reasonable and workable 
solution for our education problems. 


STUDENT CAMPAIGN 


The most plausible solution for our immediate financial problems lies in 
increasing our attendance for next year by at least fifty students. An increased 
attendance can be cared for without added expense, as the accrediting agencies 
have removed restrictions on the size of classes and our faculty has volunteered 
to assume a heavier teaching load. Fifty additional students would add $5,000 
to $6,000 to our income for next year. The Women’s Missionary Federation 
has volunteered the assistance of this splendid organization in conducting the 
campaign for students this year. We would earnestly solocit the co-operation 
of pastors, alumni and friends of Concordia in assisting us to reach the attend- 
ance goal which we have set for next year. May our young people in in- 
creasing numbers experience the blessings, which many of us have enjoyed on 
the campuses of our Christian colleges. 

On behalf of the faculty and Board of Directors of Concordia College I 
wish to express our sincere appreciation to the officers of our church, the 
synodical Board of Education and particularly its executive secretary, Rev. 
J. C. K. Preus, for helpful suggestions and wholehearted co-operation during 
the past year. May God’s choicest blessings rest upon the deliberations of 
this convention, as we prayerfully seek the guidance of the Master’s Kingdom.

5. Augustana College 


While depression, drouth and grasshoppers may have been uppermost in the 
minds of many people this past year, our school has been permitted to complete 
a very successful year of work. 

The total enrollment of 497 in regular departments is 12 below last year 
when the peak was reached. Considering the general economic conditions and 
the fact that the First Grade Certificate Course and the Public School Music 
Course, in which two courses we had 34 students last year, were discontinued 
this year, we have every reason to be thankful for the attendance God has given 
us. We have the largest graduating class from the college in the history of 
Augustana, 51.

The Summer Session last summer had a better attendance (62) than usual, 
especially of those who were doing regular college work. Prof. W. P. Hierony- 
mus will be the director this summer. Other members of the faculty will assist 
in the work. 

The action of the Board of Education of our church has placed before the 
Augustana College Association several vital problems which may call for serious 
consideration and for immediate solutions. One possible problem is at least 
suggested by the nomination of the president of Augustana for a similar position 
at Luther. Another is the proposed merger of Red Wing Seminary with 
Augustana. There is also an implied recommendation that Augustana Academy 
be discontinued, since no acticn or appropriation is suggested toward its future 
support. Finally, the appropriation to the Augustana College Association has 
been reduced from $25,000 to $20,000. This will no doubt mean a deficit of 
something like $10,000 each’ year, not always on the books or in the audit, but in 
available cash. 

Unless a marked change occurs it is clear that our Church and our Associa- 
tion are not ready to carry the burden of two schools in this immediate territory. 
Under present conditions a further attempt to do this may prove fatal to 
both schools. 

The building of the Gym-Chapel has continued through the winter with 
one man on the job, continually, assisted by student help. “Pay as we go” has

Financial Conditions 


‘ According to the auditor’s report for the fiscal year ending January 21, 1932, 
we had a net gain of $651.14. But our total Current Liabilities amounted to 
$44,036.68, and our Current Fund Deficit to $14,584.05. The distressing thing 
is that in spite of the good financial condition of the school, with the auditor’s 
reports the last two years showing a slight gain, we are unable to pay our 
teachers their wages for the last three months of this year for want of cash. 
Some elasticity should be provided for. i 
eg Estimating for next year. We may suppose the attendance will remain 
the same as this year and the income from this source the same, and the ex- 

pense of teachers’ salaries the same. Then, suppose the Gym-Chapel be com- 
5: pleted. This may add $500 of expense for heat. Last year the Coilege re- 
ceived $22,000 from the Church budget. Supposing we receive $15,000 this 
Atte coming year. We will then be short $7,000 in income from that account. This 

plus $500 for additional heat will mean a deficit of $7,500. 

Be This deficit may be eliminated if the “Augustana Special” appropriation is 
paid in full, viz., $12,000.

Augustana Academy 

The enrollment has this year been 52 in the Academy and 22 in the advanced 
class, which has been operated as an extension class from the college, doing 
the work of the first year of the two year normal course. Sixteen are completing 
the advanced course and 12 the academy course. 

The teaching staff has been kept at a minimum, some teaching assistance 
being given from the college. Mr. Adolph Olson has been acting Principal. Mr. 
Ove Ellefson has served as business manager the last half of the year and has 
made notable efforts in the collection of outstanding notes. 

May the Lord bless our efforts to solve the educational problems of our 


church.

Red Wing Seminary 


The Church recognizes with gratitude to God, the splendid contribution 
that Red Wing Seminary, through its many years of service, has made towards 
the spiritual and cultural endowment of our people. In the historical develop- 
ment of our Church, we believe the school has exerted a positive and whole- 
some influence for practical Christianity. Its emphasis on godliness in every- 
day life goes far to temper religious conceptions where the school’s aim and 
purpose is rightly understood. As such it has filled a distinct and useful place. 

However, since the union was effected in 1917, when the Theological De- 
partment was transferred to Luther Seminary and the college departmnt to 
St. Olaf, it has become apparent that the main purposes for which the school 
was conducted have now been made common with the two schools to which 
the respective departments were transferred. 

Efforts have, nevertheless, been made, in accordance with the union pledge, 
to keep Red Wing Seminary going as a secondary school. This has proven 


rather disappointing. Interest in the school seems to have declined, student- ~ 


enrollment has been shrinking, indebtedness has increased until Red Wing Sem- 
inary has become a serious problem. The Committee can see no other solution 
than that recommended by the Board of Education, consolidation with some 
other school. The committee cannot, however, concur with the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Education that tthis consolidation should be with Augus- 
tana College of Sioux Falls. Rather do we find economical, historical and 
geographical reasons that this consolidation should be with St. Olaf College. 

Both Red Wing Seminary and St. Olaf College are church-owned schools. 
Red Wing Seminary College department has already been merged with St. 
Olaf and the alumnae of Red Wing Seminary are in fact alumnae of St. Olaf 
College. Geographically, St. Olaf is the nearest school to Red Wing. 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED: That Red Wing Seminary be con- 
solidated with St. Olaf College at Northfield, Minn., and that all school records 
and property values be transferred to St. Olaf College.

A full report of the actions of the Corporation will be found in the minutes 
of the Corporation Meeting, but in so far as certain actions taken there were 
also a matter for the convention, the following resolution which was adopted 
in the Corporation meeting is printed: below: 

“At the Annual Meeting in 1923 (see Report, page 286), when plans were 
laid for the collection of Luther-St. Olaf Endowment, the convention adopted 
a resolution authorizing the Board of Trustees (finansbestyrelsen) and the 
Board of Education to apply $100,000.00 of the proposed fund to the erection 
of a new building at Luther College, the understanding being that this be 
withdrawn from the funds collected for Luther. 

“In due time this sum was withdrawn as indicated and applied on the new 
gymnasium. However, attention was called to the fact that no statement of 
this arrangement had been printed on the pledge cards used during the col- 
lection of the funds. For this reason the Board of Trustees in advancing this 
money to the College, designated it a loan from the Luther College Endow- 
ment Fund. 

“In order that the plans of the Church as indicated in the resolution referred 
to (Report, 1923), may be carried out according to their original intention, 

“Be it Resolved, that this so-called loan of $100,000.00 be cancelled and 
stricken from the liabilities of the College.” (M. & R., p. 63.)

‘Trustees ot said Luther College, with the consent and approval ot the board 
of ‘Lrustees of The Norwegian Lutheran Church ot America, a Minnesota 
Corporation, such consent and approval being merely in an advisory capacity, 
be and 1s hereby autnorized and empowered to work out a dennite pian of 
refinancing and to refinance, liquidate and pay the present indebtedness of said 
Luther College; and that the said Board ot Trustees of Luther College be 
further authorized and empowered to borrow money, issue notes, certificates, 
bonds, or other evidences ot indebtedness in order to consummate such plan, 
in a sum not to exceed $250,000.v0; and that the said Board ot Trustees of said 
Luther Coliege, in oraer to secure notes, certificates or boids so issued, in con- 
nection therewith, be further authorized and empowered, it necessary, to mort- 
gage or otherwise pledge the real estate, buildings, improvements and any and 
all personal property owned by said Luther Coilege in such manner, on such 
terms and in such amounts as shall be deemed advisable and expedient to ac- 
complish such lowering of rate of interest and eventual liquidation of such 
indebtedness.” 


The tollowing resolution offered by Dir. Oscar L. Olson was adopted: 
“Be it resoived, tnat thus so-called loan of $1UU,U0U be cancelled and stricken 
from the habilities of the college.”

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2: Report from Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension 


“O Zion, that bringest good tidings get thee up into the high Mountain! 
O Jerusalem that bringest good tidings lift up thy voice with- strength, lift it 
up, be not afraid, say unto the cities of Judah, Behold your God” (Isaiah 40:9). 

Times had been hard for Israel. The hand of God had rested heavily upon 
the people. They had been disobedient, and as a just but also a loving father, 
God had to punish His disobedient children. But even through the punishment 
the deep divine love shines forth.

We hope and pray that the coming two years will not find us wanting, but 
that He who is the head of the Church, will find both ways and means, so 
that the blessed work can be carried on without any interruption, yes even 
with renewed zeal and more fervent love for the salvation of manv. 

In regard to the Home Mission work within the District. the District Presi- 
dents who are Home Mission Superintendents, will in their reports to their 
respective districts, give full information. . 

The Lord has been with us in the past: He has abundantly blessed our 
humble efforts beyond our deserts. Glory be to His Holy name! Let us pray 
Him for a continuance of blessing, so that even greater results may obtain. 
God grant this, we ask it in Jesus’ name. Amen. 

The Board held two meetings last year, one on March 11th and the other 
September 29th. The Executive Committee held four meetings, namely on 
January 6th, April 8th, September 29th and November 2nd.

= GALVESTON, TEXAS 


; The Home Mission Board some time ago resolved to discontinue the sea- 
men’s work at Galveston and dispose of the property there. On account of 
_ the impossibility of selling, except at+a big financial loss, Pastor Theodore 
_ Bergee has remained at the head of the Mission, kept the reading-room open 


and administered to the seamen who frequent the place, and also care for the 





small flock of church people that we have there. 


KETCHIKAN, ALASKA 


The Seamen’s and Fishermen’s Home at Ketchikan has also this year been 
a real Christian home for many of our people. On account of the hard times, 
the Board to rearrange the work, so a substantial saving could be 
effected, as the income is by far insufficient for expenditures. The local pastor 
takes care of the spiritual work at the institution. A Christian family, man and 
wife, Mr. and Mrs. Birkeland, have taken over the work at the institution. 
Mr. Birkeland is a Christian man, able as a carpenter, paper-hanger, etc., and 
will take care of the reading-room and keep the place in good repair; and 
Mrs. Birkeland will be the matron at the Home. The! local pastor will take 
care of the spiritual work at the institution and conduct devotional service's 
there as often as possible. This institution has been of great help and much 
blessing to the hundreds upon hundreds of our fishermen and sea-faring-men 
at Ketchikan, and we hope that also in the future, its Christian, homelike 
atmosphere will be attractive to still more of our people up there. God con- 
tinue to bless the work of our Home at Ketchikan. 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION, WITTENBERG, WIS. 


The report of Prof. Axel Jacobson who is the Superintendent of the Mission, 
will undoubtedly be read with a great deal of interest. The work has been 
carried on successfully also this year. The children have as a whole been 
well and God has blessed our workers. Sorry to report that also this Mission 
has to be curtailed on account of the depression. Instead of 150 children, we 
can in the future not accept more than about 100. We will have to close the 
door to 50-75 little Indian children who wish to learn about Jesus and His love. 
Can we defend it? The Women’s Missionary Federation, through its president, 
Mrs. Lydia Bredesen Sundby, and the other officers of the Federation, have 
been of great help to this Mission. It is through their’ efforts, especially, that 
the old and feeble Indians have been taken care of and given a place to live 
in log cabins close to the Indian church. Rev. H. M. Mason is the new pastor 
at the Indian Mission. May God continue to bless this our only work among 
the Red Men of America. 


DEAF AND BLIND MISSION 
Our Church is doing a blessed work among these unfortunate at four im- 
portant centers, viz.: Faribault, Minnesota: Council Bluffs, Iowa; Sioux Falls, 
S. D., and Devils Lake, N. D. Rev. H. O. Bjorlie’s report about this work, 
so much needed and also so much blessed, will undoubtedly be read by everyone 
with a great deal of interest and sympathy. May God continue to bless both 
these handicapped young people and the workers among them! 


ESKIMO MISSION 
There is no special written report from the Eskimo Mission, but the many 
letters and short reports received from Pastor Dahle at Shishmaref, Mr. Olson 
at Teller and Miss Frost at Igloo, printed in our church papers from time to 
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time, have undoubtedly been read with great satisfaction and with thankful- 


ness to God for His continued blessing upon this work in the far North. 

At Teller Mr. and Mrs. Jesse B. Olson, together with Miss Gablo Hanson 
and Miss Mabel Gunderson, have carried on the work at the orphanage. We 
have had 39 Eskimo children at the Mission station this past year. The chil- 
dren have all been quite well and no serious illness has prevailed. God has 
entrusted these children to our care for Christian up-bringing, to mother them 
temporally and especially spiritually. May we not default in this our God- 
given duty! 


At the Igloo Mission Miss Helen Frost has carried on the work with great 


love and interest, and even though she is a lone worker there, she seems to 
thrive exceedingly well among her beloved Eskimos, and has only one aim, 
viz.: to win as many of them as she can for Christ. 

At Shishmaref, the new station, designated as the Anna Huseth Memorial 


Station, Pastor and Mrs. Elmer H. Dahle, who formerly were at the Teller 


Station, are now working. This is a project carried on by the Lutheran Daugh- 
ters of the Reformation. The building is now fully erected, equipped and dedi- 
cated, and costs in the neighborhood of $7,000.00.. It is all paid for by this 
splendid organization. It is this fine group of young Christian lady-workers 
in our Church that has this station as their own. They will fully support it,— 
pay the salary of the pastor and full maintenance for him and his family. I 
don’t know of any more worthy project that they could adopt as their own 
than this one. Our Church ought to bring to the president of the organization, 
Mrs. Constance Weswig Johnson, as well as the other officers and workers 


of the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, a special thanks and appreciation 


for what they have done and for what they intend to do also in the future. 
God bless both Rev. and Mrs. Dahle and their work at Shishmaref, as well as 
the officers and members of the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation! 


EVANGELISTIC WORK 
Our four evangelists, Rev. H. N. Ronning, Rev. T. Tjornhom, Mr. E. L. 


Scotvold and Mr. K. O. Lokken, have also this past year been busy in the 


Master’s Service. They have been of great help and blessing both to pastors 
and to the congregations where they have been called and labored. We have 
received many expressions to this effect. It seems that our people more than 
ever this past year have been seeking peace with God and help from on High. 
For that reason there have been so many invitations, that it has been absolutely 
impossible to begin to fill them. What is also very encouraging is that quite 
many of the young ministers have learned more and more to understand the 
value of evangelistic work, helping them to bring more spiritual life into their 
congregations. Many circuits have invited the evangelists to conduct meetings, 
going from congregation to congregation, so a longer stay in their midst could be 
assured, with prospects of greater results obtained. Evangelistic work has 


this past year also been carried on at St. Olaf College at Northfield; Augustana ~ 


Academy at Canton; Red Wing Seminary at Red Wing, and Pacific Lutheran 
College at Parkland, and other schools. It is gratifying to know that the young 
people of our schools are deeply interested in the spiritual values, and the salva- 
tion of their own souls. 

The four evangelists have this past year visited 116 ministers; 190 congre- 
gations; have conducted 803 English meetings and 405 Norwegian meetings, 
making a total of 1,208 meetings. 

May God continue to bless the upbuilding of His Church also through the 
work of the Evangelists! 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The many applications for help this last year, as well as the small returns 
from congregations: having loans from the fund, has made it quite difficult for 
Church Extension to carry on. 

Even though it is gratifying to know that the fund now amounts to more 
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than $350,000, it is by far not adequate enough to be of the help it should 
and ought to be, especially to struggling mission-congregations in our Church. 
When it comes to helping congregations in the smaller towns and. villages, 
$1,000.00 to $1,500.00 is a great lift; but in the larger cities where properties 
are hgh and where a lot costs almost as much as a church out in the country, 
and where competition with the Retormed churches is very keen, so that costlier 
structures must be built, there, at least, $4,000 to $5,000 is needed, if it is to 
be of real help. But such large amounts loaned to many of the newer city 
mission-congregations, makes it difficult for Church Extension to come to the 
assistance ot all that apply for help. It would not be so difficult even with the 
small fund, if congregations where loans are due would try to pay their debt, 
or at least a part of it, thereby making it possible for others to get help; but 
otten they forget their debts to other sister congregations that need help badly, 
and ask tor extension of time. 

Of course these last years have been trying for all congregations financially, 
and we could, perhaps, not expect as many repayments as usual. We want to 
express Our appreciation to every congregation which have tried earnestly to 
repay their loans to Church Extension. 

1t is well that we remember that Church Extension plays a very important 
part in our home mission work. Many small, struggling mission congregations 
would still be in the old store or hall if it had not been for Church Extension. 
‘They have today a nice little church and the prospects for further growth is 
fine. = 

If we had a larger fund we could do much better work on the home fields 
than we do now. 

Let us pray and work for a larger Church Extension Fund.

: HOME MISSION COUNCIL 

The Swedish Augustana Synod, the Free Church, the American Lutheran 
Church, the Danish Lutheran, the Finish Church and the United Lutheran 
Church, have joined in organizing a Home Mission Council, and have invited 
also our Church to become a member of this organization. As our Church has 
not taken official action in the matter, the members representing our Church 
could give only a tentative assent until action was taken by our Church body. 
Said Home Mission Council of these Lutheran bodies meet in order to dis- 
cuss the Home Mission problems. Its object is especially to undertake surveys 
of Home Mission fields, to guard against duplication or over-lapping of Home 
Mission work, thereby saving a considerable amount of money, and to further 
Home Mission interests and work throughout these United States. It rests with 
this convention to take action in this matter. The Home Mission Board, as well 
as the Executive Secretary of this Board, recommends its adoption. 


HOME MISSION SCHOOLS 


It is common knowledge that it has been difficult for the Board of Educa- 
tion to give the necessary support to our secondary schools. As a number of 
these are in territory where they are of essential value to our Home Mission 
work, the Board of Home Missions has in two or three instances of dire 
emergencies come to the aid of these institutions. 

In order that it shall not appear that the Board of Home Missions is ex- 
ceeding its authority or diverting its funds, this Board and the Board of Educa- 
tion, jointly, request the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America that au- 
thority be granted the Board of Home Missions, in cases of emergency, to come 
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to the aid of Hoitieé Mission Schools, such as Pacific Lutheran College, Clifton 
College, and the Canadian Schools,—these institutions being altogether essen- 
tial to the progress of our Home Mission program in their respective territories.

REPORT FROM THE SEATTLE SEAMEN’S MISSION FOR YEAR 1931 


We-can state with thanks to’ God that He has been present with His bless- 
ings, both as to temporal and spiritual affairs. From testimony and living ex- 
perience of several men we have reason to believe that sinners have been saved 
and brought into fellowship with God which is our chief prayer and purpose. 

Last year approximately 168,000 sea-faring men visited the Mission and 
Reading Room. 

23,1U8 letters were received of which 3,702 were forwarded to seamen in 
various ports. Our own correspondence, which runs into thousands of letters, 
is not included. 

201 seamen were shipped or helped directly to work through the Mission. 

The Mission has been instrumental in locating 25 missing seamen and 
bringing them in correspondence with relatives. Many of these have been miss- 
ing for several years. 

During five months of the year free classes in English have been con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Women’s Auxiliary of the American Legion. 

Quite a number of visits have been made to ships and hospitals during 
the year. A great deal of our time each day is taken up with alleviating as 
best we can the needs of sick and needy seamen. Although the relief given has 
amounted to several thousand dollars, we are sorry to say that it has not been, 
possible to reach all of the many who have come to us in their need. It is 
with heavy hearts that we must refuse many. 

Of all classes the seamen are the worst situated. He is often a stranger and 
friendless, but the Seamen’s Mission is his refuge. Because of little shipping, 
there are a hundred men for each job—and when seamen seek work ashore, 
he finds that permanent residents are given preference. 

Despite the hard times $78,987.57 has been received from seamen for safe- 
keeping and home-sending. Same time $76,464.82 has been paid out to seamen. 
Audited accounts of all money transactions for the Seamen’s Mission, Sea- 
men’s Home and seamen’s money is sent to the Church Headquarters in 
Minneapolis. 

255 gospel services have been conducted with a total attendance of 13,000, 
which is the largest number in the history of the Mission. 

Continue, kind friends, to remember the Mission with your prayers and 
gifts, with the assurance that your gifts will be rightly used; also be assured 
that God, to whom the work belongs, will reward and bless you.

THE NORWEGIAN SEAMEN’S MISSION, East Boston, Mass. 


- ' - The year 1931 was for the Seasen’s Mission of East Boston a blessed year, 
thanks to God for His guidance and mercy! 

In spite of the depression felt by everybody and even more so by the sailors, 
the Mission functioned to the benefit, spiritually and physically, to a greater 
number than ever before in its history. ; 

During the year, 8,545 sailors visited the reading room. Of the 93 steamers 
entering the harbor, the pastor visited 89. : 

I met 2,465 sailors on board, giving them home papers and Christian litera- 
ture, inviting the boys to our services. At the 125 services and devotions con- 
ducted, 5,165 were present, of which 2,300 were Norwegian sailors. Lhe pastor 

ae made 136 sick calls during the year. Every day from early September we were 
; forced to give hungry sailors a meal. Thus 2,400 boys received food once a_ 
day, while 130 boys were given the necessary clothing during the last two 
months of the year. 250 sailors found jobs through our Mission, on Nor- 
wegian, Danish, and German steamers. While hundreds. of letters were received 

-for the boys or forwarded to their addresses, very little cash was received for 
safe-keeping in the ‘Sailors’ Fund.” When the Federal National Bank in 
which the “Sailors’ Fund’ was kept, closed its doors December 14th, 1931, 
there was only $295.00 actually on the records as received from the boys and 
deposited. This money is still in the closed bank. 

After having paid all bills and debts, we had December 14th, 1931, in the 
Federal National Bank, the sum of $1,320.00, money which had come to our 
Mission as donations, and which is frozen in that bank. But the work of 
the Mission continued, thanks to God! d 

While some Missions for seamen in Boston had to curtail its work, the 
Swedish Home of the Augustana Synod, for instance, ceased serving meals, 
and the Swedish Congregational Home at 111 Webster Street, also ceased 
giving the hungry boys meals, thus sending these unfortunate fellows our way. 
We were with God’s blessing able to serve and help the poor’ young seamen 
to the end of the year, carefully, economically handling our small resources 


for the welfare of all.

In spite of the hard times, we have seen our way to repair and renovate — 


our quarters. The cost was not inconsiderable, but with the help of our 
friends, we put it over. The renovation changes amounted to about $3,U00.00. It 
affords me much joy to report that it is all paid for. In its new appearance 
our rooms present a most pleasing place of meeting, and are doubtless some of 
the finest reading-rooms to be found anywhere. : 


During the Christmas season we had arranged four Christmas tree festivals 
for our seamen. On these several occasions we had the men and officers from 

Besides 
these I also had gifts for the men of Hindanger, Nansenville and Benjamin 
Franklin. I distributed about 200 gifts altogether. I am sorry to say that there 
were not sufficient gifts for all. Might have distributed again as many. Hope 
I shall receive more next Christmas. Hard times have, of course, made them- 
selves felt also in our work. For instance, in sending home and keeping money 
of the sailors. Also at home they have doubtlessly felt this in no small measure. 
In the course of the year we have received for safe-keeping $25,327.55; dis- 
tributed to the sailors $31,720.42; sent home $17,248.20. Then we have also 
received 8,979 letters and 3,036 packages and newspapers. 14 Missing persons 
have been found. Many of these have not written home in many years. Just 
think what a joy it is for father, mother and kindred when a missing boy has 
been found! We have had edifying meetings every Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings and every Sunday afternoon. Attendances at these meetings have, 
especially af late, been fairly good. We sow; God gives growth. 

When I look back upon the year that is past, my heart is filled with grati- 
tude,—gratitude to the committee of Home Missions; to all that sent money, in 
order to renovate our quarters; to all who sent me Christmas presents, either 
in the form of money or Christmas packages; to all who have carried the Mis- 
sion on the arms of faith in intercessory prayers; but first and foremost, do I 
bow in fervent thanks to God who has been back of the whole work with His 
all-powerful and loving hand, and led the work in a blessed way for us all.

SEAMEN’S MISSION, VANCOUVER, B. C. 


On account of the continued unemployment situation, more acute in the 
large seaport towns than elsewhere, and the enormous influx of newcomers 
and immigrants to Vancouver, because of the mild winters that prevail here, 
the Seamen’s Mission which since its inception has been in a transition period, 
has also last year been more or less a perfect mission of charity, providing a 
home for scores of destitute and idle men, a place where free meals could be 
obtained by the hungry, and also in many cases, employment for some of 
them could be obtained. We have through 9 months of the year conducted 
preaching and devotional meetings two and three times every week, with an 
average attendance of 35 at each meeting. We have served about 14,000 free 
meals, and have distributed whatever clothing we have been able to obtain. 
In this connection I can also report that through the Norwegian Employment 
Bureau which happens to have its office at our Home on Cordova Street, more 
than 450 have secured positions. Since 1929.both the pastor and the local board 
have tried to change the character of the work, so that we really would have 
a Seamen’s Mission exclusively, where the sailors on the 100 Norwegian ves- 
sels and many times 100 other boats with Lutheran men as officers and deck- 
hands on board, could find a haven of rest, a place to sit down and read their 
papers write home,:and are taken care of by the pastor and other Lutheran 
Christian workers in Vancouver. But hard times have so far prevented us from 
making this change. We sincerely hope that in the very near future, when 
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times change for the better, and employment is given the many immigrants 
and newcomers, the Mission-quarters and Mission Home may become really 
what it was intended to be,—a home and a haven for seataring men. Your 
superintendent hopes to be able to report progress in this respect next year.

BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 
Wittenberg, Wisconsin 


The year 1931 was in all respects a blessed year for our Mission. Our attend- 
ance stayed at 135 children. Hour attended the High School, supported by 
special friends. E:ght hmished the 8th grade_of our School. We were tortunate 
to have our old workers with us which is of such importance in this work. 
Of these five are Indian employees, filling their positions in a very creditable 
manner, all imbued by the true missionary spirit, which is so essential to our 
cause! 

‘the work has progressed under the direction of capable teachers, with 
daily religious instruction and special bible and Catechetical instruction, by the 
Mission pastor, Key. Skavlan. On the whole, children’s behavior was good. 
Uninterrupted good health which is earth’s greatest blessing, was enjoyed by 
all. Our religious work resulted in 18 baptisms, sixteen connrmed, two buried 
and 116 communed. Keligious services were conducted here at the Mission in 
the forenoon, and in the little Mission Church in the country in the aiternoon. 
Attendance was good and above expectations in our country mission church. 
By the use of an interpreter those tew heathen worshipers, who are still out- 
side, we hope to win tor Christ and His Kingdom! 

Our sewer system was completed, which was a splendid improvement! This 
caused a deficit of some $500.00, which we hope some ot our friends will help us 
pay. The State required this change or we should have had to close our 
school, so we did not incur this debt intentionally. 

We are very much indebted to the Women’s Missionary Federation for the 
playground equipment erected on our grounds. This brought such joy to our 
little folks. < 

Another wonderfully charitable undertaking by the Women’s Missionary 
Federation, through the president, Mrs. Sundby, was the acquisition of the 
old Indian camping ground and the erection of four cottages, tor the old and 
helpless Indians. Here, our church has acquired a unique and wonderfully 
charitable institution, at a cost of approximately $3,000.00. Here the old and 
helpless find retuge and opportunity is given us to bring them the word of life 
and salvation. Our old Indians have fared tolerably well, much want and mis- 
ery was warded off by the liberality of our people who sent us such an abund- 
ance of used clothing for distribution among the needy, for which we are so 
exceedingly thankful. Nor must we forget to thank you for the great help 
afforded us by the sale of our Indian baskets; it furnished a little to eat for 
these suffering people. 

May the Lord further bless the labors of our hands, also at this place, for 
the eternal rescue of many heathen!

NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN IMMIGRANT MISSION 
NORWAY HOUSE 

We had 875 guests at Norway House during 1931. About three-fourths of 
these were travelers whom we met at railroad stations or piers and’ assisted 
in many ways. 

We gave free meals and sometimes free lodging to over a hundred needy 
cases. Some of these people we kept here at Norway House for quite a while 
until they got on their feet again. Helped many girls and boys to obtain jobs. 
Visited a number of people at Ellis Island and in person. Assisted in finding 
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quite a few boys and girls who had been missing from their families. Re- 
ceived and addressed or delivered several thousand pieces of mail. The re- 
ception room was always open to all Norwegians and others, where they could 
get their mail, meet their own people and make desirable acquaintances. 

Not many immigrants are coming to our shores now, but people who are 
going to or coming trom their homeland need just as much assistance. Of 
course, the depression has increased the number of needy cases, and, on the 
other hand, cut down the revenue. 

But considering that we have opportunity to do a great mission work in 
many ways and that this mission now carries itself as well as it does, I think 
that the Church will see fit to continue the work here, because when times im- 
prove, the business of Norway House will so improve, and the needy cases so 
decrease, that we will be entirely self-supporting. 

lt would not be advisable to discontinue at these times of depression. The 
‘property in this section is not selling tor anywhere near its value at present. 
‘the Norway House has a most wondertul location and will in time be much 
more valuable, so it can be sold at a good profit, should the Church ever de- 
cide to sell out here. ‘

THE WORK AMONG THE DEAF AND BLIND 


The work among the Deaf and Blind of Minnesota, etc., since our last 
report for publication, is as tollows: 

Saturday religious classes and two Sunday services every week in Faribault. 
A class was connrmed and an aggregate ot 200 deat and blind have communed 
at the Lora’s ‘lable. Young Feople’s Societies have met twice a month, and 
three tunerals have been conducted. The church is crowded every service, and 
three assistants, Mr. Lauritsen, Miss Julia Palmer and Mrs. Bjorlie, assist, and 
also substitute in my absence, to North Dakota, lfowa, etc. A large class of 
over 3U will be connrmed in May. 

In North Dakota monthly trips have been made; a class was confirmed; 
Holy Communion administered to about 35 and six services and ten cate- 
chetical instructions and lectures have been given. A class is preparing for con- 
firmation. All this work in North. Dakota has been carried on on Sundays, a 
great advantage, possible only through my able substitutes at the home-base 
in Faribault. (Cir. N. D. District Convention at Bismarck, Report). 

in South Dakota the good work of Rev. Rothnem was continued so far as 
possible this year, on Tuesdays, once every month or so. Illustrated lectures 
have teatured the work. ‘lhe authorities are very congenial and helptul. 

In Council Blutts, lowa, one Sunday every month regular Sunday School in- 
struction to about 5U, and preaching to 175 older deat ot the Protestant Young 
People’s society. A class ot seven may be connrmed this year. : 

Besides this activity in four states, covering about 2,000 miles per month, I 
have been privileged to speak about this work to many W. M. F. District Con- 
ventions, in Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and North Dakota. 

There is a great need for a larger church and for seating equipment at Fari- 
bault, where 250 by actual count crowd into the church and many have to 
stand during services.

REPORT OF BOOK MISSION FOR 1931 


In 1930 the Book Mission had an amount of 125,000 booklets printed. In 
1931 we have not been able to print more than 50,000. An edition of 5,000 
copies is printed of the following: “Little Devotional Gems,” “Luther’s Small 
Catechism,” “What Must I Do to be Saved,” “Do You Conduct Family Devo- 
tion?” “Light in the Sick Room,” “Light on the Way,” “For Little Folks,” 
“Light in the Home,’ “Divine Consolation.” Of smaller tracts and leaflets 
none have been printed this year. 
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The reason for publishing only this small amount is not that we were 


in need of more. The demand for literature has been about as usual, and the 
supply of different Booklets became exhausted. But with an account of more 


than $1,000.00 past due at our Publishing House, and nothing in the treasury, 


_ to speak of, we had to limit this year’s editions to the least possible, and conse- — 


quently we have had to answer time and again, when we were asked for litera- 
ture, “We have not what you want.” 


In 1931 we distributed approximately 79,000 booklets, 56,100 in English and . 


22,900 in Norwegian. Of tracts were distributed 82,600, mostly English. 
Many letters of thanks and testimonies of spiritual blessing received from 
the silent messengers sent out from the Book Mission, have come to us also last 
_year. We thank God for the service He has given us to do in His Kingdom 

_ this way by the printed page. 

The Book Mission is this year 20 years old. During this time we have 

published 40 different booklets. All in all, one million booklets have been 

printed and nearly the same amount distributed, including approximately 70,000 

_ copies received from Norway at the time we started this work. Of smaller 
tracts and leaflets we have printed up to this time 30 different kinds and dis- 
tributed over half a million (since 1924), ~ 

Is time and money spent for a work like this worth while? I will answer by 
referring to a statement given out by the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism. They say, “The American Tract Society is perhaps our 
most formidable opponent.” This admission ought to give us something to 
think about. 

The Book Mission is not on the budget. The work has so far been carried 
on mostly by free-will donations from congregations, societies and individuals. 
Only for postage we have in later years paid up to between two and three 
hundred dollars each year, and one year over $400.00. Besides, we have the 
printing and administrative expenses to cover. From the Boards of Home Mis- 
sion, Foreign Mission and Charities we have had some support each year. But 
now all indications point out that this help will have to cease, and the Book 
Mission will be thrown entirely upon the good will of our church members, 
pastors, congregations, Ladies’ Aids, Young People’s Societies, and individuals.

Par. 1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention assem- 

bled praises the God and Father of us all for the splendid work accomplished 
in the field of Home Missions this past year. We acknowledge with humility 
and meekness of spirit our utter dependence upon the mercy and love of our 
Father in Heaven. We invoke His continued blessing upon our labors in the 
Home Mission field. 

Par. 2. Work of Home Missions is of prime importance to the extension 
of the Kingdom of God. Attention is called to a resolution of the Church 
Council, adopted May 20, 1932: 

“The Church Council recognizes the importance of stressing this work 
(i.e, Home Missions). Perhaps in no other single activity undertaken by our 
Church are the results so apparent in the upbuilding of God’s Kingdom. We 
wish to express our fullest appreciation to the Home Mission Board for the 
zeal and interest with which the work has been carried on, and trust that it 
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may be possible to continue with as little curtailment as possible. Men are : 


available who are eager and anxious to work and we urge that every possible 
effort be made to find places for them.” 3 

Ever widening fields are open.to our ministry. Many young men have 
answered the call to serve as the ambassadors of Christ. We pray the day to 


be soon at hand when we shall under the providence of God launch out on an 


even more vigorous and aggressive Home Mission enterprise. ieee 

Par. 3. (M. & R. page 18, par. 6.) As a substitute for this resolution your 
committee moves the adoption of the following resolution: 

“The Board of Home Missions shall continue as heretofore, provided, how- 
ever, that but one general meeting of the Board shall be held each year.” 

Pate4.. (Com. Vi. pam 82D. B. -p. 9.) 

Sec. a. The committee recommends the adoption of this paragraph: “In 
view of the fact that there are congregations which undertake extensive build- 
ing operations while yet receiving aid from the Home Mission treasury, there- 
fore, be it resolved that any congregation receiving aid from the Home Mission 
treasury shail in the event of special building projects first submit specifications 
and all building data to the Home Mission Board for approval. Failure to do 
this may in the judgment of the Board cut off such tongregation from its 
budget allowance.” 

i Sec. b. The committee recommends the adoption of Par. 9 to read as fol- 
ows: 

“Resolved that the Seamen’s Mission in Galveston, Texas, and Immigrant 
Mission in Brooklyn, New York, be discontinued as soon as property can be 
disposed of, and that the Home Mission Board in conjunction with the Board 
of Trustees, be authorized to dispose of such properties as soon as advisable.” 

Sec. c. The committee recommends the adoption of this paragraph: 

“Resolved, that while the Church commends the diligent effort put forth 
by congregations who voluntarily strive to become self-supporting, it does 
hereby reassert its position that congregations receiving aid from the Home 
Mission treasury shall as a rule receive reduced appropriations of at least 10 
per cent each year.” To which the Committee would add: 

We urge that every congregation receiving Home Mission aid, recognize 
it to be a matter of prime concern that they seek to become independent of 
Home Mission support; that such moneys thus released may be used to further 
the work in other fields. 

Par. 5. (Page 84 in M. & R.) 

a) We commend the action the Board has taken relative to the Seamen’s 
and Fishermen’s Home in Ketchikan, Alaska. 

b) We rejoice in the work accomplished at Bethany Indian Mission, Wit- 
tenberg, Wisconsin. Especially do we commend the Women’s Missionary 
Federation for their loyal interest and support. We regret the necessity of 
denying admission to the 50-75 Indian children who seek admission to the Mis- 
sion. We urge that neighboring congregations insofar as possible, come to the 
assistance of this important Mission station. 

c) We commend the work being done in our Deaf and Blind Mission. 

d) We rejoice in the progress of the Eskimo Mission, and especially do we 
rejoice in the work accomplished by the Lutheran Daughters of the Reforma- 
tion at Shismaref, in completing the building there. 

Home Mission Secretary: 

e) We are happy to note that the four general evangelists of our Church 
have been carrying on a blessed ministry. 

f) We call attention to the following paragraph from the report of the 

“Tt is well that we remember that Church Extension plays a very important 
part in our Home Mission work. Many small struggling mission congregations 
would still be in the old store or hall had it not been for Church Extension.” 

gz) We welcome the formation of the Home Mission Council and recom- 
mend that our Church participate as an active member of this Council. 

h) Authority is hereby granted the Board of Home Missions in cases of 
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emergency to come to the aid of our Home Mission schools—these institutions 
being altogether essential to the progress of our Home Mission program in 
their respective territories. 

i) We rejoice in the progress made in the following institutions: Seattle 
Seamen’s Mission, the Norwegian Seamen’s Mission in East Boston, The Scan- 
dinavian Lutheran Seamen’s Mission in San Francisco, and the Seamen’s Mis- 
sion at Vancouver. We commend the pastors in charge of these respective 
institutions and pray for the blessing of the Lord upon their labors. 

j) We commend to the attention of our Church people everywhere our 
Book Mission. They are doing a great work. They merit the prayers of our 
people and the financial support of our congregations. By no means must this 
Mission suffer any setback. 

In Conclusion: We repeat, the Home Mission work of our Church is of 
prime importance. We are happy over the progress made. We commend that 
army of Home Mission pastors who are doing duty. on far-flung fields. We 
earnestly and humbly plead that our heavenly Father may use us to even

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2. Report From Board 


A. THE WORK ABROAD 
Helge Hoverstad 


“Lord, what wilt thou have me do?” Acts 9:6. 


This was the question of Saul, when he had that eventful meeting with the 
Lord Jesus Christ outside Damascus. That moment and that question mark 
the turning-point in his life. From now on Saul will take his orders, not from 
his own judgement, nor from men whose hearts and minds are not in harmony 
with the Lord and His clearly expressed will, but onlv from the Lord. Ever 
after, Saul—and later as Paul—made this the rule of his life, and because of 
this he accomplished so much. This was the secret of his success. 


This rule did not free him from meeting hardship, suffering and even mar- 
tyrdom, but it gave him at all times comfort and strength. He saw higher 
things and values that carried him through all. 

This rule of Paul is ever the right one for individuals and for churches. If 
that question is asked and followed, success is assured in spite of what may be 
in the way. If God’s will and His cause is placed first in our lives and in our 
work, we rise to a higher level. Difficulties and depressions there still may be. 
but they will not be so formidable. With first things first we shall fare well 
-and so shall the Kingdom of God entrusted to us. 


SELF-HELP 


Each mission field has its own problem peculiar to that field, but one is 
common to all—self-help. 

In recent years there has, in regard to this matter, taken place a ereat change 
in the minds of missionaries, boards of missions and foreign mission leaders. 
As never before it is now seen and admitted that self-help is something that 
should have been emphasized and brought along from the very heginning. 
Years ago some organizations saw it, started out and carried on their work 
accordingly. At that time—and later too—such were looked upon by the more 
conservative bodies as more or less off the tangent. Now the work of those 
societies have proved the wisdom of their method. The rest are now willing 














nit the advantage of that ar 
iblical and apostolic method. Le 
To be carried by the mission with little or no sacrifice on their own part, _ 
will unavoidably blunt the spiritual and social development of the native Chris- 
tian and the Church. In Christian character they will be weaklings and not 





_ much in shape to withstand storm and opposition. There may be encouraging 
individual exceptions to this, but largely the statement holds good. The church 
and the institution given them will never hold such a place in their hearts as 
the one obtained through much work and sacrifice by themselves. This is so 


with all humans. Of course the application of this policy of self-help from the 
beginning wilt vary according to the circumstances of the fields. One thing, 


_ though, should always and in all places be kept in mind: The rating of the 


natives’ ability for self-help should never be judged from the European or 


- American standard of living, but from that of the natives’ own country. From 


the former angle most natives of all foreign fields are poor—very poor. 
Whether it be here at home or out in the foreign field, there are those willing 
to be parasites, but we should not train them that way. 
Our missionaries see and understand this. They are trying their best to 
emphasize self-help, but it is very difficult where the mission for years and 
years has carried most or all of the burden. In their effort for self-help our 


_ missionaries have our sympathy and the home church must be patient. It goes 


forward, though slowly. On all our fields catastrophes of nature, like flood, 
famine and draughts have made the self-help less this last year than it other- 
wise would have been. ~— 

What the poor natives can do, when they really desire the gospel and edu- 
cation, is seen in the Androy district in Madagascar. It is encouraging to see 
what they are willing and able to do, when from the very beginning it is 
put up to them. The spiritual and moral gain and interest thus obtained can 
not be estimated. God speed the work of self-help! 

What has been said in this paragraph is in no way to reflect upon our 

_ pioneer missionaries. Faithfully they worked their day along the accepted and 
regular lines of their time, just as we all would have done had we been in their 
places. God bless our old missionaries yet living, and the memories of those 
having received their rewards! 


CHINA © 


Present Situation and Mission Work. Dr. C. C. Skinsnes, the acting su- 
perintendent, says in his report to the Conference held in Kioshan, Honan, in 
September last year: “I know it is said by many at home that it is almost 
insanity to keep missionaries in China at this time. But is it? In the midst 
of trouble God’s work is going on. We are here because He said: ‘Go!’ And 
He who said: ‘Go,’ also said: ‘Lo, I am with you alway even unto the end 
of the world.’ And He said: ‘Be thou faithful unto death!’ The kingdom of 
God is coming also in this big land of China. It comes in spite of revolutions 
and unrest. It comes in spite of all evil powers. It is our heart’s desire to 
remain at our posts, and we hope that the mission friends at home will not 
despair even when they hear of evils that try to hinder the coming of the 
kingdom of God.” 

It is true there are difficulties there. It is true our missionaries are tried. 
Sometimes they have had to flee, but like Paul, they went to another station 
and continued the work. In faith and obedience our workers are constantly 
at it. When they show such a loyalty and faithfulness, should we at home fail? 
Should we not rather support them all we possibly can in prayer and other- 
wise? Not only our workers, but all missionaries in China report that never 
were the Chinese more willing to listen to the gospel than they are now. And 
who knows those things better than those who are in China, have been there 
for years and know the situation? 


The Working Staff 


Missionaries. At this writing we have in the field 35 workers. This in- 
cludes Rev. O. Hellestad and Miss Olive Christensen who are working for and 
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_ salaried by the Lutheran Home and Agency in Hankow. At home we have 


seven, making a total of 42. This is a little better than half of the force we once 
had in that field. We need more workers to fill the places made vacant by 
sickness and old age and to man the stations. Some of our women mission- 





aries are alone at their stations. Rev. K. N. Tvedt and Rev. H. W. Bly are in © 


charge of five stations in China. It can not go on that way. It is not good 
for the work nor for the workers. Some stations stand empty and are an 


invitation to soldiers. One missionary writes: “It is depressing to see these — 


empty stations and institutions. They bring home to us the question: Are we 


failing in the task given us and shielding ourselves behind the difficulties : 


as an excuse?” 


Dr Nellie Holman came home in January 1931 on account of incipient 
tuberculosis. Since her return she has been at the Glen Lake Sanatorium. She 


is now discharged as healed, but can not return to China within two years. 


Natives. According to the latest statistics at hand (1930), 114 men and 46 
women were employed in evangelistic, and 43 men and 37 women in educational 
work. There are 7 native pastors at work. 


. The Work 


Educational. What has been possible to do under the present Chinese 
School laws and circumstances has been done. A kindergarten, 42 Lower and 
6 Higher Primaries, two Middle Schools, two Bible Schools and one Industrial 
eeook with a total of 1,514 pupils, were carried on according to statistics for 
930. 


Some native Christians under the leadership of one Miss Wang, a sister-in- 
law of Rev. Chu Hao-ran, and sponsored by the Sinyang Congregation, revived 
the Lena Dahl Middle School last fall. With great sacrifice and enthusiasm 


they started this, looking upon it as God’s call to them. “If we can not make 
it count for the Lord, we will quit,” they say. They have had great trouble in 


keeping out soldiers, but a blessed work has been done during this school year. 


The Bible School at Sinyang has given reasons for joy and praise to God. 
Fifty-four students—thirty women and twenty-four men have attended. They 
came from different districts. Besides the regular Bible course, each student 
has his practical work to do, preaching, visiting the poor, the sick, etc. A 
preparatory course was added last fall. The plan now is to divide the school, 
one for each sex. 


The Lutheran Theological Seminary at Shekow, Hupeh. In his annual 
report for 1931 the President, Prof. Sten Bugge, says: “Our own hearts have 
been full of questioning and uncertainty about the work, but when we look 
back over the past year, we can with thanksgiving and deep humility say that 
God has done all things well. The work has been going on without inter- 
ruption, difficulties and dangers have vanished and we can again in peace com- 
plete a normal school year and begin to look forward in hope to a new one 
in the service of the Church.” This school is a union institution supported by 
several Lutheran missions. The enrollment has been 46. In the spring of 
1931, three students from our mission were graduated. Last fall a preparatory 
course was opened at the Seminary. Dr. Erik Sovik represents our mission on 
the faculty. 

With thanks to God it is to be noted that during all these turbulent years, 
this school, so important to the Lutheran Missions and the future Lutheran 
Church of China, has been permitted all the time to carry on its regular work 
without interruptions. 


The registration of mission schools is yet an open question, and a matter 
for further study and investigation. 


The American, School. This, too, is a union school for children of Lutheran 
missionaries. Its location is Kikungshan, Honan. On account of the Reds 
coming into the neighborhood a year ago, the school was moved to Hankow, 
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Hupeh, where it finished that school year. The situation around Kikungshar 
being the same last fall the school was moved to Kuling, Kiangsi. where ex- 
cellent quarters were rented for a reasonable price. Of the Redcroft School. 
a British institution not in operation, two big buildings were secured. This 
was a safe place, much to the comfort and peace of parents as well as for the 
school. Rev. Palmer Anderson has since his return to China been the principal 
_ of this school. Miss Mary Nelson, a primary teacher, resigned last year, and 
Miss. Lillian Landahl was sent out to take her place until a permanent teacher 
could be secured. We hope to send one this summer. There are some over 
fifty pupils in this school. 


Medical Work. Our hospitals in Kioshan and Kwangchow are closed, main- 
ly on account of lack of medical workers. Only the Chinese-owned South 
Honan Union Hospital in Sinyang, where Dr. C. C. Skinsnes is working, is 
open and going. The statistics show that a great amount of medical and sur- 
gical work have been done. The evangelistic personal work that continually 
has been carried on in the hospital can not be tabulated in statistical columns. 
Now we have one more medical man out there, Dr. Gustav Guldseth. As 
soon as he has had his time at the language school, he will go to work in one 
of the hospitals. The plans are to. open again both our hospitals as soon as 
possible. The Kwangchow district has these latter years been a highway for 
bandits and for the Reds, so the Chinese doctor could not stay there. 


Evangelistic Work. It is becoming more and more clear that an intense 
evangelistic work, more so than ever, must be pursued. It is therefore the plan 
that the missionaries on the field be more and more released from the routine 
work of local churches and stations in order to go out and lead gospel bands 
preaching Christ. 

With encouraging results our workers have taken up this work, but they 
are so few, and also able, spirit-filled native evangelists are lacking. Efforts 
are made, though, to train workers for this purpose. Men can do their part, 
but after all, the right kind of evangelists are God-made. Let us therefore 
join our workers in praying God to thrust out that kind of laborers in His 
vineyard. Evangelistic meetings for local churches and districts are held. 
“the Lord working with them confirming the word.’ Sunday schools are urged 
in all congregations. Shorter Bible courses and Bible reading courses are held 
at strategic points on the field. The Bible School before mentioned is part 
of the evangelistic work, so also the regular work in the 118 organized con- 
gregations. God’s blessings have followed the workers. In spite of all the 
handicaps 376 were added to the church during 1930—350 by baptism. Of this 
223 were adults. For 1931 we have yet no statistics.

Rev. Bert Nelson. There was a rumor he might be released in March, but 
the bandits seem to be in the habit of changing their minds about release as 
before about terms for same. God has permitted this long captivity for a 
purpose, whatever it may be. For same reason He has kept Nelson in good 
health and spirit as revealed by his letters. He has had more liberty lately and 
been shown more consideration than before, but is a captive—and has been since 
Oct. 5, 1930. It is our hope and conviction that some day, when God’s hour 
comes, he will be set free. Let us continue to remember him in our prayers. 


Ransom. On this Superintendent Dr. Skinsnes reports: “So far, the mis- 
sion, as such, has paid no ransom. It has for good reasons keen kept as a 
private affair. Should it be known that the missions pay ransom, many might 
be tempted to capture foreigners. Furthermore should the Chinese workers 
be captured, they would also claim ransom on the same basis. No one can 
refuse individuals to pay for themselves (Miss B. Evenson having paid her 
share in full), or that friends pav for them. Anyone has the privilege to do the 
same or accept the assistance of friends.” The friends of the missionaries and 
their work should feel under obligation to reimburse our workers. 


Indemnity. Four years ago the General Convention of our Church decided 
to compensate the missionaries for the personal losses sustained in the crisis 
of 1927. A certain sum was added to the budgets of 1931 and 1932. The 
Executive Committee on the field gathered the data, acted: upon them and 
sent their finding home. The Board has carefully gone over the whole 
matter and decided on each claim. On account of the financial situation 
the Board found it necessary to reduce the claims somewhat. The claims 
of those workers living in Norwav and all other claims up to and in- 
cluding one hundred dollars were paid in full last December. Alen one-third 
of the claims exceeding one hundred dollars was paid—in all $4.23000. The 
unnaid two-thirds will be paid in two installments, when so can be done. The 
indemnity, as fixed by the Board, is by no means a full compensation for the 
losses sustained, but our missionaries are verv grateful to the Church for the 
settlement. On account of personal princinles some missionaries have not 
claimed any indemnitv. Whether sustained full or partial loss, our workers merit 
thanks for the sacrificial snirit shown. We hope our neople will bring in the 
present and next year’s budget so the balance can be paid. 


Favorable Exchange. Several thousand dollars were saved on the 1931 
budget because of favorable exchange. 


The Lutheran Board of Publication. This is a joint undertaking and reports 
to the Lutheran Church of China. But as it has received substantial support 
from our Church, and as one of our missionaries, Rev. Ingvald Daehlin, is 
the editorial secretary of this concern and has been connected with this Board 
ever since it was organized in 1920, we give this important branch of our 
mission work place in our report. Understanding the value of the printed 
word and seeing the need of it moved the founders to start the L. B. P. 
Though handicapped bv funds and other things, the work has been faithfullv 
carried on. The publications have steadily been growing in quantitv and 
quality, but the need for such work has also been growing and—tremendously 
so. Looking over the report of the L. B. P. for last year, it is a very creditable 
list of production: Books published, 10: reprints, 3; new editions, 4; books in 
the press, 8; and over a dozen manuscripts ready for the press. 

The Lutheran Church of China was organized in 1920. Ten Lutheran Mis- 
sions are the constituent bodies and its present membership is 23,704 com- 
municant members. 


; oe "MADAGASCAR 
1 a General Situation 


As this report is to cover the period since last General Coavention. we quote 
from the Superintendent’s report for 1930: “Another year has passed. It has 
brought us nearer the goal: Christ for Madagascar, Madagascar for Christ. 

has been a year during which we have experienced God’s presence with us 
and His blessings upon our work. He has “opened a door for us” throughout 
a e field. Eight hundred precious souls have been added to the congregation 
through holy baptism. There is a total increase of 1,045 souls. The native = 
ties congregation consists at present of nearly 8,000 members. - And yet, when we 

- compare this number with the total number of heathen on our field, we find that 
it is not even three per cent. Out of every hundred natives more than 97 are 
_ still heathen. A door has been opened for us. The opportunities are great.” 
atk To the joy of the workers in the field and its supporters at home the door 
- is still open for mission work. Villages and districts continue to plead for 
teachers and churches. The French authorities are friendly. There is no par- 
ticular hindrance to mission work except what is inherent to the heathen. such 
2 as idolatry, superstitions, age-old heathen customs, etc. But these walls are 

steadily getting more and more shaky and begin to fall here and there. The 
increasing contact with civilization as a French colony is also a factor to bring 
this about. This is a point to the credit of civilization, but it also has its bad 
influence and it brings problems. 

For 1931 the Superintendent says: “No great and important changes have 
pikeu place during the year. The work has been carried on regularly at 
all stations and institutions. Good roads are gradually being built. 


Draught and Famine hit our western field last year. The Ambovombe dis- 
trict, where for some years past the work has brought the greatest results, suf- 
fered the most. Thousands moved away and many died in spite of the. help 
given by the missionaries and native Christians in other districts. 








Depression. ‘The economic depression at home is felt more and more out 
on the field. The financial situation has for some time been a cause for worry 
and is increasingly growing worse. The work started can not be carried on 
without getting into debt. Self-support must be promoted in every possible 
way. We are forced to economize in every way possible, so that necessary 
wages may be paid and the regular evangelical work carried on.”—Supt. 


The Work 


At Stations. At the ten main stations and 134 outstations the regular work 
of preaching and teaching has been carried on. Every year the Superintendent 
spends much time on visitations. In 1930 all main stations and many out- 
stations—in all 37 places, were visited, and marked progress from the preceding 
year was found in all places. In 1931 visitation was held in 40 places includ- 
ing all main stations. Total attendance to visitations in 1931 was 6,558, an in- 
crease of 619 over the preceding year. Of these 3,602 were Christians, an in- 
crease of 321. There were 573 catechumens, an increase of 30. 


‘At Institutions. 


The Theological Seminary at Ivory, operated together with the Norwegian 
Mission Society, has had a good year. Dr. S. Nesdal is our member on the 
faculty, and last year we had three students there. Efforts will be made to 
send more in the future. 


The Evangelical School has been carried on as usual with 54 students. 
Rev. K. Monson is the Director. Unfortunately for our schools, the authorities 
are in the habit of drafting young students for military service. 


The Bible School in Ambovombe has had a fairly good year in spite of the 
famine. It closed the year with 29 students. A class of 9 was graduated in

December, the first class to graduate. Great hopes for the evangelization of _ 
Androy center on that school, Rev. O. P. Stavaas is directing this school. 


The Boys’ School in Manantantely, Rev. Fr. S. Hallanger, Principal, had 247- 
pupils—63 of them in the normal department. : 


The Girls’ School in Manafiafy, Miss Agnes England, Directress, had 141 
students. Efforts are made to make this school efficient in training the girls 
also for practical life. 

Realizing the importance of winning the rising generation of women for 
Christ, six homes for girls have been established at different stations, and 250 
have been taken care of. They receive instruction at the station school. 


The eight Primary Schools with 875 pupils have made nice progress. 
These boys and girls will be the future leaders of the people. These schools 
are therefore looked upon as very important and “perhaps the most encour- 
aging part of our mission.” 


In the “Garderies” 521 pupils have received instruction by 17 teachers. 


_ The “Preparatory Schools” prepare for the Evangelist and the Bible Schools. 
In the eight schools 15 teachers have instructed 107 pupils. 

_ With good results for both instructors and pupils Courses for Native Work- 
ers have been held in three circuits. These were attended by 131 men and 77 
women, ee : 


The American School is the school for the missionaries’ children. Of this 
school and the Children’s Home, the Superintendent says: “They are of much 
greater importance to our mission work, than we often realize. We are more 
fortunate than any of our sister missions on the island in regard to care and 
instruction of our children. The work at these institutions has been carried 
on as usual with a marked degree of success.” Miss Bertha Rorstad is the 
Principal of the School and Miss Celia Thompson the Matron of the Home. 

Here may also be mentioned the 134 Sunday Schools where 241 teachers 
instruct 5,956 pupils. During 1931 the addition to the church by baptism was 
617—-281 adults and 436 children, by admittance 183. Total church membership 
7,908. 


May God’s blessing continue to rest upon this important branch of our 
mission work!

The Workers 


Missionaries. At present we have in the field 26 missionaries, thirteen men 
and thirteen women. At home are six men and five womén—total 37, This 
includes Prof. P. B. Stolee, who is attending Luther Seminary, but not now on 
our payroll. Some are home on regular furlough, others on account of sick- 
ness. On account of his wife’s sickness, Rev. Wm. Trygstad could not return 
to the field last year. She passed away in February. Because so many are 
home, the field is at present undermanned. “Several places are in need of 
women workers.” 


Natives. One of the biggest problems in foreign mission fields is to get 
enough workers of the right type, able, well-trained and above all spirit- 
filled workers. As one wrote: “Such men must be God-made and they come 
in answer to prayer.” “Eighteen pastors have been in active service. Most of 
these men are fairly able and conscientious servants of God. They work in 
perfect harmony with the missionaries for the upbuilding of the Church. 
Evangelists and teachers employed number 195. “This is the largest number 
of native workers in the history of our Madagascar mission.” 


Health Conditions. It seems that sickness of some kind there will always 
be in that field. If nothing else, malaria, and that can be severe enough. Sister’ 
Ella Ness is coming home on account of this sickness. She does not seem 
able to build up again. Miss Celia Thompson had to go to Durban, Africa, 
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for surgical help last year, but is now fully restored again. Rev. David Lovaas 
and tamiuly came home last year on account of Mrs. Lovaas being sick. Rev. 
R. C. Cartford, who had been very sick tor some time, came, with his family, 
home on turiough last year. Whether these two tamilies can return to the 
work, time will tell. Miss Alta Hougen came home sick in January, 1931, 
but seems now to have built up again. ‘he rest ot those in the held are well 
and at work. Influenza visited several of the missionaries at home, and 
scarlet fever kept the Wm. ‘'rygstad tamily quarantined tor a while.

New Missionaries 


Only one new missionary, Miss Lyla Sivesind, has been sent to this field 
the last two years. Miss Anna Dolden, R. N., who was called last year and 
had accepted the call extended to her, was run over by a locomotive last sum- 
mer and severely injured. She is now about well again, but tinds that she 
cannot go. Another one is sought to take her place. Cand. theol. GN. Hal- 
vorson, son of former missionary P. C, Halvorson, has been called, has 
accepted and will leave for France later this summer. 


Forty Years Work 


It was forty years ago this summer, in 1892, that the Norwegian Mission 
Society of Norway granted to the former United Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America the southern part of Madagascar as foreign mission field. It is 
theretore our oldest mission field. The other fields have later become ours. 
Like all foreign helds this one, too, has had its troubles and tribulations, 
Sometimes the hindrances seemed overwhelming, but it only seemed so. It 
was God’s own work. He was in it and opened the doors that seemed closed. 

Forty years! Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been spent on the 
field. Much prayer and labors have been put in by the pioneers and their 
successors down to this very day. Health has been sacrificed. and. lives given. 
Many a beloved treasure has been laid to rest out there. Tears have sancti- 
fied the ground. ; 

What is gained for this? What is there to show for it all? Much can be 
seen, but the most valuable gain cannot be seen by human eyes nor valued by 
mortal minds. One can see the churches, schools and stations, the better 
homes and family life, a happier people gathered in worship in a number of 
about 8,000, but one cannot see the eternal life in saved souls, the grace of 
God that strengthens them in life and comforts them in death. One cannot see 
nor value the crown of life obtained by the many Christians who, since the 
mission was started, have died with the name of Jesus in their hearts and on 
their lips. These are things one cannot see, but they are after all, the things 
worth while. Christ said a word about the worth of a human soul, let us not 
forget that. Now, then, is the work worth while? Shall we keep it up op 
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retrench? The friends and supporters of our foreign mission work will all 
rise up and answer: No, our foreign mission work must go on both in Mada- 
gascar, China and South Africa! By the grace of God we will keep it up and 
expand rather than retrench it. By being a blessing to the fields we have been 
blessed in return. We cannot afford to lose that blessing. We cannot afford 
to retrench! 

May it so be! And may God’s blessings continue to be upon all our mis- 
sionaries in the years to come! 


Called to Rest 


The messenger of death has lately called on three of our missionary 
families. After a lingering and painful sickness, Mrs. Rev. H. M. Nesse passed 
to her reward in her home in Sinyang, Honan, China, on February 3, 1932. 
Mrs. Rev. Wm. Trygstad of the Madagascar field received her last summons 
in St. Paul, Minn., February 16th. She had been sick for a year. Both these 
women had been faithful servants of God as wives, mothers and missionaries. 
For obituaries see “Lutheran Herald” for March 8th and “Lutheraneren” 
for March 2nd. On March 27th a cablegram from Madagascar announced that 
Paul Martel, son of Rev. and Mrs. Knut Monson, had died of diphtheria. 
He was born July 1. 1930. This is the second child these parents lay to rest in 
God’s acre out in that far away island. To God we bring our thanks for what 
He gave and for the faithful service and fine examples of the workers called 
to rest. 

To the bereaved families we extend heartfelt greetings of brotherly sym- 
pathy and commend them all to the loving care of our Father in heaven 
who is closest to us, when He strikes the hardest.

SOUTH AFRICA 
By J. R. Birkelund 


There is probably no part of the world that is not more or less seriously 
affected by the present economical and financial depression. South Africa is 


no exception. = : : 
Conditions in Our Field 


We are at the time of writing waiting for the Conference Report, but 
letters from the Superintendent, Dr. Johannes Astrup, indicate that the 
general condition has become very precarious. A cessation of work in large 
business concerns have taken thousands of natives out of employment, and 
farming communities have been compelled to dispense with their large num- 
ber of native employees. To this has been added a terrible drought and a 
malarial scourge decimating the population. It is claimed by people who have 
lived there for seventy years or more, both white and black, that they have 
never experienced such drought and famine, such epidemics of malaria and 
dislocation in the general economy of the country, as during the year 1931. 

It goes without saying that the general state of the country has had seri- 
ous effect on our work. A large number of outstations are located in districts 
where both famine and disease are rampant. The Tugela Valley on both sides 
of the river where Entumeni and Untunjambili have many outstations and 
preaching places, has suffered most from malaria, large districts being almost 
depopulated and owing to absence of rain, gradually turning into dreary-look- 
ing deserts. Also in the districts of Biyela, Hlabisa and Bombo droughts have 
been so prolonged that large rivers have completely disappeared and cattle have 
shriveled up for want of water and died by thousands so that the valley is 
reeking with stench. The natives have in consequence suffered immensely and 
their children have not obtained the milk nourishment they ordinarily sub- 
sist on. ; 3 

Under all these trials the natives have displayed a wonderful patience and 
in many localities also the desperate troubles have turned their hearts to seek 
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after Almighty God. “We have therefore had greater chance of reaching 
their hearts than ever before and we should prayertully and energetically make 
use of present opportunities to draw them and their children to the fountain 
of life and unto the heavenly nourishment which endures until eternal life.” 


Personnel 


The superintendent, Dr. Johannes Astrup, has now been released from 
serving the large mission station, Untunjambili, in order to devote his time to 
supervise the work, to visit stations and outstations, to guide, advise and en- 
courage the increased number of workers. With 125 outstations and preaching 
places, eight native pastors, five theological candidates, 74 evangelists and a 
large number of parochial-and government-aided schools and teachers in addi- 
tion to the co-operative work in normal school and theological seminary, 
editing the Zulu Lutheran (Isitunywa) and other literature, he will have a 
full day’s work. The natives love and respect him and by God’s grace and 
strength, Dr. Astrup’s influence will be felt more than ever in these days of 
unrest and rising race-consciousness resulting in inter-racial conflict. 

He resides at present at Kranskop, a railway terminus, and with fairly 
good roads leading in all directions. The Conference will very likely bring 
in a recommendation in the near future as to the permanent place of residence. 

Rev. Carl Otte has succeeded Dr. Astrup as a missionary at Untunjambili 
and its many outstations and is also supervising the Evangelist School where 
nine young men now receive their training to become messengers of Christ 
among their people. Mrs. Otte, nee Lillian Young, served as mission nurse at 
Entumeni until her marriage. The dispensary work at Entumeni will be taken 
over by Miss Olga Guttormson, R. N., who is now-on her way to Africa. 

In 1931 Rev. Johannes Otte and wife, daughter of the late Rev. L. O. 
Fossum, missionary in Persia, went out, and are now located at Kranskop. 

Thus Rev. Heinrich Otte who went back to South Africa in 1897 after 
finishing his studies at Luther College, Decorah, Iowa, and Concordia Semi- 
nary at St. Louis, Mo., has two sons following in his footsteps as mission- 
aries in South Africa. Both grandfathers, Rev. C. Otte and Nils Astrup, 
devoted their life to the same cause. 

Rev. Johan Ylvisaker and wife have lately taken over the work of Biyela, 
(now known as Luwamba mission station). This is a large and promising 
field served for many years by Rey. Norgaard until he retired on account of 
old age and failing health. It is an important link in our chain of mission 
stations. 

Rey. W. O. Rindahl and wife went out in the fall of 1930. Our Church 
has for several years repeatedly been requested to furnish a teacher for the 
Lutheran Normal School. He has spent a year at Maritzburg to prepare for 
this work and is now temporarily located at Umpumulo and will undoubtedly 
be permanently stationed here very soon. 

No other changes have been made in stationing since our last report. 

Rey. H. J. S. Astrup should, however, be mentioned. He is still working 
at Eshowe in spite of his eighty years. He went out in 1884 to assist his 
brother, the late Bishop Astrup, and can look back over forty-eight years of 
pioneer mission work. The superintendent writes that “he still preaches with 
his usual vim and clearness.” 

The staff of white missionaries is now sufficient for the present, barring 
unexpected vacancies. 


Native Staff. Again we quote the superintendent: “Our eight native pas- 
tors have demonstrated a fine spirit of devotion to their high calling and 
splendid loyalty and untiring efforts in their sacred vocations. 

“Our 75 evangelists and catechists have been doing good and faithful work 
with one sad exception. Otherwise, I cannot speak too highly of the diligent 
and efficient work done by these men in a year of spiritual stress and hardship. 

“Five native candidates have completed their course of theology at Oscars- 
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berg. +These men will during the year 1932 serve in the capacity of evangel- 
ists until such time as may be considered fit for their eventual ordination.” — 
The total number of Christians is 9,073 of which 1,236 were added during © 


the biennium.

In Memoriam 


On August 17, 1931, the widow of the late bishop Nils Astrup passed to 
her eternal rest at the age of 89 years. “Bispinde Astrup,” as she was lovingly 
known by both white and black, has spent 49 years in South Africa, most of 
the time at Untunjambili where her husband was laid to rest in 1919. 

When they arrived in 1883, it was pioneer work in a country not yet at rest - 
after the fierce Zulu wars which cost thousands of lives, both black and white. 
Exposed to danger from both man and beasts, she did not flinch and the Zulus 
remarked that she was a “woman who was a man.” She was wrapped up in 
the interest of the mission to which she and her husband had devoted their 
lives, and, therefore, became a “mother in Israel” and the sympathy which her 
death evoked demonstrated the great respect and love blossoming around her 
name and her work. 

She leaves five children of which four are directly connected with our 
mission, and two grandsons in the same service. 

With Bispinde Astrup’s death the last page of the old era of our mission 
is nearing its end. May the pages of the new era become equally replete with 
the records of sincere Christian devotion and self-sacrifice in the Master’s 
service. Rearrange tah, 2 oes. 1

Monday evening, June 6th, has by the Convention Program Committee. 
been set aside for Foreign Missions. This day commemorates the 74th anni- 
versary of the first baptism in the Zulu Mission. It was a day of rejoicing 
after fourteen years’ waiting. Have we not reason to come before our God 
with thanksgiving and praise that we also have been granted a small share in 
this work? 

This year also marks the 50th anniversary of Bishop Schreuder’s death. 
In the missions which he founded or was instrumental in starting in South 
Africa, there are today more than 25,000 Christians and in Madagascar where 
he went in 1866 and again in 1868 to found a mission, the total number of 
Lutheran Christians exceeds 135,000, not including the many thousands for 
whom we have the hope that they have been transferred from the militant 
church here below to the triumphant church above. 

Soon our labors here are ended. ‘‘Let me die the death of the righteous 
and let my last end be like His.” (Num. 4:10.) 


The Home Base 
By J. R. Birkelund. 


Another biennium passes in review. On our foreign mission fields thousands 
of yellow, black and brown brothers and: sisters in our Lord raise their voices 
in praises and thanksgiving to God for the gospel message which our Church 
has been privileged to bring them. And prayers ascend daily from many a 
home that He will sustain and strengthen His Church at home and abroad in 
these days of upheaval, trials and sorrows. 
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We stand united with them in one Lord and one faith and join in thanks- 
giving to God who has helped us through difficulties that seemed unsur- 
mountable. 

We wish to thank all congregations, societies and individuals, the Women’s 
Missionary Federation, the Daughters of the Reformation and the Young 
People’s Luther League who faithfully have assisted by prayer and contribu- 
tions. And we do not wish to forget the comparatively large number who at 
this time are without means to assist financially but who daily remember the 
work before the throne of grace. 


The Board 


At the General Convention in 1930, Rev. M. O. Sumstad was elected mem- 
ber of the Board and Rev. A. M. Mannes re-elected—both for a term of six 
years. The Board organized by electing J. D. Runsvold chairman and A. M. 
Mannes recording-secretary. 

According to the Rules, two members are to be elected at this Convention— 
~ each for a term of six years. The members whose term of office now expires 
are Rev. J. J. Lee and J. D. Runsvold. 

During the biennium the Board has held eight meetings. The Executive 
Committee has also held several meetings, mainly on account of the reduced 
budget granted by the Church, necessitating a reallocation to the mission fields. 


Mission Meetings 


During the biennium five regional mission conferences have been held under 
the auspices of the Board. Most of these meetings were well attended not 
only by members of the local congregations but also by neighboring congre- 
gations and pastors. At three of these meetings from eighteen to thirty-five 
neighboring pastors were present, many of them taking part in devotion and 
discussion. 

As usual, a large number of meetings have been held on invitations from 
congregations, societies and circuits. During the late summer months and in 
the fall, it has been impossible to meet all invitations and requests. There have 
been comparatively many missionaries home from Madagascar, but several of 
these have been prevented from taking part on account of illness either per- 
sonal or in their family. Our field representatives have likewise been traveling 
almost constantly and the secretaries whenever time and conditions permitted. 
A total of 900 meetings have been booked by the Secretary’s office in thd 
biennium. 

It is, however, a misnomer to call these “foreign mission meetings” be- 
cause by far the largest number have been for the purpose of raising the 
quotas for all the activities of the Church as stated in several requests about 
as follows: “We need a foreign mission representative in order to raise our 
share of the Church budget.” We thank God for every opportunity to pre- 
sent the cause as we realize that Foreign Mission cannot exist without a living 
and an interested home church behind it, but it must also be stated that the 
home church without foreign mission would soon lose its vitality and die. 
God’s Word teaches this and history proves it. 


Reducing Our Forces 


The various boards and activities in the Church have for economic reasons 
found it necessary to reduce the number of workers. 

Reluctantly the Foreign Mission Board parts with the services of two field 
representatives, Reverends K. O. Lundeberg and Martin Norstad. 

At its meeting April 12th, the Board adopted the following resolution: 

“The Board of Foreign Missions regrets that owing to the financial siti- 
ation in general and the comparatively large deficit in the treasury of the 
Church, retrenchments and reductions in expenses have been demanded by 
the Board of Trustees of the Church, 
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And that all Boards have been urged to reduce the number of their field men. 
For these reasons alone the Board felt that it had no other choice in this 
matter but to comply with the general sentiment in the Church, and retire two 
ot its field representatives, namely the Reverends Lundeberg and Norstad. 
The Board, therefore, wishes to express to the above named brethren its 
sincere appreciation and thanks for their very able, devoted and faithful services 
for the cause of Foreign Missions, and for the fine Christian spirit and under- 
“standing in which they have received the notice of their retirement.” 


Revision of Rules for Foreign Missions 


Changed conditions on the mission fields make it desirable that the rules 
for Foreign Missions be revised again. The last revision took place in 1926. 

The Board had intended to bring this matter before this Convention but 
finds it advisable to postpone action on account of the chaotic conditions on 
the mission fields, especially in China, and the unstable situation at home. 

The Augustana Synod, the Lutheran bree Church and our Church conduct 

missions in close proximity on the various fields. During the last few years 
subcommittees from the respective boards have met from time to time to con- 
sider co-operative activities in the various fields, such as literary work, schools 
and other institutions. Rules and regulations have of late been discussed 
with the view of obtaining uniformity as far as possible, and some progress 
has been made. A report will be placed before the respective boards in the 
near future. 

For the above named reasons, the Board recommends 
a) That final consideration and action be deferred to the next General 

Convention; 

b) ‘hat the following tentative provision adopted by the Church in 1930: 
“The Board is hereby authorized to set aside annually such a sum as it 
deems necessary to meet the need of a Foictgn Missions Pension Fund, 
the sum not to exceed one per cent of all mission contributions received,” 

be extended to cover the next biennium also. 


Foreign Mission Week | 


The 25th anniversary of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement and the 125th 
anniversary of the “Haystack Prayer Meeting’ were observed last Novem- 
ber by many Protestant churches. The Mission Boards of the Augustana 
Synod, the Lutheran Free Church and our Church recommended to their re- 
spective synods that Sunday, November 15th, be observed as a Foreign Mis- 
sion Sunday in commemoration of these events. 

At a joint meeting with representatives of the Boards of the Augustana 
Synod, the Lutheran free Church and our Church, it was decided to recom- 
mend the respective Church Bodies to authorize a Foreign Missions week 
each year instead of a single Sunday, this week to begin with or include the 
First Advent Sunday. The Board recommends that all services during this 
week, including Sunday Schools, Young People’s Societies and Ladies’ Aids, 
be devoted to Foreign Missions. 


Future Status of Foreign Missions 


The Board has adopted the following resolution: 
“Whereas, the Board of Foreign Missions was instructed by the 1930 Con- 
i he Church as follows: : 
atc tj eoen Foreign Missions holds a place in the hearts of our Church 
constituency that may be termed all its own; 
“And Whereas, there has been an insistent demand from many mission- 
aries and Board members that this branch of our work be removed from 
the General Budget; = 
“BE IT RESOLVED, That such a proposition be carefully considered 
by the Foreign Mission Board and definite action be taken to adopt or 
silence such a plan at the General Convention in 1932.” 
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And Whereas, the economical conditions both in the Church and in the 
___world are in a state of upheaval, the Board finds after due consideration that it 
_-—-would be extremely unwise at this time to propose a definite plan for the future 
_ status of Foreign Missions in the Church; 
Ke Be it, therefore, RESOLVED that the Board of Foreign Missions together 
y with the Finance Committee of the Church take up the question for further 
consideration and present a final report to the General Convention in 1934,” 


n. : The Budget ' 


It is always a difficult task to draw up a budget for countries so far dis- 
tant and for more than two years in advance. It was a task doubly difficult ~ 
this year in view of decreased income and problematic future, and it became 
evident that serious steps would have to be taken to bring the expenditures 
down to the level of anticipated income. ; 


The Board has adopted the following resolution: > 


“The Board of Foreign Missions recognizes that the economic condition 

_ in our Church makes necessary a much reduced general budget, and is making 

every effort to come within the approximate range of its portion. After making 

every reduction possible in every field, the Board finds that $250,000.00 is the 

lowest possible limit it can propose with which to continue the work the . 

Church has accepted as its part of the great work of bringing the Gospel 
to our benighted brethren among the Gentiles.” 

In order to accomplish such a reduction the Board is obliged “to recom- 
mend to the Church that the basic salary of the missionaries on the three fields 
be reduced ten per cent, beginning October 1, 1932, to be in effect for the next 
biennium or as much of that time as the Board finds necessary.” 

Much could be said about the reduced budget, a total reduction in a few 
years of thirty-five per cent. Not a single new missionary provided for during 
the next biennium. Not even vacancies can be filled. We have special reference 
to China. Here our forces are absolutely inadequate to cover the field, where, 
in spite of opposition, hearts are open for the Gospel as never before. 

We wish to lay the needs of our Foreign Missions close to the heart of 
every one whose eyes have seen the salvation of the Lord, which He has pre- 
pared before the face of all people, a light to lighten the Gentiles (Luke 2:30- 
O2)z 

The budget has no voice with which to speak for itself. It is an im- 
personal, inert plan, having life only as life is imparted to it and spiritual 
dynamic only as this is injected into it, but the voice of our ascended Lord 
and Master, Jesus Christ, rings out as clearly and definitely today as it did 
to His disciples nineteen hundred years ago: “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature.” Only in so far as we as a Church and 
individual members obey this command, shall we have a right to lay claim 
to His promise: “Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.”

CHINA 


a. The N. L. C. A. in convention assembled, thanks Almighty God, who 
until today has held his protecting hand over the lives of our missionaries on 


the field in China. In the face of war and bandits he has given them faith 


and courage to continue on the field. 


b. The present Situation and Mission Work. 

Dre Skinsnes, acting Superintendent reports, “The Kingdom of God 
is come also in this big land OfeChinaseekt comes in spite of revolution and 
unrest. It comes in spite of all evil powers.” 

There are difficulties on the field, but never were the Chineres more willing 
to listen to the Gospel. This is especially true among the educated classes. 
China’s time has come. 

It is therefore with deep regret the convention realizes: 

1. That some of the mission stations stand empty. < 

2. That two of the missionaries are in charge of five stations. 

3. That some of our women missionaries are alone at their stations. 

4. That our two hospitals are closed. 

Again and again the plea comes for more workers. Many consecrated and 
well-prepared young men and women are eager to go, but we cannot send'them. 
The treasury is empty. 


The convention earnestly enjoins upon the congregations to unite in prayer — 


and lay this situation before the throne of God. 

Behold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it cannot save; neither his 
ear heavy, that it cannot hear. Is. 59:1, and we urge upon the pastors to plead 
for annual personal contributions to Foreign Missions. 


c. The convention notes with thanks to God, that while most of the schools 
which were conducted by other mission societies are closed. 

1. The Union Lutheran Theological Seminary at Shekow has been per- 
mitted all the time to carry on its regular work without interruption. 

2. And that the Lena Dahl Middle School for girls was reopened last 
fall under the leadership of Miss Wang, a native Christian from 
our mission who regained the school from the soldiers. More than 
200 girls were in attendance during this. school year. : 

3. A number of Primary Schools are maintained by native Christians, 
entirely supported by them. 


d. Self-help. The convention noted with gratitude, that the native churches 
on all the three mission fields are making progress in helping themselves. 
Self-support is stressed on all the fields. © 

e. In behalf of Rev. Bert Nelson who has been help captive about 20 
months, we can only look to God and say, “Father, all things are possible 
unto Thee” (Mk. 14:36). Use him according to Thy good purpose. May he 
even in captivity win souls for Thee in the name of Jesus. May Rev. Nelson 
experience the comfort of Thy promise, “Lo, I am with you always” (Matt. 
28:20). 

We commend Nelson to the earnest prayer of the Christians. 

f. The convention recognizes with gratitude the willingness of our people 
to reimburse the missionaries who personally paid out money for ransom. 
There is still opportunity to give to this cause, as all have not yet been fully 
reimbursed. ; 

g. Indemnity. The personal losses sustained by our missionaries in the 
crisis in 1927 have not yet all been compensated. Inasmuch as it has been 
decided to an earlier convention to compensate these losses; therefore this 
convention urges the congregations to contribute to this worthy cause.

a. Forty years ago this summer, in 1892, the Norwegian Mission spe

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in convention. assemble 
thanks our heavenly Father for what He thus gave us in this Mission field.

Many prayers have hallowed this ground. Many gave their all to Him in this 
work. Today there stands a native church of nearly 8,000 souls. But 
the souls in glory from this field we cannot see, nor can we measure all the 
blessings and peace which the natives did receive thru the gospel during these 
forty years.

2. Report from the Board of Charities 


The board of Charities respectfully submits the following report for 1931 
to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


The year 1931 has been a splendid year in many respects. For some years 
we have been, so to speak, up in the air, and 1931 has contributed to bring us 
all closer to the ground, where we should be while sojourning here on earth. 
It has brought us to ourselves and made us take stock of ourselves. and our 
relationship to God and each other. It has shown us our utter helplessness and 
dependence on God and brought us upon our knees in humble submission to 
Him and His ways with us. The year has been fruitful in a richer prayer life 
and a firmer faith in God’s loving and bounteous provision for us, for all of 
which we thank Him. 


Children’s Homes 


Our Children’s Homes have had under their care 54 children less than the 
previous year which is largely due to the destruction of the Wild Rice Home 
by fire March 18th, and to the greater care exercised in the matter of intake of 
children. 


We are. glad and thankful that there were no deaths at the seven regular 
children’s homes and only one child died at the Receiving Home in Chicago. 
There were 14 more full orphans and 15 more half orphans, 


Aside from epidemics of children’s diseases the health condition at the 
homes has been very good. 


The Beloit and Bethesda homes had almost a complete crop failure of small 
grain which made the feed situation a serious matter for them. 


Beloit Children’s Home has just completed its new 50 capacity dairy barn at 
a cost of $12,136.84 which is $136.84 above the estimate. This barn is a great 
relief to the home. Contented cows mean so much in their productivity. A 
larger income in the milk flow was experienced shortly after the cows were 
moved into the new barn. 


The Thore Gunderson chapel was destroyed by fire on the afternoon of 
Baster Day, March 22nd. The walls however are intact which greatly facilitates 
rebuilding. 

Two Beloit children have distinguished themselves recently, William Thomp- 
son (17) an A-B student at the Minnesota University Farm School was given 
1st place in a cattle judging contest and Gladys Jensen (18) a Senior at 
Augustana College was awarded ist place in the annual declamatory contest 
of our secondary schools. 


Homme Children’s Home, Wittenberg, Wis., has secured Mr. Ernest Stolen, 
a senior at Luther Seminary, and his wife to succeed Rev. and Mrs. A. J. Wang 
as superintendent and general matron. They expect to take up the work July 
1st. In the meantime Rev. and Mrs. Wang will stay on until that time. Mr. 
Stolen expects to be ordained at the biennial convention of the church. 


Wild Rice Children’s Home. As was reported to the district meetings last 
year the main building of this home was destroyed by fire March 18th, 1931. 
In spite of the fact that the fire occurred at 11 o’clock at night all the children 
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were saved. There were 67 children in the home at the time of the fire. They 
were placed in the Lake Park and Beloit homes and some with private guard- 
ians and friends. 31 have been placed out so that at the present time there are 
only 36 children remaining at the homes. Wild Rice is paying the other homes 
for their care at the rate of $12.50 to $15.00 per month per child. 

A joint committee from the Board of Trustees and the Board of Charities 
will submit a report with suggestions relative to the matter of rebuilding Wild 
Rice Children’s Home, 

The Case Work of the Central office in connection with the children’s homes 
has developed to such an extent that the engagement of another Field Worker 
was necessitated. This work is done by trained investigators which makes for 
thorough work. All available information on each case is gathered and sub- 
mitted to the Superintendents and Boards of the homes, which helps them to 
act intelligently on applications and at the same time protects the church from 
being imposed upon by selfish and unscrupulous persons, Much time is saved 
for the superintendents which they may use in fathering the children. See 
tabulation of this work on another page. 


Home Finding Work in North Dakota 


According to the new Children’s Code of North Dakota, the Lutheran Home 
Finding Society has lost its identity as a home finding agency because it con- 
ducts a maternity home, namely, the North Dakota House of Merey. Therefore 
the Board of Charities has applied for a license to place children in North 
Dakota and hopes to receive this license in the near future, 


Sunset Homes 


The Aase Haugen Sunset Home, Decorah, Iowa, has secured Deaconess 
Marie Wicks as general matron. She had this position for several years and 
was called away. The home is to be congratulated on having her back at her 
old place. 


The Norwegian Lutheran Deaconess Home, Brooklyn, N. Y. Sister Lena 
Brechlin’s 25th anniversary as a deaconess was celebrated on Saturday, Nov. 
7th, 1931. His Majesty the King of Norway conferred on her a service medal 
of gold. Mrs, Herbert Hoover sent her congratulations and the Norwegian 
Lutheran Deaconess Association made her an honorary life member, 

Colorado Springs, Colo. Rev. I. A. Lavik has moved away from Colorado 
Springs and Rev. H. Johnson, Mankato, Minn., has accepted the call and will 
take up the mission work for T. B. patients that Rev, I. A. Lavik has devel- 
oped so extensively. 


Custer T. B. Mission. Rev. O. G. Malmin has moved away from Rapid 
City. Mr. R. C. Reinholtzen, a senior at Luther Seminary, will succeed him and 
will continue the work at Sanator State Hospital for T. B. patients near Custer. 


The Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital, Chicago, Ml. 


The Deaconess Home. Last year we reported that only two floors of the 
new building for the Deaconess Home and training school would be completed 
unless sufficient funds came in from unpaid pledges to finance further work on 
the building, being that the pledges were not paid no further work was done 
on the building. 

The two finished floors have been occupied since they were finished and fur- 
nished. It was a great relief for the sisters to move into their own home, after 
waiting for it for so many years. Seventeen Deaconesses and three deaconess 
students and thirty-nine students of the Hospital training school for nurses are 
at present occupying the building. The other students live in the hospital and 
the Oakley Building annex. The advantages and blessings of having a large 
percentage of the students gathered under one roof is very apparent, 

The new home is very appropriately furnished by Mr. Martin Hanson who 





will furnish the whole building as a memorial to Dr. BE. E. Henderson, gee 
was his brother-in-law. ‘ 

It goes without saying that lie other 3 floors of this building should be 
completed just as soon as possible. As it stands it is just so much dead matter 
that is very much needed for the home and training purposes, 


The Training School has been functioning during the 1931-32 school year on 
an adequate curriculum for deaconess and other Christian social service stu- 
dents by a faculty of 7 teachers. 

i In the absence of a rector the Sunday services have been conducted by 
- local pastors. 

Sisters Caroline Williams and Ovidea Olson were on the sick list the greater 
part of the year, but are restored to their former good health. Sister Clara 
Fremming has charge of the new home. 

The Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital celebrated its 35th anniversary 
May 4th. In connection with this celebration one Deaconess was consecrated 
and two pupils were invested as probationary sisters. 


Our Bequests 

As we figure up the number of bequests received during the year, and the 
amount of money they represent, our thoughts are associated with the departure 
of the testators and our hearts are filled wiih sympathy and compassion for 
their dear ones, who mourn their loss. We feel for them and wish that we 
could have been present to speak a word of consolation and cheer to them and 
tell them that the guest that visited and beclouded their home was swallowed 
up in victory and together with them thank God who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

We hope that they all experience the fruits of this victory in their lives. 

We also try to follow the bequests to their destinations. We seem to see the 
- happy smiles of the superintendents of thé Children’s Homes, Sunset Homes and 
other institutions, as they open the letters and unfold the checks. We see the 
grateful expression on their faces as they contemplate what they mean, now 
they can get this or that, that they have needed so long. Some repairs or 
improvements of the buildings, some dental bill for the children or a grocery 
bill past due or providing confirmation clothes for the children, or the purchase 
of a radio for the dear old folks of the home. We wish that the testators could 
have lived to enjoy it all. Some of the bequests are set aside as endowment 
funds, whose yearly earnings will be used for the benefit of the children or the 
aged in the homes designated by the testator. There is a great deal of pleasure 
in meditating on all the relief, happiness and gratitude that all these bequests 
occasion. 

As many of the bequests are for small sums it is reasonable to conclude that 
the testators were people of moderate means and no doubt had relations who 
could have made good use of the funds; but in spite of this these dear people 
wanted to remember the church and its work in their last will and testament. 
Last year we received 40 bequests amounting to the sum of $33,223.29 which is 
22 bequests and $21,039.09 less than we received in 1930. One bequest was for 
the sum of between six and seven thousand dollars. Two for over 4,000.00. 
Two over $2,000.00. Three over $1,000.00. Three over $900.00. Two over 
$700.00. Three for $500.00. Four for $200.00 and over. Hight for $100.00 or 
more. Hleven for $50.00 or more, and one for less than $50.00. 

Blessed be their memory. 


Our Budget 


Last year we said that funds had come in to such an extent that we could 
reduce the deficit from 1927 to some extent and that we hoped to reduce the 
balance of the deficit from year to year. It has been our ambition to keep the 
Department of Charities out of debt. To care for the dependent children and 
destitute old people of the church on borrowed funds is very discouraging to 
say the least. It was therefore a great disappointment to read in the Treasurer’s 
Report as of Dee. 31, 1931, that the Department of Charities was short $27,378.- 
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99. However, contributions kept coming in to the extent that on February 25th 
the above shortage was considerably reduced. On that date the General Fund 
in the amount of $38,089.71 was distributed. Of this sum the Department of 
Charities was given $1,000.00 which together with some more contributions 
reduced the shortage of 1931 to $14,487.87. 

Between 20 and 25 per cent of our Church population was more or less in 
distress owing to the protracted draught so that little or nothing could be ex- 
pected from them for the church, but it was hoped that our Church people 
would have heeded the following admonition of the Lord “Bear ye one another’s | 
burden and so fulfil the law of Christ.” It was hoped that when our Church. 
members who were favored with employment or crops learned about the des- 
titute condition in the draught stricken districts they would increase their con- 
tributions so as to make up for what their less favored brothers and sisters 
were unable to do. : 

This hope, however, was rather a disappointment in a great many instances, 
and the result is the deficit. Those of our Church people who were left with 
bare fields or without employment can not be blamed for the deficit. 


Our Deficit 


According to resolutions of the church the interest for our deficit must 
be added to our budget for 1932. Let us all have this in mind when we sub- 
scribe to the budget of the church. It can only be liquidated if our people 
contribute their usual amount plus something to be applied on the interest for 
last year. Let us by all means take care of our own dependent, aged, children 
and other work of mercy. It is our work, not only to have but to do. Let us 
not place the Department of Charities in the embarrassing situation that the 
church must carry some indebtedness chargeable te-the Department of Charities. 


Congregations not Contributing to the Work of Mercy 


In 1928 there were 309 congregations that contributed nothing to charities. 
In 1929 there were 275. In 1930 the number had reached 327 and in 1931 there 
were 474 congregations that contributed nothing to the church’s great work of 
mercy. Even if the congregations feel that they are not in position to do any- 
thing for charities, it seems that there might be individuals in the congrega- 
tions that could do something. Pray that the church may have what it needs 
to do God’s work. 


Charities 


The Board of Charities, The Department of Charities, Institutions of Charity. 
These expressions look nice and read fine but there is something still finer that 
must be added to complete a fine picture, and that is A Church of Charities. 
Unless the church is charitable the Department of Charities, Board of Charities, 
and Institutions of Charity becomes a misnomer. 

The Church has established her institutions of charity and elected a board 
to have supervision of the institutions. The church has also adopted governing 
rules for the institutions and activities of its department of charities, and 
expects full annual reports about the work: of its department of charities, which 
is as it should be. 

The original purpose of the church in establishing its Children’s Homes 
and Sunset Homes was to care for the aged, destitute people and tor orphaned, 
abandoned, neglected and otherwise dependent children. That was the purpose, 
and for that purpose the people of the church contributed towards the establish- 
ment of the homes, and that is the reason -why the people of our church year 
by year contribute to the budget for the Department of Charities. 

Reducing the budget, therefore, year by year simply means reducing the 
charity capacity of the institutions. We cannot do charity work without funds 
for that purpose; but some people seem to be under the impression that they 
can reduce the budget and still do a full measure of charity service. Indeed 
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some people are very intent on the reduction of the budget and at the same 
time criticise the institutions for not doing more charity work. 

If the charity budget is to be reduced year by year there will in all prob- 
ability be fewer and fewer charity cases admitted to our Children’s Homes and 
Sunset Homes. The local boards together with the superintendents of the homes 
may be forced to admit paying cases and close their doors to the poor cases in 
order to procure funds for the maintenance of the homes and thus the purpose, 
for which the homes were established, may be frustrated. 

Our Savior conducted a very extensive charity program, and He admonishes 
the church, His body, to follow .the example He gave it. Let us therefore 
provide 2 budget for the Department of Charities large enough so that our 
institutions meav continue to be real charity institutions, 


Recommendations 


The Board of Trustees of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital, 
Chicago, petitions the church to set aside a special Sunday, preferably Septua- 
gesima Sunday, each year for presenting the Deaconess cause and for its special 
prayer for it. 

Realizing the importance of instructing our church people.on the subject of 
the Deaconess cause and interesting our young women in taking up the work, 
the Board of Charities recommends that the church grant the petition of the 
Board of Trustees of the Deaconess Home and Hospital. 

The Board of Charities recommends that the following resolution be adopted 
by the Church: 

“The condition of the times and the resources of the Ghurch make it impera- 
tive for the Church to adjust its work so as to continue its full share of the 
service with the least possible expense, even to the extent of temporarily merg- 
ing institutions or activities. The Church, therefore, requests its Board of 
Charities to take a survey of its work with a view of temporarily closing 
one or more of its institutions and placing the inmates in the other in- 
Stitutions. If the Board of Charities, in conjunction with the Board of Trustees, 
finds that such merging of institutions can be effected without injuring the 
Service, the N. L. ©. A. hereby authorizes and empowers its Board of Charities 
to effect such mergers, so that the expenditures be kept within the amounts re- 
ceived.” 


Wild Rice Children’s Home 


Together with the Board of Trustees the Board of Charities recommends 
that

Nursery 3, Juvenile Court-Home Finding 2, City Mission 1, Parish work 2, 
College Nurse 1, China 5, Madagascar 4, On furlough 5, Retired 1.

The Outside, Family Welfare Work of the Deaconess Home and Hospital is 
conducted by Sister Flora Moe.

The Industrial Department, 1833 No. Washtenau Ave., conducts a weekly 
women’s meeting with an enrollment of 55. A girls Sewing Circle, ages 5 to 
15 with an enrollment of 146. 11 nationalities, 12 assistant teachers. A Boy’s 
Club, ages 5 to 15 years. Enrollment 81, 10 nationalities. Assistant teachers 
7. Special afternoon and evening classes for women, boys and girls, also a 
manual training department for boys. Their work is largely supported by 
voluntary contributions in cash and kind. 


Lutheran Deaconess Hospital, 1138 No. Leavitt Street, ministered to 4,939 
patients of which 4,822 were admitted during the year. There were 4,499 pay- 
ing patients, 183 part paying and 190 free patients. There were 207 deaths. 
There was 566 medical patients, 2,911 surgical, and 694 confinements. Of the 
42,036 nursing days, 2,215 were part charity, 2,489 free and 37,382 paying. 


The Lutheran Deaconess Hospital School of Nursing had a total enrollment 
of 47 students of which 18 were admitted during the year.

The Social Welfare Department rendered service to approximately 25,000 
persons, at a cost of $60,000.00 which was furnished by different organizations 
and individuals.

1. Family Welfare Service consists in finding cheaper quarters for smaller 
families and equip them with re-conditioned furniture, payment of rent to save 
eviction to the amount of $9,106.50. 6,646 pieces of clothing and 905 pairs of 
shoes distributed.

have been innumerable and His mercies unmerited. 


The treasurer’s report shows that contributions and bequests total 
$1,103,660.18. This is a manifestation of God’s grace through the people of 
our Church and an evidence of love for His cause. Hardships have been 
endured and difficulties have been encountered, yet Christian willingness has 
prevailed. This the Board recognizes with gratefulness and extends to our 
people sincere thanks. :

According to resolution adopted by the Church (See Annual Report 1928, 
page 335) deficits incurred subsequent to the year 1927 were to be included 
in the budgets of the respective boards, 

The Board of Trustees is recommending $875,000.00 budgets for the years 
1933 and 1934. After carefully studying the needs of -the four activities, the 
Board came to the conlusion that only interest on the present accrued deficit 
could be taken out of the working budgets of the four departments, and recom- 
mends that the Church take definite action to raise the budget deficit as soon 
as possible. 

If reductions should be made in the principal sum of the accrued deficit 
and such an amount be deducted from the budget as recommended, it would 
in the judgment of the Board seriously cripple the work of the Church. 


Legacies and Bequests 


The names of those who kindly remembered the Lord’s work, whose bequests 
and legacies were received during the year, appear in the treasurer’s report, 
the total amount of which is $80,486.37. 

These will serve as beautiful memorials and are evidences of love for the 
Cause of Him who died for us and gave us our Christian hope—hope of eternal 
life.

our Treasurer full time to take care of the treasurer’s duties which was 
extremely necessary. The District Presidents kindly volunteered to take over 
the outside work together with Dr. Bergsaker and in that way save further 
expense to the Church. 


Resignation of Judge A. Grindeland 


The attention of the Church is called to the fact that owing to illness, the 
Hon. Judge A. Grindeland, under date of March 30, 1932, resigned as a member 
of the Board of Trustees. The Church will undoubtedly want to formulate 
a resolution in recognition of the long and faithful service he has rendered 
the Church. ;

FINANCE 


To The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


“The Lord said unto Moses, Wherefore criest thou unto Me? Speak unto 
the children of Israel that they go forward. But lift thou up thy rod and 
Stretch out thy hand over the sea and divide it; and the children of Israel shall 
go on dry ground ‘through the midst of the sea.” Ex, 14:15-16. This was a 
soul-stirring charge from the Lord when the people, departing from Egypt had 
reached the ked Sea: “Command the children of Israel to go forward.” 
Pharaoh and his hosts were in hot pursuit, and in front of them stretched the 
waters of the sea. Hemmed in on.all sides, in the face of insurmountable 
obstacles, it looked absolutely impossible. But the Lord found a way. 


To every pastor of our Church, to every leader of the Lord’s hosts, to every 
member of the organizations, to every Sunday school superintendent and Sun- 
day school teacher, to every church official and church member, to every child 
of God comes the divine charge: “Speak unto the people of God that they 
go forward.” In His revealed Word of truth and in His providence, in the 
current events of our restless and enterprising age, the Lord is indicating that 
this is His holy will and giving emphasis to the command addressed to the 
Church of the living God: “Go forward.” 


But how can we? Would it not be more timely to emphasize retrenchment 
in times like thesa? Perhaps so, but God’s order is to advanee. Where shall 
we get the means, and how can we do more work? “Lift up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea and divide it, and the children of Israel 
shall go on dry ground through the midst of the sea.” It looked impossible for 
Israel, but the Lord found a way. He never makes a requirement without 
furnishing the necessary resources. Whenever He gives His people a task to 
do, He supplies both the means and the strength to do it. It only remains 
for them to ‘‘trust and obey.” 


When the work given us to do fails, we must conclude that there is some- 
thing wrong with our faith and with our obedience. This is the time for faith. 
It means PRAYHR, MONEY, TIME, THOUGHT. It will necessitate ‘sacrificial’ 
giving of the most pronounced kind, if we are to avoid loss and retreat in our 
Chureh work. It was Christ who, when Jerusalem meant torture and a cross, 
steadfastly set His face to go to Jerusalem. 


1931 was in many ways a trying year. It is so easy to find many excuses 
for doing less for the Kingdom of God in the present valley of depression, but 
the Church has reason to express sincere gratitude to God who has given our 
people grace to contribute to His work in face of difficult conditions the fol- 
lowing amounts, besides what has been sent directly to different institutions:

The question now will be what can we do in the future, and what will be 
the result of this 1932? The joint meeting of the Board of Trustees and the 
Church Council, the Budget Bureau and the Budget Committee recommend for 
the biennium 1933-1934, $875,000.00 to be voted by this Convention. How will 
we be able to meet our obligations to the Schools, the Home and Foreign Mis- 
sions, and institutions of Charity for this and the coming two years? Just a 
few suggestions and recommendations. In the first place we will have to deny 
ourselves, sacrifice, pray, give and work as never before. Then it is of vital 
importance to begin early in the year. One reason why so many of the con- 
gregations fall down in this work is often this that little or nothing is done 
until late in the fall, sometimes even after January 1st, and then time is short 
and the problems so numerous that they are not able to do much. If the 
contributions could be made in twelve monthly installments or at least quarter- 
ly, it would make it so much easy for our people, and it would mean a much 
greater service to the Lord. It would also save thousands of dollars in in- 
terest annually. Why not start from the beginning of the year? If we do, the 
aggregate amount that we would be able to contribute for the year would be 
larger, and it would be possible to gather the entire budget. It is recommended 
that mission conferences and mission festivals be held not only in the fall, but 
through the spring and summer months as well, and also that large circuit 
rallies be held occasionally, where the work of the Church is the main theme. 
These have always been of great value for the Kingdom of God both spiritually 
and financially. 

It will always be of great help and inspiration to emphasize that the work 
of the Church is the work of the Lord. It is His business and His will. The 
word budget does not seem to inspire many people, and after all these years of 
explanation, we still have some who do not understand. Why not adopt an- 
other name more in keeping with Churchly usage? Why not use the word 
Benevolences or Church Missions? Many people seem to have some peculiar 
ideas about the budget, and it is not very attractive in some places. Apparent- 
ly they have a feeling that it is some kind of a demand and taxation coming 
from’ the officials of the Church and that the Lord has not much to do with 
it. Therefore we hear a great deal of unwillingness, and they often give 
grudgingly. But this is not true, and everyone should know that the budget is 
voted by the delegates and the pastors at the biennial conventions. Yet it 
will be of tremendous importance to emphasize constantly that the work of the 
Chureh is the work of the Lord. The authority for this work is He who 
said: ‘All power is given unto me in heaven and on earth. Go ye and make 
disciples of all the nations.” Let us forget all about this per confirmed mem- 
ber and appeal to the sense of obligation and responsibility of our people. It 
is certain that if it were stressed more throughout the entire Church that this 
is the Lord’s work, His will and His business, the people would reason more 
willingly and cheerfully. 

The purpose of the work of the Church should be definitely pointed out. 
We live in a busy time, and it is a restless age. ‘We are careful and troubled 
about many things,” and often we lose sight of the true aim and purpose. The 
purpose? It is a two-fold: the salvation of the sinner and the sanctification of 
the child of God, to bring people out of the Kingdom of darkness and sin into 
the Kingdom of light and life where faith cometh by hearing and hearing by 
the Word of God. The aim of our work is the manifestation of Christ, the 
unfolding of His nature, the demonstration of His power, the revelation of His 
glory. This is also the purpose of the budget—indeed a noble and a holy 
purpose that ought to inspire us all with determination and will power to 
consecrated action for this cause. 

We are stewards. Stewardship is emphasized strongly in the Bible. To 
have is to owe and not to own. Everything a person possesses has been en- 
trusted to him. God is the owner. Jesus made this very clear when He spoke 
the Parable of the Talents. Our people should recognize this truth more 
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clearly. Therefore, Stewardship should have a larger place in our preaching 
and in our teaching from the Sunday school to the Theological Seminary. 
This is needed. When the people reailze that they are stewards and not owners, 
they will give more willingly of their time and money to the Kingdom of God. 

It should constantly be made clear that this work is essential, It is abso- 
lutely necessary for the very life of the Church. Our Church must be an 
expanding Church, or it will be a dying Church. A congregation that is not a 
missionary congregation will soon be a missing congregation, because it does 
not fit into the program of God. Christianity is universal. It accepts no 
bounds. The Christians who opposed the spread of their own religion, like the 
people who opposed Columbus, were always in the long run shamed into silence. 
For Christianity simply cannot be stopped. It flows around and over all bar- 
riers set up by the meagerness of men’s faith, and the reason is that the enter- 
prise is God’s idea and not ours. He will not let us rest. In Christ He gave 
men something that dies unless it is given away. It is a religion for all 
mankind. It must be given away. 

But what are we going to do about it? For our business as Christians is 
not only to’ understand the purpose of God and the work of the Church, but 
also to have a share in them. The health and vigor of our own Christian 
lives and the health and vigor of the Church in every activity are alike depend- 
ent upon our active participation. The congregation is not merely a Home 
Base in miniature: it is the whole Church in miniature. People are asking 
what is the Church doing? Why all this work, all these institutions and mis- 
sions? Everything that the Church is doing on a national and world-wide 
seale, the congregation ought to be doing within its own field. And that means 
that every congregation in the missionary Church of a missionary God must 
be a missionary congregation. Accustomed to expansion and extension in the 
service of Jesus that claims everything, it will want to be represented on every 
front both in preaching and in teaching to which His leadership has called His 
Church. This is not something we can do or leave undone as we may please. 
It is a life condition. Our Church must be an expanding church. If this was 
more clearly understood, our people would be more ready to work and to give. 

Information is of vital importance. In order to fulfill the purpose of the 
Church, a program of education is necessary. It is a fact of human nature 
that we are interested to support only those causes that we know something 
about. The lack of interest and support is due far more to the general ignor- 
ance of the four activities and what they stand for than to deliberate and well- 
considered opposition. Information is necessary. Let us never tire of in- 
forming our people what our Church is doing. Christ emphasized education. 
“Lift up your eyes and look on the fields; for they are white already to 
harvest.” We have so maby opportunities in our Church and Sunday school 
papers and otherwise, from the pulpit and in the class room. Let us make use 
of these opportunities. It has always been the aim of the Finance Committee 
to spread knowledge and information. ‘My Church and Its Work” is the last 
booklet just. off the press, and it contains much information. May it get into 
every household of our Church to be studied carefully. If our people could get 
some of the vision of Christ, what an interest it would create. But if education 
is to touch the deeper levels of heart and conscience, it must be stimulated 
and developed through prayer. Prayer is a wonderful force. There is no call 
which involves more unwithholding consecration than a life of intercession. 
There is no service which demands so much of a man, which digs so deep into 
his life as that of prayer. 

It should be remembered that the congregation is the Home Base and that 
the pastor is the leader in enlisting the members in this work. A careful 
observation in all Lutheran Synods has revealed that as the pastor is in his 
leadership so will the response be in the congregation under normal circum- 
stances. Therefore, our success depends so much upon the pastor and the con- 
gregation. They hold the key to the situation to a great extent. But in addi- 
tion to this the Circuit Unit must be emphasized. The large part the circuit 
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ee its officers must play in this work needs to be stressed more than ever ee 
oe before. They have a real program here and a great responsibility. In addi- 
tion, the untiring efforts of the District President, the District Financial Sec- 
retary, and the rest of the District officers are essential for this supreme cause. 
Me Every Congregation should have a separate mission treasurer and a separate 
c Mission Board whose duty it wovlld be in a special way to cultivate interest in 
and concern about the institutions and missions of the Church. Another reason ' 
for having a separate mission treasurer is this that contributions made for the 
four activities would be sent to the synodical treasurer when received. This 
is often neglected. It has happened that money given to the general Church 
body has been diverted into the local expense account, and offerings lifted for 
the budget of the Church the early part of the year have not been remitted 
before the close of the year. The Church is the loser, as it means an additional 
sum paid out in interest and thousands have been lost in this way to the 
Church these last years because of so many bank closings. This could be 
avoided, if every congregation had a separate mission treasurer whose duty 
it is to handle the contributions for the general Church body. 


The Every Member Canvass 


The Church has recommended before the every member canvass, the weekly 
and monthly givings, the duplex envelope system. It is needless to say that 
this is a very good plan, and wherever it has been tested and tried, it has been 
Found to be a good and an intelligent business method in the Lord’s work. It 
is the Biblical plan: “Upon the first day of the week let every one of you lay 
by him in store, as God hath prospered him.” 1 Cor, 16:2. Many congregations 
do not follow this plan, and in many cases where they have started to follow it, 
the work is not done very carefully and thoroughly. God is a God of order. He 
wants order in His Church, system and regularity. The Chureh should at this 
Convention go on record to recommend a certain time of the year when the entire 
Church should make this canvass, say first half or last half of November, and 
urge upon every congregation to carry out this plan. It would mean so much 
if such recommendation comes from the Church. Let it become a uniform 
movement through the entire Church body. This is necessary in order to make 
it successful and efficient. The every member canvass is a work that demands 
a thorough preparation and a long training. Give and it shall be given. 
Let us remember that giving is an act of worship. It is a part of our Chris- 
tian life. Christianity means giving, and this grace must be cultivated. 


What About Our Children? 


We should make more of an effort to train our children to give to the 
Kingdom of God. This has been neglected to a large degree in our Church. 
Most chiidren are naturally liberal and willing to share with others. The 
Church should recognize this important fact and should use its best efforts to 
develop the liberality of its children. It is far easier to cultivate interest in 
and enthusiasm for the general work of the Church in the hearts of the children 
than it is to arouse a similar interest in adults. This will prepare for a 
generous and consecrated future membership. For the purpose of training up 
our children in the grace of Christian giving to the general work of the Church, 
it is recommended that all the Sunday Schools introduce wherever possible the 
Sunday School duplex envelope and send monthly the amount received through 
the red side of the envelope to the synodical treasurer of the Church, and that 
where this is not possible, that the School send to the same treasury the total 
income of the School on the first Sunday of each month. This is an age of 
system and organization, and the more system and organization we can get into 
this part of the work, the more we shall succeed. 
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Larger Gifts 


This kind of giving should be cultivated more than heretofore. A number 
of our people have remembered our Church with larger gifts this last year. 
This is very commendable and worthy of imitation by all who have the means 
and the ability. The Church expresses its hearty and sincere thanks to all 
those who have~given of their money in this way and urges its continuance. 
Our best efforts must be put forth in the congregations, the circuits, and the 
districts to increase the number of these donors. “To whomsoever much is 
given, of him shall much be required: and to whom they commit much, of him 
will they ask the more.” Luke 12:48. 

One thing more. This will be a trying year for the Church. Many of those 
who have contributed willingly and gladly to the work of the Church before 
are not able to do so much this year because of adverse circumstances. The 
appeal comes stronger this year than ever to all those who are permitted to 
continue as before in their work and in their business and to all those who 
are so signally favored as to have more than their daily needs, to give more than 
ever. The Lord has blessed you richly. The call comes to you now to recipro- 
cate these blessings in a larger measure, to help your brother to do his share 
to the Church by you giving more, May all heed this call. 

It is of importance and value to publish the receipts of the contributions 
in the Church weekly. Our Church papers have done this regularly the entire 
year, one of them not only by districts, but by districts and congregations. 
_ This cost the Church $4,646.50 last year. In order to reduce this amount it 

is recommended that both Chureh papers hereafter publish receipts of contri- 
butions by districts and circuits. : 


Allocation of the Budget 


Several administrative groups of the Church elected committees as. follows: 
Board of Trustees: J. A. Aasgaard, O. O. Brling, and A. J. Bergsaker; 
Church Council: I. T. Aastad, Nils Kleven, and J. M. Green; Finance Com- 
mittee: IL. W. Boe, H. O. Shurson, and A. J. Bergsaker, to present suggestions 
for a more acceptable plan for the allocation of the budget to the districts, 
the circuits and the individual congregations. 

The following is the report agreed on by these committees : 

Be it Resolved, that the budget approved and voted at the biennial conven- 
tion of the Church shall be allocated to the several districts by the Budget 
Committee (Board of Trustees and Treasurer), in conference with the General 
President, the District Presidents, the General Field Superintendent, and the 
District Financial Secretaries. The amounts apportioned to the Districts shall 
be based on experience and judgment. 

The Finance Committee of the District, consisting of the District President, 
the District Financial Secretary, the General Field Superintendent and the 
Circuit Financial Secretaries, shall determine the amount which each circuit 
shall be asked to give. The apportionment shall be based on experience and 
judgment. 

The Circuit Financial Secretary shall, on the receipt of the circuit appor- 
tionment from the office of the General Field Superintendent, together with the 
Circuit President, call a meeting of the circuit. The voting membership of 
this meeting shall consist of the following: the president, the recording secretary 
and the financial secretary of the circuit; the pastor, the financial secretary 
and the five other members of the finance committee of each congregation. In 
the event a congregation does not have a finance committee, the pastor and 
six members appointed or elected shall represent the congregation, The circuit 
president shall preside. This meeting shall consider the apportionment sub- 
mitted and approve of this amount if in their Christian judgment it is found to 
be reasonable. In addition, this meeting shall elect a finance committee, con- 
sisting of the pastor and one delegate from each congregation, whose duty it 
shall be to determine the amount to be submitted to the individual congrega- 
tion as its apportionment. This apportionment is to be based on experience and 
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judgment and shall be submitted to the congregation for consideration and 
approval. The congregation shall notify the Circuit Financial Secretary of 
its action before November ist. 

. In the event that any congregation shall, in its Christian judgment,, find 
that its apportionment exceeds its ability to give, the circuit officials shall have 
opportunity to confer with the congregation and to make such adjustments as 
may be found necessary and right in view of the Christian service expected of 
a congregation. In case a congregation has not reported to the contrary by 
November 1st, it shall be understood that the amount submitted has been 
approved as the minimum amount which the congregation will endeavor to 
raise, 

In case the reports from the Districts, Circuits, and congregations indicate 
that it will not be possible to gather the amount necessary to balance the budget 
approved and voted by the biennial convention, the Church authorizes and 
directs its Budget Committee, in conference with the General President, the 
General Field Superintendent, and three members designated by the Church 
Council before December 15th to make such adjustments as shall be deemed 
necessary and advisable, in view of the information received. 


Any and all resolutions or regulations heretofore adopted by the Church 
conflicting with the above are hereby rescinded and annulled, 


Conelusion 


How shall we meet our obligations and do the work entrusted to us for 
1932 and for the biennum 1933-1934? Can it be done? The Lord will 
find a way. We can do all things through Christ who strengthens us. Yes, if 
all our forces move at once. If we give of ourselves, of our time, of our 
prayers, and of our money to the work of the God who wants all men to be 
saved. Yes, if our Ladies’ Aids, Mission Societies, Young People’s Luther 
Leagues, Men’s Clubs, and Sunday Schools, and every organization of the 
congregations will do their utmost to rally to the need of their Church. 

May the Spirit of God fill our hearts with a consuming passion for the 
salvation of the lost.

Resolved, that we heartily commend our congregations and express our 
sincere gratitude to all who have contributed in making such a substantial 
amount possible during a year recognized as one of economic stress. 


THE BUDGET 


Whereas, the allocated budget of $1,285,156.27 for 1931 appears to have been 
considerably in excess of the ability of the Church to raise as shown by the 
fact that a deficit of $107,119.53 was incurred, after the guaranteed budget had 
been reduced to $1,005,342.00, making an income of $898,222.47 for the general 
budget, and 

Whereas, the Church must in humble gratitude ascribe to the Lord of the 
Church all the credit and honor for everything that has been accomplished, 
and considering with sincere sorrow the fact that we failed last year to con- 
tribute the full amount needed, and 

Whereas, large sums are still needed for fulfilling the blessed task placed 
upon us by the command: “Teach them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you,” yet justifiable demands are made on every hand for a 
downward revision of the budget because the earning capacity of many of our 
people has dropped to the minimum, and because the cost of nearly all com- 
modities and supplies has been materially reduced, 

2. Resolved, that the appropriation per annum for the next biennium shall be 
$849,934.90, based upon the recommendation of the Budget Committee with 
the exceptions hereafter noted, to be distributed. among the various activi- 
ties as follows:

Whereas, it is gratifying to note the co-operation with the various 
Boards by those affected to keep the disbursements not only within, but from 
10 to 20% below the guaranteed budget, in compliance with resolutions adopted 
by the Board of Trustees, 

4. Resolved, that we express our appreciation of the co-operation given, and 
approve the action of the Board of Trustees. 


Whereas, the stringent economic conditions existing today were not 
anticipated at the time when the 1932 budget was voted, and 

Whereas, these conditions will make it very difficult for the congregations 
to contribute the full amount allocated for this year, many congregations 
being anxious to contribute the amount apportioned, and 

Whereas, the Board of Trustees as well as other budgeting boards are mak- 
ing efforts to reduce the working expenses of the Church for 1932, 

5. BE IT RESOLVED, that the amounts submitted to the congregations for 
1932 be reduced 10%, and the Church urges most earnestly that each and 
everyone of them will make an earnest endeavor to raise at least the reduced 
apportionment. 


EDUCATION 


While the budget for the Department of Education presented by the Board 
of Education and revised by the Budget Committee asks for an appropria- 
tion of $257,500.09, which is $97,499.91 less than the amount voted for 1931, 
yet the Church believes that even this amount can take some additional re- 
ductions without causing the Department to suffer irreparable damage. 

6. Therefore, be it resolved, that the sum of $247,450.00 per annum be ap- 
propriated for the biennium 1933-34. This is $10,050.09 less than the sum re- 
quested by the Board of Education.

HOME MISSIONS 


8. In view of the fact that there are congregations which unedrtake exten- 
sive building operations while yet receiving aid from the Home Mission trea- 
sury, therefore be it resolved that any congregation receiving aid from the 
Home Mission treasury shall in the event of special building projects first 
submit specifications and all building data to the Home Mission Board for 
approval. Failure to do this may in the judgment of the Board cut off such 
congregation from its budget allowance.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS 


14. The Church endorses the suggestions offered in the report of the Finance 
Committee concerning the raising of the budget, calling special attention to 
the following: 

a) To the necessity of beginning early in the year. Thousands of dollars 
in interest would be saved, and thus increase the working budget. 


b) To the sound business principle of paying the budget in monthly and 


quarterly installments, in order that the Church may pay for its work without 
borrowing money. 

c) To the need of a new emphasis being placed on stewardship in our 
preaching and teaching, from the Sunday School to the Theological Seminary. 
Our Church must be an expanding church or else it will be a dying church. 
Information is of vital importance. The lack of interest and support is due far 
more to want of information of the church activities than to unwillingness 
to give. 


LARGER GIFTS 


15. To the number of people who have remembered our Church with larger 
gifts this last year, amounting to $80,486.37, the Church expresses its hearty 
thanks to all these glad givers. Let our best efforts be put forth in the con- 
gregations, circuits and districts to increase the number of such gifts, remem- 
bering the words of our Savior, that, 

“To whomsoever much is given, of him shall much be required, and to whom 
they commit much, of him will they ask the more” (Luke 12:48). 


SUNDAY SCHOOL 


16. Inasmuch as it is of great importance to train our children in the grace of 
Christian giving to the general work of the Church, and, 

Inasmuch as it is easier to cultivate interest in and enthusiasm for the work 
of the Church in the hearts of the children than it is to arouse a similar inter- 
est in adults, 

Be it resolved, that the Church recommends that all Sunday Schools in- 
troduce wherever possible the Sunday School duplex envelope system. 


EVERY MEMBER CANVASS 


17. Whereas, the every member canvass and weekly giving will not only 
bring a larger aggregate amount for the work of the Church but also.a blessed 
influence upon the Christian life, and 

Whereas, there are many congregations that have not as yet introduced the 
every member canvass and the weekly giving, 

Be it resolved, that the Church recommends the month of November as the 
time when the entire Church should make this canvass for the following year. 


FINANCIAL STANDING 


18. Whereas, it is desirable to maintain the credit of the Church by balancing 
the budget at the close of each fiscal year, 

Resolved, that the Board of Trustees be hereby authorized to adjust the 
expenditures, if possible, in such a way as to safeguard the financial standing 
of the Church. .

ELIGIBILITY OF BOARD MEMBERS

Whereas, good business and sound policy demand that all the members of 
such Board be free to exercise their best judgment and soundest discretion 
for the welfare of the activities with which it is concerned; 

Be it therefore resolved, that it be established as a policy of the Church 
that no one shall be eligible to hold office as a member of the Board charged 
with the supervision and control of institution or activity which employs him. 


ADJUSTMENT OF SALARIES

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Other books reprinted included: Lutheran Hymnary; Grimsby’s “Lessons 
on the Life of Christ,” first, second, and fourth quarters; Bruce’s “Introduction 
to the Bible,” first, second, and third quarters; “Bible Study Manual”; Ander- 
son’s “Adult Class Manual” (eighth edition); Tanner’s “Bible Teachings,” 
second quarter; Hymns for Church Schools, both text and music edition; Con- 
cordia Hymn book, text and music; Malmin’s “Songs and Anthems” (third 
edition); Malmin’s “Songs and Hymns for Children’s Voices” (second edition); 
E. Kr. Johnsen’s “The Passion Story of Our Lord Jesus Christ” (third edition), 
and our confirmation booklet “Keep My Commandments” (sixth edition—24th 
thousand). 


4. The Annual Report. 

(Page 44, 1930 N. L. C. A. Annual Report): 

“For several years the Augsburg Publishing House has absorbed the heavy 
losses on the Synodical Annual Reports. Believing that this publication should 
conform in size to the retail price which has been paid in the past or be sold at 
its cost, with the cost varying in accord with its size, the Board of Publication 
has designated that the Synodical Report’s cost price should be its retail price. 

The loss on seven editions from 1924 to 1930 amounted to $11,339.84. It is 
for this reason that the 1931 Synodical Report was sold at $1.73 (per paper 
bound copy) and $2.02 (per cloth bound copy). 


5. Lutheran Offering Envelopes. 


The new offering envelopes have messages of inspiration and information 
about the work of our Church and specific reference to the institutions of our 
hurch. 


6. New Sunday School Beginners’ Leaflets. 
Several thousand sets of these new lesson leaflets are in use. 


7. Ten Study Series for Sunday School Workers. 
Dr. G. M. Bruce has just completed the sixth book of this series—‘Ten 
Studies on the Lutheran Church.” 
The other five which have been published are: 
Ten Studies in the Catechism, Tanner. 
Ten Studies on the Child, Tanner. 
Ten Studies in Religious Pedagogy, Tanner. 
Ten Studies in Church Doctrine, Tanner. 
Ten Studies on the Sunday School, Bruce. 
Two books are still in preparation: 
Ten Studies in Biblical History. 
Ten Studies in Church History. 


8. Current Literature Reading Club. 
This Club now has 270 members who read 2,787 books in 1931. 


9. Advance Announcement of 1932 Titles. 


Among the new books to be published in 1932 are: 3 

“The Four Gospels” by the late Prof. Dr. Johs. Ylvisaker. This is a trans- 
lation of his “De fire Evangelier.” We consider ourselves fortunate in being 
able to offer our pastors, theological students, and Sunday school teachers this 
most excellent synoptic presentation of the texts of the four gospels together 
with explanatory notes. 


Our Ladies’ Aids, Luther Leagues, Sunday schools, and mission study 
classes will be pleased to learn that they now can have a book on our Church’s 
foreign mission work in Madagascar. “Zanahary in South Madagascar” is 
written by one of our missionaries, the Rev. Andrew Burgess and published by 
the Board of Foreign Missions. The book tells of the manners and customs, 
idolatry and religious beliefs in Madagascar, of early mission history, story of 
martyrs, and our mission work. 
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Students of the Bible will be offered an important book on the Old Tes- 
tament, entitled “Men of Old Who Knew God,” a study in the Prophets and 
their times, prophetism, and the schools of prophets in the Old Testament. 
The book is by Prof. M. O. Wee. 


The two books “Why I Am a Christian” and “Prayer” by Dr. O. Hallesby, 
published in 1930 and 1931 in an English translation, met with hearty approval. 
The new Hallesby book that will be ready this fall is an English translation 
of his book “I den H@giestes Skjul.” 


An English edition of Bishop Johan Lunde’s daily devotional book is also 
on our publishing program for 1932. 


It is our good fortune to be able to announce as a new publication for 
1932 a volume of great interest to pastors and theological students, namely an 
English edition of Gustav Jensen’s ‘“Prestetjenesten’”—a collection of devotional 
studies in the problems of the ministry. Dr. O. E. Brandt has completed the 
translation. 


10. The Music Department.—A greatly increased distribution of Dr. F. 
Melius Christiansen’s St. Olaf Choir Series may reasonably be looked for as a 
result of personal calls made on leading music dealers in the East and Middle 
West by representatives of Augsburg Publishing House early this year. The 
music dealers, being familiar with the concert tours of the St. Olaf Choir, 
willingly added the St. Olaf Choir Series to their current stock. 


This spring a seventh volume was added to the St. Olaf Choir series, 
including anthems Nos. 110-128. 


The English edition of the “Concordia” hymn book will soon be published 
in a revised and enlarged edition. The ‘Concordia Revision Committee with 
the addition of the Rev. T. O. Burntvedt, president of the Lutheran Free 
Church, is in charge of the revision work. 


11.. Bible Reading. 


There is a growing interest in Bible-reading among our peopie. Many con- 
gregations are presenting the newly confirmed with copies of the Bible, a most 
commendable way of making the first contact with the young people as they 
enter into more responsible and active church life. The new Augsburg Confir- 
mation Bible is recommended for this purpose. It has a section devoted to 
Bible study helps prepared by Dr. Jacob Tanner, of our Luther Theological 
Seminary. 


Two significant movements have been started with the objective of stimu- 
lating and guiding Bible-reading. The National Brotherhood of our Church 
is preparing a series of pamphlets for general distribution, mainly among the 
men, on why and how to read the Bible. The Young People’s Luther League 
is sponsoring a_ general distribution of Testaments among all its members. 
The Women’s Federation has published two pamphlets on Family Worship. 
More general Bible-reading will lead into the ricktes of the Gospel of Christ 
Jesus.

Any congregation which will subscribe for every contributing member can — 
receive either official church paper at the rate of one dollar per year per 


subscriber. This is a standing offer to any congregation any time during 1932. 

During 1931 there has been a decline in subscriptions to the “Lutheran 
Heraid” and “Lutheraneren.” Most of the subscribers who have not renewed 
their subscriptions give “hard times” as their reason for not renewing. Sub- 
scriptions which expired in October, November, and December 1930, as well 
as in January, February, March, and April 1931 were kept on our mailing list 
until May 1931 when 3,702 “Lutheran Herald” and 1,609 “Lutheraneren” sub- 
scriptions were discontinued. Several special renewal letters were sent out 
during the months of March and April on which we received good returns. 
A subscription campaign during the period April 15 to June 10, 1931, netted 
1,090 new and 829 renewal subscriptions. During the fall 1931 campaign we 
received 952 new and 1,756 renewal subscriptions as compared to 4,270 new and 
5,304 renewal subscriptions during the fall 1930 subscription drive. 

The Sunday school papers show a gain of 473 new accounts, although the 
tendency has been during the last months of 1931 to reduce the number of 
copies. “Our Young People” and “Lutheran T eacher” have both shown a con- 
sistent increase. An advertising campaign for the Sunday school papers was 
carried on last spring. 

2, Church Paper Subscription Campaign. 

The Women’s Missionary Federation of our Church has adopted, as their 
fifteenth anniversary project for 1932, the plan of increasing interest in and 
circulation of our official church periodicals. Their slogan is “Your own sub- 
scription and one more.” This is a most commendable effort and worthy of 
every support. . 

3. The Parish Paper. 

An increasing number of pastors are using this parish paper, “Our Luther- 
an Monthly,” for congregational news. In 193i the total circulation of these 
parish papers was 164,525.

VII. ADMINISTRATION DEPARTMENT 


A. Financial Operations for 1931. 

During 1931 there was a continued and constant decline in sales in all 
divisions. Even in the face of this decline certain factors improved our 
operating position. 

1. The loss on the Annual Synodical Report was eliminated. (See 
IV—A.4 of this report.) 

2. The added cost of a 48-page monthly magazine issue of the “Lu- 
theran Herald” was reduced to that of a 32-page issue. 

3. All our periodicals were printed in one plant employing standard 
kinds, weights, and sizes of paper (formerly the sizes, kinds, and weights 
of paper varied, and four of our periodicals were printed at Decorah, 
Iowa). 

4. The Plant Efficiency Improved. 

5. There was a change from 40% commission on church periodical 
renewals back to the regular 10% to church organizations (the 40% com- 
mission on new subscriptions was retained). 

These factors and others combined to produce a gratifying profit of 
$15,048.24 during 1931 for the Augsburg Publishing House, and $829.44 
profit for Lutheran Publishing House. 80% of this profit goes to the 
Treasurer of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to be divided 
40% to the General Fund and 40% to the Pension Fund. The balance of 
20% is retained by the business for replacements of machinery, etc. 

The balance sheet items show further improvement in our financial 
position. 


B. Merging of the two manufacturing plants. 

1. Cognizant of the fact that 1932 would demand every economy of 
operation, the Board of Publications after careful and prolonged con- 
sideration decided to merge the manufacturing plant at Decorah, Iowa, 
with the Minneapolis plant, effective January 1, 1932. The retail store 
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was retained at Decorah. Employees at Decorah were given an oppor- 
tunity to transfer to Minneapolis in recognition of their long service 
record. This procedure meant replacing some of the Minneapolis em- 
ployees having a much shorter service record. 


. Distribution of religious literature. 


1. DURING 1931, 8,807,287 PIECES OF RELIGIOUS LITERA-

. The Outlook for 1932. 


1. If sales continue to constantly decrease, it will be difficult not to 
share the experiences of some denominational publishing houses which 
faced losses in 1931. Personnel, salaries, and wages are being further 
reduced to partially meet this contingency. 

Paid in advance subscriptions to the Lutheran Herald and Luthera- 
neren decreased from $25,799.14 at Dec. 31, 1930, to $15,635.43 Dec. 31, 
1931. This will lower the 1932 subscription income by $10,163.71. 


. N. L. C. A. Relief Work in the Drought Area. : 


This work has been done under the supervision of the Publishin 
House. Miss Inga Lien has devoted considerable time to this important 
and worthy effort to supply food and clothing to those in need. 

Appeals for help were received from 80 different communities, most of 
them from our pastors in Western North Dakota, Eastern Montana, and 
Canada, who reported on the needs of the people in their congregations 
and volunteered to take charge of the distribution of any clothing that 
might be sent in. 

We were able to send clothing in all of these cases because of the 
wonderful response of our congregations. 154 congregations responded 
by sending shipments to us here, by sending through the Red Cross, or 
by sending directly to addresses supplied by this office. A few of these 
shipments were carloads of food and clothing, many more were freight 
shipments of 50, 100, 300, and even 600 pounds of clothing. Many did 
not report the number of pounds sent, but judging from those that did 
report, a conservative estimate would be that 15,000 pounds of clothing 
were sent directly to the drought area. 5,900 more pounds were received 
here at Augsburg and sent out again to 60 different addresses. 

This makes a total of 20,900 pounds of clothing sent according to 
reports received here. Undoubtedly many other congregations sent cloth- 
ing through the Red Cross or directly to the drought area without report- 
ing to us. 

$247.20 in cash was received and turned over to Dr. Aasgaard’s office. 


. Election of Editors. 


The Board of Publications suggests to the General Convention Com- 
mittee on Publications for consideration, the advisability of having the 
Convention elect two editors instead of three for the “Lutheran Herald,” 
“Lutheraneren,” and “Theological Forum.” 1932 is the year for election 
of editors as indicated on page 420 in the 1926 Report. Their term of 
office is for six years.

W. M. F. Bible-reading Literature, and urge our Publishing House to co-oper- 
ate to the fullest extent with these movements. The practice of giving Bibles 
to confirmands in many of our congregations is heartily endorsed.

Election of Board members. The term of office of three members, 
Messrs. M. O. Grangaard and Herman L. Ekern and Rev. D. T. Borgen, 
expires this year, and, according to the Pension Fund Rules amended in 1928, 
three members shall be elected this year, one for a term of four years and 
two for a term of six years. 
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II 


In spite of the large increase in number of pensioners from 80 at the time 
of the union in 1917 to 300 at the present time, payment has been made of a 
pension of $320 per year to each pensioner. During these fifteen years the 
Pension Fund has paid over $900,000 in pensions to more than 500 men, 
women and children. 

But this cannot be continued. 

While formerly the annual income of the Fund itself used to be $50,000, 
this amount has shrunk to $20,000, due to the economic depression that also 
has affected the business of the Church. Besides these $20,000, the congrega- 
tions are contributing about $30,000 annually to pensions, making the total 

‘income for disbursement $50,000. It would take $96,000 to pay the usual $320 
this year to each of the 300 pensioners. The pension must therefore be reduced 
to one-half this amount and be still more reduced each of the next fifteen 
years as the number of pensioners increases, unless the Church will furnish] 
more money for pensions than hitherto has been the case. 

Only one-half of our congregations are contributing the $30,000 to pensions. - 
The other half are not contributing anything to pensions. The pastors of these 
congregations give as the reason for this that they need all the money they can 
raise for the budget and that pension is not on the budget. The amount of 
about $30,000 per year seers to be the maximum contributions that can be had 
from our congregations through the present method of apportionments without 
appropriations. If the Church wants to continue paying the $320 pension, 
appropriations of $75,000 dollars must be made for 1932, $85,000 for 1933, and 
$90,000 for 1934. Without such provision and left to its present resources, 
the pension must be reduced as stated. 

It is therefore recommended that the following resolution be adopted by 
the Church: 

“Resolved that the apportionment heretofore made for the Pension Fund 
for 1932 be appropriated and be made a part of the budget; that congregations 
be given credit for payments already made to the Pension Fund for 1932; and 
that there be appropriated and added to the budget for 1933 $85,000, and for 
1934 $90,000, and that separate solicitations for the Pension Fund be dis- 
continued.” 


Til 


Since 1926 the Board of Pensions has continually called the attention of the 
Church to the following facts: 

1) That it has not been possible to carry out the original plan of increasing 
the Permanent Pension Fund to an amount the income from which would pay 
a pension of $500 per year to a steadily increasing number of pensioners. In 
1917 the number of pensioners was 80. This number has now increased to 300 
and our actuary has computed that in another 14 or 15 years there will be 600. 

2) That this our experience of the impossibility of increasing the Perma- 
nent Fund so as to keep pace with the growing pension roll, is not peculiar 
to our Pension Fund but is common to all pension funds which, like ours, have 
been based on the endowment plan. 

3) That for this reason practically all the churches and other pension- 
paying organizations have changed their original endowment pension plans to 
so-called reserve pension plans. 

4) That a reserve pension plan does not require any permanent fund or 
special collections on account future service, but accumulates the money neces- 
sary for future pensions from current annual payments by ministers and con- 
gregations during the active years of service of its members. 

5) That therefore our Church, like many other churches, ought to adopt a 
reserve pension plan. 

The General Convention in 1926 directed the Pension Board to “work out 
and present to the next General Convention a reserve pension plan.” (See 
Convention Report for 1926, page 435.) 

Pursuant to this resolution the Board reported a reserve pension plan to 
the 1928 Convention which referred the plan to the congregations and instructed 
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the Board to report to the General Convention in 1930. (See Convention Report 
for 1928, page 363.) : 

The 1930 Convention acted on the plan by adopting the following resolutions: 

“1) Be it RESOLVED that the next two years be devoted to developing 
the details of the Proposed Pension Plan and familiarizing the congregations 
therewith, and that the Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America of 1932 act upon said plan or any plan that may be proposed and any 
amendments thereto.” 

“2) Be it further recommended that the year 1933 be set aside by the 
Church for the raising of the sums necessary to meet the accrued liability 
included in the Proposed Plan or any plan that may be adopted and any amend- 
ments thereto; this for the purpose, first, of providing for the present pension- 
ers and, second, for the purpose of taking care of the accrued liability of those 
now in the service, so that in any plan that shall be adopted the present pen- 
sioners and present ministers and their widows and minor children may be 
provided for to a reasonable guaranteed minimum. The year 1933 is purposely 
recommended with the thought that other Lutheran bodies may be invited to 
adopt the same year for the raising of their amounts for the same purpose.” 
(See Report of 1930 Convention, page 485.) 

By this resolution the 1930 Convention impliedly sanctioned that part of 
the Proposed Plan which is concerned with providing funds for pensions to 
present pensioners and to those who have too few years of active service left 
to be provided for from current annual contributions to the plan. Consideration 
of the plan generally was deferred to the 1932 Convention. 

Since the 1930 Convention it has become still more evident that the pro- 
posed reorganization of our Pension Plan should be effected, in order: 

1) to put a stop to the accruing liabilities by setting aside reserves for the 
future pensions of its members; 

2) to inaugurate a pension system which will appeal to the younger men 
who do not any longer join the present plan on account of its evident weak- 
nesses. 

3) to make certain that pensioners and prospective pensioners will receive . 
the amount called for by the Plan. 

It is therefore recommended that the following resolution be adopted by 
the Church: 

“Be it resolved that the plan submitted with amendments as hereto at- 
tached is hereby adopted.”

SECTION I 


Resolution to Provide Temporarily a Minimum Pension for Retired Ministers 
and the Widows of Deceased Ministers 


The retired ministers and the widows of deceased ministers have since 1921 
been paid pensions of $80.00 per quarter amounting to $320.00 per year. Be- 
cause of reduced income and the increased number of pensioners, the pension 
payment for the first quarter of 1932 was reduced to $75.00. Assuming that 
the congregations contribute at the rate of $30,000.00 received for 1931, which 
was the largest amount so contributed in any year, there will not be available 
during the remainder of 1932 without other action by this Convention sufficient 
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nee to pay more than $40.00 per quarter or one-half of the amount hereto- 
ore paid. 

The increase in contributions by congregations for 1931 was obtained by 
apportionment to the congregations of $55,000.00 and $95,000.00 respectively 
as ordered by the 1930 Convention, with a resulting saving of several thousand 
dollars of expense heretofore incurred in separate solicitation from congrega- 
tions. As ordered by the 1930 Convention there has now been apportioned 
to the congregations the sum of $95,000.00. To avaid incurring very excessive 
expenses if separate solicitations are to be used with uncertain results, it is 
absolutely necessary that this Convention make more definite provision for the 
amounts needed for the pensions payable this year and during the years 1933 
and 1934 or until a revised plan can be put into operation. 


RESOLVED, therefore, that for the purpose of paying pensions so far as 
possible in not less than $75.00 per quarter until other provision is made, there 
is appropriated and made a part of the budget from the apportionment hereto- 
fore made by the Board of Trustees as ordered by the General Convention of 
1930 a sum reduced from $65,000.00 to $50,000.00; that the same be added to 
the pro rated amounts; and that the congregations be given credit thereon for 
payments already made for 1932. 


RESOLVED, further that for the purpose of paying such reduced pensions 
an additional provision be made in the same manner by allocation and appro- 
priation for the year 1933 in the sum of $70,000.00 and for the year 1934 in the 
sum “of $80,000.00. ‘ 

RESOLVED, further that the amount taken from budget contributions 
shall not exceed the amounts needed for the minumum pensions above men- 
tioned; that separate soliciation of congregations for the pension fund be dis- 
continued; and that provision for pensions be made an additional ground for 
appeal for meeting all items in the budget. 

Committee No. 8 submits a special report recommending the adoption of 
the attached “Resolution to provide temporarily a minimum pension for re- 
tired ministers and the widows of deceased ministers” with the further recom- 
mendation that the same be now referred to Committee No. 6 before action 
thereon.

Whereas the General Convention of 1930 adopted the following resolutions: 
“Be it RESOLVED, that the next two years be devoted to developing the de- 
tails of the Proposed Pension Plan and familiarising the congregations there- 
with, and that the Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica of 1932 act upon said plan or any plan that may be proposed and any 
amendments thereto.

The year 1933 is purposely recom- 
mended with the thought that other Lutheran bodies may be invited to adopt 
the same year for the raising of their amounts for the same purpose.” 

RESOLVED, by this General Convention of 1932, that in compliance with 
the above directions of the General Convention of 1930 the proposed pension 
plan as amended and attached hereto has been submitted to and considered 
by this convention, and that the amended Rules of this Pension Fund, herein 
called the “Plan” be and is hereby adopted, with the provision that the Church 
Council and the Board of Trustees acting jointly shall be charged with the 

duty and shall have power: 
(a) To make such modifications and revisions thereof as shall conform 

to the principles embodied in said plan: 
(b) To determine the manner in which and the time when said plan shall 
be put into effect; and pete

SECTION II 


Proposed Pension Plan Including Amendments as Recommended by the Board 
of Pensions to the General Convention of The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America 1932 


SUMMARY 


1. The pension fund created by this plan takes the place of the former 
pension fund. It provides for the same administration. The same persons 
are entitled to membership as under the former plan, with minor addi- 
tions. Such members are designated in the plan as ministers. 

2. A pension called an Age Annuity is to be paid to the ministers after re- 

- tirement from active service on or after age 65 and to his widow upon his . 
death after receiving an Age Annuity. 

3. A pension called a Disability Annuity is to be paid to a minister while 
totally and permanently disabled. 

4. A Death Benefit of $1,000.00 is to be paid to the widow, or to children 
under age 16 if there be no widow. 

5. A pension called a Widow’s Annuity is to be paid to the widow. 

6. A pension called Children’s Annuity is to be paid to the children under the 
age of sixteen of each deceased minister. 

7. Provision is made for payment of the pensions in the following manner: 
(a) Present resources available for the purpose shall be held and used to 

pay pensions heretofore granted. 

(b) An accrued liability fund shall be raised to provide: 

(1) For paying pensions heretofore granted in the amounts being 
paid on the taking effect of this plan and to increase such pensions 
so far os the fund will permit; and 

(2) For increasing to an equal amount the pensions payable under the 
plan to ministers whose service after the taking effect of this plan 
will not accumulate a credit providing such equal amount. 

(c) The minister shall pay 5% of his salary which shall be credited to his 
individual account with his allocation from the Church contribution 
and interest. His credit shall be applied to provide his Age Annuity, 
or in the event of prior death towards providing his Widow’s Annuity 
or Children’s Annuity. Interest shall be credited at the net rate earned 
as determined by the Board. In no case shall the minister and his 
beneficiaries receive less in benefits than the accumulation from his 
contributions. and interest. 
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(d) The congregation or other salary-paying organizations (hereafter re- 
ferred to as the Church), shall contribute an amount equal to 5% of 
the minister’s salary, to be allocated (to provide present values on a 
reserve basis), to pay: 

(1) Disability Annuities not less than the minimum Age Annuities 
and Waiver of Contributions for ministers who become totally and 
permanently disabled within the year; 

(2) Death Benefits; 

(3) Widow’s Annuities and Children’s Annuities to the extent not 
provided for by the minister’s credits; 

(4) Administrative expenses not otherwise provided for; 

(5) Amounts required in the discretion of the Board for reserves and 
as surplus for contingencies. 

(6) The amount remaining as credit to-be allocated equally to minis- 
ters who have qualified to receive a share. 

The term “salary” means fixed salary and an addition in the case of min- 

isters who have free-house equal to 15% of the fixed salary. 

The contributions by ministers and by the Church may be paid wholly by 

either and if the minister does not elect otherwise shall be remitted by the 

Church and shall be paid either monthly, quarterly, semi-annually, or an- 

nually in advance as required by the Board. 

All payments of pensions are to be made in monthly installments in ad- 

vance. 

A minister so electing may pay amounts to be carried to his credit with 

interest and be applied to future minister’s payments or otherwise as he or 

his beneficiaries may elect. Payments heretofore on principal of entrance 
fees are to be credited to the account of the minister and all notes given 


_for entrance fees are to be cancelled. 


The minimum Widow’s Annuity is $300.00. If the widow shall remarry, 
or at the time of the marriage the minister was more than 64 years of age, 
or was receiving a Disability Annuity, the annuity payable to the widow 
shall be no more than is provided by the accumulation from the minister’s 
payments and interest deducting that part, if any, applied to an Age 
Annuity for the minister. 


The Children’s Annuity is to be $100.00 to each child under age 16. The 
sum of the Widow’s Annuity and the Children’s Annuities shall not exceed 
the amount that the minister was receiving or would have been entitled to 
receive on retirement. 

Upon application and retirement from active service by a minister after 
attaining age 65 his credit shall be applied to provide an age annuity for 
him and his wife, and upon the death of either two-thirds of the age 
annuity shall continue to the survivor. The annuity shall be discontinued 
and contributions shall be resumed if the minister shall resume active 
service receiving three or more consecutive months of salary. 

If the minister and his Church shall fail to make contributions in full 
during the year the allocations shall be made pro rata, and the benefits 
arising upon deaths or disability occuring during the ensuing year shall 
be reduced pro rate. 

A minister terminating service in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America without entering upon a disability or old age annuity shall upon 
release of all other claims be entitled to withdraw the accumulations from 
his own payments with interest additions. 


The right shall be reserved to the Board to alter or amend the Pension 
Plan as may be justified or required by experience and the resources of' the 
Fund and may be found to be to the general advantage of the Church, 
such alterations and amendments to be effective only after ratification 
by the General Church Convention. 
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AMENDED RULES OF THE PENSION FUND 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 


Proposed to the General Convention of 1932 for action thereon in accordance 
with the action of the General Convention of 1930. 


1. Pension Fund. The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America (here- 
after referred to as the Norwegian Lutheran Church), shall maintain and 
conduct a Pension Fund for the benefit of its ministers as hereafter outlined, 
and referred to as the Fund. 

2. Administration. All Funds shall be administered by the Board of 
Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church and invested in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Minnesota governing the investment of trust funds. 

All other matters pertaining to the Fund shall be administered by a Board 
of Pensions (hereafter referred to as the Board), consisting of seven members, 
of which the treasurer of the Fund shall be ex-officio a member. The other 
six members shall be elected for a term of six years, excepting that at the 
synodical convention in 1928, one member shall be elected for a term of one 
(1) year and two for five (5) years, all of whom shall take office in June, 1929; 
that at the synodical convention in 1930 one shall be elected for six (6) years; 
in 1932 one shall be elected for four (4) years and two for six (6) years, and 
thereafter, two members shall be elected for six (6) years at every biennial 
convention. : 

In the case of a vacancy, the Board shall temporarily fill the vacancy until 
the Church fills the vacancy by election. 

3. Membership. The members herein designated ministers shall include 
persons who are members of the Norwegiafi Lutheran Church and who are: 

(a) Ministers in actual service as regular pastors of congregations. 

(b) Ministers serving at institutions that are owned or supported by the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church or who are in the service of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church in some other capacity. 

(c) Professors and teachers in schools owned or supported by the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church who have served consecutively for three years in 
its schools and are members of a congregation belonging to the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church. 

(d) Foreign missionaries, men and women, who are serving as pastors, 
teachers and psysicians. 

(e) Permanently appointed managers of institutions owned and operated 
by the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

(f) Editors. of the Norwegian Lutheran Church papers who devote all 
their time to this work. 

(g) The officers designated as treasurer and auditor in the articles of 
Corporation of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

(h) The secretaries of the general executive boards. 

(i) Regularly elected or appointed evangelists and teachers giving full 
time service to the Church. 

4. Definition of Salary. The word “salary” as herein used means fixed 
salary and an addition in the case of ministers who have free house equivalent 
to 15 per cent of the fixed salary. 

5. Contributions by the Minister. The minister shall contribute an amount 
equivalent to 5 per cent of his current salary. 

6. Application of the Minister’s Contributions. All contributions by each 
minister shall be credited to his individual account and increased by interest 
additions. The accumulations shall be applied towards providing an age 
annuity upon retirement; or in the event of prior death towards providing a 
widow’s annuity or other specified benefits; or be paid upon demand as here- 
inafter provided. In no case shall the minister and his beneficiary receive less 
in benefits than the amount of the accumulations of the minister’s contribu- 
tions and interest. 

7. Contributions by the Church. The contritutions by the congregations, or 


- 
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other salary-paying organizations (hereafter referred to as the Church), shall 
be amounts equivalent to 5 per cent of the minister’s salary. 

8. Application of Church’s Contributions. The Church’s contributions re- 
ceived during a year shall be allocated to those entitled to participate as of 
the beginning of the next year as follows: y , 

a. Age Annuities. (1) The balance available after providing for the other 
items hereinafter specitied shall be allocated equally to the ministers who have 
qualified to receive a share. 

(2) Upon retirement from the active service of the ministry on and after 
attaining the minimum retirement age of sixty-five years, all accumulations to 
the credit of the minister, including his own contributions and the allocations, 
shall be applied as the actuarial equivalent to provide an annuity on the life of 
the member. If the minister shall have a wife living at the time of entering 
upon retirement annuity, then upon the death of either, two-thirds (%) of the 
annuity shall continue to the survivor. If the minister has no wife living, his 
annuity shall be two-thirds (%) of what it would have been if he had had 
a wife living, assuming equal ages. 

(3) If the minister shall reenter active service, the annuity payments shall 
be discontinued and contributions shall be resumed. Three or more consecu- 
tive months of salary relationship shall be deemed active service. 

b. Disability Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient 
amount to waive the payment of the contributions by the ministers and the 
Church and to provide annuities payable during disability to such active min- 
isters as are under the minimum retirement age (65) and as may become totally 
and permanently disabled within the year. 

(2) Should disability annuitants attain the minimum retirement age’ (65), 
the total accumulations from all sources, including the waived contributions to 
the credit of the ministers, shall be applied to provide an age annuity, but in 
no case shall the annuity payable thereafter be less than the disability annuity 
being paid. 

(3) The amount of the disability annuity shall be twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the average salary of the minister during the last three years of 
service rendered under the Plan or, if less than three years, than the average 
salary during such period, but not less than the minimum pension being paid 
that year in part for prior service.

(4) The Board shall have the right to increase the disability annuities as 
the experience and the resources may justify. 

(5) Disability must be certified to by a competent physician as well as by 
the minister and is subject to the approval of the Board, with the right to cail 
for proof of continued disability from time to time, but at intervals of not less 
than one year. 

(6) If a disabled minister becomes sufficiently able to resume ministerial 
work, his disability annuity may be reduced or terminated by the Board at its 
discretion. After the disability annuity has been terminated and he has entered 
into a salary relationship, he hsall resume his contributions to the Fund. 

c. Death Benefits. To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient amount to 
provide for the payment of $1,000 to the widow (or minor children if there 
be no widow), upon the death of the minister during the current year, while 
in active service. 

d. Widow’s Annuity. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a sufficient amount 
to build up, if needed, to a minimum of $300 the basi cannuity to the widow, 
if any, in the event of the minister’s death before drawing an age annuity. 
The basic annuity to the widow shall be the actuarial equivalent of the accumu- 
lations of the minister’s own contributions and the allocations. 

(2) If the widow shall remarry, her annuity shall terminate when the sum 
of the annuity payments to her deceased husband and herself shall equal the 
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accumulation from the minister’s contributions and interest when the first an- 
nuity was entered upon. 

(3) No widow’s annuity shall be granted in any case where at the time of 
marriage the minister was more than 64 years of age, or was receiving a 
liability annuity, except such annuity as would be provided as the actuarial 
equivalent of the accumulation, of his own payments, if his death occurs before 
receiving an age or disability annuity; or if the minister is receiving a disability 
annuity, then two-thirds (24) of the amount of such annuity, ceasing when 
the sum of the annuity payments to her deceased husband and herself shall 
have equalled the accumulations from the minister’s contributions and interest, 
when the first annuity was entered upon. 

es Minor Children’s Annuities. (1) To set aside on a reserve basis a suffi- 

cient amount to provide annuities of $100 to each child, under the age of 16 
of each minister, dying within the year,.whether such member were in active. 
relationship or receiving an age or disability annuity. 

(2) The total amount of the widow’s annuity and the children’s annuities 
shall not exceed the amount that the minister was receiving or would have been 
entitled to upon retirement. 

f. Administrative Expenses. To pay administrative expenses not otherwise 
provided for by other sources of income. 

g. Maintain Reserves. To bring up to, if necessary, and maintain the reserve 
accumulations at such amounts as may be required according to the tables of 
mortality and disability and rates of interest adopted from time to time by the 
Board as standards, together with such additional amount as may be deemed 
wise to hold, as surplus for contingencies. 

9. Right of Minister to Participate in Allocations and Benefits. a. The right 
of the minister to participate in the full yearly allocations and the full death 
and disability beenfits, shall be contingent upon both the minister and his 
church having made their contributons in full durng the year closing.

b. If the minister and his church shall fail to make their contributions in 
full during the year, the allocations under the section 8-a, b, c and d shall be 
made pro rata, and the benefits payable on account of such allocations upon 
disability or death during the ensuing year shall be reduced pro-rata. 

c. In any case when the minister and his church shall have failed to make 
contributions in full, the amount of annuity required to bring the basic age 
annuity up to the minimum annuity to such minister shall be reduced pro-rata. 

10. Withdrawal Benefits. A minister terminating service in the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church, without entering upon a disability or old age annuity shall 
upon release of all other claims be entitled to withdraw the accumulations 
from his own payments with interest additions. 

11. Time of Payment of Contributions. The contributions by the minis- 
ter and by the Church may be paid wholly by either, and if the minister does 
not elect otherwise shall be remitted by the church, and shall be paid either 
monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or annually in advance. In case of any 
change in salary during a period for which remittance has been made, ad- 
justment shall be made in the succeeding remittance. 

12. Annuity Payments. All annuity payments shall be made in monthly 
instalments in advance. 

13. Additional Optional Payments and Disposition of Entrance Fees. In 
any case where the full contribution for the year is paid by the minister and the 
church, the minister may pay into the fund such additional amounts as he may 
elect, for the purpose of providing additional annuity benefits, which payments 
shall be accumulated with interest, with the right on the part of the minister 
or beneficiary to withdraw the accumulation in whole or in part in cash or to 
apply the same to the payment of contributions, or to provide such additional 
benefit as the minister or beneficiary may elect. On the taking effect of these 
Amended Rules, all notes given for entrance fees to the old plan shall be can- 
celled and returned, ‘and all payment made on account of such notes shall 
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be credited to the individual account of the minister to be applied toward 
providing additional annuity or other benefits, over and above those provided 
under the plan from the minister’s contributions. : 

14. Interest Credited at Net Rate Earned. Interest shall be credited on 
amounts credited or accumulated at the net rate earned, as determined by 
the Board. 

15. Financing Annuity Credits on Account of Prior Service. Provision 
shall be made for the raising of an Accrued Liability Fund to (a) supple- 
ment present resources available for paying the pensions heretofore granted 
so that they would be not less than the amount now being paid and with a 
view to increasing such pensions as far as the funds will permit; and (b) to 
supplement payments of annuities to equalize for service prior to the taking 
effect of these amended rules as if these rules had been in force during such 
service. 

16. Right to Alter and Amend the Pension Plan. The right shall be re- 
served to the Board to alter or amend the Pension Plan as may be justified or 
required by experience and the resource of the Fund as may be found to be to 
the general advantage of the Church, such alterations and amendments to 
be effective only after ratification by the General Church Convention.

Report from Committee No. 8 on Pensions. Consideration was given to 
Sec. 1 of their report and a resolution from the committee which was referred 
to Committees Nos. VI and VIII and the Board of Pensions. 

Resolution on proposed amended rules of the Pension Fund as printed in 
the Daily Bulletin on page 34 was the last matter of business from Com- 
mittee No. 8. Mr. A. E. Anderson moved the adoption of this resolution. Rev. 
S. J. Fretheim moved to refer this resolution to the Board of Trustees and 
the Church Council and Rev. J. A. Urnes moved to postpone action for two 
years. A similar motion was made later in the discussion by Kev. C. K. Sol- 
berg. During the discussion in which several took part, Rev. H. A. R. Hel- 
sem offered a resolution and this resolution was accepted by Committee No. 8 
and made a part of its resolution as Section d). (The Helsem resolution is 
found in the complete draft of the committee’s resolution.)

2) The motion by Rev. Fret- 
heim to refer the matter to the Church Council and Board of Trustees. The 
motion failed. 3) The motion of Mr. A. E. Anderson to adopt the committee 
report with the Helsem addition. The motion prevailed. 


Report from Joint Commission 


Your Committee No. 6 and Committee No. 8 and the Board of Pensions to 
whom was referred the resolutions of Committee No. 6 and Committee No. 8 
relating to the Pension Fund, report as a substitute for said resolutions the 
following: 

WHEREAS, the income for the Pension Fund has greatly decreased dur- 
ing the current year, and 

WHEREAS, the number of pensioners has increased and the above re- 
ferred to income is not sufficient to meet the usual amounts, and 

WHEREAS, we are morally obligated to carry into effect the pension 
plan adopted by our Church, 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED: That the Church urge its members 
to do all in their power to raise the allocated amount for 1932 for this most 
worthy cause, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the Board of Trustees be author- 
ized and directed to apportion to the various congregations the sum_ of 
$70,000.00 for the year 1933 and the sum of $80,000.00 for the year 1934. (This 
is not an appropriation nor a part of the budget.) 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That this allocation be made simul- 
taneously with the allocation of the General Budget. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Board of Trustees be author- 
ized to borrow money to be furnished to the Board of Pensions for the pay- 
ment of pensions at a rate not to exceed $60.00 per quarter to each pensioner, 
the total amount so to be borrowed not to exceed $40,000.00 at any one time, 
this authorization to extend over the years 1932, 1933 and 1934. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Church request the General 
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Field Secretary to include an appeal for the Pension Fund simultaneously with 
the appeal for the general budget.

2. REPORT FROM BOARD 


Last year we received the following communication from the President of 
our Church: 

“On the basis of the following paragraph in my message to the Church 
Council, the Council adopted the following resolution as an expression of its 
appreciation and sympathy for the work that you are carrying on, on behalf 
of our beloved Church: 

““Blementary Christian Education ‘is the foundation of the work of our 
Church and constant care and co-operation must be given in every case so that 
congregations and pastors are mindful of their responsibility in this matter. 
Therefore the manner in which the Sunday schools, the Vacation schools, the 
Week- day schools, and catechetical instruction is conducted, must be inquired 
into in detail, and where there is weakness and lack of understanding, every 
effort must be made to strengthen their sense of faithfulness in this work. 
Our Church will, humanly speaking, stand and fall by the care and attention 
that we give to the instruction of our children. This is the first requsite for 
the future of our Church. Nothing else can precede this work. Not the least 
must parents be encouraged and shown the possibility of co-operating with the 
Sunday School and the pastor in bringing this instruction to the children.” 

Resolution adopted by Council: 

““Tt is a recognized fact that Elementary Christian Education is the founda- 
tion of the work of our Church. The Church must therefore constantly impress 
upon its pastors and congregations to be mindful of their responsibility in this 
matter. The Board of Elementary Christian Education is rendering a very 
valuable help in organizing this work, in calling the attention of pastors and 
congregations to its importance and in providing necessary help by editing 
publications and text-books by which the best results can be obtained. Our 
Publishing House is also rendering valuable service in this work by publishing 
the Sunday school papers and providing the necessary material for doing this 
work. Let us work and pray that the instruction of our children in the 
way of the Lord may be felt as the first and the greatest responsibility resting 
upon the home, the church, and the pastor.” 

May God sincerely bless you in this work, is the wish and prayer of our 
entire Council.

The Board is deeply grateful for this communication and we want to express 


again our heartfelt appreciation both to Dr. Aasgaard and the Church Council 
for writing us as they did. 
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_ In 1931 the Board of Elementary Christian Education held six regular meet- 
ings. Besides these regular meetings, many important Committee meetings 
have also been held from time to time. 

_ Last year the Board through the Aid Fund assisted 92 congregations and 
mission places in having 1.416 days of school for 2,161 children at a total ex- 
pense of $2,785.40, or $1.29 per child. This amount was distributed among the 
districts as follows: In the Eastern District, one congregation, $23.00; in the 
Northern Minnesota District, 27 congregations, $817.90; in the North Dakota 
District, 9 congregations, $277.00; in the South Dakota District, 13 congre- 
gations, $380.00; in the Rocky Mountain District, 37 congregations, $1,197.50; 
in the Pacific District, one congregation, $50.00; and in the Canada District. 
one congregation, $25.00. 

The Board also contributed $60.00 a month to the Home Mission Committee 
of the Southern Minnesota District toward the salary of Rev. H. P. Grimsby, 
with the understanding that he was to give part of his time to the work of 
Elementary Christian Education.

The Sunday school papers show a gain of 473 new subscribers, although the 
tendency has been during the last months of 1931 to reduce the number of 
copies. Our Young People and Lutheran Teacher have both shown a con- 
sistent increase. An advertising campaign for the Sunday school papers was 
carried on last spring. 

At a meeting of the Board held October 27, 1931, Dr. Tanner resigned as 
Executive Secretary, a position which he had held since the organization of the 
Board in 1920. It was with deep regret that the Board accepted Dr. Tanner’s 
resignation, but it realized that he was overloaded with work and that his 
request to be relieved of the duties connected with the office of Executive 
Secretary was fully justified. Since January lst the’ office of Executive Secre- 
tary has been combined with that of the Synodical Director. 

The Synodical Director has had another strenuous year. We quote from his 
report: 

“This last year I have traveled 36,852 miles and delivered 173 sermons and 
addresses. I have visited congregations in California, Oregon, Washington, 
Montana, Iowa, North Dakota, South Dakota, Illinois, Wisconsin, Nebraska, 
and Minnesota. I have spoken at the following District Conventions: Southern 
Minnesota, Northern Minnesota and North Dakota. I have attended the meet- 
ings of the Iowa, Eastern and South Dakota Districts, where several confer- 
ences were held. Addresses have been given at Luther College, Decorah, and 
at Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul. At the last named institution I 
spoke to the Middlers last spring and to the Students’ Wives just before Christ- 
mas. Several of the Vacation schools receiving appropriations out of the Aid 
Fund were visited during the summer. Last fall I took part in a three-day 
meeting of the North Dakota Sunday School Association held at Fargo. I have 
lectured at several Circuit Institutes and group meetings of Sunday school 
teachers. At Duluth I spoke to an Inter-Synodical group of about two hundred 
teachers and pastors. I spent two weeks in Canada in July, speaking sixteen 
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times at various places in the Saskatchewan Circuit. I also’ attended the 
Luther League Convention at Chicago and spoke at the Edison Park Chil- 
dren’s Home on Sunday.” risk 

Last year the Board published Ten Studies on the Sunday School by Dr. 
G. M. Bruce. Before the end of this year we hope that all the books in the 
Standard Teachers’ Training Course will be published. Many inquiries regard- 
ing this course have been received and we confidently expect that many more 
Teachers’ Training classes will soon be organized. . A Certificate will be given 
to those who have satisfactorily completed one or more of the Studies and a 
Diploma will be issued to those who have completed the entire Course. Mrs. 
Minge’s class at Fergus Falls, Minn. (Rev. Quello’s charge) expects to com- 
plete the Course this year. ; 

Inquiries regarding the qualifications required to obtain a Standard Sunday 
School Certificate have also been received. Since the first of the year the Board 
has issued Standard certificates to seven Sunday schools. The purpose of the 
Standard is not only to standardize the Sunday schools of our Church, but 
also to enable them to check up on themselves and to assist them in raising 
their standards and maintaining a high degree of excellence and efficiency. 

The Leaflets for the Beginners’ Department in our Sunday schools were 
published in July of last year. By January lst about 12,000 sets had been 
distributed. There has been an unavoidable delay in the publication of the 
Teachers’ Manual for the Leaflets, but we hope to have it published by the time 
the Sunday schools open in the fall. 

Last year two representatives from our Board again attended the annual 
meeting of the Inter-Synodical Conference on Elementary Christian Education. 
It is becoming more and more evident that these meetings of representatives 
from practically all the Lutheran Church bodies are valuable not only as a 
means of becoming familiar with the principles and views of the different 
Synods, but also for the influence which these discussions may have on future 
developments in the field of Elementary Christian Education. 

The total amount of our Endowment Fund is now $39,044.31. The income 
from the endowment, which is administered by the Investment Committee of 
the Church, has this year amounted to $773.43. This amount is each year 
added to the Aid Fund and used to assist mission congregations in maintaining 
Vacation schools. 

Considerable preliminary work on the revision of the Graded System with 
Dr. J. Tanner as editor-in-chief has already been done. . Tentative outlines 
have been made and writers of the various books have been engaged. It is 
expected that at least two or three years will elapse before this work will be 
completed. 

On April 12th this year Dr. Tanner informed the Board that he found it 
necessary to resign as a member of the Board, the resignation to take effect 
May 3lst. The Board unanimously requested him’ to continue as a member 
until his term: expired in 1934. He felt, however, that he was unable to comply 
with this request and it is therefore necessary to elect another member in his 
place. The terms of the following members expire this year: J. N. Andersen 
and H. P. Grimsby.

Resolution of Thanks 

1. Whereas, God has richly blessed this fundamental work of the Church 
in religious instruction of the children and young people, 

Resolved: That we thank God for His guidance and blessing in this, our 
most important task. 

That we also thank the Board of Elementary Christian Education, the edi- 
tors of the Sunday school papers, especially Dr. J. Tanner, recently resigned 
from the Board and the Synodical Director, Dr. J. N. Anderson, for their 
faithful services. 

Aid Fund 

2. We note with gratitude that the Aid Fund has increased until this en- 
dowment fund now is $39,044.31. And that 92 mission congregations received 
aid for the purpose of conducting vacation Bible schools last year. 

Resolved: That we express our appreciation for this splendid work and 
encourage more of our people to remember this fund in their last will and 
testament. ; 

Institutes and Teachers’ Meetings 

3. We realize the importance of trained teachers, trained in the knowledge 
of this subject to be taught and having experienced its power. 

Resolved: That we urge every circuit where they have not already done so 
to elect a circuit board of Elementary Christian Education. 

That we urge the circuits to conduct institutes. As circuits, but preferrable 
in groups of two or three parishes. And where convenient, individual congre- 
gations conduct such institutes. 

That we urge Sunday schools to hold regular Sunday school teachers’ meet- 
ings, weekly, bi-weekly or monthly. 


“ Sunday School Papers 

4. It is very important that the Church provide suitable reading for the 
children, young people and Sunday school teachers, thus increasing their in- 
terest in the great mission of the Church. 

We also remind the editors of the fact that the papers are read not only 
in the United States, but also in Canada, and perhaps other countries in our 
Mission fields. We urge the editors to exercise more care in selection of 
material used as to nationalism. 


Graded Lessons 

The Graded Lessons have been of great assistance in the religious instruction 
of our children and young people. We recognize that it is possible to improve 
the lessons and are happy to note that a committee on Revision is at work 
revising the present system. 

Resolved: That we commend the action of the Board of Elementary Chris- 
tian Education and urge the completion of the revised course as soon as 
practical,

6. Realizing the necessity of training the children in Lutheran Hymnology 
and also, the knowledge of the work of our Church. 

Resolved: That we urge the Sunday school to exercise care in selection of 
hymn books used in their worship.

PRESIDENT’S ANNIVERSARY MESSAGE 


Dear Co-Workers: 


Fifteen years ago, the Women’s Missionary Federation in its present form, 
came into being, and on this anniversary we look back with gratitude upon the 
beginnings. The Palm-Room of the St. Paul Hotel is honored as the birthplace of 
the organization, but those who know its story from the beginning, can tell you 
that the Women’s Missionary Federation was born in the loving heart of a gifted 
Christian woman, Mrs. T. H. Dahl. That she had the vision of the wonderful pos-. 
sibilities of such a body of Christian women, these words spoken to her in 1912 at 
Fargo, N. D., clearly indicate. ‘“Twenty—thirty years from now, when the cause 
.of missions has grown strong in the lives of our women, when many of us will 
be resting beneath the sod, the coming generation will look back and thank God 
for the devoted women who worked and prayed for the organized mission work 
among the women of the United Church. We see great possibilities for the future 
and glorious things for the Kingdom of God.” 

How the work grew and opportunities multiplied! The mantle of leadership 
next fell upon Mrs. I. D. Ylvisaker, also a gifted woman of broad outlook and 
with a capacity for hard, work, a woman who never spared herself. We can never 
be too grateful to all the leaders. They shared with us their experiences of the 
past and their faith for the future. They have shown us what good may result | 
when talents are given to the Master’s service. They spread the work, they blazed 
the way, they told the story that spread from society to society. For throughout 
our Church groups of women had for years been united in purpose and efforts, 
that of “promoting interest in and stimulating love for the great mission of the 
Church.” We pause in tribute to the noble, God-fearing pioneer women, who con- 
stituted the “Kvindeforeninger” of early days. Fifteen years have gone by, and 
what do we see today? An organization strong in numbers, having for its noble 
purpose, spreading the blessed gospel of “Christ the world’s only hope.” 

Who of us has not heard of the colossal statue of Liberty, a gift to our nation 
from France? It stands in the New York harbor, bearing aloft in its great right 
hand a never dying torch, a beacon light to all nations and peoples that enter 
the harbor, guiding them safely to land and home. But what about that other 
light from the city of David, which has been shining these many years? How we 
must rejoice that we have been privileged to share in this world illumination. 

On an outer wall of the beautiful Minneapolis auditorium are carved the striking 
words, “Participation in the rights of citizenship presumes participation in the 
duties of citizenship.” In the affairs of God’s Kingdom, we may well remind our- 
selves that enjoying the blessed privileges of this citizenship, it is to be presumed 
that we gladly try to the best of our ability to fulfill the duties of this citizenship. 
We are summoned today to a greater unselfishness, yes sacrifice, and to a larger 
service than we have ever been capable of in the past. How will you meet it? How 
will I? 

If this great work belongs to this body of Christian women, some portion of 
it belongs to each one. Who has a right to say that it belongs to a neighbor and 
not to herself? In the Wisconsin state capitol, the huge stained glass mosaics by 
the artist Kenyon Cox have attracted great attention. They have been pronounced 
among the finest in the country. It has been estimated that four hundred thousand 
pieces of stained glass were used to produce this great work of art. Supposing 
some pieces were lacking, how marred would be the effect! It is because each 
piece of glass is in its own place, as specified by the artist, that we have this won- 
derful whole. The work of the women of the Church would present a more de- 
sirable whole, if there were not so'many parts lacking, because not all have seen 
their duty in the cause of missions. There has been a great awakening, it is true, 
but we cannot be satisfied until it becomes general. The atmosphere of earnestness 
possessing our women is indeed a hopeful sign. Much real hard work has been 
done by women of all societies. We often marvel how women with so many re- 
sponsibilities have been able to accomplish so much. Surely eternity alone can 
reveal the full story of loyal volunteer service rendered by the women who love the 
Lord. If we could get all the women to recognize the greatness of the task, many 
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problems would become easier to solve. How we wish something could be done, so 
that those who do not take the work seriously would be given a vision of thé task 


> 
and sense their responsibility towards the work in the Kingdom. 


Societies 


In bands of twenty or more, in companies of hundreds, we can see you in your 
homes, your congregations, your societies prepared for any call to action. 'Then we 
look beyond and can see another host. of women, younger women, waiting tor your 
help. ‘hey have their part as you have in the Church, with something to offer you 
as you have to bring to them. Our societies were born in prayer, and it is their 
pledge of success, that today, as in days of yore, the devotional element continues 
to occupy a prominent place in all their plans for work. Our societies are not 
mere money raising machines, nor social mediums to keep in close touch with our 
missionaries. They are machines for the transmission of power. One woman of 
ability was asked to undertake the duties of an office in a society, for which her 
friends knew her to be fully competent. “Oh,” she said, “I would not dare to 
assume such a responsibility.” One does not escape responsibility by not assuming 
it. The responsibility was hers just the same, for no other person can do her work. 
The alternative is between the responsibility assumed or one shirked. Some soci- 
eties have associated memberships, including aged mothers and invalids, shut-ins, 
professional women who cannot attend meetings in the afternoons. Through such 
an associate membership list many more could thus become associated with mis- 
sionary work. Literature should be sent these from time to time. 

There is a close relation between the Board and the Federation. To devise plans 
and make appeals calls for an adoption of plans and response to appeals. The 
Board has tried to plan wisely for the growth of the work, yet all that the Board 
has tried to do would have little worth if there had not stood back of it a loyal 
constituency. The power in the local society is due to the woman at home. To- 
gether they have carried on the plans. The supply comes from the societies, and 
if this fails our work fails. So as we look at results, such as may be seen, let us 
each ask if we might haye given it greater breadth and insure more and better 
results. Each society is not a little struggling group, but an important part of 
our organization, whose success is greatly dependent upon every one of its com- 
ponent groups. Then again the growth of the local society is limited by the growth 
of the individual member. And then, dear co-workers, we surely owe much to the 
generous spirit of these good husbands of ours. Their names are not recorded in 
our historical records, but they are recorded in our memories. Their sympathetic 
understanding of the great work given us to do, their every encouragement and 
helpfulness in carrying out the work, has indeed meant much to the cause. We 
wish to thank them most heartily. 


The past biennium 

Depression is a test. It might be easy to hide behind reasons for letting mission 
work and church work in general go backward, but let us rather look for reasons 
in times such as these for trying to move forward. They will not be hard to find. 
The books of the past biennium are closed. The gifts have been counted. You 
who have had a part in the achievement will be cheered to know that because of your 
contributions, the substantial sum of $545,659.00 flowed through the channels of the 
church treasury. This is over eleven thousand dollars more than that contributed 
during any other biennium. Therefore there is a prayer of thanksgiving in our 
hearts today. Dollars and cents can never tell the story of the work done, but 
these are visible results. Regarding the contributions for 1982, however, we have 
so far fallen short. The year is half done. Our dial plate says high noon, but the 
contributions for the year says, barely ten o’clock. The societies are trying to break 
up the thoughtless habit of withholding our gifts until the last weeks of the fiscal 
year. “If I were worth a million,” we sometimes say, and think that we should be 
very generous, if we were entrusted with that amount. A little girl once said, “I 
will help you when I am grown up.” “You need not wait until then,” said the 
wise mother, “Please bring me my thimble.” We need not wait, we may give now in 
proportion to what we have. Dear co-workers, let us not forget our moral obliga- 
tion to the budget, and let us not attempt new things at the expense of the old. 
We must stay by the work appointed unto us. 
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Two sets of tasks confront us, those at home and abroad. Wherever there is a 
church unable to support a minister, in country or city where a minister and church 
are needed, and the people are not able without help to secure them, there is home 
mission ground. Then we have the Indian, the Eskimo, the deaf, the sailor and the 
pensioned. All of us are the products of home mission work and enjoy its blessed 
fruits. None of us can afford to be inattentive to home mission work and needs. 
The langlishing of this work, the emptiness of its treasury, the inability of the 
board to respond to calls made upon it, reflect our lack of love and interest for this 
vital work. 

At the time of the second battle of Bull Run, the whole southern country was 
quivering with excitement, telegraph wires being down and people were so anxious 
to hear the result of the battle which they knew had just been fought. In Stone- 
wall Jackson’s home town the excitement was very great and no news had been re- 
ceived. At the post office was a letter for Mr. Jackson’s pastor, the Rev. Dr. White, 
addressed in Jackson’s own handwriting. The minister took out the letter and the 
people crowded about him. He had to get upon a box to read the letter that had 

come fresh from the battlefield. 


“My Dear Pastor: 

“Remembering that today is the occasion for taking up the annual collection for 
foreign missions, I beg leave to enclose my contribution for that object. I remain, 
yours, T. J. Jackson.” 


If General Jackson, in the throes of a fierce struggle, could remember his duties 
to foreign missions, we, though beset by the difficulties of the present time, should 
not forget our foreign missions. Among the many blessings that have come to the 
Federation-is the wave of mission study. We are very grateful to the Christian 
Nurture committee, which has so, carefully worked out mission programs, which 
while intended for the children of the Church, are so interesting that we all find 
them much worth while. There is a greater need than ever for the true missionary 
spirit to be a part of every child’s education. Let the child’s missionary interest 
lag, and where will be the missionaries and their supporters of tomorrow? At the 
dawn of the present biennium, how naturally do we not all form plans for its work. 
Spontaneously does the Christian woman ask, “What can I do this biennium for my 
Savior?” “Tell your people how fast we are dying, and ask them if they cannot 
send the gospel a little faster.” This converted heathen woman understood the great 
imperative need of her people. Our thoughts go out to our missionaries. Let us pray 
for courage and endurance for those who work in dreary places, in our stead. We 
are thinking of Missionary Bert Nelson who all these long months has been held 
in captivity. May God bless him and keep him. 


Christian Education 


From the presidents of the senior colleges and the educational director of the 
church, come an urgent request that we do everything possible to help increase the 
number of students at our church schools. We have every reason to believe that 
the women will exert themselves to bring this about. Let us look upon this as a 
matter for which we are personally responsible. Let us personally interview pros- 
pective students and use our influence. Letters have already been sent out and we 
hope that the societies will take the matter up very soon. From two of our schools 
come special requests for prayerful co-operation, namely Pacific Lutheran College 
and The Deaconess Training School. We hope that the convention will see fit to 
act favorably upon recommendations submitted by the general board. 

Charities 

Mothering the homeless, the aged, the dependent and discouraged is a work 
which is close to the heart of the motherhood of the church. All homes are suffer- 
ing also because of the stringency of the times. We must put forth every effort. dur- 
ing the present year, because of the curtailing of funds. We wish to express 
to all those who serve as superintendents, matrons and helpers at our homes, our 
deepest gratitude for their faithful and loving service. The Lutheran Girls’ Home 
of Minneapolis is especially in need of funds and gifts. It is a great thing for 
Christians to have the spirit of compassion for the suffering, and having it, to open 
channels through which it may flow.

Mrs. T. H. Dahl in her message of 1912 to the women of the church also made 
this statement. “The women’s societies, and here I include our girls’ societies 
composed of young women, are a power when standing together as a federation.” 
Today we have a fulfillment of this her prophesy. We are especially grateful to 
Mrs. Arthur §. Johnson who these years has guided the young women in their work. 
She has indeed been an inspiration to them.

She leaves with us precious memories and an abiding in- 
fluence for good. 

We extend to our dear co-workers, Miss Jane Thorpe, who has suffered the loss 
of a beloved mother, to Mrs. J. M. Hardy, who mourns the loss of a kind and loving 
husband, and to Miss Thorstensen who also has lost her dear mother, our sincere 
sympathy. May our Heavenly Father bless them and comfort them in their be- 
reavement. Hn

D. L. R. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


It is with thanksgiving to our Heavenly Father for His blessing and His 
guidance during the past biennium that we present this report to the conven- 
tion assembled, June 4, 1932. If anything of significance has been accomplished 
—His is all the honor and the glory. We acknowledge gratefully the en- 
couragement, the assistance, the guidance given the Lutheran Daughters of the 
Reformation by the officers of the Church, especially Dr. C. S. B. Hoel. We 
also make special mention of the officers of the Women’s Missionary Federa- 
tion—who have at all times given time and thoughts and prayers for the 
furtherance of the work of the younger women in the Church. Personally I 
want to try to express my gratitude to God for the general officers, Miss 
Thorpe particularly, and leaders of the L. D. R. we now have in the various 
districts, and to these workers themselves, who have spent time and energy in 
work and prayer in order that the young women of our Church might be more 
united in ideals and work, as well as in faith May God bless them and their 
work. 

This year we are indebted to many helpers for the News Letters, and we 
want them to know that we are grateful for all that they have done. Ingeborg 
Stolee, Martha Brennen, Gladys Johnson and Karine Rue have done a great 
deal in order that we might have the News Letters this year. 

Several features have been encouraging and gratifying in the years 1930-31- 
32. Among these we will mention the most important: 


1. Our Anna Huseth Memorial Station at Shishmaref, Alaska, has 
been ‘dedicated and established. 

2. A definite attempt has been made for a more personal and concrete 
contact with the individual societies by mailing 18 issues of the 
L. D. R. News Letters to all societies of which we had a record. 

3. In all but one district we have Key Women who are actively 
working that the ideals and grogram of the L. D. R. may progress. 
We have 28 circuit helpers and 272 societies in direct contact with 
headquarters. 

4. Last year, as far as we know, some time was given to the L. D. R. 
at every district convention. 
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5. As never before, inquiries and suggestions concerning the L. D. R. 
have come from individuals and organizations. 


Because of a realization of significant importance of the program of the 
L. D. R. at this time, and because of a feeling of a lack of knowledge of the 
scope of the field as to its present needs and reactions, and its future pos- 
sibilities and requirements, we sent questionnaires to every organization. We 
also sent questionnaires to all the Key Women and W. M. F. Presidents. We 
have also a written report from the Key Women. 


The replies were enlightening, encouraging and challenging. The following 
questions or problems are the most outstanding’ at the present time: 


1. How shall we meet our problem of finance? 
2. Shall we continue to issue the News Letter? 


3. What type of conventions or conferences can we have (both Na- 
tional and District) in order that the program can be most bene- 
ficial and far-reaching? 


4. How, and with what can we supply our young women with more 
literature and program material? 


5. What can we do for our young women in schools? 


6. What method shall we use to continue the support at Shishmaref 
and what shall the next step be in the forward program of the L. 
D. R. as far as a new project is concerned. 


From this list and other problems one will conclude the task which the 
young women have before them. With the growth of the organization, the 
problems become more complex. But now we have a corps of able and 
interested young women as general and district officers who are working at 
these problems. 


These L. D. R. workers may be called the clouds of witnesses in our Con- 
vention Theme which reads: 


“Let us also, seeing we are compassed about with so great a cloud of wit- 
nesses, lay aside every weight and sin, which doth so easily, beset us, and let 
us run with patience the race which is set before us, looking unto Jesus the 
author and perfector of our faith.” 


And “we must run with patience, the race,’ we are again reminded of Anna 
Huseth—who said in her last greeting to us—‘‘We must not go ahead of God” 
—The most important of all is looking to Jesus as the author and perfector 
of our faith that should be the fundamental ideal of every L. D. R. worker. 
With the promise of the past and the challenge of the future we are eager 
to go forward in His service. 

It is very evident that where we have the most active leaders and have 
made the most personal contacts, the greatest response has been shown by the 
young women. We have never had so many actively concerned. ‘It is our 
hope and prayer that we may go forward, according to His will with the work 
of the young women of our Church.

Report to Second Biennial Convention, Minneapolis, June 3, 1932 


The Brotherhood of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, a federa- 
tion of brotherhoods and men’s clubs in our Church, was organized November 
10-11, 1930, in Minneapolis. A special convention was held in October, 1931, in 
Sioux Falls, S. D. The first bi-ennial convention of the Brotherhood will be 
on Friday, June 3rd, during this Church Convention. 

At the Sioux Falls convention, the following resolution was adopted: “The 
Brotherhood of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America thanks God for 
every opportunity for service given to it, as every case of need is an opportu- 
nity to make manifest the works of God. It rejoices, therefore, to be called 
upon to serve, not only in the ordinary life of the Church, but appreciates es- 
pecially to be called upon in time of difficulty and distress.” 

The Purpose and Program of the Brotherhood may be stated, as follows: 

“To stimulate the interest among the men of our Church for the Kingdom 
of God, and to foster an evangelical understanding of Christian stewardship. 


¢ 
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To promote loyalty to the home congregation and the Synod, and to work for 
such special objects within the congregation and the Synod as may be agreed 
upon from time to time. 

“To promote a Bible Reading Movement of the men of our Church, and to 
promote a study of our Church activities and Church affairs.” 

The Brotherhood is also taking a personal interest in the boys and young 
men of the Church, to keep the young folks within the influence of the Church 
and to protect them against evil associations. 

The Brotherhood’s program includes also the following: “That the pastor be 
assisted in calling on the lapsed members of the Church in order to bring them 
back into the Church, and in calling on the unchurched to bring them into fel- 
lowship with the Church. 

The purpose and program of the Brotherhood is of such character and scope 
that it will appeal to all active men of the Church. 

The national organization of the Brotherhood is divided into nine districts. 
The district presidents are: Eastern District, Vilas L. Rasmussen, Oconomowoc, 
Wis.; Northern Minnesota, Dr. O. F. Mellby, Thief River Falls, Minn.; Southern 
Minnesota, Dr. Nels Westby, Madison, Minn.; Iowa, T. O. Heggen, Fort Dodge, 
Ia.; South Dakota, Chris. Rogness, Madison, S. D.; North .Dakota, O. Thor- 
modsgaard, Chaseley, N. D.; Rocky Mountain District, John Applegren, Wolf 
Point, Mont.; Pacific District, Rev. Theo. Hokenstad, Bremerton, Wash.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE > 


Nineteen hundred thirty-one will undoubtedly go down in our history as 
the Chicago Convention year. The youth convention staged there at the Stev- 
ens Hotel Auditorium and the Chicago Stadium was of such proportions that 
only organizations many times the size of ours would ever dare to attempt 
anything of the kind. The registered delegation numbered close to three thou- 
sand. Each session of the four-day convention brought out an attendance 
record never equalled before. The climax came Sunday evening when an in- 
spired Choral Union of 4,000 voices sang Lutheran Choral music to an audience 
estimated at 15,000 as this music has seldom been sung before. It was a great 
spiritual meeting with results such as only a religious revival can bring about 
and we thank God for it. : 

Nineteen hundred thirty-one, too, was a year of intense activity in other 
endeavors in the young people’s field. Circuit Conventions were numerous in 
number and generally very well attended. Our new venture in the Bible Camp 
field proved surprisingly popular and successful. As a result of this experience 
Bible Camps and Summer Recreational Camps have been arranged for in prac- 
tically every section of our Church and our young people will this summer be 
spending their vacations by the thousands at these centers where the influence 
of God’s saving word will abound and where young men and women will, we 
sincerely hope, find the way which leads straight to the Cross of Christ. 

Our Student Conventions were greatly blessed and our college and semi- 
nary students are showing an increasing interest in the affairs of the Kingdom. 
More and more young men and women are catching the vision of the Christ- 
life and are definitely consecrating themselves to full-time and part-time 
Christian service. It is a pleasure and a joy to work in this field and to brother 
a movement which includes the best youth the Church has ever had in its 
membership. 

The whole youth program is undoubtedly better established in our Church 
than ever before, and. the Church has évery reason for returning thanks to 
God who by His Spirit has been moving among our young people, calling them 
into fellowship with Him in these trying times, and setting them apart for 
definite work in His Kingdom.

My first thoughts of entering the min- 
istry came during my senior year in High 
School. Conscientious Christian parents, 
an earnest pastor, an interested professor 
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and some very fine reading material that 
came to my hand at this time were large- 
ly responsible for this turn of mind.

lege. During the first year at school, being 
influenced by the religious atmosphere of 
the school and the Christian personality 
of religious instructors, the spirit of God 
brought me to a definite decision to enter 
the work of the Holy Ministry.

Since 
entering this institution, the fellowship of 
Christian friends and the instruction of 
Christian teachers have been God’s_ in- 
struments in making each one of us look 
forward with anticipation to the work in 
the Master’s Vineyard.
